Newton North football coach Norm 
Walker and Walpole’s John Lee are 
normally good friends and - even co- 
workers during the summer, but the two 
men will be on opposite sides of the 
gridiron Saturday afternoon. 

Walker's undefeated, untied Suburban 
league champions take on lee's once- 
beaten Bay State league kingpins at 2 
p.m. at Boston College's Alumni Field to 
decide the best team in Division One 
schoolboy football. 

The biggest high school football crowd 
of the year is expected for the annual 
extravaganza. Three other games are 
also on tap Saturday, one at BC in the 
morning, and two at Boston University, to 
decide the Division Two, Three, and Four 
champions. Holliston and Hanover will 
vie for Div. 4 honors at Alumni Field at 


10:20 a m. The four games mark the end 
of the Eastern Mass, grid season. 

Newton will be playing in its second 
Super Bowl, having competed in the very 
first one back in 1972 under then head 
coach and present Athletic Director Jim 
Ronayne. People in some quarters back 
then suggested Newton, with two losses, 
did not deserve to be in the game, but the 
Tigers quickly changed their minds, 
losing by just two points, 16-14, to a 
mighty Brockton squad with the likes of 
current Notre Dame star Ken MacAfce. 

Walpole, meanwhile, is playing in its 
first-ever Super contest. 

Tigers unbeaten 

There should be no question at all thnt 
the Tigers belong in this year's contest. 
New ton took the Suburban League crown, 
its first since '71, and won all ten games it 
played for the team's first undefeated 
season since 1953. 

Included in that string were four 


team 


shutouts, a 35-6 victory over Brockton, 
and a 13-9 nailbiter over last year's Super 
Bowl entry, North Quincy. Newton 
amassed 224 total points to just 46 for the 
opposition. 

"We're really looking forward to this 
game," said Walker of Saturday's tilt. 
“The players hit their stride in our last 
game la 3(Ml whitewash of Brookline on 
Thanksgiving) and we should be ready. 

"The big thing right now is that we are 
playing a very' good team in Walpole but 
our team is not too impressed with itself. 
These kids (Newton) have never been 
cocky and this makes them a lot easier to 
coach." 

Walker figures the Super Bowl, 
strangely enough, will not carry the 
pressure on the players that the regular 
season did, when every victory was a 
must and the stakes all too often were 
high.

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Home offices 
still under 
discussion 

Home offices and home occupations 
will get another go-round at a Dec:’21 
working meeting of the aldermanic land 
Use Committee. 

The proposed ordinance to control 
home offices of doctors, dentists and 
other professional persons and the use of 
homes for "customary home oc¬ 
cupations" met with little success at a 
recent meeting of the committee 
land Use Committee Chairman Eliot 
Cohen asked the committee members to 
submit what each would like in the or¬ 
dinance in time for the Dec. 21 meeting 
He also wants the Building Department to 
submit a list of outstanding complaints 
abnui business use of homes and the law 
Department to clarify its opinion on the 
standing of the present use of homes for 
offices. 

The proposed ordinance drawn up by 
he Planning Department spells out 
exactly what professions will be allowed 
in maintain a home office, the maximum 
square footage allowed, and the number 
•f off-street parking spaces required. 
Some objections raised in committee 
against the proposed ordinance were to 
the off-street parking requirement for 
professional offices. 

"I can't object strongly enough to the 
off-street parking'” Aid. Susan Schur 
said. "It will mean people will pave over 
everything." 

Schuralso pointed out that a 
pediatrician who had two mothers with 
i wo children in his office at the same time 
would, under terms of the new ordinance, 
have to obtain permissive use from the

The vote on the Murley land develop¬ 
ment proposal by the Board of Aldermen 
Monday night will not necessarily be the 
last word.

Barkin hopes that the full Board will 
agree to give the proposal the same 
consideration as it gave to another 
proposed development in Ward 8, 
Nahanton Woods. 

In that die case the Land Use Com¬ 
mittee agreed to let the petition for zone 
change die without denial, making the 
petition for permissive use moot. Since no 
denial was involved, the Petition may be 
resubmitted after a planned development 
ordinance is wnlten or some other means 
of protecting open space is devised. 

Barkin's development would contain 
120-154 single-family condominium 
dwellings on the 15 acres of land in the 
center of the land. The front and back 
parcels of 6.5 acres each w ould remain in

City Planning Committee will 
recommend Novitiate acquisition

City officials have taken the first steps 
toward total acquisition of the Novitiate 
land for a southside city park, while 
retaining a commitment to buy a large 
conservation tract in Chestnut Hill. 

Target date for purchase of the 60-acre 
St. Joseph Novitiate is fiscal 1979. 

Before proceeding to discussion of the 
Novitiate land, the aldermanic City 
Planning Committee voted unanimously 
at its Monday evening session to keep the 
32-acre Kennard Estate in Its scheduled 
slot for acquisition in fiscal 1978. 

In a move aimed at persuading Mayor 
Theodore Mann to buy the park, the 
committee voted 5-0-1 to amend the 1978- 
1983 capital improvement program to 
include all the land and buildings now 
owned by the Xaverian Brothers between 
Winchester Street, Nahanton Street, and 
the Charles River. 


Aldermen have separated the 
acquisition Into two parcels. 

The first, 45 acres of open land, would 
be purchased by the city, then reim¬ 
bursed with slate and federal funds that 
amount to 75 percent of the cost. 

The second, 15 acres plus the buildings, 
would be paid for from the city's general 
revenues. 

Divorcing the buildings and surroun¬ 
ding land from the state-federal reim¬ 
bursement plan would "give the city 
flexibility,” said Chairman Terry Morris, 
who suggested the move. 

Morris’ intent is that the city apply for 
the reimbursements for the 45 acre 
parcel but pay for the buildings and 
remaining 15 acres itself, so that that 
parcel can be resold later on. 

Strings attached to the federal-state 
programs restrict use of the land to 
public conservation and recreation 
purposes. 


The committee also voted 5-1 to urge 
the Board of Aldermen to ask Mann to 
"take the necessary steps to get an ap¬ 
praisal of the Novitiate land." 

Dudley Road residents and abutters to 
Ihe Kennard Estate were in total 
agreement with the 30 conservation 
advocates attending the session that the 
Kennard property should be bought as 
promised after it had been pushed aside 
to buy the remainder of Norumbega Park 
this year. 

In fact, that purchase is already un¬ 
derway. 

Joel Lerner of the state’s Division of 
Conservation Services said at the session 
that the Newton Conservation Com¬ 
mission has just signed the preliminary 
application papers for (state) self-help 
funds to buy Kennard. 

The papers are now with the Newton 
Planning Department, Lerner added.

Community Development 

Traffic solution is objective 
of residents of north side 


Representatives of community 
organizations in the areas now being 
assisted by the federally funded com¬ 
munity development program made their 
pitches Tuesday night for continued and 
expanded allocations of the $776,000 
expected in the third year of the program. 

The program, which is now in its 
second year, has provided neighborhood 
improvement, housing rehabilitation, 
social service help, and beautification for 
three "target areas," West Newton, 
Nonantum, and Newton Comer, help to 
the business district of Newton 
Highlands, and assistance in historic 
preservation. 

Newton Comer representatives con¬ 
tinued their pleas for a solution to the 


traffic and parking problems in the 
village. The Rev. Davis Herbert Davis of 
the Eliot Church and others culled those 
problems the "overwhelming concern" of 
residents. Village improvements are 
scheduled later in the program' and 
beautification of the Nonantum Square 
lias already begun. 

Planning & Development Board 
Chairman Stanley Miller asked that all 
previously done traffic studies be 
resurrected and copies given to him to 
see whether any are still usable. 

The chairman of the housing com¬ 
mittee of the Newton Corner 
Neighborhood Association asked that 
funds be included in the program for 
rehabilitation of existing housing and 


acquisition of land in Newton Comer for 
new housing, especially for the elderly. 

Mrs. Margaret Cormier of the 
Nonantum Advisory Committee for 
community development asked the 
Planning & Development Board to 
consider more funding for improvement 
and beautification of Nonantum's main 
street, Watertown Street. 

The tot lot, security lighting at the old 
Stearns School, and lighting at Hawthorn 
Playground are all appreciated, she said, 
but" poeple on this side of the city look at 
the other side and like what they see." 

Mrs, Cormier asked that trees be 
planted, wiring be put underground to

600 fill Meadowbrook to 
hear four PTA's testify

The Memorial PTA called for Ihe 
closing of Spaulding, the Spaulding PTA 
criticized the School Committee for 
putting school against school in a fight for 
survival, and the Oak Hill School PTA 
showed that other schools may be above 
capicity by 1986 if that school is closed. 

The Subcommittee on School 
Enrollment and Building Utilization 
heard these statements at a public 
hearing for PTAs at Meadowbrook Junior 
High School Tuesday night. 

The Weeks Junior High School PTSA 
raised several questions about the 
proposed closing of that school and 
putting those students in Meadowbrook 
Junior High, using the adjacent Oak Hill 
elementary school building when it is 
closed. 

President of the Oak Hill Park 
Association Cynthia Creem began the 
heuring by noting the geographic 
isolation of the community planned after 
World War U, and noted the large 
number of properties that directly abut 
the school pproperty. 

Memorial PTA President Robert 
Shuman was booed by some of the 600 
people in the auditorium when he called 
for all Spaulding students to be bused to 
Memorial. 

The only PTA to call specifically for the 


closing of another school noted that 
Spaulding is a more centrally located 
school that would make it better for 
future uses that it is on the well-traveled 
brookline Street which makes it less safe 
for the unloading of school buses and 
suggested that closing only Spaulding 
would create the least disruption of 
current school districts. 

Shuman also said the struggling Oak 
Hill Park businesses would be helped by 
more parents driving into the area, and 
said the large number of one-car families 
in the Park would make it difficult for 
children to participate in after-school 
activities at Spaulding. 

Oak Hill School 

Oak Hill School PI A President Maida 
Sheinfield presented several speakers in 
a long presentation that had the audience 
restless when the concluding slide show 
began. 

Kev. Warren Brown from Dorchester 
praised the Oak Hill Metco program as 
being tlie largest and most impressive at 
any one school in Greater Boston, and 
closing the school, he said, "could be 
considered a back door approach to 
closing metropolitan programs" out of 
the city. 

President Sheinfield noted the strong 
staff committment to team teaching and 
the continuity given to students by having 
the same teachers in grades K-l and 2-3. 


As a credit to the quality of the school 
she said that 10 percent of its enrollment 
comes in voluntarily from other disiricts 
in the city, which is the largest out-of¬ 
district enrollment in Newton. 

Robert lee, a city planner in Boston, 
presented enrollment projections based 
on school statistician Vincent Silluzio’s 
figures that speculate that, with the 
highest fertility rate used by the U.S. 
Census Bureau,three of the four 
remaining south side schools would be 
over capacity by 1989. 

lae based his figures on system-wide 
enrollment projections by Silluzio, then 
distributed those numbers over the 
schools that would remain open if Oak 
Hill were closed. 

If Oak Hill and Hyde were both closed, 
he expects that Bowen, Countryside, and 
Spaulding could be beyond capacity. 

Spaulding School 

Frederick Andelman, copresident of 
the Spaulding PTA, pointed out the 
merits of the school, reasons why it 
doesn’t meet the School Committee’s 
criteria for closing, then called on the 
subconunittee to "end this depressing 
charade." 

He noted that the preschool special 
education program Is based in the school 
and pointed to the newness of the building

Thirty- 
four states. including 
Massachusetts and the federal 
government have some form of 
legislation on the books.

desire to continue to work and 
arc able to do so," Pines ex¬ 
plained. 

Data supplied by the US. 
Department of Labor 
estimates that 42 percent of the 
workers leaving their jobs at or 
after age 65 are cither forced to 
retire (36 percent) or are laid 
off 16 percent). Other 
estimates indicate that 56-69 
percent of people over 65 would 
continue to work if they were 
permitted to do so. This is so 
for a variety of reasons. They 
range from the need to 
maintain their salaries (and 
ihe fears of inadequate 
retirement income) to the need 
to keep active and contribute. 

"Despite a general tendency 
on the public’s part to devalue 
the older worker, employers 
who do hire them report very 
positive results," Pines said. 
"They cite stability, depen¬ 
dability. knowledge, ex¬ 
perience, superior attendance, 
pride and consistency." 

Pines maintains that there 
are strong economic ad¬ 
vantages in adopting a flexible 
retirement policy. The loss of 
production caused by the ar¬ 
bitrary exclusion of older 
workers is in excess of $10 
billion annually, according to a 
Rutgers University study. 
Furthermore, it would require 
almost three times the present 
level of public retirement 
subsidies to replace the income 
lost to older workers through 
forced retirement. 

The Pines bill is similar to 
statutes on the books in Maine, 
Connecticut and New York. In 
those states, continued state 
employment past the man¬ 
datory retirement age 
requires: a recommendation 
from the employee's direct 
supervisor, a medical cer¬ 
tificate, a statement of need 
from the employee's depart¬ 
ment. 

The bill requires the 
establishment of standards to 
insure that the employee's age 
and health do not adversely 
affect the quality of per¬ 
formance. 

Pines was the sponsor of a 
law which requires the state . 
to set aside up to 10 percent of 
all positions in stale govern¬ 
ment over a five-year period, 
for elderly persons desiring 
part-time employment, for 
women and the handicapped 
who cannot or desire not to 
work full time.

Another member wants to 
learn to speak more softly, not 
interrupt, and to be neater in 
his clothing. 

Ellsworth, who lived most of 
his 46 years in state hospitals, 
never had the chance to use an 
escalator, never learned how to 
use money, and cannot read. 

David, who has physical as 
well as mental problems, is 
learning to control his anger 
and not shout at people. He 
takes part in groups now 
without being aggressive 
either physically or 

verbally. 

Ellsworth and David are two 
of the 28 clients served by 
NEWW Center, a community 
mental-health adult 
rehabilitation "club” now 
located at the Lutheran Church 
of the Newtons in Newton 
Centre. 

NEWW stands for Newton- 
Wellesley-Weston, although the 
area served has recently been 
enlarqed to include Needham. 

Clients come mainly from 
Newton, and are referred by a 
physician, self-referred, or 
referred by Medfield state 
hospital, where many clients 
have been for varying lengths 
of time. Some live there now, 
some in a halfway house, and 
some alone or with family in 
Newton. 

The three-day-a-week 
program means different 
things to the the members of 
the center. (To the people 
attending the center' they are 
"members"; to the therapists 
and management, they are 
"clients.") 

Although the overall goal of 
NEWW is to help clients adjust 
to living, the program is 
divided into several com¬ 
ponents to help them reach the 
goal. 

There is a feelings group, a 
relationships group, and a 
community adjustment group, 
all designed to help in various 
aspects of getting along with 
other people. 

In the community ad¬ 
justment group, there are field 
trips into stores, restaurants, 
banks and other public places, 
and related talk about how to 
manage such visits. 

The center is open three full 
days a week and offers sup¬ 
portive counseling as well as 
structured activity. — .

She has grown able to 
converse more, instead of only 
answering a question and of¬ 
fers advice to others on, for 
example, cooking. 

The members all have lunch 
at the center, and a big topic at 
the community adjustment 
group was how to prepare the 
midday meal. The food comes 
the center from Medfield state 
hospital. 

The members prepare the 
meal and serve it. The staff 
members are guests at the 
meals. 

Staff includes Stanley Ross, 
director, who works full time; 
nine other professionals, who 
work either one or two days a 
week at the center; and three 
volunteers. 

Volunteers work with many 
of the groups. Besides the 
discussion groups there is an 
art program, which takes place 
at the center; a sports program 
including both cold- and warm- 
weather activities, and a 
music-and-exercise group, 
others. • 

Volunteers are provided 
through the Newton-Wellesley- 
Weston mental health area 
office here in Newton after 
screening. 

Until recently, when the 
program of halfway houses and 
getting people out of mental 
institutions get its big impetus 
in the state, most of the 
members of NEWW Center 
would have had to remain 
hospitalized or be hospitaled. 

Certainly John, who is at 
present living at Medfield, 
would not have been able to 
leave this week, as he is 
scheduled to do. 

John is in his late twenties 
and has had a relatively brief 
hospitalization. He is looking 
forward, he said, to being in¬ 
dependent of his family, "not 
dependent on them for a roof 
over my head." 

At the community ad¬ 
justment meeting, leader Olive 
Carson of the Medfield staff 
used John’s hope of getting a 
part-time job in Boston as a

Social studies department heads review procedures 

Social studies department elective amnni* thn cpvnral 


Social studies department 
heads from the Newton North 
and Newton South high schools 
admitted to the School Com¬ 
mittee chairman last week that 
the schools do not fully comply 
wt'h state requirements for 
history. 

The state law requires that 
the state constitution be taught 
to all high school students. 

Newton South Department 
Mead Wayne Altree said not all 
classes fulfill the requirement’ 
and said, "There's no reason 
why we shouldn’t. A plausible 
amount of time could be taken 
for state government." 

Newton North Acting 
Department Head Ned 
It'issiter said his staff does 
very well in meeting the 
regulations, but probably 
doesn't meet them 100 percent. 

"We don’t do a line-by-line 
reading of the state con¬ 
stitution, but we visit the State 
House, look at the old Pilgrim 
Charter," and undertake a 
general survey of state 
government, he said. 

The two department heads 
spoke before the School 
Committee Nov. 22 as part of 
the Committee's ongoing at¬ 
tempt to learn more about the 
content of the teaching in the 
schools. 

High school students are 
required to lake one course in 
American history and one 


elective among the several 
other courses offered in 
civilizations, economics, 
psychology, anthropology, 
sociology, and other history 
cnurses offered at the schools. 

Rossiter, who has studied at 
Yale, Harvard, and schools in 
England, said Newton North 
students used to have a three- 
year sequence to follow in 
history in 19G8. With the 
Vietnam War and the civil 
rights movement a wider 
range of courses were offered 
that now include black studies, 
history of women, human 
relations, divorce, drug abuse, 
and the environment. 

"Curriculum changes evolve 
more than they arc planned," 
he said, referring to the 25 
courses offered in the depart¬ 
ment. 

Rossiter, who is acting 
department head while John 
Livingston is on a leave of 
absence, said the most popular 
course at North is "Law and 
Society,” and said he could use 
more staff in the department 
for some oversubscribed 
courses. 

Although there are no 
guidelines for North students in 
choosing the required elective, 
most students make wise 
choices, and for many it is their 
last chance to take a course in 
law or psychology. 

Wayne Altree has taught in

In 
California, state officials 
estimate that new 
refrigeration standards alone 
would save 2.1 billion kilowatt 
hours of electricity per year.

The Novitiate 

The aldermanic City Planning Committee 
this week voted to make a recommendation 
to the mayor that the Novitiate land be 
acquired by Newton for a public park. 

The land, a parcel of almost 60 acres with 
frontage on the Charles River, came to 
public attention through the efforts of the 
Newton Conservators. 

The Conservators conducted public tours 
of the parcel throughout September and 
. October, and if letters to the editor are a 
barometer, succeeded in generating interest 
: across the city in the suitability of the site 
for a park. 

• The chief asset of the Novitiate land is its 
; versatility. Paths already exist, a rough 
playing field is usable, the topography 
varies and is therefore adaptable to many 
different activities; land runs the gamut 
from windswept to idyllic. 

We feel the Conservators, a non-profit 
private group of conservationists, has 
chosen its priority with great care and made 
the wisest selection possible. 

We feel serious consideration should be 
given to the concept that if we place a 
priority on saving what little open space we 
have left, we should also consider how it can 
be used. 

The open space, after all, is for the well¬ 
being of the people. 

Resistance to the Novitiate park idea is 
coming mainly from a select minority on the 
Conservation Commission, as was 
evidenced in a presentation made last week 
by the Commission on its land acquisition 
plans. 

The Commission's original, long-standing 
recommendation was to acquire 15 acres of 
the Novitiate land. This was stated again at 
last week's hearing on Capital Im¬ 
provements, despite the fact the Conserva¬ 
tion Commission voted unanimously in 
September that the 15 acres was “insuf¬ 
ficient.” 

The type of misrepresentation is unfor¬ 
tunate. 

We join the Newton Conservators in 
urging you to tell your aldermen and the 
mayor you would like to see the Novitiate 
land become a city park. 

_ We hope the mayor will look favorably on 

the recommendation of the City Planning 
Committee for acquisition of the entire 
Novitiate parcel.

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A new mood on Beacon Hill

A legislative session is often as ac¬ 
curate a rcflecUon of the public's mood, 
and the economy’s health, as any opinion 
poll or economic index. 

During the late sixties and early 
sevenUes, for example, Massachusetts 
citizens surveyed the booming state and 
naUonal economies, pronounced them in 
good health, and readily supplied the 
mandate for dramaUc and expensive 
programs to cure society's Ills. Many 
initiatives of that era, like the Chapter 766 
program assuring education for han¬ 
dicapped children, were models for the 
nation, and Bay Staters rightfully take 
pride in their passage. 

The intervening half decade, however, 
has seen a rapid deterioration In the 
national economy and a parallel shift in 
the public's expectations of government. 
With the different diagnosis — unem¬ 
ployment, InflaUon, higher taxes — has 
come a different prescription — govern¬ 
ment action to stimulate the economy, 
government initiatives to protect the 
consumer from the rising cost of in¬ 
surance, health care and other essentials, 
and perhaps above all, some self- 
discipline by those in power to hold down 
the cost of government itself. 

These new realities were apparent to 
any observer of the Beacon Hill scene in 
1976. The executive and legislative

branches, displaying a new spirit of 
cooperation, enacted some of the most 
significant bills in years to promote 
economic development, protect the 
consumer, and restore fiscal respon¬ 
sibility to state government 

Let's take a look at some of them. 

Consumer Issues: 

— We gave Massachusetts a true 
automobile insurance merit rating 
system which penalizes bad drivers and 
rewards good drivers. Consumers ac¬ 
customed to annual rate Increases of 15 to 
20 percent —were no doubt taken by 
surprise when some large underwriters 
recently requested 1977 hikes of less than 
1 percent, a development that holds great 
promise for the future. 

— To counter the alarming increase in 
the cost of health care for consumers, 
business and state government, we took 
legislative action on three fronts. 

The most important measure 
establishes a permanent system to 
control hospital coats by allowing the 
state to review hospital budgets and 
require Justification for charges. The 
system won’t restore dally room rates of 
$50 to $60, as they were Just a few years 
ago, but it will help to contain costs at 
today’s levels. 

Another bill makes It far easier to 
establish and operate pre-paid health and 
insurance plans, which stress preventive 
medicine and which can cost far less then 


ordinary health insurance coverage. And 
consumers can now save money on 
medicine because pharmacists will be 
allowed to substitute less expensive 
"generic drugs” for their higher priced 
trade name equivalents. No other state In 
th nation has taken such significant steps 
toward controlling health costs, and these 
came in Just one year. 

Economic development: 

— We established two important state 
agencies to provide capital for new or 
expanding businesses In areas of high 
unemployment, the Community 
Development Finance Corp. and the 
Mass. Industrial Mortgage Insurance 
Agency. 

— We undertook the first com¬ 
prehensive reform of the unemployment 
compensation system, a system which, 
because of piecemeal amendments over 
the past 40 years, was full of inequities, 
inadequacies, and loopholes. The system 
was seen by many as a roadblock to 
economic growth, so we simplified it, 
tightened it up to prevent abuses' and 
made It fairer for employees and em¬ 
ployers alike. 

Fiscal responsibility: 

— We restructured the state debt, 
substituting long-term bonds for more 
expensive short-term notes. 

— We clamped spending controls on the 
school building assistance program, 
which was escalating widly. 


I'm especially pleased with these ac¬ 
complishments because they were on my 
list of legislative priorities, but the hard 
work and cooperation by the executive 
and legislative branches produced many 
other important measures as well, in¬ 
cluding the reorganization of the Mass. 
Commission Against Discrimination into 
a fulltime board, a series of incentives for 
homeowners, factory owners and 
municipalities to install solar-powered 
equipment, and a capital outlay budget 
which includes funds for essential mental 
health, correction and environmental 
projecta. 

In short, 1976 was a good legislative 
year by any standards, a year in which 
the Commonwealth’s elerted officials 
responded well to the demands of the 
economy and the desires of the elec¬ 
torate. 

It was equally Important because It led 
to the restoration of good relations bet¬ 
ween the executive and legislative 
branches. The two branches will continue 
to work in harmony in 1977 to tackle the 
many challenges that lie ahead: helping 
our cities; making our court system more 
efficient and responsive; providing better 
services to the children of this state; 
easing the overcrowding In our state's 
prisons; and building on the substantial 
progress we've already made toward 
revitalizing the Massachusetts economy. 


Keep Hyde School open

To the Editor: 

As a resident of Newton 
Highlands for over 40 years, I 
find it imperative that I ex¬ 
press my interest In the 
retention of the Hyde School. 

Hyde School is an integral 
part of a very compact com¬ 
munity, more so perhaps that 
than any other village in 
Newton. 

Witness the fact that Newton 
Highlands is the only village in 
Newton that has a chartered 
Community Council, and. I 
might add, a very active one. 

During the school year, the 
windows of the school are 
alight five nights a week with 
the classes of the Hyde Com¬ 
munity School. My wife and I 
and my daughter have at¬ 
tended classes during the last 
two years. The gymnasium is 
in use at least two nights a 
week when parents bring their 
children of all grades for 
supervised athletic activities. 


It is important to note that 
for the majority of the par¬ 
ticipants in the Community 
School and the gymnasium 
activities the school is within 
walking distance. 

In the fifties when our (our 
children were in Newton 
schools, the streets of this area 
were teeming with children. In 
the sixties when our children 
were in college, the elementary 
school population dwindled 
greatly. In the last eight years 
that has changed. 

Within a hundred yards we 
have four grandchildren, three 
of whom are currently at¬ 
tending Hyde School, and 
within a two-block area, five 
new families have moved in in 
the last three years, bringing 
10 new current or potential 
pupils to Hyde School. 

All of these families are well 
within childbearing age, so 
that more children can be 
anticipated. It should be noted 


that In the cases cited above 
the young families moving in 
replaced older residents 
retiring and moving away. 

in this immediate area and 
Indeed all over the Highlands 
there is ample evidence of this 
trend continuing. 

As an attorney and former 
real estate appraisal engineer 
for several years, I cannot help 
but be aware of the deleterious 
effect that the closing of a 
community school such as 
Hyde would have on property 
values. AU of the new families 
moving In have been in¬ 
fluenced In choosing this area 
by the convenience and ex¬ 
cellence of the Hyde School, its 
central location and the very 
active part it plays in this 


closely-knit village. 

A negavtive stance on the 
part of some of the School 
Committee members relative 
to the retention of the Hyde 
School can only appear as 
indicating a lack of sensitivity 
on the part of elected officials 
to the needs of the Highlands 
community and possibly in 
some cases a self-serving 
attitude on the part of persons 
who were elected to serve the 
best interests of the city as a 
whole. 

I sincerely hope that three 
factors will not stand in the 
way of a fair consideration of a 
problem the solution of which 
is so vital to this village.

Judging by what I read and 
hear, I wonder whether 
everyone now enthusiastically 
supporting immediate and 
total acquisition of the 
Novitiate property is aware 
that the city does have a plan, 
prepared by the Conservation 
Commission, to acquire, over a 
period of years, certain parcels 
of land for conservation pur¬ 
poses. 

Since 1973, this plan has been 
an element of the Capital 
Improvement Program, and, 
no matter what attitude other 
city officials have had towards 
this document, the Con¬ 
servation Commission has 
always submitted its proposals 
in good faith, and, with 
technical assistance and ad¬ 
vice from the Department of 
Planning and Development, 
has been able to implement 
them almost on schedule. 

In summary' matters now 
stand thus: Baldpate Meadow 
Conservation Area off Harwich 


Hoad, Webster Vale, or 
Charles Cohen Conservation 
Area, and Gilligan Charles 
Kiver frontage have been 
acquired. Currently ear¬ 
marked for purchase are: 
Norumbega Park, Hunnewell 
Hill Woods, Stamford Street, 
Wayne Road-Vine Street, 
Dolan Ponil-Quinn Pond 
Wetland, Oakdale Wcjods, 
Kennard Estate. 

Next in line are the NHDH 
and Davis properties, both on 

i he river in Upper Falls, to be 
followed by the Marcy land 
also in Upper Falls and the 
Novitiate property. 

It would be impossibly ex¬ 
pensive to buy all the un¬ 
developed land in the City, and 

ii seems to me that it is now 
time to supplement these 
purchases with other forms of 
acquisition, such as would be 
possible if the City adopted 
zoning techniques designed to 
preserve open space by 
clustered and-or planned 
development on large parcels 
of land. Open space advocates 
might do well to encourage 
their aldermen to look 
favorably on such amendments 
to our zoning ordinances w hich 
could help Newton achieve 
national open space standards 
more easily.

To the Editor; 

Please note that Norwood 
has discontinued the use of 
parking meters. Merchants 
report an immediate increase 
in business. Obviously, other 
cities and towns can learn 
something from Norwood, if it 
isn't too late. 

I feel very strongly about this 
parking meter mania because 
in my business I have visited 
hundreds of cities and towns 
over a period of 40 years and 
have seen the unfortunate 
deterioration of Main Street in 
most of them. 

You don't have to be very old 
to remember w hen the parking 
meter era began and how 
quietly and insidiously these 
ugly meters crept into our way 
of life. It seemed so liarmless, 
so low-key, when we were told 
that a few meters were being 
installed "for the control of 
traffic and the greater use of 
parking space." 

Slick salesmen for the meter 
manufacturers wined and 
dined the politicians who were 
in a position to pass Judgment 
on the purchase of these new 
devices and they certainly did 
a terrific selling job because 
the number of meters just grew 
and grew. 

"It won't cost the you city a 
penny," explained the meter 
salesmen. "Just let us install 
the meters and pay us after the 
coins are emptied from them. 
There's no investment and you 
city makes a clean profit." 

When citizens complained 
that it was unfair to pay money 
to park on public streets 
maintained by our taxes, one of 
the stock answers was: "The 
money earned by meters will 
be used to create public 
parking areas." 

This, of course, happened 
very rarely. 

Instead, meter rates Jumped 
from pennies, to nickles ' to 
dimes and now to quarters in 
many places. 

Not only did rates go up, but 
every available space on Main 
Street as well as side streets 
sprouted more and more 
meters. Revenues jumped 
dramatically, more police 
were needed to tag overtime 
parkers’ and eventually they 
had to hire an army of beady- 
eyed meter maids to hand even 
more tags on our cars. 

Fines for overtime parking 
increased in proportion to the 
greed of local politicians in 
each city or town. Early fines 
were as low as 50 cents, then $1, 
$2. $5, $10; and today a fine of 
$25 is not uncommon, plus huge 
fees for towing and storage of 
towed cars, plus extra 
penalties if you don't pay the 
fine on time. It's a great 
racket. 

What happens to all the 
money collected from meters, 
fmes and penalties? Who gets 
what 1 How much is left after 
they pay police and meter 
maids’ What happens to the 
profits? In most cities and 
towns this is "classified in¬ 
formation." Citiznens are 
seldom given a chance to know 
what's going on. 

A few short years ago, smart 
real estate developers became 
aware that shoppers don't like 


parking meters, don't like to 
pay omoney for parking or 
fines for overtime. The result 
was the creation of huge 
shopping malls and plazas with 
unlimited free parking. 

People flocked to the new 
shopping centers. Billions of 
dollars worth of business was 
drained off established 
downtown and Main Street 
merchants. It was so much 
easier to shop without being 
harassed by some eager- 
beaver meter maid who was 
trying to hand on her daily 
quota of parking tags. 

As a result, thousands of 
downtown merchants either _ 
went broke or moved away into 
the plazas and malls. Stores in 
formerly prosperous shopping 
areas became vacant as 
tenants deserted the parking 
meter jungles. Property 
owners lost millions. Mor¬ 
tgages were foreclosed, losses 
were staggering, all because 
these same Main Street 
merchants and property 
owners did not have the guts to 
stand up and fight against the 
spread of meters. 

"They said nothing, while 
meter maids, police and 
politicians chased customers 
away from their stores. 

Now something new has been 
added. It's called "urban 
redevelopment"," which 
frequently means that banks 
and finance companies who are 
now owners of big chuncks of 
Main Street property obtained 
by mortgage foreclosures, 
want government help to bail 
them out by revitalizing 
downtown areas. For retail 
stones in these areas, it's 
frequently too late. Customers 
have flown away to the malls 
and plazas. . 

It’s going to take time, 
maybe a long time, but some 
cities and towns, like Norwood, 
arc trying to bring back Main 
Street shoppers by eliminating 
meters altogether and also 
establishing nearby parking 
facilities. It takes courage to 
make scrap Iron out of a big 
bunch of meters, but it's 
working successfully in towns 
that have tried it Police, 
politicians and meter maids 
don't like the Idea, but 
customers do, storekeepers do 
and property owners certainly 
do. 

Maybe everybody involved 
in Main Street rejuvenation 
should get behind the slogan’ 
"Parking meters gotta go!"

A 'yes' vote on Murley development

i Editor’s note: This letter 
was sent to Aid. Eliot Cohen, 
chairman of the Land Use 
Committee, and a copy was 
sent to the Graphic) Dear 
Eliot: 

You know that I am an 
abutter of the Murley property 
and that I support the proposal 
to develop the land with cluster 
homes. 

Because I have spent so 
much time weighing the 
alternatives before coming to 
my conclusion, I cannot resist 
an effort to rebut some of the 
remarks made by the op¬ 
position at Tuesday's public 
hearing. Although you and 1 
have disagreed in the past over 
neighborhood issues, I consider 
you to be fair and open minded, 
and I trust you will weigh the 
thoughts which I offer. 

Since Mr. Murley was 
notified that his revaluation 
taxes .—would be in excess of 
$25,000,1 have actively worked 
with him in exploring the 
possibilities of a tax reduction 
which would enable him to 
maintain his property as open 
space. I have researched the 
tax laws, and he and Wendell 
Bauckman have met with the 
responsible people at City Hall. 

Although some abatement 
might be given if Mr. Murley 
were to grant the city a con¬ 
servation easement for as long 
as he lives, the amount of the 
abatement which could be 
granted would not be sufficient 
to enable him to hold the land 
as open space. Thus, 1 con¬ 
clude, and 1 believe you will 
agree, that the land will be 
developed. The issue is no 
longer whether the land will be 
developed, but how it will be 
developed. 

The opposition at the Nov. 16 
hearing continuely spoke of 
"zoning integrity,” but what 
does that mean? Does it mean 
that the decisions of 20 years 
ago must control our future? 
Our society has changed 
drastically over the last 20 
years, and what may have 
made sense then is not 


necessarily what is right today. 
The Volante Farm develop¬ 
ment of four, five-and six- 
bedroom homes on Coun¬ 
tryside and Rachel Roads was 
begun in the mid 60's when the 
first houses sold for $40,000 and 
$50,000. Over 10 years later, 
approximately one— fourth of 
the lots have not been com¬ 
pleted, and the existing houses 
sell for in excess of $ 100 , 000 . 
Their replacement cost is far 
more. 

The houses surrounding the 
Murley lanll were built for 
large families when energy 
and land resources in our 
country were considered 
unlimited, and the idea that 
each man should own and 
maintain his own "space" was 
unquestioned. However, the 
declining school enrollment 
which is threatening the 
closing of our neighboring 
schools and the numerous 
unsold house lots in the neigh¬ 
boring Countryside develop¬ 
ment are both testimony to the 
fact that large, single family 
housing does not satisfy the 
present housing needs of our 
community. It also is not the 
best way, economically, 
esthetic-ally or ecologically, to 
develop the land. 

I will concede for the 
moment the wants and needs of 
the people who may wish to live 
in the homes which will be built 
upon the Murley land, and 
address the issues raised by 
some of the neighbors in the 
Oak Hill district. 

One of our new neighbors 
from San Diego spoke at length 
Tuesday about the sociological 
and demographic effects of 
condominiums upon our 
society. I believe he said that 
condominiums in the San Diego 
area had caused a breakdown 
of the stability of family life. 
Surely he was not serious. 

Condominiums have existed 
in Europe and Scandinavia for 
over 100 years, and I doubt that 
anyone would contend that the 
family structure in those 
countries is any less stable 


than in Newton because of 
condominiums. In fact, one 
could make a strong argument 
to the contrary the 
availability of smaller, quality 
housing for couples whose 
children have grown, allowing 
these people to stay in Newton 
where they have lived for 
many years in large houses 
which are no longer suitable 
for their needs or their 
lifestyle, might add to the 
preservation of family ties and 
stability. 

You will recall that one 
opposition spokesman, a 
lawyer, said tha: he had been 
asked to address the issue of 
"crime in condominiums," but 
he could not find any in¬ 
formation on the subject. This 
comment would not be worth 
mentioning ir. this letter, ex¬ 
cept that it reflects the 
irrational fears of many of 
those who have opposed the 
Murley land development. 

There is one fear which I am 
surprised was not mentioned at 
the hearing on Tuesday night, 
because it must exist in the 
minds of those who are 
familiar with Chapter 40(b) of 
the General laws which is 
affectionately known as the 
"Anti-Snob” zoning law. 

Alan Barkin never men¬ 
tioned this, but it certainly 
must be considered. Should the 
Board of Aldermen say no to 
the present proposal, as it may 
be modified, what is to prevent 
another developer from 
acquiring an option for the 
purpose of constructing sub¬ 
sidized housing? 

We, as neighbors, and the 
Board of Aldermen could lose 
the ability to control the 
density on the land which 
night end up three or four 


times that which could be 
worked out under the present 
proposal. Sure, we might tie up 
a developer in court for a few 
years, but who would win? I 
recommend to you and for 
those who don't believe that 
this could happen in the City of 
Newton the reading of the 
Concord and Hanover 
decisions in 294 N.E. 2d 393. 
Those neighbors and towns 
were forced by state law to 
accept 8.8 and 10,9 units per 
acre. 

Let's look at the positive 
aspects of the present 
proposal: 

First, we know who we are 
dealing with. Alan Barkin is a 
neighbor and Stephen Hopkins 
is one of the developers of 
"Newton at 128" which has to 
be one of the most attractive 
industrial parks in the State of 
Massachusetts. We know we 
are dealing with someone who 
can do, and, more importantly, 
has done a first class 
development. Aren't we better 
off working with someone who 
has proved himself? 

Second, the special permit 
conditions which the Board of 
Aldermen can impose upon this 
project give the city tremen¬ 
dous power over the developer 
which the city does not have 
with Residence A develop¬ 
ment. 

Third, the developer has 
offered to contribute to the 
City, in some form, a ten 
percent contribution to low cost 
housing, in addition to a 
possible revenue of $700,000 per 
year in taxes. Single family 
residence development cannot 
possibly raise this much in 
taxes, and the city would get no 
contribution for low cost 
housing. 


Fourth, the developer has 
offered for the benefit of the 
neighborhood at least 13 acres 
of perpetually open land, 
keeping in tact virtually all of 
the specimen and almost all of 
the surrounding trees. The plan 
is architecturally designed to 
protect the best aspects of the 
existing land, and, I believe, it 
can be cut down to eliminate 
the units closest to Countryside 
Road, leaving more open space 
and more natural screening. 

Fifth, the developer can and 
should be required to grant a 
conservation easement to the 
city with respect to the open 
land. This will not reduce their 
property taxes because the 
housing units will be assessed 
according to their selling price, 
irrespective of any restrictions 
on the land. This conservation 
easement will prevent anyone 
from later building on the open 
land because any release of the 
casement would require not 
only a vote of the Board of 
Aldermen, but also a two- 
thirds vote of the 
Massachusetts Legislature 
(Article 97 of the Amendments 
of the Massachusetts Con¬ 
stitution). 

Sixth, the developer has 
indicated a willingness to 
compromise so as to try to 
comply with the 10,000 square 
foot land per unit suggestion of 
the City Planning Department. 

1 respectfully urge you and 
the other members of the land 
Use Committee to give careful 
consideration to working out a 
compromise with the proposed 
developers who I believe can 
offer our neighborhood and the 
City of Newton far more than 
the available alternatives.

Staniford St. Decision near

Development of a 10-acrc 
parcel of land on Staniford 
Street, Auburndale, for low- 
and moderate-income apart¬ 
ments may hinge on an en¬ 
vironmental impact report to 
be submitted to of Envlron- 
mAffairsental Evelyn Murphy. 

The Housing Appeals 
Committee of the state 
Department of Community 
Affairs has had before it the 
case of Auburndale Gardens 
against the Newton Zoning 
Board of Appeals for more than 
two years, under Chapter 774, 
the state's anti-snob zoning 
law. The HAC has completed 
its hearings but cannot issue its 
decision until after after the 
environmental report has been 
evaluated by Secy. Murphy. 

Auburndale Gardens 
developer John Mclsaac has 
tried several times to obtain a 
rezoning and permissive use to 
build a variety of housing 
developments on the Auburn¬ 
dale land. 

The most recent proposal, in 
1974, for 140 units of low- and 
moderate-income housing, was 
denied by the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. 

The matter Is complicated by 
the city's plan to acquire eight 
acres of the land for con¬ 
servation land and two acres 
on which to build 20 units of 
low- and moderate-income 
housing. 

Although the chances are 
good that the HAC will find in 


favor of the developer — 
Newton does not meet state 
criteria for sufficient low- and 
moderate-income housing — 
the desire of the city to acquire 
the land may play some role in 
the state’s apparent scrupulous 
environmental concern. 

The Housing Appeals 
Committee gave a negative 
assessment on the need for an 
environmental impact 
statement, but was overruled 
by the Office of Environmental 
Affairs. 

Among the concerns ex¬ 
pressed was the possible 
"archaeological sensitivity" of 
the area, near and in spots 
bordering on the Charles 
River.

Ijtwrence Shubow, attorney 
for Mclsaac, said this week he 
will have the report prepared 
within the next few weeks. 

Shubow said he feels all 
environmental concerns have 
been dealt with adequately, 
however, and expects the HAC 
to rule in favor of granting a 
comprehensive permit. 

Even if the permit is gran¬ 
ted, according to Maurice 
Corman of the HAC, the city 
•can still take the land by 
eminent domain procedures, 
which it has already initiated. 

At that point the whole 
matter will be in court’ since a 
favorable decision by the HAC 
will undoubtedly Increase the 
taking price of the land.

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Christmas 
is holiday 
for U.N. 
diplomats 

By R. M. SORGE 

UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - 
Whether they admit it or not, 
Christmas is a holiday for just 
about all United Nations 
diplomats. Most of them, 
Christians and non-Christians, 
admit it. 

About December 25, the U.N. 
will close its doors for two days 
after three months of gruelling 
debates, verbal confrontations 
and pressurized diplomatic 
dickering on world affairs in 
the General Assembly. 

Usually the Assembly ad¬ 
journs Its regular session 
between Dec. 15-20, and di¬ 
plomats scatter to relax, no 
matter how and where. This 
year the official closing date is 
Dec 21. Already half way in 
the session, diplomats were 
worn out, because they had to 
attend more Security Council 
sessions than ever before 
during the summer. These 
sessions were followed by the 
complicated Conference on the 
l,aw of the Sea from Aug. 2 
right up to the time when the 
assembly convened on Sept. 21. 

"We have had hardly a day 
off this year, and any holiday is 
welcome," says the delegate 
from a Moslem country. "On 
Christmas most of us depart 
for resort areas." 

How do other non-Christian 
diplomats celebrate or ignore 
Christmas? A few U. N. 
missions keep their offices 
open for business as usual on 
Dec. 25, for state reasons or 
other, among them the 
Russians, the Chinese and the 
Israelis. They celebrate New 
Year's a bigger way. 

"We go to Christinas parties 
if invited,” said an Israeli 
diplomat. Some Jews celebrate 
Sylvester Day, Dec. 31, and 
New Year’s Day. For Jews it is 
the beginning of the civil year, 
opposite the religious year." 
He said the Jewish school his 
children attend is open on 
Christmas Day. but he has 
some trouble getting them 
there because school buses are 
not running. "We are forming 
car pools." 

Similarly, the Russian 
_ school in Riverdale is open. 

and Soviet chidren have to 
_ attend. They will be com¬ 
pensated with a two-week 
vacation beginning on New 
Year's Day. That time they 
will spend at the Soviet Oyster 
Bay estate near Glen Cove, 
Long Island, skating, skiing or , 
whatever the weather permits. 
Soviet diplomats spend New 
Year's Eve together listening 
to messages from Radio 
Moscow. 

"We do not celebrate Christ¬ 
mas and do our normal work," 
said a diplomat from the 
People’s Republic of China. 
"But we have a three-day New 
Year's celebration in January. 
Then our offices are closed." 
Chinese children visiting the 
American School to learn 
English spend their Christmas 
vacations in their apartments 
at the mission. 

People exchange greeting 
cards with these and other non- 
Christian diplomats, but avoid 
religious themes. "Season's 
Greetings" is welcome in any 
home. A Russian friend last 
year popped into our office 
with a gift-wrapped bottle of 
vodka. "It's not our holiday, 
but yours," he said cheerfully. 

"We don't celebrate the 
religious side of Christmas, but 
we enioy the social side," says 
a Hindu Indian. "We like to join 
Christmas parties. Our 
children are happy about 
getting Christmas vacations 
like their American school¬ 
mates." 

A Thai diplomat noted that 
Buddhists "are very liberal 
about Christmas and any other 
holiday. We enjoy them. How 
we spend them differs from 
individual to individual." 

South Koreans, although 
predominantly Buddhist, cele¬ 
brate Christmas, especially 
since the massive American 
presence on the peninsula 
during the Korean war. 

"We got used to it," said one 
Korean diplomat. 

Those from eastern Europe 
spend the holidays in different 
ways, according to their home 
customs. Many East Germans 
like to go to the country. "We 
exchange gifts, enjoy 
Christmas trees,” said one. 

"Most of us go south to the 
warm resort areas," said a 
Yugoslav. "Hike to fly home as 
soon as the General Assembly 
is over."

Have you ever wondered what it would 
be like without fresh oranges, lemons and 
grapefruits? Do you take them for 
granted like all other fresh fruits and 
vegetables in the produce department of 
your market? 

The importance of fresh citrus fruit 


was first discovered in 1747 by Dr. James 
Lind. He found that many British seamen 
with diets lacking in fresh fruits and 
vegetables after being at sea for long 
periods, became incapacitated and died. 
But those who survived were restored to 
good health after eating fresh lemons (or 


limes as they were called) high in 
vitamin C. After Lind's discovery, every 
British ship was required to carry and 
serve lemons each day. Scurvy prac¬ 
tically disappeared and to this day 
British sailors are called "Limeys”. 

Today, scurvy Ls not a common disease 


because fresh citrus fruits are in the 
market every month of the year. 
Florida’s tangerines are now in plentiful 
supply at this time, and once you've 
zipped the peel off, nature's neat 
packaging exposes a cluster of Juicy 
sections, having very few seeds. For 
many years, the tangerine was highly 
prized in Europe due to the small crop 
that was cultivated. A few fortunate 
children on Christmas morning found the 
rare little fruit tucked in the toe of their 
Christmas stocking and this practice 
became a tradition. 

It is not necessary to serve oranges, 
tangerines or grapefruits chilled; 
therefore they make excellent snacks 
tucked Into a child’s lunchbox or heaped 
high In a bowl on the kitchen table. Zip the 
skin and eat the fruit out of hand or enjoy 
them in the following recipes; 

WINTER TANGERINE APPETIZER 

I cup (4 pint) sour cream 

I I cup Florida grapefruit juice 
1 teaspoon vinegar 

4 teaspoon powdered ginger 

1 j teaspoon Tabasco pepper sauce 
1 1 teaspoon salt 

l i teaspoon tarragon leaves, optional 
4 Florida tangerines, peeled 

2 avocados, halved 

Combine sour cream, grapefruit Juice, 
vinegar, ginger, Tabasco, salt and 
tarragon. l,et flavors blend about 1 hour 
before serving. Remove white mem¬ 
brane from tangerines. Snip each section 
in half with scissors; remove seeds. Toss 
with sour cream mixture before serving. 
Spoon into avocado. Serves 4. 

TANGERINE CREAM MOUSSE 
I envelope unfavored gelatine 
4 cup sugar 
Si teaspoon salt 
' 2 cup water 

1 ran (6 oz.) frozen Florida tangerine 
concentrate, thawed, undiluted 
1 cup heavy cream 
Mix together gelatine, sugar and salt In 
saucepan. Add water; place over 
medium heat, stirring constantly, until 


gelatin is dissolved. Remove from heat 
and stir in tangerine concentrate. Chill 
until consistency of unbeaten egg white. 
Whip cream and fold into tangerine 
mixture. Turn into 4 cup mold and chill 
until firm. Unmold and garnish with 
tangerine sections. Serve with Tangerine- 
Orange Sauce below. Yield: 6 servings 
(This dessert is especially good served 
after a heavy main dish) 

TANGERINE-ORANGE SAUCE 
2 teaspoons cornstarch 
'2 cup sugar 
1 1 teaspoon salt 

1 cup orange Juice 

2 tangerines, sectioned and seeds 
removed 

Mix cornstarch, sugar and salt in 
saucepan. Stir in orange juice. Bring to a 
boll, stirring constantly. Cool; add 
tangerine sections. 

()1J> FASHIONED ORANGE CAKE 
>2 cup butter or margarine 
1 cup sugar 

I egg 

2 l i cups sifted cake flour 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
' i teaspoon salt 

cup fresh orange Juice 
*2 cup milk 

1 tablespoon grated orange peel 
1 cup snipped dates 
1 cup broken walnuts 
fresh orange or lemon glaze 
Cream butter thoroughly; add sugar 
gradually, beating until fluffy. Beat in 
egg until smooth. Sift together dry 
ingredients; add to creamed mixture 
alternately with orange iuice and milk, 
beating until smooth. Batter may appear 
curdle-disregard. Stir in orange peel, 
dates and walnuts. Pour into 10-inch tube 
pan that has been well greased on the 
bottom only. Bake in 350 degree oven for 1 
hour, or until cake tests done. Ix>osen 
around tube and sides with narrow 
spatula; turn out on wire rack. 
Immediately pour over Fresh Orange or 
lemon Glaze; cool completely before 
serving. 


FRESH ORANGE OR LEMON GLAZE 
14 cups sifted confectioners' sugar and 
14 to 2 tablespoons freshly squeezed 
orange or lemon juice. Blend together 
sugar and juice until smooth. (For a less 
sweet glaze, try using the lemon juice 
instead of orange juice). 

ORANGE WHIPPED 
SQUASH 

2 pounds hubbard squash + 

1 orange 

4 teaspoon grated orange peel 

1 tablespoon fresh squeezed orange juice 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 

1 tablespoon brown sugar 
3 1 teaspoon salt 

1 h teaspoon nutmeg 
Steam or bake squash, covered, until 
soft, about 20 minutes. Grate peel from 
orange, reserving 4 teaspoon. Cut 
remaining peel from orange. Cut peeled 
orange into bite-size pieces, reserving 
enough juice to measure 1 tablespoon. 
Scoop pulp from squash. Beat until 
smooth. “'Combine with remaining 
ingredients and heat in saucepan, stirring 
frequently, until bubbling hot + 1 pkg. 
(12 oz.) frozen yellow squash may be 
used. Heat according to package 
directions. Add remaining ingredients. 

LEMON CUSTARD 
PIE 

Unbaked 9-lnch pastry shell 
6 eggs 

14 cups sugar 
1 1 teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons grated lemon peel 
two-thirds cup freshly squeezed lemon 
juice 

14 cups water 
nutmeg 

Prepare pastry shell. Combine all 
ingredients, except nutmeg, in large 
mixer bowl; beat at low speed for 5 
minutes. Pour into unbaked pie shell. 
Bake at 425 degrees for 25 minutes. 
REDUCE HEAT to 250 degrees and bake 
10 minutes longer. Sprinkle with nutmeg 
and cool on wire rack.

CRANBERRY-CHERRY SALAD 
2 cups boiling water 
2 pkgs. (3 oz. ea.) lemon flavor gelatin 
1 can (8 oz. I jellied cranberry sauce 
1 can (17 oz.) dark sweet pitted cherries, halved 
1-4 cups liquid 
1 cup dairy sour cream 
1 apple, diced 
1 cup chopped walnuts 

In a bowl pour boiling water over gelatin; stir until 
dissolved. Set aside 4 cup gelatin to cool. Pour remaining 
gelatin into a 14 quart saucepan, heat with cranberry 
sauce until sauce is melted.

Answer: Here’s your recipe—you'll have enough filling 
for 2 9-inch pies: 

MINCEMEAT PIE FIL1JNG 

1 pound ground beef, browned 

2 pounds apples (6-8 medium apples) pared, cored and 
finely chopped 

1 cup currants 

1-4 cups raisins 

1-4 cups packed brown sugar 

2 cups apple cider 

4 cup bouillon 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon nutmeg 

1 teaspoon ground doves 

1-4 teaspoons cinnamon 

3 tablespoons lemon Juice 

Combine beef, apples, currants, raisins and sugar in a 
heavy kettle. Stir in cider, bouillon, salt and spices. Simmer 
uncovered for 1 hour, stirring frequently. Add lemon juice. 
Cool. Refrigerate for a few days. To keep longer, place in 
container and freeze. Yield: 7 cups filling—for 2 9-inch pies. 

Our thanks to Mrs. M.I., Rosllndale who has sent in a 
recipe for stuffed sweet potatoes—a must on her Christmas 
table, she writes. 


STUFFED SWEET POTATOES 
4 medium sweet potatoes 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
one-third cup fresh orange juice 
4 teaspoon salt 
1 small ripe banana 
V* cup chopped pecans 

Wash and scrub sweet potatoes. Bake in 375 degree oven 
45 minutes to 1 hour or until tender when tested with a fork. 
Cut lengthwise slice from side of each potato. Scoop out 
sweet potatoes, keeping skins intact, and mash in a bowl 
with butter, orange Juice, salt and banana. Spoon into sweet 
potato shells. Return to 375 degree oven for 5 minutes. 
Sprinkle with nuts. 

Question: I know this does not fall into the food category, 
yet I thought you could help me. I've tried several times to 
grow an avocado tree from the pit, but never had any 
success. Do you have uny suggestions? 

E.F. and N.V..W. Newton 
Answer: You don't need a "green thumb" to grow 
an avocado houseplant. All you really need is patience. 
After enjoying the avocado, wash the pit in warm water to 
remove all fragments of fruit. Remove any skin that peels 
freely. Insert3 wooden toothpicks into the circumference of 
the seed at regular intervals; fill a glass with warm water 
and suspend seed broad end down so that half is in and half 
ls out of water. Place In warm spot free from strong light 
and draft. Maintain water at level keeping base immersed 
4-inch. It can take up to 6 or 8 weeks for roots to form. 
When shoot has reached 7 inches, cut back to 3 inches- 
plant will branch out. Pot in rich humus-type soil and have 
a good drainage system with broken crockery or large 


natural rocks in bottom of the pot. Never expose plant to 
strong, direct sunlight. Plant food is required at intervals. 
Follow directions on label. Wish you lots of luck! 

Question: My boyfriend and 1 have decided to give 
homemade fudge as Christmas gifts and would like a good 
fudge recipe, particularly one that yields a lot of fudge. 
Thanks.

Answer: How about u recipe that yields about 5 pounds of 
fudge? Here it is: 

PRIZE WINNING FUDGE 

1 pkg. (12 oz.) chocolate chips 

3 bars (4 oz. ea.) sweet cooklag chocolate 

1 jar (7 oz.) marshmallow creme, about 2 cups 

4-4 cups sugar 

4 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons butter or margurlue 

1 can (14-4 oz.) evaporated milk 

2 cups chopped walnuts 

Put chocolate chips, cooking chocolate and marshmallow 
creme in bowl. Combine sugar, salt, butter and evaporated 
milk in 3-quart heavy saucepan. Bring to a boil, stirring 
until sugar dissolves. Boil steadily over medium heat for 6 
minutes (keep boiling ail the time) and stir constantly to 
prevent scorching. Pour boiling syrup over chocolate and 
marshmallow creme in bowl; beat until chocolate is 
melted. Stir in walnuts. Pour into a lightly buttered 13x9x2- 
inch pan. Let cool until firm. Cut in 77 or the desired number 
of pieces. When cold, pack in airtight containers and store 
in a cold place. Yield: about 5 pounds fudge.

Blend of soft 
and solid

"Nobody should ever say 
that women do it better than 
men. or men do it belter than 
women." says Ann Wilson. 

"It's like they each do it 
differently — each way is so 
heavy and each way comple¬ 
ments the other. But when a 
woman's soul tackles rock 'n' 
roll, it's something different 
and It appeals to everyone." 

Ann and her sister, Nancy, 
have a hot new rock 'n' roll 
band called Heart. 

In a year that's seen lor, 
rather, heard) the emergence 
of at least a half-dozen fine new 
groups, Heart’s polished blend 
of ballad and boogie stands out 
Ann. 25, and Nancy, 22, are 
why. 

Heart is their band: Ann is 
the lead singer and plays flute. 
Nancy plays both rhythm and 
lead guitar, mostly acoustic, 
but some electric. All of their 
songs - equally strong in lyric 
and melody — list both as 
writers, in the manner of 
I.ennon-McCartney. And on 
stage, two stunningly beautiful 
young women, in their long, 
flowing dresses, hold the 
spotlight — and the audience's 
undivided attention — with no 
difficulty. 

Heart's music is a rough- 
andtumble blend of the soft and 
the solid, the delicate and the 
raunchy. The mood, if not the 
texture, of their million-selling 
debut album, "Dreamboat 
Annie," is strongly 
reminiscent of I.ed Zeppelin. 
Not surprising, since the band 
first made a name for itself in 
the Pacific northwest by 
covering I-ed Zep material; 
they still use Zep's "Rock and 
Roll" on stage for their encore. 

As children in their home 
town of Seattle, the sisters 
Wilson ("we've always been 
more like best friends") ac¬ 
quired a taste for the Beatles 
and a couple of cheap guitars 
at roughly the same time. 
Natural hams, they progressed 
rapidly from church sing- 
alongs to high school functions 
and — eventually — into a 
series of local bar bands. 

"We got tired of being 
confined to the acoustic thing," 
says Ann. "All this stuff was 
coming at us in those days — 
the Moody Blues, the Beatles, 

’ the Stones, strings and choirs 
and all these really neat in¬ 
struments. So 1 thought we 
ought to put together a rock 
band... and after that one thing 
just led to another." 

It's at the bar band stage, of 
course, that most rock careers 
come to an end. But Ann and 
Nancy had a plan; a five-year 
plan for stardom. And the 
strangest thing about it is that 
since 1971, when Heart was 
formed as a local group in 
Vancouver, B.C., their careers 
have followed that plan almost 
flawlessly. 

"It didn't take long for us to 
become the biggest group in 
Vancouver," says Ann, "be¬ 
cause nobody else could do I,ed 
Zep and nobody else had a 
female singer who could do 
Robert Plant. So we planned to 
play clubs first, then start 
playing more of our own stuff 
and make the transition to 
concerts — get a record con¬ 
tract. and so on." 

That record contract came 
with a liny Seattle-based in¬ 
dependent label. Mushroom 
Records; for that company. 
Heart's rapid success has been 
like tumbling into a gold mine. 

Meanwhile, the plan con¬ 
tinues. In 1974, when Heart was 
still playing clubs in Van¬ 
couver and no record contract 
was in sight. Ann and Nancy 
liad a poster printed, ad¬ 
vertising the band’s plans for a 
European tour — in 1976. 

In mid-November, they ar¬ 
rived in London — for their 
first European tour. 

IRISH PLAY 

LONDON UP1I - The Royal 
Shakespeare Company is dig¬ 
ging deep for its next Undon 
production, reaching back to 
an Irish play first staged in 
1791 which hasn't been per¬ 
formed in this century. 

It's a comedy called "Wild 
Oats" by Irish dramatist John 
O'Keeffe, which was revived 
often throughout the 19th 
century. 

Alan Howard, known in the 
United States through the 
RSC's recent "Henry V" 
production, takes the lead role 
when the play opens at the 
Aldwych, the RSC’s l-ondon 
home, on Dec. 14. 

O'Keeffe trained as a pianist 
but wrote 65 pieces when he 
turned to the stage. He is 
largely forgotten now. 

The RSC will follow "Wild 
Oats" with a new comedy by 
l'eter Nichols, author of "A 
Day in the Death of Joe Egg.", 
Called "Privates on Parade," 
it is a comedy set in postwar 
Malaysia wtiich opens at the 
Aldwych Feb. 22.

For Walpole's lee. who grew up in 
Newtonville and captained the '52 Newton 
grid squad as a guard and linebacker 
under Hud Hawks, this will be a 
homecoming of sorts. "The General," as 
he is sometimes called, is also a summer 
instructor with Walker at Dedham's 
Noble and Greenough School, and thus 
has mixed emotions about the game and 
about meeting his alma mater. 

"It's certainly going to be an emotional 
game," said lee. "I come from Newton 
myself and played on the team and I'm 
very friendly with Norm Walker. I've 
worked with him for nine years during 
the summer and our families are close, 
also. 

"Newton will easily be the best team 
we have played all year. They arc a ball 
control team and we can't let them 
control it. They do so many things on 
offense that it's hard to defense against 
them. They use so many formations. ! 
think this will be the best of all the Super 
Bowls thus far. The teams are so evenly 
matched." 

Walker was quick to praise his foe as 
well. "Walpole is very good in all phases 
of the game. They can run and pass very 
well and they have an excellent offensive 
line. "They're strong on defense and they 
have a good kicking game." 

Walker is impressed with several 
Walpole individuals. 

"Their middle guard, (John) 
Maenhout, is tough and they have good 


linebackers in iGeorge) Hope and iTimi 
Kclliher. (Kobi Cuomo is a good defen¬ 
sive end. 

"That Jones kid iTerry) can run quite 
well and their quarterback iTonn 
Gravina can throw the ball. The Petrie 
(Dam boy is an excellent lineman." 

When iee said the two teams are 
evenly matched, he wasn't kidding. 
Besides having balanced offensive and 
defensive units, each side in addition has 
a decent kicking game. North 
sophomore Dallas Morgan has con¬ 
nected on 19 extra points and a 29-yard 
field goal while Walpole's Rob Cuomo has 
also converted 19 extra points and is a 
capable field goal kicker as well. 

While Newton was piling up 224 points 
to just 46 for the opposition, the Rebels of 
Walpole were scoring 234 points and 
allowing a mere 41. Like Newton, Walpole 
has four shutouts, and no opponent has 
scored more than one touchdown on the 
team. 

"This is the best team that we have 
ever had here." said lee of his 9-1-0 
squad. "When the season started, we felt 
i hat we were shooting for the Super Bowl. 
But the thing that really turned our 
season around was the Braintree game, 
which we lost 9-0 i on three Kevin Buckley 
field goals). We changed our offense 
around after that and since then, we 
haven't been threatened. The key to our 
team is the quickness of our defense." 

In Lee’s nine years as Walpole chief, he 
has coached five Bay State League 
champions, including back-to-back 
championships this year and last. 

Key defensive players to watch on the 
Rebels include two-way tackle Dan 


Petrie, a biggie at 208, Maenhout, a hard¬ 
hitting middle guard at 180 pounds, and 
defensive backs George Hope and Coley 
Nee (an AlUScholastic last year). 

On offense, watch for quarterback Tom 
Gravina 1 5-7. 160 1 . who has thrown eight 
scoring passes, and runners Terry Jones 
1 809 yards on the ground i and Mike 
Flynn, the team's top scorer with 56 
points. 

For Newton, offensive stalwarts in¬ 
clude quarterbacks Kevin Hinchey (43-of- 
74 passing for 857 yards) and John Riley 
1 34 rushes for a 7.9 average), plus half¬ 
back Jim Acheson ithe team's leading 
scorer with 74 points and runner with 631 
yards) and fullback Steve Fleminc. 

Fleming keys defense 

On defense, Fleming is the key at 
linebacker and is the heart of the unit, 
according to Walker. On the line, Mark 
Barisano, at 239 lbs., and Greg 
O'Halloran, at 170 are the big men. In the 
backfield. Mario Luchetti and Bob 
Manning are strong. 

Luchetti could also see lots of action 
offensively, either running or catching 
the ball. 

This will actually be the second time 
these two teams will have met this year. 
Before the season started. Walpole beat 
the Tigers in a scrimmage, but Walker 
attaches little significance to that 
meeting, as does Lee. 

In short, this game promises an ex¬ 
cellent matchup of strength against 
strength and two well-balanced teams. 
With the proper delegation of Newton 
fans present, it could be the biggest thing 
to hit the town since Super Bowl I.

Alook at IMewton North

It’s hard to know where you stand when you are a Tiger. 
Theterms "favorite" and "underdog" have been applied to 
the Newton North football team so often that they hold 
relatively little interest for Newton football spectators 
these days. 

At the season’s beginning, schoolboy football experts 
were not predicting Newton to be one of the Suburban 
league’s strongest teams. Newton North Head Coach Norm 
Walker, an amiable fellow, didn’t mind being in this 
position. 

“When the other team is favored, it’s just that much more 
of an incentive for us to gc out and play our best." 

A strange phenomenon then occurred. Newton began to 
win. 

After back-to-back 20-0 victories over Framingham North 
and Medford, the Tigers were slated to host Brockton in the 
first big test of the season. The Boxers were favored by 20 
points. Newton won by 29 ( 35-6). The experts began to 
wonder, 

Triumphs over Weymouth North and Quincy put Newton 
in the number one spot in the Division I coaches’ poll. After 
staving off a last-minute bid by North Quincy (last year's 
Suburban league champs and Division I Super Bowl 
runner-up) in the Tigers closest game of the year (13-9), 
Newton began to be the experts' favorite. 

Several players expressed concern that the Orange and 
Black might not fare as well as the favorite, but coach 
Walker was not alarmed. 

"Now that we are the favorite, we have to prove that we 
deserve the label". 


The regular season’s final games with Weymouth South. 
Waltham, and Brookline saw Newton as the favorite — and 
the victor. 

Newton may find itself in the same situation as it was in 
the early part of the season, when the Tigers face the 
Rebels of Walpole this Saturday at Boston College's Alumni 
Stadium in the Division 1 Super Bowl. A pre-season 
scrimmage between the two super teams, won by Walpole 
with a substantial margin, may aide the oddsmakers in 
predicting coach John Lee's Rebels to come out on top on 
Super Saturday. 

OFFENSE 

The Tigers' potent offense has put 224 points on the board 
this season. Their total offense comes out to 2610 yards, with 
1730 of those rushing and 880 passing. 

Handbng the signal-callmg chores for the Tigers this year 
are seniors Kevin Hinchey 1 16) and cocaptain John Riley 
(12), Hinchey, who will probably start, is a more poised of 
the two. better passer and the Kevin will probably lead any 
long, controlled drives that the Tigers might launch. If 
North comes out flat, or falls behind and is unable to move 
the ball, Riley, the more aggressive of the pair will 
probably lead the team. 

"John does a great job when the team is down. He puts 
fire into the offense and as captain, leads the leuin well," 
conunented coach Wulker. 

Both well quarterbacks run , but the more solidly-built 
Riley is better suited for planned power running. His 
running skill, illustrated by a 97-yurd quarterback draw

play he ran against Brockton for a score, is also borne out 
by his rushing average, which is the highest on the team at 
7.9 yards per carry. 

"We are fortunate in that we have two fine quar¬ 
terbacks," commented assistant coach Pat Coleman. 
"That's a luxury not too many teams have." 

Hinchey's passing, which has improver! all season, 
compliments the team's rushing attack well. The six-foot, 
165-pounder has connected on nearly 60 percent of his 
passes and has compiled five "over 100 yards passing" 
games this season, his best being the Quincy game, where 
Kevin completed five out of seven passes for 139 yards. He 
has thrown from drop back, roll out, bootleg, and play 
action and has good accuracy, both short and long. 

Kevin's favorite target on long passes is split end Kevin 
Jones 180), one of the team’s best sprinters. Once past his 
defender, Jones is a very difficult man to catch. The Kevin- 
to-Kevin combination has clicked for three long TD's and 
several long gainers. 

Another fine receiver for the Tigers is Co-Captain Mario 
Luchetti (4-1), perhaps the most versatile performer on the 
team. Mario has the surest hands on the team. He has taken 
passes long and short, starting in the backfield and flanked 
out to the side. He is not quite as fast as Jones, but has 
deceptive moves. 

Tight end Dave Bracken (87), who spent most of the 
season blocking, has recently shown his value as a receiver. 
The 6-2, 230 lb. senior has been very successful on short 
passes over the middle. 

In addition to these three receivers. Walker has a host of 
players who can come off the line or out of the backfield to 
catch the ball, including E. A. Morgan (30), Neil Johnson 
(20), Bob Manning (46), and Steve Fleming (34). 

In the rushing department, Newton quarterbacks add an 
extra dimension to the North ground attack. The workhorse 
in the Newton backfield is senior Jim Acheson (42), the 
team's leading scorer with 74 points. Acheson, who runs 
well inside, has scored more points for Newton than anyone 
since 1958, when "Digger" Thompson scored 90 points. 
Jim's scoring rampage included a four-TD day against 
Weymouth North. 

"He is very dangerous deep in our opponents' territory." 
commented coach Coleman. "Jim can smell out the goal 
line and get himself just over it." 

Junior Rich Proia (22) has been strong in the Newton 
North backfield also. He enters the game with two touch¬ 
downs to his credit and a 4.3 yards per carry average. Rich 
has also shown his potential as a passer. He executed the 
halfback option play well against Brookline. With fine 
hands, Rich, who holds for Newton's place kicking, is one of 
the least likely players to fumble. 

Captain I.uchetti, among his other talents, can run the 
ball. With his sure hands and good moves, he is well suited 
for running sweeps. He is an aggressive runner with the 
second-highest average on the team (7.2 yards), 

Newton has several capable performers at fullback who 
are good blockers as well as able ball handlers. Shota Aki 
(48) has had success at the position recently, as has Tony 
Santagati (40) and Steve Fleming. 

One of the most hard-working (and least publicized) 
groups on the team is the offensive line. Pete Capodilupo, 
the Newton line coach commented, "Our backs' great 
success this year is due largely to the work of the offensive 
line." 

The line is centered by senior Joe Dalton (54), with senior 
guards Jamie Schiff (67) and Doug Smith (65). A pair of 
juniors, Jamie Boyle (70) andMikePoplack(71) occupy the 
tackle spots. Smith, one of the Tigers' key linemen, has 
transferred from Hanover High, a perennial competitor in 
the Division IV Super Bowl. 

DEFENSE 

— The Tigers' defense has been very stingy this year, 
allowing only 46 points the entire season. Quincy is the only 
team to haye scored two touchdowns against the Tigers this 
season. Newton has four shutouts to its credit. 

The defense has allowed 15-48 total yards this season, 
evenly distributed between rushing and passing (796 
rushing , 752 passing). No single (or married) rustier has 
gained over 100 yards against the Tigers. The most suc¬ 
cessful running back against Newton was Paul Atwater of 
Weymouth North, who gained 87 yards in 24 carries. 

The stingy defensive front five for the Tigers is known as 
the International Line because of the extensive number of 
ethnic groups represented on it. 

"It's really nice to see guys with so many different 
backgrounds playing together in one group," commented 
their coach, Pete Capodilupo. "White, Black, Oriental, 
Irish. Italian, Jewish, French are all unified in the In¬ 
ternational Line." 

/Aside from the fact that the line's training table includes 
egg foils, soul food, pasta, and knishes, the International 
line is famous for being cheap in giving away yardage. 

Senior Greg O’Halloran (89), who plays left end, is one of 
the league’s best linemen. At right end is senior Steve 
Riviere 1 63) with Joel Dennis (86) and Phil Jennings (28) 
and the tackles around middle guard Mark Barisano 1 75). If 
more power is needed at tackle, A1 leone (76) will see some 
action while if more speed is desired, coach Walker will use 
Shota Aki at middle guard. Sophomore Eric DiMartino (62) 
and senior Aris Christopolus (26) will also see some action 
on the line. 

In the defensive backfield, the Tigers have been well 
taken care of by Tony Rosetti (32), Bob Donahue (36) and 
Steve Fleming. Donahue has shown strength in stopping the 
rushing attack while Rosetti is strong in pass defense. 
Fleming, the hardest hitting member of the entire squad, is 
effective against anything that moves. 

Coach Walker has called Fleming, "One of the best high 
school linebackers I've ever seen.” 

Members of the linebacking and secondary corps have 
compiled 21 interceptions over the course of the season with 
safeties Manning (6 ints. I and Luchetti 1 4 ints,) leading the 
way. 

At the cornerback spots, the Tigers have had success with 
Chris Flaherty 1 85), Gene DuBois 1 38), Lee Waxman (18), 
and Rich Proia, who have all picked off passes. DuBois 
usually alternates at the same corner with Proia. Gene is a 
better pass defender, while Rich is more adroit at stopping 
the run 

SPECIAL TEAMS 

At the beginning of the season, coach Walker predicted 
that kicking was going to be one of the Tigers' strong points. 
Norm certainly has nothing to kick about. 

Sophomore place kicker Dallas Morgan (60) had con¬ 
verted 19 out of 23 extra point kicks. He has also connected 
on a 29-yard field goal. 

Kicking off and punting for the Tigers this year has been 
Steve Fleming, who has proved to be one of the best (if not 
the best) kick coverers in the league.

But Neil Wheelwright, who 
left Colgate on the verge of a 
success to take over a Holy 
Cross team that was 1-10 last 
season, thinks the 80-year-old 
series should continue. 

"All you have to do is look at 
that game Thanksgiving night 
and see how Colgate played 
against Rutgers," said Wheel¬ 
wright, who spent 14 seasons at 
Colgate. "They gave Rutgers a 
helluva game and those were 
niy freshmen and sophomores 
all grown up. And they got 
w hacked as bad by Rutgers in 
1974 and '75 as we did by Boston 
College today. 

"You don’t need that many 
people to make a difference. 
We intend to go out and get 
people." 

Despite the lopsided score, it 
must be remembered that Holy 
Cross started eight freshmen, 
four on either side of the ball. 
All four alternating halfbacks 


are freshmen, with three more 
years of varsity ahead of them. 

Quarterback Bob Morton and 
soft-handed receiver Craig 
Cerratani, who had a Holy- 
Cross record of 13 catches 
against Boston College, will 
return next season.

eliminate utility poles, and entrances to 
the city be made more attractive. 

Miller asked how the community 
stands on the use of Steams School.

and its ability to absorb students from 
other schools. 

Like other schools testifying, he said 
families have moved into the area 
because of the school, and received a lot

their natural wooded state, according to 
Barkin. 

James Murley, owner of the land, on 
which the developers have an option, may 
not be willing to wait for the Board of 
Aldermen to work out and approve a 
planned-development ordinance. 

A portion or all of the land could be sold 
to a developer for construction of housing 
under Chapter 774, the anti-snob zoning 
act. 

Under this law, a developer may apply 
to the Zoning Board of Appeals for a 
comprehensive permit to build. A 
comprehensive permit includes all 


necessary permits and permissive uses 
for a development. 

The purpose of the anti-snob zoning law 
is to increase the stock of low- and 
moderate-income housing throughout the 
state on the basis of a need determined by 
the state Department of Community 
Affairs. 

If the Zoning Board of Appeals denies 
the request for a comprehensive permit, 
the developer may then apply for a 
permit from the state Housing Appeals 
Committee.

NEW YORK (UPIl - Mark 
Fidrych. the Detroit Tigers' 
irrepressible right-handed 
pitcher, was named the 1976 
American I-eague Rookie of 
the Year Wednesday by the 
Baseball Writers Association 
of America. 

Fidrych, nicknamed "The 
Bird" for his gangly, curly- 
haired appearance that resem¬ 
bles a puppet on the Sesame 
Street children’s television 
program, had a 19-9 record 
with the fifth-place Tigers and 
led the league with an earned 
run average of 2.34. He 
collected 22 of a possible 24 
votes from the special BBWAA 
committee. 

The other two votes went to 
Minnesota catcher Butch 
Wynegar, who batted .260, hit 
10 home runs and knocked in 69 
runs. 

Fidrych, a‘22-year-old from 
Worcester, Mass., proved to be 
the biggest gate attraction in 
the major leagues last year 
once his antics of talking to the 
baseball, manicuring the 
pitcher's mound on hands and 
knees and encouraging his 
fielders caught on with fans 
and reporters. 

In the 29 games Fidrych 
started, he drew a total at¬ 
tendance of 901,239 paying 
customers. Frequently, the 
announcement in advance that 
he would pitch was enough to 
sell out a park. 

More honors 
for Tufts 
Tim Whelan 

BOSTON (UPI) - Tim 
Whelan, Tufts University's re¬ 
cord-breaking tailback, re¬ 
ceived his second award in as 
many days Tuesday when he 
was chosen unanimously as the 
38th winner of the Bulger Lowe 
award as the outstanding 
college football player in New 
England. 

The 5-foot-9 senior from 
Natick was named the winner 
of the Harry Agganis award 
Monday night by the New 
England Football Writers As¬ 
sociation.

He will receive the Lowe 
award Dec. 15 at the Boston 
Gridiron Club's annual dinner 
in Cambridge. 

Murtaugh 

suffers 

stroke 

' CHESTER, Pa. (UPI) - 
Former Pittsburgh Pirates’ 
Manager Danny Murtaugh was 
reported in serious condition at 
Croxer-Chester Medical Center 
today after suffering a stroke. 

Murtaugh, 59, who retired 
from the Pirates at the end of 
the 1976 season, became ill 
Tuesday about 1 p.m. at his 
suburban Woodlyn home. 

Kenneth Dale, a hospital 
spokesman, said Murtaugh 
was "resting comfortably but 
it's a serious stroke.” 

"Danny had a history of 
heart attacks when he 
managed the Pirates but this is 
not a heart attack," Dale said, 
"it's a stroke. 

"There's no surgery involved 
at this point. There may be 
later but there’s no indication 
at this time." 

Murtaugh's retirement came 
shortly after General Manager 
Joe L. Brown stepped down 
last fall. Brown had been 
general manager for 21 years 
and Murtaugh had been 
manager 15 years during four 
different terms. 

Together they had won two 
world championships and four 
divisional titles. 

Both men said they were 
retiring so they could spend 
more time with their families. 

“I think I’ve been around 
long enough," said Murtaugh 
when he retired for the fourth 
time last October. "I’m ap¬ 
proaching the age of 60 and 
also I’ve reached that point 
where I would like to spend 
some of the time with my 
grandchildren." 

His doctors gave Murtaugh a 
clean bill of health in 1970 and 
he returned again as field 
manager, winning the Eastern 
Division that year and the 
World Series over Baltimore in 
1971. 


Fidrych started out the 
season in the bullpen but won 
eight in a row by a month into 
the season and was selected to 
start for the American I-eague 
in the All-Star game at 
Philadelphia. 

In addition to leading the 
league with his 2.34 ERA, 
Fidrych also led all pitchers 
with 24 complete games in 29 
starts.

The federal Land and Water Con¬ 
servation Fund, for which the Congress 
just authorized $600 million, is available 
to anyone for "outdoor recreation and 
conservation facilities,” Lerner ex¬ 
plained.

The state self-help program money is 
only available to conservation com¬ 
missions, he added.

Department told the committee the 
estimated value of the last three parcels 
are * 80 , 000 , *20,000 and * 22 , 000 , respec¬ 
tively. 

The Kennard Estate is estimated at 
*275,000 (down from the original 
*500,000), while the Oakdale land and 
Dolan Pond wetland also slated for 1978 
purchase are calculated at *60,000 and 
*20,000, respectively, Simmons said. 

Thus, the city's pending or imminent 
applications add up to *477,000 for state 
funds and none for federal funds. 

John McGrath, land agent for the 
Xaverian Brothers, said he wanted a 
decision from the city, with funds com¬ 
mitted for the Novitiate land, not Just an 
item in the capital Improvement 
program. 

Upkeep and maintenance are costing 
the Xaverians *30,000 to *50,000 per year, 
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McGrath said. 

Voting in favor of including the whole 
Novitiate parcel and for the appraisal 
were Aid. Carol Ann Shea, Wendell 
Bauckman, Dominic Taglienti, James 
Miller, and Morris. 

Aid. Robert Tennant abstained on the 
first motion and voted no on the ap¬ 
praisal. 

Spokesmen for the Newton Con¬ 
servators, a private group which is 
spearheading the drive for the park, said 
Tuesday that they hope to meet with 
Mayor Mann next week. 

Meanwhile, a representative of the 
Mayor’s office indicated that Mann in¬ 
tends to call a meeting with Planning 
Director Charles Thomas and other 
members of the "executive department" 
soon to discuss the possibility of city 
purchase of the Novitiate.

Proposed regulations would allow a 
doctor, dentist, and other professional, 
and persons engaged in customary home 
■ccupations, to have a home office with 
one nonresident employee and no more 
ihan three patients or clients at any one 
time. Parking must be provided off the 
street. 

The regulations would apply to singlc- 
and two-family housing districts. 

Home occupations would include but 
n«>t be limited to artist, musician, 
photographer, tutor , tailor, milliner, 
salesman and craftsman. 

Eliot Cohen proposed a variation on the 
categories of home offices to be allowed, 
suggesting two groups — medical and 
dental offices secondary to the use of a 
house as a residence and as one and all 
■ 'Iher professions plus home occupations 
as the other. 

In the medical-dental group, Cohen 
would allow the area amount of space in 
the house to be used to equal 30 percent of 
the ground floor area, one or two 


nonresident employees, and three 
patients. 

In the other category Cohen would 
restrict the area to the equivalent of 20 
percent of the ground floor area, one 
nonresident employee, one customer at a 
ume, and limit the home business to that 
of an artist, musician, photographer, 
'utor, tailor, milliner, and craftsman. 

All other uses would need permissive 
use from the Board of Aldermen. 

Cohen said he thinks the off-street 
parking requirement proposed is 
unenforceable and would eliminate it. 

Susan Schur objected to the concern 
about what goes on inside houses and 
asked, "How far inside the walls do you 
want to go?” 


Planning Director Charles 
Thontasexplained that the purpose of the 
ordinance Ls to permit the existence of 
home offices, not prevent them, ami that 
there must be some minimal control. 

Aid. Robert Stiller commented that 
attention should be directed to the 
problems that are causing trouble. "If the 
problem is medical offices, let’s figure 
that out," he said. 

Cohen said after the meeting that the 
intent is not to create problems where 
they do not now exist, but "to create 
restraints for the future." 

The ordinance must impose reasonable 
restrictions, Cohen said, with the matter 
of degree uppermost for consideration.

White wants 1 % tax 
for workers in Boston 


BOSTON (UPI) - Mayor 
Kevin H. White toasted the 
death of the property tax, loft 
the price tag off the main 
course and sweetened a 
legislative shopping list with a 
dose of local option. 

But the customer got in¬ 
digestion just the same. 

“There is no prospect of a 
state or a metropolitan tax 
being approved by the legisla¬ 
ture in the foreseeable future," 
Gov. Michael S. Dukakis said 
Tuesday within hours of the 
mayor's renewed appeal for 
authority to impose new taxes 
in the capital city. 

White unveiled 34 pieces of 
legislation he wants passed by 
the Massachusetts legislature 
to generate $80 million for the 
financially ailing city. While 
labeled "imperative" by the 
third-term Democrat, the 


legislative package faces little 
hope of passage in the 280- 
member legislature. 

White asked for state reim¬ 
bursement of the costs of 
desegregating Boston public 
schools, an unpopular sugges¬ 
tion in a legislature dominated 
by lawmakers from outside of 
Boston. A school department 
spokesman said the cost of the 
three-year school 
desegregation under federal 
court order may top $45 
million. 

White asked also for authori¬ 
ty to impose a one per cent 
payroll tax on workers in the 
city and a $75 annual excise tax 
on the 113,000 full and part time 
college students attending 
school in the nationally popular 
college town. 

While White suggested many 
of the most controversial 


measures be made subject to 
local option in the state's 351 
communities, legislators in the 
240-member House face a 
grueling election year in 1978. 
The size of the House will be 
cut to 160 members, pitting 
many present members 
against each other for the 
remaining seats. 

A vote authorizing new forms 
of taxation may be difficult for 
a legislator to justify two years 
down the road. 

"All we’re asking here is ‘Let 
us impose our own taxes on our 
own city,"’ White told a 
crowded City Hall news confer¬ 
ence broadcast live to eastern 
Massachusetts, 

"The property tax as a 
source of revenue is dead in 
this city and should be in this 
state," White said. 

White's presentation contin¬ 


ues the campaign launched 
earlier this year when he an¬ 
nounced an unprecedented 29 
per cent increase in city 
property taxes. White last 
month spent one Saturday with 
his ward organization 
distributing 200,000 postcards 
to be mailed to the governor 
demanding property tax relief. 
Fourteen thousand cards were 
mailed. 

"Whatever the political 
obstacles, property tax relief 
cannot be postponed," White 
said. Fifty to 75 per cent of the 
new revenue would be used for 
a property tax "roll back," 
White said. 

Would the city go broke 
without the new revenue? 

"No. That's a myth," White 
said. "Services will have to be 
significantly cut ... The city 
won't go broke but the people 
who are paying taxes may." 


Higher bail ordered for modern 'Fagin' 


EAST HARTFORD, Conn. 
(UPI) — The paralyzed sus¬ 
pect, described as a "Fagin" 
who schooled young men in 
crime, asked that his bed be 
rolled up close to the judge, "so 
I can hear everything." 

Two policemen Tuesday 
wheeled the portable bed to the 
foot of the bench and pushed up 
the mattress so Charles E. 
Hays, 42, could sit as high as 
Common Pleas Judge Nicholas 
Armentano. 

Hays, paralyzed from the 
arms down five years ago In a 


shootout with an Ohio police¬ 
man, is charged with burglary 
and larcency. Also charged are 
his son and three other young 
men. 

The five, of no permanent 
address, were in court in hopes 
of having their bonds reduced. 
Instead, the bonds were raised 
and additional burglary and 
larceny charges were added. 

Prosecutor John M. Bailey 
Jr. described Hays as a 
modern day “Fagin," like the 
fictional character In Charles 
Dickens’ novel "Oliver Twist," 


who taught criminal 
techniques to young men. 
Bailey said Hays directed the 
young men in a "number of 
burglaries and larcenies” in 
the Glastonbury area. 

Bailey said Hays was arrest¬ 
ed Nov. 24 while sitting in a 
parked car outside a Glaston¬ 
bury home as his son and the 
other young men ransacked a 
home. 

"He can’t afford to put up 
anything," said Hays’ lawyer, 
Joseph Chiarelli of Hamden. 
"He should be free." 


The judge set bail at $15,000 
bond for Hays. Authorities said 
he probably would be sent to 
Somers maximum security 
Prison where medical facilities 
are available, 

The others, who had no 
criminal records, were ordered 
to appear in court Monday with 
Hays. 

They are: Albert Staley, 19, 
of Tallahasse, Fla.; Randy 
I-antz, 23, of Colchester, 111.;

Sooner or later it was going to happen. 
After several marvelous productions, 
The Boston Shakespeare Company has a 
clunker. The clunker is "Macbeth.” 

The theme of "Macbeth" is the gradual 
rum of a man through yielding to evil 
within and evil without. Though from the 
first tainted by base and ambitious 
thoughts, he possessed elements in his 
nature of possible honor and loyalty. The 
contrast between Macbeth and I.ady 
Macbeth, united by their affections, their 
fortunes, and their crime, is to illustrate 
and illuminate the character of each. 

Macbeth has physical courage, but 
moral weakness, and is subject to excited 
imaginative fears. His faint and in¬ 
termittent loyalty embarrasses him; he 
would have the gains of crime without its 
pains. But when once his hands are dyed 
with blood, he hardly cares to withdraw 
them, and the same fears which tended to 
hold him back from murder now urge him 
on to double and triple murders until 
slaughter, abnost reckless, becomes the 
habit of his reign. 

Ultimately, the gallant soldier of the 
opening of the play fights for his life with 
| a wild and brute-like force. His whole 
! existence has become joyless and 
loveless, and yet he clings to existence. 
|* lady Macbeth is of a finer and more 
j- delicate nature. Having fixed her eye 
j upon an end (the attainment for her 
husband of Duncan’s crown), she accepts 
the inevitable means. She nerves herself 
for the terrible night’s work by artificial 
stimulants, yet she cannot strike the 
sleeping king who resembles her father. 

Having sustained her weaker husband, 
her own strength gives way and in sleep, 
when her will cannot control her 
thoughts, she is piteously afflicted by the 
memory of one stain of blood upon her 
hand Finally, her thread of life snaps 
suddenly. 

Macbeth, whose affection for her was 
real, lias sunk too far in the apathy of 
joyless crime to feel deeply for her loss. 
Banquo, the loyal soldier, praying for 
restraint against evil thoughts which 
enter his mind as they had entered 
Macbeth’s, but which work no evil there, 
is set over against Macbeth, as virtue is 
set over against disloyalty. 

In the end, it is Macduff, a nobleman of 
Scotland whose wife and children are 
victims of Macbeth's slaughters, who 
puts an end to Macbeth being the one 
"who is not of woman bom." 

David Wiles and Ramon Ramos 
alternate performances as Macbeth. 
Wiles played at the performance 1 at¬ 
tended. and was terribly miscast. He

By tlie age of six Meredith 
D'Ambrosio was already 
immersed in her studies of art, 
dance and piano.

During this time she 
has become affiliated with 11 
art associations and has 
participated in 50 group shows 
and competitions. Her work 
has been exhibited in eight one- 
woman shows and will be seen 
at the William Ash Gallery in 
Cambridge, F.ngland, this 
autumn.

If the person you know who has 
"everything" was om on Jan. 7, 1937, 
then Brass Buff Antiques has the perfect 
gift for the holiday season ... a 50-pound 
solid brass horseshoe 2 4 feet tall with 
that date cast in it. 

If your friend has a lot of talent but 
hasn't yet been recognized, how about a 
foundry reject of an a brass-cast Oscar? 

These and many other fascinating 
objects will set your imagination loose 
when you walk inside the Brass Buff 
Antiques store on Chestnut Street in 
Newton Upper Falls. 

Melvin Rosenburg has been collecting 
most of the brass items in his one-year- 
old shop for five years 

He picked up a lot of the faucets, knobs, 
and handles from picking over throwouts 
in Chelsea where his father owned a 
textile waste shop before the fire swept 
the city about five years ago.

Underwood School plan 
barely passes: 5-0-4 


Five members of the School Committee 
were in favor and four others took no 
stand on the $1.3 million renovation and 
addition plan for Underwood Elementary 
School in Newton Corner. 

The vote counts as an approval under 
the Committee's rules, but the proposal 
will have to pass the Board of Aldermen, 
the Design Review Committee, and the 
School Committee again before con¬ 
struction begins. 

Voting for the project were Manuel 
Beckwith, Robert Cohen, Honora Kaplan, 
and Chairman Alvin Mandell. Paul Ash, 
Edward Prince, and Michael IoConti 
abstained, and Mayor Theodore Mann 
tried to vote "present" but Chairman 
Mandell called it an abstention. 

The mayor, who had voted for the 
project in its earlier stages, would not 
commit himself because, he said, he 
wanted to talk with Public Buildings 


The 34-year-old shopkeeper likes the

LeConti abstained because he wasn't at 
ease voting an estimated $172,000 for new 
construction, feeling there might be some 
way to fit everything into a renovated 
building.

The multipurpose room that A will be 
used for a lunchroom, exercise room, , 
and large meetings, will be newly con¬ 
structed on live southwest side of the 
school's land, and five rooms for media, 
tutoring, and learning disability students 
will be built inside existing space above 
the existing gym. 

The direct costs of the construction 
work is expected to be $1.05 million, with 
80 to 85 percent of that to go for the 
renovation of the existing building. The 
rest of the expected cost includes $105,000 
for escalation and contingency, $128,500 
for architectural and engineering, and 
other items. 

The renovation planned by' the firm of 


Kubitz and Pepi will take about one year 
and the school will have to be closed' 
Portnoy said. 

Portnoy said he expects moving the 
students and furniture for one year will 
cost about $100,000 that would have to be 
added to the regular school budget. 

Regarding the $200,000 I^rson thinks 
could be cut from the 3,800 square-foot 
project. Director of Support Services Roy 
Cornelius agreed with Portnoy that it 
would lie more practical to try to cut from 
costs when more specific plans arc drawn 
by the architect. Currently there are only 
floor plans.

Shortly after an announcement of the 
return of Public Works Commissioner 
Gene 1-arson by Mayor Theodore Mann, 
the Board of Aldermen voted its desire 
that tiie mayor request an appropriation 
for "adequate management support" to 
keep I .arson on the job. 

At Monday night's meeting of the 
Board, the mayor told the aldermen of 
1 .arson's decision to come back to work. 

In the past month I .arson had been 
reconsidering his resignation of one 
month ago and had agreed to return to the 
job that had worn him to a frazzle in the 
seven months he held it. 

When his resignation was announced 


publicly late last month, the mayor and 
the aldermen began searching for ways 
to make the job possible for I .arson or any 
one person. 

One way was to obtain adequate help in 
the job. I-arson already had the mayor's 
approval of four or five new jobs, but had 
not had time to write job descriptions. 

The resolution passed Monday night 
suggests five new positions at an 
estimated annual cost of $ 60,000 — 
specialists in training and employee 
relations, an arborist, an "industrial 
engineer," and someone to run Larson's 
control center for public works 
operations. 


l.arson is expected to return to work 
today (Thursday) and be on the job full 
time starting Monday. 

Another area of concern in relation to 
his job is the endless night meetings that 
the commissioner is expected to attend 
and provide detailed information for. 

In addition to running the public works 
department, which will include most 
functions of the building department if 
the reorganization plan is approved, 
Larson is responsible for care and 
maintenance of school buildings and goes 
to many Sclwol Committee meetings.

Raises advised for mayor, aldermen 


Both parcels of land are in Residence D 
district, which allows the construction of 
apartment houses with permission of the 
Board. 

The Trimount Foundation, a Catholic 
laymen's group, has petitioned the Board 
for permission to house 15 young women 
in a house till recently owned by 
Governor's Councillor Herbert Connolly. 

The house has about 25 rooms and is 
situated on more than 70'000 square feet 
of land. 

Trimount withdrew a similar petition to 
use a house at 40 Old Orchard Rd. for a 
residence. Chestnut Hill neighbors op¬ 
posed the conversion, and the 
organization decided not to try further. 

Residents of the house would be young 
Catholic women attending colleges in the 
Greater Boston area. 

The petition was submitted as a request 
for permissive use ‘ for a "dormitory 
accessory to an educational institution.” 

A waiver of off-street parking 
requirements has been requested. 


The mayor of Newton will be paid 
$37,500 in 1978 and the aldermen will 
receive $1800 a year, if the Board of 
Aldermen accepts recommendations of a 
special committee submitted this week. 

Current rates ol compensation arc 
$27,500 for the mayor and $1200 for 
aldermen. 

The committee established to study 
aldermanic and mayoral compensation 
completed its report Tuesday night. 

The report notes that the mayor’s 
salary has not been reviewed for 10 years 
and suggests that it be reconsidered 
hereafter every four years. 

Since the position in Newton is, under 
the charter, a full-time position, and the 
mayor is prohibited from engaging in 
business and the office of mayor of 
Newton has a number of required duties 
besides presiding over the city, the 
committee felt the mayor should be more 
fittingly compensated. 

In considering compensation for the 
members of the Board of Aldermen, the 
committee was unanimous "in the belief 
that the City can never adequately 
financially compensate" the 24 aldermen 
for their lime, effort, and dedicated 
service. 


The committee said it believes in the 
principle of compensation and that no one 
should be deprived of the oppportunity to 
serve as an alderman for financial 
reasons. 

The impact of the raises, according to 
the report, is less than 7 cents on the tax 
rate per thousand dollars of assessed 
valuation. 

The aldermanic raise of $600 will cost 


about 4 cents and the mayor's raise will 
cost 3 cents. 

The raise cannot take effect during the 
present term of mayor or aldermen. Both 
will have new terms beginning January, 
1978. 

The report lias been submitted to Board 
President Joseph McDonnell and Mayor 
Theodore Mann.

Retroactive pay increases have been 
asked by Mayor Theodore Mann for 12 
department heads amounting to $28,633. 

The pay raises would be retroactive to 
July 1, the beginning of fiscal 1977. 

Most of the increases sought are for 10 
percent, but the mayor wants to give 
Commissioner of Public Works Gene 
I arson $31,000 (a 14.8 percent increase I 
and the Planning and Development 
Director Charles Thomas $27,000 (a 20 
percent increase). 

In his request for an appropriation, the 
mayor recommends $26,950 for the city 
solicitor, $25,300 for the personnel 
director, $22,550 for the recreation 
commissioner, and $22,550 for the city 


librarian. These figures are all 10 percent 
higher than present salaries. 

Other suggested salaries are: water 
commissioner, $24,893; health com¬ 
missioner, $22,000; purchasing agent, 
$22,000; veterans’ agent, $17,820; sealer 
of weights and measures, $16,500; 
manager of data processing, $20,900. 

Many department heads got no raise in 
fiscal year 1976, but several key persons 
did. 

Planning Director Thomas was given a 
$2500 increase last year; City Solicitor 
Howard Irvine received a $1000 raise; 
Recreation Commissioner Russell 
Halloran get got $2000; and City 
Librarian Virguiia Tashjian got $1000. 


The job of commissioner of public 
works was newly established this year. 

Conspicuously absent from tire list of 
recommended increases are the three 
assessors. 

The increases for department heads 
were not included in the 76-77 budget 
because the Personnel Department was 
working on establishing proper salary 
levels. 

The mayor's letter to the Board of 
Aldermen says that all have now been 
placed "within a salary range ap¬ 
propriate to their functions and duties 
and comparable to other cities of similar 
size and character."

The children will use 
organizational skills, show care for those 
less fortunate, and learn what happens 
when younger children receive a lot of 
love, Turner wrote in a letter to 
Superintendent Aaron Fink. 

The students will raise funds for punch 
and small gifts. 

Newton South High School students will 
participate in the spring, 1977 
Metropathways program in Boston that 
involves one day a week for each student 
for 13 weeks. 

Students can study political science, 
the environment, theater arts, career 
exploration, or a course in "Ethni-Cily." 
All students are responsible to make up 
the work they miss at South. 


School Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell voted against this program 
because it is sponsored by the 
Metropolitan Planning Project which he 
feels should approach the School Com¬ 
mittee with a new organizational purpose 
that would exclude any mention of a 
metropolitan school district. 

Policy for VCEPs 

Six persons will soon be studying new 
guidelines for voluntary collaborative 
educational programs. 

Chairman Mandell, Paul Ash, and 
Honora Kaplan are the School Committee 
members on the ad hoc committtee, and 
Superintendent Fink, Hyde Principal 
Arthur laughland, and Warren Junior 
High Principal Thomas Lynn are the 
administration members. 

Fuik had begun to read two questions

Bids from a number of banks 
and investment houses 
throughout the country on 
Newton's municipal bond 
issues totaling $4,696,000 were 
"excellent," Mayor Theodore 
Mann commented this week. 

The bonds, issued in two lots 
- Lot "A" of $2,006,000 with 
maturities up to five years, and 
Lot "B" of $2,690,000 with 
maturities up to ten years - 
will finance new public works 
equipment, school con¬ 
struction, and land acquisition. 

Lot "A" low bidder was 
Merrill, Lynch, Pierce, Fenner 
and Smith and White, Weld ic 
Co., Inc. Their bid was 3.75 
percent on par, plus a premium 
of .141. On Lot “B” the same 
bidders were low with a bid of 
4.1 percent on par plus .0128. 

The mayor said, "The State 
Street Bank, upon reviewing 
the bidding for the bonds, made 
the following statement: ‘A 
qualityminded investment 
community offered the City of 
Newton, on its new bond issue, 
some of the lowest rates seen in 
this country for issues of 
similar maturities in recent 
years. In laymen's terms, the 
City of Newton got a hell of a 
deal.’” 

Newton has a triple-A Moody 
financial rating. 

Debt service (interest and 
principal) on the bond issues 
will cost the city about $800,000 
a year for the first five years, 
Comptroller Lawrence Marino 
said, and about $400,000 a year 
for the last five years. 

In five years, according to 
the mayor, the $4 million 
remaining debt on Newton 
North High School will be paid. 

There is still $3.6 million debt 
on the incinerator, now shut 
down.

Women policefunded 


The Newton “women in 
policing" project has been 
guaranteed its third year of 
funding by the Massachusetts 
Committee on Criminal 
Justice, Mayor Theodore Mann 
and Police Chief William Quinn 
announced this week. 

The $154,864 grant from the 
federal Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration will 
fund the 12 women police of¬ 
ficers possibly until July, 1978, 
Quinn said. 

The grant, to be "matched" 
by about $7700 of Newton 
money, was given to Newton to 
determine whether female 
officers are capable of per¬ 
forming the same duties as 
male officers. 

In the opinion of Mayor 
Mann, the women have proved 
themselves, he said Monday. 

"It is our intention that they 
become part of the permanent 
cadre," the mayor said. 

According to Chief Quinn, the 
force is down to 222 officers 
including the 12 women of¬ 
ficers. There are currently four 
vacancies, which Quinn will 
start filling as soon as the new 
Civil Service list is released. 

Quinn said that at the ex¬ 
piration of the federal grant 
"the 12 women will be ab¬ 
sorbed into the force." 

The Newton police force has 
been cut by 12 positions in the 
past two years by attrition. 
Quinn said he will not ask for

Nonantum presses to keep pumper 


By ELIZABETH McKINNON' 
of the Graphic staff 
Newton firefighters are 
manning a fire engine until 
Dec. 15 on a volunteer basis in 
an effort to keep Engine 8 in the 
Crafts Street fire station. 

As a protest against Mayor 
Theodore Mann's removal of 
the pumper from service, the 
Nonantum community has, 
during the past eight days, had 
a public meeting, distributed 
fliers, demonstrated at City 
Hall, and achieved a public 


hearing, set for Dec. 14 at City 
Hall. 

Last week at a meeting at 
Sons of Italy Hall, Acting Fire 
Chief Harvey Preble single- 
handedly, if halfheartedly, 
defended the mayor's decision 
to cut the pumper, although 
Preble had no say in the 
matter. 

The mayor announced his 
intention to remove the 
pumper from service at budget 
time early this year, but was 
prevailed on to keep it going

until a report from Insurance 
Services Office, a fire-rating 
firm, could be obtained. 

The ISO has indicated in 
writing that fewer than the 
present 10 pumpers are 
needed. The complete report, 
due later, may indicate that 
another pumper could be cut. 

The saving is $183,000 per 
year, according to the mayor. 
No jobs have been lost; vacant 
firefighter positions have not 
been fille 

Nonantum residents feel 
their safety will be endangered 
by the elimination of the 
pumper in their neighborhood 
fire station and claim that the 
cut has been made for political 
reasons by the mayor because 
of past voting records in 
Nonantum and because in 
general the residents are less 
vocal about problems. 

As a result of the meeting a 
special meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen was held Saturday 
morning. 

Firefighters Association 
president Richard Ciccone said 
the firefighters had offered to 
keep the pumper manned 
voluntarily until Dec. 15, while 
the association negotiates a 
proposal with the mayor and 
his staff. 


The proposal centers around 
the firefighters' contract, 
which is still under negotiation' 
and the possibility that the 
state-mandated emergency 
medical services program may 
be handled through the Fire 
Department. 

The city administration is 
leaning toward having the 
mandatory program run by an 
outside contractor, at a 
minimum cost of $70,000, ac¬ 
cording to one source. 

Ciccone thinks that the Fire 
Department can conduct the 
program at less cost and 
possibly integrate the pumper 
into the proposal. 

The contract negotiations 
have been stalled for some 
time, and the firefighters' 
association has called for a 
state mediator to step in. 

At Saturday's meeting Aid. 
John Stewart complained that 
the mayor was using the 
pumper cut and the ensuing 
reactions as part of his 
collective bargaining. 

Mann defended his position 
before the aldermen Saturday 
and called the entire matter a 
"political ballgame because 
somebody wants to be mayor.” 

He pointed out that the Board 
of Aldermen had cut Fire 


The Board of Aldermen 
Monday night overturned a 
vote of its I-and Use Committee 
and allowed prospective 
developers of the Murley land 
in Ward 8 to trim down the 
plan.

Hie open space would be 
designated permanent open 
space. 

Barkin requested that he be 
given more time to bring the 
plan into closer compliance 
with a new planned- 
development ordinance under 
consideration by the Board, 
more 

Although the Land Use 
Committee two weeks ago 
voted outright denial of the 
proposal, several aldermen felt 
that Barkin should be given the 
same chance and delay as 
other developers have been 
given. 

Neighbors of the proposed 
development objected to any 
delay, saying that they do not 
want to have to keep coming to 
City Hall meetings on the 
matter. 

Land Use Committee 
Chairman Eliot Cohen' himself 
opposed to the development, 
pointed out that denial would 
mean that the petition cannot 
be resubmitted for two years. 

Other developers, Cohen 
said, have been given extra 
time to work with the Planning 
Department when the Land 
Use Committee and the Board 
are favorably disposed toward 
the proposal. 

If the Board is ready to 
discuss 120 units, Cohen said, in 
his opinion, the developers 
have a right to a new public 
hearing and further discussion. 

Aid. Matthew Jefferson, one 
of the three who voted in 
committee to give the 
developer time, said of the 
planned-development or¬ 
dinance, "I have the feeling it’s 
going to take some time." 

Some members of the I-and 
Use Committee had Suggested 
that Barkin come back after 
the planned-development 
ordinance had been worked 
out.

Editorial 
A million 
words later 

The right of Americans accused of crime 
to fair trials should hardly need to be 
restated. It is a prerequisite in our 
democracy, a necessary pillar in supporting 
a non-discriminatory, free society. 

But once in a while that fair trial is rather 
elusive. 

Eighteen-year-old Peter Reilly was ac¬ 
cused three years ago of the brutal slaying 
of his mother, Barbara Gibbons. He was 
convicted and sentenced to prison. Some 
neighbors and friends insisted that times of 
the murder and telephone calls to the police, 
Reilly’s attendance at a movie and other 
evidence had not been brought out at the 
trial. The prosecuting attorney swore that 
there was no more evidrice in his files. 

But the case was dredged back up largely 
because of Reilly’s friends and the activity 
in the matter by Playwright Arthur Miller. 
It turned out that there indeed was more 
evidence, including fingerprints of a 
neighbor and statements by other witnesses 
that put Reilly miles from the murder scene 
at the time it was committed. A hearing was 
held and last week charges were dismissed 
in Superior Court. The new proceeding 
attorney explained that evidence had been 
suppressed by his predecessor, now dead. 

Miller and others have expressed satisfac¬ 
tion over the outcome, of course. But as 
Miller said, "here we are, several million 
words later, and we’re back where we 
started from. Who killed Barbara Gib¬ 
bons?" 

One of the effects of suppressed evidence 
and long drawn out cases is (hat finding the 
real killer may be practically impossible. 
And that is almost as great an injustice as 
jailing young Reilly was in the first 
place. 

Compulsion of a 
greedy publisher 

The compulsion to tell all has gone to new 
extremes with the posthumous publication 
of a book written by Kay Summersby about 
her relationship to General Eisenhower 
during World War II. She was a fashion 
model in London who became the general's 
driver and then his aide. 

The book is entitled "Past Forgetting: My 
Love Affair with Dwight D. Eisenhower.” In 
excerpts appearing in the current Ladies 
Home Journal, Miss Summersby wrote that 
she felt free to tell the story since the 
General was dead. Then the author died of 
cancer last January. 

Inasmuch as publication of the book was 
held up until after the deaths of both the 
General and his aide, it is certainly too bad 
that greedy publishers saw fit to bring the 
book out while Mamie Eisenhower is still 
among us.

Korea is coming up through cracks in the House floor 


WASHINGTON - The House of 
Representatives, especially the Democrats, 
would like to forget all about the spreading 
Korean scandal. But that Is plainly not to be. 
Flven the comforting claim that “Justice is 
looking into it” cannot protect them in¬ 
definitely against a public suspicion that the 
House will not clean its own house. 

Korea is coming up through the cracks in 
the floor. One of the candidates for majority 
leadership is, excruciatingly, John McFall of 
California, who admitted after he was safely 
re-elected to accepting $4,000 in cash from 
Tongsun Park, the mysterious Seoul 
businessman with the fat wallet. 

The House Ethics Committee, which 
prefers to ignore misconduct on the part of its 
members, is the logical group to lift the lid. A 
more rational choice would be a Foreign 
Relations Committee subcommittee chaired 
by Rep. Don Fraser, D-Minn., a lonely 
pioneer in examining the outrageous ac¬ 
tivities of the Rev. Sun Myung Moon and the 
Korean CIA in the United States. 

The House Ethics Committee is the most 
reluctant of bloodhounds. Witness its per¬ 
formance in the case of House Administration 
Committee Chairman Wayne Hays. The press 
had to do the sluthing. It was only at the 
nagging of Common Cause that they 
examined the affairs of Robert Sikes of 
Florida, who was at length reprimanded for 
his conflict-of-interest cases in connection 
with banks. 

What the House really likes to go after Ls 
someone who has broken the House rules or 
made tlie members look foolish. That is why 
they were tigers in the matter of Michael 
Harrington of Massachusetts, who had the 
temerity to inform taxpayers about our 
abominable interventions in Chile. 
Harrington got off on a technicality. In the 
matter of Daniel Schorr, the CBS 
correspondent who made public the House 
Committee CIA report, the Ethics Committee 
launched a “full-court press." 

In the end, they failed to cite him for con¬ 
tempt of Congress, but only because certain 
cooler heads noted that the Congress was 
incurring such general contempt for itself. 

Korean attempts to bribe congressmen 
may constitute the gravest matter they have 
ever faced and the consequences could be of 
the cosmic variety that Congress always flees 
from. 

They know of at least a dozen of their 
colleagues, past and present, who accepted 


money, trips, gifts and God knows what else 
from Tongsun Park in Washington and 
President Park in Seoul. They are afraid it is 
Just the beginning. 

It isn't just Congress. The executive branch 
is involved. The CIA knew what was going on, 
is said to have tapes of conversations In 


Seoul's Blue House during which the plans 
were laid to buy off American congressmen. 

Were those plans reported to the 
authorities? Did the State Department or the 
White House cover them up? 

The House can hunker down and say that at 
least the inquiry is in the right hands, in the

But some congressmen, led by Rep. 
Berkley Bedell, D-Iowa, don't want the public 
to think that Democrats, faced with a ghastly 
mess, are going to do what the Republicans 
did when Watergate began to brew- that is, 
attempt to cover up. In the summer of 1972, 
when the Patman committee began to look 
into the source of the burglars' money, the 
Republicans rallied round and with — John 
Dean says — the help of Gerald Ford, 
managed to kill the subpoena power and so 
the probe. 

Bedell found 12 colleagues, most of them 
fellow-members of the feisty freshman class 
of 1974, to cosign a letter to Ethics Committee 
Chairman John Flynt of Georgia urging him 
to get out in front on Korea. 

The problem with the Justice Department's 
investigation, which will be used as an excuse 
for doing nothing, is that it concerns itself 
with, or at least discloses information about, 
only indictable matters. 

It is not against the law for members to 
accept money — even when it comes in $100 
bills in plain envelopes — from somebody like 
Tongsun Park. It might, however, offend 
their constituents. 

Flynt has written to the Justice Department 
asking to "share" in its findings. Prosecutors 
are seldom generous at such moments and 
they are instinctively opposed to noisy, 
competing investigations while they are 
attempting to build criminal cases. 

But, with the defection of a high Korean 
intelligence agent named Kim Sang Keun, the 
Korean scandal may at last have its John 
Dean. If Congress just whistles while he 
began to sing, the public will start to howl 
cover-up. 

Republicans have been strangely silent. So 
far, none of them has been fingered as having 
taken Korean money. But they may flinch 
from hearing how the Nixon and Ford ad¬ 
ministrations tolerated flagrant attempts to 
subvert the Congress and public opinion in 
support of a notorously repressive and 
corrupt government. 

Neither party seems likely to benefit, in 
short, but again the consequences of not doing 
something are so menacing that even the 
House Ethics Committee, which is well- 
disposed toward the CIA, its colleagues and 
the anti-Communist regime of President 
Park, may finally be forced to pick up its feet 
and ask a few questions about what could be 
its own Watergate.

/Vs an adult, Mrs. Foreman has proven equally adept at 
kicking private enterprise. There is no problem' real or . 
imagined, too difficult for which this poor woman's Ralph 
Nailer cannot instantly dream up at least one, and usually 
several, federal "solutions.” 

For the past few years, Mrs. Foreman's burning yearning 
has been a Nader brainchild, something called the Agency 
for Consumer Advocacy (ACA). Fortunately, this 
iviultimillion-dollar bureaucratic momstrosity has not 
become 

in large part due to the breadth of opposition to the law, 
The U.S. Chamber of Commerce has denounced the ACA 
proposal as "unnecessarily causing undue interference 
with othe federal agencies, adding a second 'prosecutor' of 
business giving in federal agency proceedings" and' 
moreover' extensive powers to so-called consumer ad¬ 
vocates "to harrass business with 'fishing expeditions" not 
concentrate solely on legitimate problems." 

Commenting on the proposed ACA' former Sen. Sam 
Enin, D.-N.C.’ says its approach is "authoritarian'" that it 


cannot work because there is "no such thing as a single' 
clear-cut interest of consumers in government decision¬ 
making." 

Enin observes: "This attempted institutionalization of 
something so diffused as the interests of2.10Omillion. 
consumers is roughly parallel to decreeing that all 
marriages should be made by matching federal computer 
readouts or that the government will Issue a daily menu 
which all families should implement at meal time." 

Even federal consumer advocates oppose creation of an 
ACA. The former head of the Consumer PrOdqct S&fety 
Commission, Richard Simpson, says: 

"It is my view that too often we seek Instant 'cures’ for 
consumer problems and too frequently the 'cure' is pur¬ 
ported to lie in the creation of yet another federal agency. 
The ACA would appear to me to be an attempt at such a 
legislative panacea. Unfortunately, like many miracle 
cures' the cure is often worse than the disease.” 

Instead of an ACA’ which Simpson says represents 
neither a best or even adequate solution to consumer 
problems, he favors instead making the present numerous 
federal consumer protection agencies work better. 

But Mrs. Foreman disagrees. She is so fanatically 
dedicated to the idea of an ACA that last year' when the 
Opinion Research Corp. released a poll showing 75 per cent 
of the public opposes such a new consumer bureaucracy, 
site fired off a letter to the Federal Trade Commission 
denouncing this survey as "loaded" and demanding an 
"immediate investigation." The commission, in effect, told 
Mrs. Foreman to get lost. 

As Barry Cutler, the deputy assistant director of the 
FTC’s marketing practices division' explained it to me: 

"It'shard to make heads or tails of what Mrs. Foreman is 
saying in her complaint 1 am concerned about the First 
Amendment questions surrounding this matter. The poll 
was not a sworn document' nor was it submitted Nnder 


oath. Members of Congress can evaluate the survey for 
themselves.

exactly what a 'loaded' question is." 

Carol Foreman has bragged that "in a good week, I can 
offend insurance executives’ bankers’ grocery manufac¬ 
turers and energy officials." And indeed she can. In ad¬ 
dition to Ihe ACA, she is on record as favoring federal in¬ 
tervention in a variety of other areas in the private sector, 
things such as: 

— A federal energy corporation to produce oil and gas 
from government holdings. Mrs. Foreman advocates not 
only the break-up of the larger oil companies, but alsO 
continued government regulation of the price of natural gas 
and other petroleum prices. 

— The Family Farm Antitrust Act, which would prohibit 
corporations with more than $3 million in nonfarm assets 
from engaging in fanning. Mrs. Foreman also favors a 
federal "food budget” with the government getting 
‘product on goals" for domestic requirements, commercial 
exports, foreign aid requirements and a food reserve. 

Mrs. Foreman has also urged Congress to pass laws: 
forbiding business to rapidly write off the costs of 
machinery; taxing capital gains as ordinary income; in¬ 
creasing estate taxes for the wealthy; eliminating all tax 
shelters; and increasing the progressive nature of the in¬ 
come tax. Mrs. Foreman also favors a

slowdown in the building of nuclear power plants' stricter 
auto emission laws, expansion of the food stamp program 
and a comprehensive national health insurance program.

Mailmen could help stamp out crime

Quietly and without fanfare, former Massachusetts 
Governor F’oster Furcolo recently revealed a plan to enlist 
mailmen in fighting crime — a simple and practical plan 
utilizing "walkie-talkies" that could make this anti-crime 
device operative withui weeks in uny community. 

Now a United States administrative judge in Boston, the 
former chief executive long has been noted for a bright, 
probing and innovative mind — qualities that led to his 
choice as "Congressman of the Year" by his peers in 
Washuigton as a young lawmaker some quarter of a cen-' 
tury ago. 

F'urcoki's latest brainchild, bearing the stamp of prac¬ 
ticality that is his trademark, envisions a system of sur¬ 
veillance and communication between mall deliverymen 
and the police "that would be as much a deterrent to crime 
as thousands of pollcemeo.” 

Under his unique proposal, mail carriers would be 
provided "walkie-talkies" and this mechanical marvel 
would be connected to the police radio system of the 
community where they work. 

"Hus idea would not diminish the role of the police of¬ 
ficer", Furcolo said. "The mail carriers would be added 
eyes and ears for the police and as such would be as much a 
deterent to crime as police officers are when walking their 
beats." 

A former Massachusetts state treasurer. Furcolo 
suggested his idea to various city, state and federal officials 
in recent weeks and was pleased with the favorable 
response. He plans now to seek the active support of the 
U.S. Mayors Conference and the U S. Congress. 

Furcolo acUcipate* no problem txi setting the cooperation 
ol total and Federal aiilhuriuet because this plan glvei 
better protection to Ihe public at no cost to the local tax¬ 
payer." He said mailmen would not change their regular 


duties nor require special training in radio operation 11 they 
join the war on crime hi this fashion. 

"This plan is simple, practical and timely," F’urcolo said. 
"Any mayor or municipal body that is interested can put it 
into effect in a community within weeks. 

No stranger to crime, Furcolo himself was on the front 
Unes in this battle in the '60 s when he served as an assistant 
district attorney in Middlesex County. That exposure added 
to his already keen interest in finding new techniques to 
fight crime. 

Furcolo said he also has discussed his idea with private 
citizens, mailmen and police officers. 

"They expressed almost unanimous approval and believe 
the plan deserves a tryout," he said "This makes sense, if 
only because this communication system simultaneously 
would provide postmen a new way to summon help if they 
are attacked or beaten or are being robbed while on their 
daily rounds in high crime areas. 

“Similarly, police officers would get help from postmen 
who could relay aa “Officer In Trouble" call If they see 
lawmen In difficult or dangerous situations," the former 
governor said. 

Certainly the Furcolo Plan is deserving of close scrutiny 
if for no other reason than it sprang from the same fertile 
brain which has proposed outstanding legislation in the 
past, including one proposal which "proved out" as one of 
the most important educational advances of this century. 

This Is a reference to the then-novel Idea, broached 
tnJtlaDy by young Congressman Foster Furcolo In the late 
'10s, for a system of community colleges throughout tbe 
nation Here In Massachusetts, tens of thousands ol 
youngsters and adult* have benefltted from this earlier 
vtskiu ol bciiri .-ducaduu by Furcolo - and the bead count 
around the nation is in the millions. 

Now, with his mailmen-fighting-crime proposal, the 


former Massachusetts governor may be starting something 
that will make as important a contribution in the days 
ahead in terms of the war on crime.

Keep Countryside open 


To the Editor: 

the Newton Special Class 
PTA strongly urges the Newton 
School Committee to keep 
Countryside School open. 

The school now houses five 
programs for children with 
special needs from all over the 
city; two multiply- 
handicapped classes, one 
adjustment class, one resource 
room which is partially self- 
contained and one Spanish 
bilingual class. 

The two classes of multiply- 
handicapped children are the 
newest addition to the school. 
These classes, formerly 
located in the Peabody Schooi, 
were moved in September to 
Countryside at a cost of $9,161 
t" modify two classrooms to 
meet the unique needs of the 
children. The changes included 
ramps, toilets, sinks, kitchen 
and learning booths. 

Over the past two years. 


parents of these children and 
special education staff worked 
in coorperation with Aaron 
Fink, John Cullinane and 
Vincent Silluzio to find the 
most appropriate site for the 
multiply-handicapped classes. 

Every possible school 
location was investigated. 
Countryside was the only site 
that offered appropriate 
facilities in terms of space and 
accessibility to the outside. 

The staff, students and 
families have been very- 
supportive of all of these 
severly handicapped children. 
A positive relationship to these 
children and their needs is in 
evidence throughout the 
school. This relationship takes 
time to grow. A move would be 
detrimental to the progress 
that will have been made at the 
end of a year's lime. 

The adjustment class has at 
this time five primary-aged 


students whose behavior 
problems prevent full-time 
participation in regular 
classrooms. Over the past 
three years, positive working 
relationships have developed 
between this program and the 
staff at Countryside. 

This trust and understanding 
has been long in development. 
To start again in a new school 
would be detrimental to the 
students. 

The partially self-contained 
resource classroom has the 
flexibility to serve children as 
their special needs change 
from year to year. During the 
past three years, the 
educational philosophy at 
Countryside has been sup- 
poritive as these needs have 
changed. 

The bilingual class at 
Countryside houses 18 Spanish¬ 
speaking children from 
Newton and Metco. As their 


English language ability in¬ 
creases, the staff at Coun¬ 
tryside has been receptive to 
accepting these students in 
their classrooms. 

Because Countryside has 
other Metco children, the 
bilingual Metco children do not 
feel isolated at Countryside. 

The special education staff at 
Countryside has and continues 
to work together closely. The 
numbers of special classes at 
Countryside allows mutual 
support and consultation 
among the staff. 

Aides and specialists sharing 
time within the each classroom 
allow much flexibility both 
within the special classes and 
in the school in general. To 
divide this staff into separate 
locations would decrease their 
effectiveness.

Law restricts unemployment 
pay for school employees 


Nonprofessional employees 
of educational institutions who 
have reasonable assurance of 
employment following a period 
without work between two 
successive years or terms will 
no longer be eligible for 
unemployment compensation 
during that period as a result of 
newly enacted federal 
legislation, according to John 
D. Crosier, director of the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Employment Security (DES). 

Previously, under provisions 


of the Special Unemployment 
Assistance (SUA) program, 
nonprofessional school em¬ 
ployees could collect partial or 
total unemployment insurance 
benefits for any break between 
terms or for vacations, in¬ 
cluding the summer vacation. 

Included as nonprofessional 
school employees are 
secretaries, clerks, cafeteria 
workers, aides, matrons, 
janitors and bus drivers. This 
new amendment to the 
Emergency Jobs and Unem¬ 


ployment Assistance Act of 
1974 was enacted on Oct. 20, 
was effective Oct. 30. 

In June. 1975. an amendment 
to the SUA legislation 
prohibited school employees in 
professional categories who 
had reasonable assurance of 
employment in the next 
academic year or term from 
collecting UI benefits during 
any break in the academic 
year or term.

Municipal income tax 
instead of property tax? 


Police get $225,000 grant for radio system 


A new municipal income lax 
to replace reliance on the 
property tax has been proposed 
by a Newton man. 

Torgeir Kvale, 218 
Beethoven Ave., Waban, has 
written an amendment to the 
state constitution. The 
legislative amendment was 
filed by State Rep. Peter 
Harrington. 

Harrington said this week 
that, although he does nut 


agree with the proposal as 
written he welcomes the bill 
because "it will raise the 
question in the legislature of 
the need to change from 
reliance on the property tax to 
finance municipal operation.” 

The bill will probably be 
referred to the Committee on 
Taxation’ Harrington said. 

In Kvale's bill municipal 
taxes would be levied as a pro 
rata share of the state income 
tax. 


Low turnout decides 
Highlands Council 


The text of the bill follows: 

"The public charges of 
municipal government, or any 
part thereof, shall be assessed 
on income. 

"Full power and authority is 
hereby given and granted to 
the cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth to impose and 
levy a tax on income in the 
manner hereinafter provided. 

"To insure that in each city 
and town this tax is levied as 
equitably as is humanly 
possible, the taxpayer, when 
filing a state income tax 
return, shall file with the board 
of assessors in each such city 


or town an affidavit stating the 
total amount of state income 
tax payable by him in the tax 
year. 

"When such city or town has 
voted the budget for any given 
year, and the board of 
assessors have determined the 
total amount of — . money 
that must be levied by income 
tax in such city or town, they 
shall determine each tax-' 
payer's share in the tax burden I 
by prorating it on the in¬ 
dividual taxpayers in 
proportion to the relative 
magnitude of the state income 
tax each is paying in the tax 
year." 


Mayor Theodore Mann 
announced today that the city 
of Newton has received a 
1225,000 federal grant for police 
radio communications from 
the I,aw Enforcement 
Assistance Administration. 

These funds will be added to 
the *800,000 that the city has 
already received to purchase 
new UHF police radio com¬ 
munications systems. The 


system will be used by the 
Newton Police Department 
and the 22 other police 
departments thatare members 
of the Greater Boston Police 
Council. 

The mayor commented, 
‘•These new radio systems will 
allow for an unparalleled level 
of cooperation between the City 
of Boston and all the cities and 
towns that surround the city." 


With the present radio 
systems, the mayor said, our 
police officers are unable to 
send radio messages out of 
their own community that can 
be received by neighboring 
police departments. This 
limitation has had a 
detrimental effect on police 
work for years in trying to 
coordinate such activities as 
parades, large fires, chases of 


dangerous criminals, and any 
other police activity that 
requires the cooperation of 
more than one police depart¬ 
ment.

The Christmas Tree 
Select a firm fresh tree. 

. When you bring it home pul it 
in a cool place with its base in 
water. Before setting the tree 
up in the house cut about one 
inch off the base to help the 
tree absorb water, then place 
the tree in a sturdy stand 
containing water.

Be sure the water level is 
maintained in the stand; 
assign one of the older children 
or an adult to check it each 
day. locate the tree away from 
radiators or any other source 
of heat as this will only hasten 
the drying out of the tree and 
create a greater fire hazard. 

Never locate the tree in such 
a position that it will block any 
exit. Do not rely on do-it- 
yourself flameproofing for 
your tree. Remove the tree 
from the house as soon as it 
shows signs of shedding the 
needles — the more the tree 
dries out the more a fire hazard 
it becomes. If you select a 
plastic artificial tree read the 
label to be sure it is of a fire- 
retardant or slow-burning 
type. 

Christmas Lights 

Never use lighted candles or 
other open flame for 
decorative purposes. They 
may appear to bring extra 
cheer to your home but most 
generally they bring greater 
sorrow due to accidental fires. 

Check electric tree lights 
closely for broken sockets, 
frayed or worn insulation or 
any other defects before 
placing them on the tree. If 
they are not in perfect con¬ 
dition discard them im¬ 
mediately. Use only electric 
tree lights, candles, etc., that 
have been approved by a 
recognized testing laboratory. 
Use extension cords sparingly 
and never place them under 
rugs or through doorways. 

Never use string lights on a 
metal tree as a short circuit in 
the wire could charge the 
entire tree and present a 
severe shock hazard. Be sure 
to turn off all indoor tree and 
decorative lighting when 
leaving the house or retiring 
for the evening. 

Decorations 

Use only materials of a 
noncombustible or fire- 
retardant decorations. If you 
wish to use natural greens or 
polystyrene foam decorations, 


which burn readily, keep them 
a safe distance from lighted 
candles or any other source of 
heat. 

If you purchase Christmas 
candle wreath holders make 
sure they are marked 
"fireproof.” Otherwise, the 
candle, while burning, could 
drip hot wax on the wreath and 
cause a sudden flash fire. 

Wrappings 

While opening the gifts have : 
a container readily available to 
receive the wrappings im¬ 
mediately and remove them to 
the outside as soon as all the 
gifts have been opened and 
enjoyed. Never burn wrap¬ 
pings, cartons or branches 
from a tree in the fireplace, as 
they flare up rapidly and 
create a very hot fire. 

Gifts 

When purchasing electric 
loy.s make sure they have been 
approved by a recognized 
testing laboratory for safety. If 
any toys use gasoline or other 
flammable fluid as a 
propellant be sure that they are 
not operated in the home — 
take them outside and use 
extreme caution. An adult 
should be present at all times 
when children are playing with 
these toys. 

Smoking 

Keep all smokers and 
smoking materials as far 
removed from the Christmas 
tree as possible. 

Smoke Detectors 

Chief Preble suggests that 
one of the best gifts the head of 
the house can give to his family 
is the installation of smoke 
detectors. This is a lasting gift 
that could be the means of 
saving your loved ones in case 
of fire. 

If everyone follows the above 
suggestions and remembers 
the everyday rules of fire 
prevention and common sense, 
Chief Preble is sure that we 
can all enjoy a "fire-safe and 
Merry Christmas and Happy 
New Year."

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Roses parade 
lures millions 

Flowers and football are 
among the major attractions 
for visitors to southern Cali¬ 
fornia during the winter holi¬ 
days. 

In fact, for generations of 
Americans New Year's Day 
means the Pasadena Tourna¬ 
ment of Roses Parade and the 
Rose Bowl football game. 

More than 1.5 million visitors 
are expected to line the 54 
mile parade route along 
Pasadena's Colorado Blvd. on 
Jan. 1 to see the lavish floral 
pageant which has made the 
medium-sized California com¬ 
munity (pop. 120,0001 famous 
around the world. 

The first parade was little 
more than a modest procession 
■■f flower-festooned horse- 
drawn carriages. Now it is one 
"f the most colorful displays of 
flowers anywhere and one of 
only two all-floral pageants 
still held in the U.S. The other 
is Portland, Oregon's, annual 
June Rose Festival. 

The upcoming 88th Rose 
Parade will feature 60 floats 
'representing 40 communities 
and organizations and 20 
commercial entrants!, 22 
bands with more than 4,000 
musicians and 250 riders on 
horses in a two-hour salute to 
"The Good Life." The floats 
must conform with the parade 
theme. 

Western stars Roy Rogers 
and Dale Evans will lead the 
procession - the first husband 
and wife to serve as grand 
marshals. Also presiding over 
the festivities will be Diane 
Ramaker as Rose Queen. 

Up to 350,000 fresh flowers 
are used on each of the floats, 
most often applied by volun¬ 
teer youth groups, sometimes 
pelalby-petal. Roses are the 
flowers that made the pageant 
famous but many other types 
of flora are used, ranging from 
imported orchids to mustard 
seeds. 

Viewing galleries, open free 
to the public at several float 
building pavilions around 
Pasadena, permit early 
visitors to catch a preview of 
these floral masterpieces as 
they take form. There also are 
numerous other pre- 
tournament festivities, 
including three which the 
public may attend. The 
coronation oi the Rose Queen 
and the Coronation Ball is 
scheduled for Dec. 21, followed 
by the Presidential Ball on 
‘ Dec. 28 and the Kiwanis Gubof 
Pasadena's 48th annual Rose 
Bowl Kickoff luncheon on Dec. 
31. Tickets must be purchased 
in advance. 

Visitors who desire grand¬ 
stand seats along the parade 
route should also reserve them 
in advance from authorized 
Pasadena area concession- 
aionaries. Prices range from {8 
to $13 depending on location. 
However, seats are not neces¬ 
sary to see the parade and 
many spectators come early 
New Year's morning to sssure 
themselves of good vantage 
points. 

Hotel acconunodations in the 
immediate Pasadena area are 
limited, with most hotels 
requiring a three to five-night 
minimum when reservations 
are available. However, rooms 
are plentiful and reasonable in 
many nearby areas of I-os 
Angeles. 

Tour packages are available, 
ranging in price from 523.50 
per person which includes 
transportation to and from one 
•>f 27 hotels in I.os Angeles and 
a parade seat, to $315 per 
person covering tran¬ 
sportation. five days and four 
nights at a hotel, admission to 
Disneyland and Universal City 
Studios. Rose Parade and Rose 
Bowl seals, and some meals. 
See your travel agent. 

Dating back to 1902, the Rose 
Bowl features the champions of 
the Big Ten and Pacific-8 
conferences in what has been 
called the "Granddaddy of all 
Bowl Games." The game 
follows the parade. This year, 
President Ford's alma mater 
Michigan is pitted against the 
University of Southern Califor¬ 
nia. 

The Rose Bowl stadium will 
also be the site of professional 
football's Super Bowl XI on 
Sunday. Jan. 9 

Pasadena has other points of 
interest for visitors. There are 
guided tours through the 
California Institute of 
Technology and its Jet 
Propulsion laboratory, which 
served as ground station for 
many American space shots, 
including the recent voyages of 
the Viking 1 and Viking 2 
satellites to Mars; the 
Pasadena Museum, the 
Pacificulture-Asia Museum 
and the Norton Simon Museum 
of Modem Art.

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Pines testfies 
on offshore oil 


State Rep. Ieis G. Pines fD- 
Ncwton) testified this week at 
the U.S. Department of 
Interior public hearings in 
Boston on the Department's 
proposed sale of oil and gas 
leases on the North Atlantic 
Outer Continental Shelf < OCS). 

Rep. Pines was asked to 
testify on the oil and gas leases 
as a member of the 
Massachusetts Outer Con¬ 
tinental Shelf Coordinating 
Committee, and her previous 
testimony before the U.S. 
Interior Department in 1975. 

In her testimony Pines 
supported the development of 
offshore oil and gas resources 
as necessary to guarantee new 
and less expensive energy for 
Massachusetts and other New 
F.ngland states, but called for 
legal safeguards to protect the 
coastline from oil and gas 
spills. Pines also urged the 
federal government to com¬ 


pensate New England coastal 
states for the cost of providing 
the extra services that OCS 
development would require. 

"The critical need to develop 
North-Atlantic oil and gas 
resources so as to reduce New 
England dependence on 
foreign oil is obvious. However, 
wc must be careful to do so in 
such a way as to maximize the 
positive economic benefits 
while minimizing the 
possibility of a negative en¬ 
vironmental impact," Pines 
said. 

Among the other people 
testifying were Mayor Markey 
of' New Bedford and 
representatives of Mayor 
White of Boston, and Mayor 
Beame of New York. 
Spokesmen for a variety of 
environmental industry, and 
union groups also spoke at the 
hearing.

You can invite a large number 
of people and still keep preparations to a

Make a festive fruit punch to serve with 
assorted sweets—fruitcake, cookies and 
candy. Following are Christmas recipes 
you will want to include on your party 
list-delicious, yet simple to prepare. 

Madeleines are traditional French 
spongecakes baked in miniature shell- 
shaped molds. The molds may be pur¬ 
chased in any gourmet shop—pretty and 
delicate, these tasty cakes are well worth 
the extra expense of buying a special pan. 

Candy making is a seasonal art usually 
enjoyed at this time of the year. Try 
French truffles, luscious chocolate 
morsels that seem to melt in your mouth, 
and these delicious candies are sur¬ 
prisingly easy to make. After rolling the 
candies in cocoa, place each truffle in a 
miniature paper cup for attractive ser¬ 
ving and store them in the refrigerator. 

MADELEINES 
4 eggs, at room temperature 
1 1 teaspoon salt 
two-thirds cup sugar 
1 eup sifted flour 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
4 cup (1 stick| margarine, melted and 
cooled 

Confectioners' sugar 
Grease well and lightly flour madeleine 
shells. In a small deep bowl, beat eggs 
and salt together until frothy. Gradually 
beat in sugar at high speed of electric 
mixer until the mixture is very thick and 
light; about 6 to 8 minutes. Gently fold in 
flour and vanilla extract until well 
blended. Quickly fold in margarine, 1 
tablespoon at a time. Fill each madeleine 


shell three-quarters full. Bake at 400 
degrees 8 to 10 minutes, or until lightly 
browned. Cool for 1 minute; remove from 
shells and cool on wire racks. When cool, 
dust with confectioners' sugar. Makes 4 
dozen. 

TRUFFLES 

1 pkg. (4 oz.) sweet cooking chocolate 

2 tablespoons milk 

1 1 eup margarine, slightly softened 
1 egg yolk, at room temperature 
Cocoa 

In the top of a double boiler, over hot, 
but not boiling water, melt chocolate with 
milk; stirring constantly. Remove from 
heat; gradually beat in margarine. Cool 
for 3 minutes; stir in egg yolk. 
Refrigerate until mixture is firm. With 
hands shape 1 heaping teaspoon of 
mixture at a time into small irregular 
shaped balls; roll immediately in cocoa. 
Store in refrigerator. Makes 18 truffles. 

ITALIAN HOLIDAY COOKIES 
4 eup (I stick) butter 
one-third eup sugar 
1 egg yolk 

'i teaspoon vanilla extract 
1 eup plus 2 tbs. all purpose flour 
1 - teaspoon salt 
1 egg white, slightly beaten 
I eup flaked coconut 
Preserves 

Cream butter; gradually add sugar; 
continue beating until blended. Beat in 
egg yolk and vanilla. Sift together flour 
and salt; gradually add to creamed 
mixture. Chill dough for ease in handling. 
Sliape into balls 1-inch in diameter. Dip 
balls into egg white; then roll lightly in 
coconut. Place on baking sheets. Press 
top of each ball gently with thumb to form 
an indention. Bake 300 degrees for 20-25 
minutes; remove to wire racks to cool. 
Fill centers with preserves. Yield: 3-4 
doz.

4 cup raisins 

4 cup cut up dates or chopped nuts 
Beat butter, white sugar, brown sugar, eggs, vanilla until 
well blended. Add dry ingredients alternately with grated 
zucchini. Fold in coconut, raisins and dates. Spread in 
greased and lightly floured 13x»-inch pan. Bake in 350 
degree oven 35 minutes or until toothpick comes out clean.

CHEESE SQUARES 

CRUST 

One-third cup brown sugar 
4 cup chopped nuts 
1 cup flour 

One-third cup melted butter or maragtne 


FILLING: 

1 pkg. (I oz. cream cheese) 

4 cup sugar 

1 tablespoon lemon Juice 

2 tablespoons cream or milk 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 egg 

Combine brown sugar, nuts and flour; stir in melted 
butter or margarine and mix with electric beaters or your 
hands until mixture is crumbly. Remove 1 cup of the 
mixture to be used later for topping. Place remainder in an 
8-inch square pan and press firmly. Bake in 350 degree oven 
for 12-15 minutes. 

Filling: Beat cream cheese at medium speed until 
smooth. Add sugar, egg, lemon juice, cream or milk and 
vanilla. Pour mixture into baked crust. Sprinkle lop of 
cheese filling with 1 cup of reserved crumbs. Return to oven 
and bake for 25 minutes. Cool thoroughly. Cut into squares. 
Refrigerate. These squares are better next day. Freezes 
well (If desired, you can substitute any fruit topping or pie 
filling (cherry, pineapple, blueberry). 

Our thanks to Mrs. Jacob Sieve, Waban who writes: “I've 
been clipping your recipe for years and delighting my 
family with many favorites. I saw a request recently for 
barberry jam and Fd like to pass it on." 

BARBERRYJAM 

Pick over the ripe barberries and put them Into a heavy 
pot, adding two cups o t water for each three pounds of fruit. 
Cook very slowly on low heat, stirring frequently to prevent 
scorching. When fruit is soft, press through a fine sieve, 
discarding the skins and seeds. Measure the strained fruit 
and add an equal quantity of sugar. Bring to a boil and 
lower heat slightly and cook for about 15 minutes or until it 
tests done. When done, jam will fall cleanly away from 
spoon in a thick stream. Pour into sterilized Jars and seal as 
for any jam or jelly. 

Questioo: Do you have a recipe for a fresh strawberry 
topping for a cheese cake awtor pineapple glaze. I have 


trouble with the glazing part. I melted down a glass of red 
grape jelly and covered fresh whole strawberries, but a few 
hours later it wept and ruined the cookie crust and the looks 
of the cheese cake, I enjoy your column and look forward to 
a solution to this aggravating problem. Thank you.

Answer: Knowing how much time, effort and money goes 
into the making of a glazed cheesecake, I hasten to offer the 
two glazes requested! 

STRAWBERRY GLAZE 
FOR CHEESECAKE 

Crush 1 cup fresh strawberries; add 4 cup water. Cook 
for 2 minutes; sieve. In saucepan, combine 2 tablespoons 
cornstarch and 4 cup sugar; gradually stir in hot berry 
mixture. Bring to boil, stirring constantly. Cook and stir till 
thick and clear (add a few drops red food coloring, if 
needed). Cool toroom temperature. Place 1 cup whole fresh 
strawberries on cooled cheesecake. Pour glaze over 
strawberries and chill for at least 2 hours. 

PINEAPPLE GLAZE FOR 
CHEESECAKE 

1 cup canned pineapple (reserve liquid) 

Water 

4 cup sugar 

2 tablespoons cornstarch 

Few drops yellow coloring (optional) 

To drained liquid from pineapple, add enough water to 
make 4 cup liquid. Combine liquid and pineapple in 
saucepan and cook for 2 minutes. In another saucepan, 
combine cornstarch and sugar; gradually stir in hot 
pineapple mixture and bring to boil, stirring constantly 
until thick and dear. Add yellow food coloring if desired. 
Cool to room temperature. Pour glaze over cheesecake.

SARAH’S SPINACH CREPES 

Batter: 

2 cups flour 

4 teaspoon salt 

2 cups milk 

4 eggs 

4 tablespoons melted butter 
Filling: 

1 onion, chopped 

4 tablespoons butter 

3 pounds fresh or 2 pkgs. frozen spinach, chopped 

1 pound mushrooms, chopped 
Sauce: 

2 tablespoons each butter, flour 

2 cups hoi milk 

Coarse salt and ground pepper 

Freshly grated Parmesan cheese 

Nutmeg 

In a blender or mixing bowl, combine batter ingredients. 
Mix thoroughly and refrigerate for at least an hour. For 
filling, saute onion in butter. When soft, add spinach and 
mushrooms. Cook for 10 minutes. Set aside. For sauce melt 
butter in saucepan. Add flour, stirring for 3 minutes. Add 
milk, salt and pepper. Bnng to boil and cook until thick. 
Remove from heat. Wipe an 8-inch frying pan very lightly 
with an oiled paper toweL Place on heal until it smokes, 
then pour in a tablespoon of batter. Tilt pan so mixture 
covers bottom and pour off excess. Turn crepe over quickly 
when it starts to curl and cook on other side for a couple of 
minutes. Repeat with rest of batter. A couple of hours 
before serving, add half the sauce to filling and mix 
thoroughly. Spoon onto each crepe, fold over and arrange in 
shallow baking dish. Half an hour before serving, pour rest 
of sauce on crepes, sprinkle with plenty of Parmesan and 
nutmeg and broil under high heat until sizzling. Serves 8

Help for the many problems 
associated with the birth and 
infancy of a retarded or 
developmental^ handicapped 
child is now available to 
parents in Newton and 
surrounding communities. 

Under the direction of Clinic 
Director Dr. Elizabeth Her¬ 
man, there 

is an Early Childhood In¬ 
tervention Program at the 
Newton Guidance 

Clinic. The program, "Zero 
to Three," provides a variety 
of 

services to babies who are 
mentally retarded, develop¬ 
mental^ 

delayed, or at-risk of 
becoming so. 

It begins with regular visits 
to the home by specialists in 
early childhood development, 
who assess the baby’s 
developmental capacities and 
work out, with parents, a 
program for stimulating and 
teaching the child. Referrals 
may be made for physical 
therapy, occupational therapy, 
or speech therapy. Dr. Herman 
stresses that the main em¬ 
phasis of the program is "to 
increase the family's ability to 
act as the main educator for its 
infant." The staff also provides 
I emotional support and coun- 
I seling services for all members 
| of the family. 

1 When the infant reaches two 
years of age, he and his mother 
begin coming to the clinic 
regularly for small-group 
educational activity and to 
meet other mothers and 
children. Home visits continue 
in the meantime. 

At age three, the child is 


ready for nursery school 
programs operated through the 
public schools, and the family 
is referred to whatever other 
agencies are appropriate for 
its needs. 

The professional teachers 
and mental health clinicians in 
the Zero to Three program also 
are available to consult with 
and teach the staff of other 
agencies who come into con¬ 
tact with retarded infants and 
their families. The staff will 
also present educational 
programs to the general 
public. 

The Zero to Three program, 
Dr. Herman says, is one not

The longest winning streak in Newton's schoolboy foct- 
hall history ended Saturday as the 100 Tigers fell victim to 
theOl Rebels of Walpole High in the Division I Super Bowl. 
26-6. The contest look place before 10.300 fans at Boston 
College's Alumni Stadium who braved the sub-freezing 
temperature and a light but constant snowfall to see the 
Division I slugfest. Newton fans were not particularly 
pleased with the game's outcome. 

JONES AND FLYNN BREAK 100 
The Rebels' success came from their ground attack led 
by running backs Terry Jones and Mike Flynn, who each 


gamed over 100 yards rushing. The Rebel backs were the 
first rushers to gain more than 90 yards against the North 
defense. Jones carried 32 times fora net pickup of 167 yards 
w hile Flynn's 23 carries were good for 107 yards. Both Jones 
and Flynn accounted for one score apiece. 

Walpole took the lead early and did not allow the Tigers to 
score until they had posted 26 points on the board. 

After both teams were stopped on their initial possession, 
Walpole's first scoring drive commenced, led by Fiynn and 
Jones. It took the Rebels 13 plays to move 14 yards to the 
Tigers' goal line. Flynn capped the drive with a three yard 
run. Rob Cuomo kicked the winning point at 8:21 of the first 
11 minute quarter. 


Walpole's next strike came less than 2:00 later, 
linebacker Coley Nee. who was to harass the Tigers all 
afternoon, picked off a Newton aerial and sped 45 yards 
down the right sideline for the score. Cuomo was again on 
target. The Rebels held a 14-0 lead. 

KEEPING UP WITH THE JONESES 
Saturday was certainly a day to be keeping up with the 
Joneses, lest the Rebels think that they had a monopoly on 
speedsters named Jones. North’s Kevin of that self-same 
last name gave Walpolers something to ponder. 

Following the Rebels' second score, Newton end Kevin 
Jones returned the kickoff 74 yards to the Walpole 16. Kevin 
made good use of his blockers, especially Bob Donahue, 
who was cut in front of the play to take out several potential 




ta driers. 

The Joneses, though both seniors, may meet again. Kevin 
and Terry are both trackmen, and are both quite good. 
Barring the unforeseen, they will probably meet in this 
year's State track meet. When informed of the possibility of 
meeting again, Kevin didn't say much — he just smiled. 

Unfortunately, Newton couldn't capitalize on their Jones' 
work and were stalled on the 17. Walpole then marched 83 
yards in 11 plays, mainly on the rushing of Flynn and Jones. 
Jones scored when he broke out of a pack for a 14 yard TD 
run. The PAT kick upped Walpole's margin 21-0. 

The Rebels' final score of the half came as a result of a 
Newton mistake. A fumble was recovered by Walpole's Tim 
Kelliher on the Newton six. On the last play of the half, 
Cuomo came through with a 23 yard field goal. 

The first half statistics bear out Walpole's domination. 
Flynn and Jones accounted for 125 of the team's 161 yards 
as compared to North's 47 total yardage in the half. The 
visitors out-firstdowned Newton, 13-2. 

SECONDHALF 

Although the Tigers didn't score in the third quarter, they 
kept Walpole from scoring also. The third quarter was the 
Tigers' best all season as they have ouLscored their op¬ 
ponents 80-0 in that stanza. 

What do they say about clouds having a silver lining? 

After a goal line stand early in the fourth quarter, which 
was aided by tackles by Tony Rosetti and I,ee Waxman, 
Walpole was stopped deep in Newton territory. Rob Cuomo 
put two more points on the board for the Rebels when he 
sacked Newton quarterback Kevin Hinchey in the Tigers' 
end zone. 

With just 1:20 left in the game, Newton came through with 
a score. With both quarterbacks (Hinchey and co-captain 
John Riley i throwing and Riley running, the Tigers moved 
56 yards in nine plays down to the Walpole 18. Co-Captain 
Mario Luchelti broke through the right side of the line for 18 
yards and the score. The kick failed. 

An onside kick by Steve Fleming was recovered by 
North’s Mark Rosenberg, but a desperation pass was 
picked off by Walpole's John Doyle in the closing seconds. 

Final stats indicate the Rebels' superior ground attack as 
they outgained Newton, 298-54. The Tigers, who were forced 
to the air often, picked up 159 yards in the air compared to 
17 on the part of the Rebels. 

NEWTON STRENGTHS 

Though the game's result was disappointing, there were a 
number of bright spots for the Tigers. 

Both quarterbacks were successful with their passing. 
Hinchey completed 10 of 16 passes with two interceptions 
(116 yards) while Riley, not usually a passer, completed 
three of four attempts with one interception (43 yards).

The Farina firm will com¬ 
pletely modernize the Green 
l.ine W platform areas and 
open up the Winter Street 
pedestrian passageway bet¬ 
ween Park and Washington 
Stations, sealed off ever since 
it was built in 1915. 

The project is funded by the 
MBTA's federally aided $14.6 
million station modernization 
program, Phase II. 

The elevators, for the sole 
use of handicapped persons, 
will be located at the kiosk at 
Winter and Tremont Streets, 
providing access to the Green 
Line platform, and near the 
stairway between the Green 
line and Red line platforms to 
provide access to the Red Line. 
An escalator will also be in¬ 
stalled from the Red Line 
center platform to the Green 
Line outbound platform in the 
vicinity of the main fare 
collection area. 

New fare collection areas, a 
new information center and 
new concession areas will be 
built and new lighting, floor 
and wall finishes, directional 
signs, accoustics and ven¬ 
tilation will be installed. 

A new information center 
will be equipped with an

BOSTON (UPI) - A First 
National Bank of Boston 
economist said Tuesday an 
increase in capital investment 
from the private sector capital 
is more desirable than a tax 
cut. 

“We need a capital spending 
boom,” James M. Howell, 
senior vice president of the 
bank, told a Boston Chamber of 
Commerce economic forum.

Few will 
mourn him 

Actually "Senior American 
Official" was not a "who" but 
an "it" — a useful cover device 
who could speak fairly frankly 
without disrupting delicate 
negotiations. 


He revealed many secrets — 
but none the secretary did not 
want published. And he was 
intensely loyal: he usually was 
discreetly silent about Kissin¬ 
ger's failures. 

Senior American Official 
was only three years old when 
he succumbed to a combination 
of factors starting with the 
elections and the changes 
expected in the style if not the 


content of a new ad¬ 
ministration. 

He disappeared officially 
Tuesday, when reporters 
aboard Kissinger’s plane to 
Brussels were informed that 
henceforth they would identify 
their source only as "State 
Department officials." 

But he had already outworn 
his reason for being. Clues to 
his identity had been plentiful 


Hawthorne ideas, admirations recorded 


PROVIDENCE, R.I (UPI) 
In a recently discovered 
notebook. 19th century novelist 
Nathaniel Hawthorne jotted 
down his ideas for his fictional 
works and his admiration for 
the shapely legs of young 
ladies 

The notebook by the author 
of the Scarlet Letter and The 
House of Seven Gables was 
found this year in an antique 
chest inherited by a Barrington 
woman. 

Prof. Hyatt Waggoner, a 
Hawthorne scholar at Brown 
University, described it Tues¬ 
day as "a literary treasure of 
immense value." 

Several libraries have ex¬ 
pressed an interest in buying 
the book, which will be sold 
through Goodspeed's Book 
Shop in Boston. Its estimated 


value was between $50,000 and 
$ 100 , 000 . 

The volume is the first of 
seven "American Notebooks" 
the Salem, Mass., author was 
known to have kept between 
1835 and 1853, jotting down 
ideas for his novels and short 
stories. 

It was missing since 1866 
when Hawthorne's widow pub¬ 
lished passages from all seven 
diaries. 

Waggoner, a Brown English 
professor, called the 1835-1841 
volume perhaps "the most 
revealing and interesting of all 
the noteboks." He said it helps 
explain Hawthorne's state of 
mind in his years of near- 
seclusion in Salem. 

It also supplies Hawthorne 
remarks that were deleted by 
his wife and editor for the sake 


of "propriety" in 1868. In one 
passage, Hawthorne paid com¬ 
pliment to the shapely legs of 
some young women he met on a 
windy day. 

Barbara Mouffe of Boulder, 
Colo, discovered the small 
paper-bound notebook, written 
in the years 1935-41, when her 
sister, Mary Anderson of 
Barrington, shipped her the 
chest after the death of their 
mother last winter.

San Andreas fault 
shakes up W. Coast 




YUMA, Ariz. (UPI) - The 
submerged southern end of the 
San Andreas fault twitched 
Tuesday, shaking parts of 
Arizona, California and 
Mexico. 

The earthquake registered 
between 5 and 5.5 on the 
Richter Scale at 6:01 a.m. MST 
and was centered 50 to 90 miles 
south of the Arizona-Mexico 
border, where the Colorado 
river empties into the Gulf of 
California, according to the 
Caltech seisinologieal 
laboratory at Pasadena, Calif. 

The shake was felt in 
southern Arizona, scattered 
areas of far Southern 


California and Baja California, 
Mexico. 

There were no reports of 
damage or injuries, and Arizo¬ 
na residents treated it lightly. 

"I loved it. It made me feel 
closer to the earth," joked one 
man in Yuma. 

An Arizona woman said she 
thought at first that it signalled 
the fulfillment of predictions 
that California would "fall in 
the ocean" but then thought: 
"If California falls, what holds 
Arizona up?" 

The Yuma County Sherffiff's 
office said it received about 40 
telephone calls, and told the 
callers "if their house shook, 
then we had a quake."

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Food survey to show 
how America eats

Bui what's lunch to 
iomebody in Ohio '.s dinner to 
vunebody in Alabama. While 
some Georgians consider red¬ 
eye gravy just this side of 
heaven, other Americans 
would sooner starve than eat 
'hat concoction made from 
ham fat and black coffee 
hirkened with flour. 

And then there's the question 
"f soul food in the East and 
several versions of enchiladas 
in the West. 

These and other regional 
food preferences are being 
studied by the Society for the 
North American Cultural 
Survey. whose membership 
consists largely of geographers 
and folklorists. The in¬ 
formation they gather will be 
be used in a comprehensive 
atlas of North American 
culture. 

John F. Rooney, Jr., the 
society's executive director, 
says the food survey is the first 
and most detailed part of the 
project. 

"We're trying to find out if 
(here are regional differences 
in what people eat and drink, in 
how th.y prepare it," Rooney 
said in an interview. 

He is a a cultural geographer 
■n sabbatical to the University 
'f South Carolina from Ok¬ 
lahoma State University. He 
said a random lest done last 
summer in Washington. D.C. 
showed enthusiasm among 
participants. 

He said the project includes 
both laymen and academics. 

"I think there is a ground- 
swell of public interest in 
popular culture and folklore,” 
Rooney said. "The eventual 
publication would be aimed at 
both the public and academic 
communities." 

The society hopes to finish 
data collecting and editing by 
the middle of 1978 and publish 
he atlas by 1980. 

Its first survey is underway 
in New York State, which 
Rooney said is tough because 
the state's ethnic diversity 
and large population. Tests 
also will be conducted during 
the 1976-77 academic year in 
Oklahoma, South Carolina, 
Pennsylvania, and possibly 
California. 

A representative sampling of 
about 1,600 persons in New 


York will be asked about when 
'hey eat. what they eat, and 
what they call it. 

The atlas will also look at 
America's drinking habits. 

"Booze is very 
regionalized," Rooney said. 
'For example, Wisconsin 
consumes the highest amount 
■f brandy in the United States, 
almost 12 times the national 
average." 

"The South in general has a 
lower overall consumption of 
distilled spirits, with only 
Georgia , and South Carolina 
being above the national 
average." 

He said Washington. D C., 
and Nevada lead the nation in 
the variety and quantity of 
liquor consumed. 

CENTER PLANNED

Home storage of apples- 
Keeping apples for any length 
of time is a tough Job for any 
one who lives in a modern 
home. The days of the dirt floor 
and cool storage cellar are 
gone. But there are some 
things you can do to keep your 
apples well into winter. If you 
have a crisper in your 
refrigerator, they keep 
beautifully in there. The closer 
you can keep apples to 32 degs. 
the longer they will keep. We 
keep our apples in a garage 
that stays around 45 degrees or 
so and the fruit keeps fairly 
well. Apples, as well as other 
plant tissues, produce a gas 
called ethylene. In storage it 
speeds up the ripening process, 
triggering the softening and 
changes in flavor, aroma and 
color that we associate with 
ripeness. If you could keep the 
ethylene content out of the air 
around your apples, you could 
prevent the crops from 
ripening fast. 

Some people ripen green 
bananas faster by putting them 
Inside a paper or plastic bag. It 
traps the etylene and en¬ 
courages faster ripening. Did 
you know that ethylene works 
the other way, too? You can 
keep stored potatoes from 
sprouting by mixing apples 
with them. Tests at Ohio State 
University have found that 
apples form the gas which 
halts sprouting. One apple per dmaicm on 
bag. if the bag is paper or c heck them, 
paper-lined, is enough. You can

use about 10 pounds of apples 
per bushel of potatoes, tf the 
spuds are stored loose. 

African violets again—What 
causes the leaves of African 
Violets to droop or wilt? There 
are several reasons: loo much 
fertilizer. Insect and disease 
pests, dry soil, poor drainage, 
crown rot, root rot, to name a 
few. African violets wilt 
readily when the root hairs are 
damaged. Allowing the soil to 
go dry can damage root hairs, 
and as the plant wilts, the 
small pores (stomates) in the 
leaf close, greatly reducing 
water loss and allowing the 
plant to survive temporarily. 
With closed pores, food 
production is limited, since 
photosynthesis needs carbon 
dioxide which enters the leaf 
through the pores. 

Wilting, therefore reduces 
the plant’s food supply, 
reduces cell enlargement, and 
growth, and may eventually 
put an end to the plant's 
usefulness. Don't let your 
violets get too dry, and don't 
overwater.

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Delicata's bees keep 
Main Branch buzzing 


"It's a honey of a hobby," 
says Alfred Delieata, a Newton 
resident who has put together 
an exhibit on beekeeping, in¬ 
cluding an observation hive, 
that will be on view at the 
Newton Free Library, 414 
Centre St., Newton Corner, 
now through early January. 

"Beekeeping involves a lot of 
dedication, time and hard 
work," says Delieata, "and 
you won’t get rich keeping bees 
as a hobby." There arc a lot of 
rewards however; honey, 
pollination for better gardens, 
prizes and ribbons at fairs, and 
"An involvement with the 
basic process of nature that 
mean a lot in today's world." 

According to Delieata, a 
person interested in 
beekeeping makes an initial 
investment of about $100 for 
bees, a hive, smoker veil, 
gloves and a few tools. Most 
beekeeping activities take 
place during the warm months. 

During the winter, Delieata 
keeps up with literature, 


participates in the county 
beekeeping organization, 
leaches, and develops good 
public relations with 
neighbors. He says, "A jar of 
honey will sweeten their 
dispositions." 

Delieata, currently teaching 
a beekeeping course in 
Wayland, is the vice-president 
of the Massachusetts 
Federation of Beekeepers, a 
member of the Eastern 
Apicultural Society of North 
America, Middlesex County 
Beekeepers Association and 
the New Hampshire 
Beekeepers Associati A past 
president of the Middlesex 
County organization, Delieata 
has also taught beekeeping at 
the Boston Center for Adult 
Education. 

The exhibit, at the Main 
Library, includes an ob¬ 
servation hive of live bees, a 
model hive, trophies, different 
types of honey and wax 
products and information on 
bees and beekeeping.

Mofenson files bill to assure 
job opportunity for handicapped

Rep. David J. Mofenson, 
House chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee on Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs, has urged 
Massachusetts employers to 
take the lead in providing 
opportunities for handicapped 
workers. 


Mofenson 

legislation 


has filed 
to prohibit 


discrimination against blind 
and handicapped persons 
seeking employment. 

"Discrimination against 
prospective employees who are 
handicapped is not only- 
unlawful and immoral; it is 
economically unsound," he 
said. "There are many jobs 
that handicapped workers can 
do as well as if not better than 
nonhandicapped workers.” 


By using selective 
placement, Mofenson said, 
disabilities can even become 
assets. He noted the experience 
of a large insurance company 
which discovered that deaf 
workers tended to make better- 
than-average file clerks and 
checkers because they were 
less likely to be distracted by 
office noises. 

Mofenson suggested that 
permitting employees to work 
at home offered certain ad¬ 
vantages, especially in fields 
which require mostly- 
telephoning and related ac¬ 
tivities. "With proper training, 
handicapped employees can 
often do their best work in their 
own specialized environment," 
Mofenson said, citing exam¬ 


ples of two handicapped 
computer programmers who 
are working at home using 
remote computer terminals. 

Mofenson said that recent 
efforts to eliminate ar¬ 
chitectural and environmental 
barriers to wheelchair users 
are promising, and he hopes 
the efforts will be expanded to 
make appropriate adjustments 
to facilitate employment of 
workers with other disabilities. 

The U.S. Department of 
labor, under Section 503 of the 
Rehabilitation Act of 1973, 
promulgated federal 
regulations which require 
companies and institutions that 
hold federal contracts of $2500 
or more to develop affirmative 
action plans for recruiting and 
hiring handicapped workers. -

Picadilly Square theater coin¬ 
presentation of "The Birthday 
Party," written by Harold Pinter, con¬ 
sists of one peak in between two valleys. 

Whereas most plays have a series of 
peaks and valleys, this one doesn't. 
Consider the first act a valley, the second 
act a peak, and the third act the other 
valley. 

At the start, one wonders whether the 
show will ever get off the ground. The 
monotonously slow pace, with those long 
pauses between lines, detracts from 
audience attention more than it enhances 
for effect. 

Meg and her husband Petey run a 
boarding house in a seaside town in 
England. Their average days consists of 
Petey reading the paper and Meg asking 
him if it is nice. 

Such is the pace of the first act. 

Nervous and contrary Stanley, their 
only boarder, is awakened by Meg to 
come down to a breakfast of tea and fried 
bread. Why he treats Meg and Petey with 
disdain isn’t clear, A great many things 
will prove to be unclear throughout the 
story, which renders the play un¬ 
fathomable. One can see much happening 
on the stage, but why it is happening is 
something not everyone will be able to 
distinguish. 

Two gentlemen Petey met the previous 
night are coming to lodge. Meg iB 
delighted at the rare prospect of en¬ 
tertaining two guests. Somewhere along 
the line, while it becomes evident that the 
reason they have arrived is to see 
Stanley, some “organization” is men¬ 
tioned. It is believed that they may have 
some underworld link; but just as one 
begins to suspect such a link, the 
"organization" is never again mentioned. 

We discover that it is Stanley's bir¬ 
thday, and one of the two gentlemen, 
Goldberg, (the other is McCannl, 
suggests they have a birthday party for 
Stanley. 

So much for the first act. 

To the credit of the Picadilly Players, 
the second act was as exciting as the first 
act was slow. The contrast was astoun¬ 
ding. 

The characters, especially Goldberg 
and McCann, come alive; and it is at this 
point the play really begins to roll. The 
second act is so good, it rates with any 
I've seen. 

McCann, a strong-jawed giant, calmly 
delivers lines that have a gradual

devastating effect. He is evasive to any 
question put to him by Stanley. McCann 
verbally counterpunches and it is this 
unexpected mental agility from one so 
obviously physically strong that makes 
the character attractive. In a controlled 
manner, McCann reduces the audience to 
laughter with ease. 

Goldberg, on the other hand, is 
diminutively smooth. He is the boss. 
Phrases glide from his mouth and entice 
all who listen, ultimately to his own 
benefit. 

Interrogation is followed by intense 
harrassment. Stanley visibly becomes 
shaken and looks as if he wants to crawl 
into a hole, but, once again, we are never 
sure. 

The second act's birthday party ends in 
darkness with hysterical laughter we 
think comes from Stanley. In the third act 
we are told he has had a nervous break¬ 
down. 


One act a play does not make. Pinter's 
fault. The ambiguity abounds. 

The Picadilly Players do their best. If it 
were not for Bart McCarthy and Frank 
Dolan in their roles as McCann and 
Goldberg, the play would have been 
unbearable. 

Ted Davis, as Stanley, goes through the 
motions that Pinter traps him in. Joan 
Tolentino as Meg does the best she can 
with a terrible script, as does John Peters 
as Petey. Jean Solbes brings a little 
sparkle to the stage as the cheery Lulu. 

The excellence of the second act can be 
traced to the direction of William Lacey. 
Lacey, especially with Goldberg and 
McCann, sets a fast pace that doesn't let 
up. 

If you like the ambiguity of Harold 
Pinter, if you liked "The Innocents'" then 
you will like "The Birthday Party.” 

I didn't care for either.

Who can help at Christmas? 


By ELIZABETH McKINNON

You might be totally disabled with a 
disabled wife and two children, and it's 
Christmas, and your total income is $182 
a month. 

You could be the wife of an alcoholic 
whose husband will drink up all his pay 
the week before Christmas. 

You could be 79 years old with less than 
$300 a month who wants to buy just some 
small gift for a friend and grandchildren. 


If you live in Newton, you may in 
desperation turn to your church, or to the 
city's Human Services Department, or 
the state welfare department, none of 
which may be able to give special help. 

The school system may hear of a need 
from a worried child; a social agency 
may be asked; even the Health Depart¬ 
ment or Newton-Wellesley Hospital may 
recognize an unuttered cry for help. 

At about the time the annual frenetic 
shopping sprees begin, the Christmas 


Service Committee begins sifting through 
requests for help referred to it by all 
these agencies. 

The Christmas Service Committee, 
once a part of the defunct Newton 
Community Council, is operated by the 
wife of the former president of the council 
and a friend, Mrs. Charles J. Doherty and 
Virginia Bartlett. 

The CSC acts as a clearinghouse for 
emergency help at Christinas,

Developments badly designed, 
Auburndale neighbors say 


Auburndale residents seem resigned to 
building of some sort on two parcels of 
land on Commonwealth Avenue owned by 
developer Michael Iodice, but want fewer 
housing units than proposed and a say in 
the appearance of the buildings. 

Iodice has petitioned the Board of 
Aldermen for permissive use to build 72 
apartments on about 3.5 acres on the 
south side of Commonwealth Avenue next 
to his 54-unit development. 

Another petition asks for permissive 
use to build 25 attached townhouses on a 
smaller lot on the other side of the 
avenue. 

At a public hearing before the Innd Use 
Committee Monday night, one resident, 

I Robert Faulkner of Islington Road, called 
! the design of the townhouses "el cheapo," 

' a sentiment that seemed to reflect the 
| opinion of many of those who spoke. 

Anne-Marie Abernathy of Islington 
Road compared the design to that of the 
new Gulf station in Auburndale Square. 

In response to concerns about the 
appearance of the development, the Land 


Use Committee agreed to have the Urban 
Beautification Commission review the 
design and make recommendations. 

The League of Women Voters spoke 
against granting permissive use for the 
development because of Iodice's con-

Mayor softening 
on fire pumper? 


Another public hearing Tuesday 
night on the removal of Engine 8 from the 
Crafts Street fire station may have sof¬ 
tened Mayor Theodore Mann's formerly 
firm decision to take the engine out of 
sendee. 

About 300 people, all in favor of keeping 
the pumper in service, packed the 
aldermanic chamber, some at times 
becoming loud and out of order. 

Mayor Mann stood at the rear of the 
chamber during the three-hour hearing 
except when he addressed the aldermen 
and the audience. 

Firefighters' Association President 
Richard Ciccone and the mayor were 
meeting Wednesday to “discuss alter¬ 
natives,” the mayor said late Wednesday 
morning. 

He would not say what the alternatives 
might be. 

Ciccone, at the hearing conducted by 
the Public Health & Safety Committee, 
said he had presented two plans for 
keeping the pumper in service within 
constraints of the budget. 

The mayor cut the pumper last year 
during budget preparation in order to 
save $183,000. He was prevailed on to 
leave the engine in service until a report 
from the Insurance Services Office, a 
fire-rating firm, could be done on the 


adequacy of fire protection in Newton. 

The report is not completed, but the 
firm has written that fewer than the 
present 10 pumpers are needed. 

Mayor Mann took the apparatus out of 
service effective Dec. 6. Firefighters 
manned the engine voluntarily for three 
days. 

Acting Fire Chief Harvey Preble said 
at the hearing that he had "gone along” 
with the mayor's decision and feels that 
improved equipment, water service, and 
training make the cut acceptable. 

Aid. Joseph McDonnell and State Rep. 
Peter Harrington asked that if the 
pumper is not restored, new fire districts 
should be drawn up immediately in order 
to assure adequate fire protection for 
densely populated Nonantum. 

Harrington presented figures on fire 
calls that showed the Crafts Street fire 
station to lie the busiest in the city, with 
more than 1000 calls in a year. 

Preble explained that with the removal 
of the pumper, the other pumper in that 
station will be sent out on single-alarm 
fires and will be replaced immediately by 
an engine from another station. 

In multiple alarms, mutual aid will 
provide replacements at empty stations. 

Mayor Mann, accused by several 
speakers of not listening to the voice of 


the people, made a brief address and 
said, "I'm listening." lie said. "The door 
to my office is always open, if the 
president of the union (firefighters' 
association! has any suggestions." 

In response to complaints from the 
audience that department head salary 
increases, land acquisition, and other 
expenditures should be scrapped in order 
to keep the pumper in service, Mann 
pointed to large cuts in the FY 77 budget 
made by the Board of Aldermen, in¬ 
cluding $700,000 as recently as August, 
"from one of the tightest budgets this city 
has ever seen." 

Nonantum figure Anthony "Fat” 
Pellegrini called out to the mayor at one 
point, "He's taken my engine . . . Ix?t 
him wait till March." The final ISO report 
is due in March. 

Pellegrini went on, "If you do that, the 
firemen will be happy, I'U be happy, and 
you'll be happy — people will stop 
bugging you!" 

Ciccone said he had worked out two 
plans and had presented them to mayoral 
assistant Michael I^bner. He wondered 
whether the mayor had ever been made 
aware of the plans, which according to 
Ciccone, showed how to keep the pumper 
without restoring the budget cut. 

No men have been laid off as a result of 
the removal of the pumper.

Marriott taxes 
may jump $148,000 


The assessed valuation of the Marriott 
Hotel has been increased from $3.7 
million to $4.6 million by the Newton 
Board of Assessors. 

If the additional taxes from the in¬ 
creased valuation can be collected this 
year, the Marriott's tax bill will have 
gone from $608,280 to $756,240, an in¬ 
crease of $147,960, according to Assessor 
Ieonard Aronson. 

The Board of Assessors can amend tax 
bills until Dec. 20, with permission of the 
state lax commissioner, Owen Clarke. 
Clarke now has the Marriott data for 
review. 

City Solicitor Howard Levine is con¬ 
sidering the legality of trying to collect 
taxes from the previous two years, when 
the Marriott was given abatements. 

The new assessment was made on the 
basis of new income and expense figures 
provided by the Marriott during the past 
several weeks. 

Aid. Sidney Small, chairman of the 
aldermanic Finance Committee, first 
openly questioned the Marriott taxes 
early in the fall and pursued the matter 


until the Marriott provided new figures 
on its operation here. 

The Marriott will have 30 days after it 
receives its new tax bill in which to apply 
to the assessors for an abatement. 

The Board of Assessors can deliberate 
on an abatement application for three 
months, after which the Marriott may 
appeal to the Appellate Tax Board of the 
state. 

After being denied a temporary in¬ 
junction to prevent the assessors from 
giving abatement data to the Finance 
Committee, the Marriott Corp. has 
dropped a court suit on the same matter. 

Mayor Theodore Mann said at a news 
conference this week that he plans to go 
before a special subcommittee of the 
Finance Committee "to discuss 
suggestions for reorganization of the 
Assessing Department." 

The mayor and many aldermen have 
been displeased with the department for 
some time, especially since the Marriott 
situation was brought to light by Small.

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Community Development funds 
go to Upper Falls, handicapped 


A "blighted" Upper Falls 
commercial district and a 
booklet for handicapped 
residents will get new 
allocations of community 
development money as a result 
of a public hearing Tuesday. 
However, a $100,000 Newton 
Corner revitalization project 
will remain deferred until 
fiscal 1979, the Planning and 
Development Board decided 
following the hearing. The 
allocations are being sub¬ 
mitted to the federal Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) for the 
third year, fiscal 1978, of 
Newton's block grant program. 

The purpose of the program, 
part of the 1974 Housing and 
Community Development Act, 
is to provide decent housing, a 
suitable living environment, 
and expansion of economic 
opportunity for persons of low 
and moderate income, ac¬ 
cording to Planning Director 
Charles Thomas. 

Citizen participation, 
mandated by the law, and input 
from the Newton Planning 
Department have so far 
directed funds into Newton 
Highlands, Newton Corner, 
Nonantum, West Newton, and 
a historic preservation 
program in Upper Falls. 

After hearing pleas from 
Brian Yates and Stephen 
Shugrue, President of the 
Upper Falls Improvement 
Association, the Board decided 
to take $5,000 from the 


proposed historic district funds 
fora study of the "Depot area" 
at Chestnut and Oak Streets. 

While he praised the historic 
district work and the antique 
shops at the northern end of 
Chestnut Street in the village, 
Shugrue said residents’ 
response to the recent UFIA 
newsletter questionnaire 
singled out the Depot area as 
their first priority for at¬ 
tention. 

Vandalism and vagrancy are 
a problem, he added. 

The depot itself could be 
turned into something at¬ 
tractive like a craft center or a 
restaurant, residents believe. 

"A variety of aesthetic and 
economic problems” confront 
the community, Yates said. 

Vacant stores, there for 
more than 10 years, make the 
business area "blighted" and 
open to development of an 
intensive type that could 
contribute to rapid decline of 
the community, Yates added. 

The row of mostly vacant 
stores arc owned by DiCarlo 
Brothers Realty of Hopkinton, 
the Cafe Biltmore, Inc. and the 
Howard Kosrofian Trust of 
Upper Falls, and the 
Derharonian Nominee Trust of 
Watertown . 

Anton Pruckner and Rev. 
Herbert Davis of Newton 
Corner asked the Board to 
restore for $100,000 originally 
slated fiscal 1978 land 
acquisition in Newton Comer , 
but Thomas wants to wait until 
the group has formed a com¬ 


munity development cor¬ 
poration. 

"The monkey is on your back 
to get it going," Chairman 
Stanley Miller told Pruckner. 

Davis and Pruckner also 
urged a "hearing” or "group of 
seminars" to deal with the 
Corner’s traffic problems. 

Funds remain targeted for 
fiscal 1979 and 1980, but money 
will be available from a con¬ 
tingency fund if the cor¬ 
poration forms and needs it, 
the Board decided. 

Representatives of agencies 
for the handicapped won an 
additional amount to publish 
their booklet "Access to 
Newton", a guide to getting 
around the city. 

So far, a survey of local 
architectural barriers shows 
that libraries, movies and 
Newton North High School are 


still off limits to the han¬ 
dicapped, one woman advised. 

The 1977 city census should 
bring in more information on 
the needs of the handicapped, 
said by one speaker to com¬ 
prise over 15 percent of the 
population. 

To date there is no way to 
find out where handicapped 
persons live and work, because 
private agencies consider this 
confidential information, 
Thomas said. 

Nonantum testimony, read in 
absentia,both criticized and 
accepted proposed community 
development allocations in that 
village. 

Changes to add $50,000 for a 
permanent multi-service 
center and $10,000 for technical 
assistance gained support from 
one resident, while another 
took exception to the $50,000 


allotment which "will hardly 
provide for minimum needs of 
Nonantum." 

Bobbi Croce of the Newton 
Highlands Neighborhood Area 
Council said her village is Just 
beginning to implement its 
master plan, and she thanked 
the Board for its help to date. 

Residents there, who 
received extra development 
money not used in other city 
projects, are upgrading the 
Lincoln-Walnut Street business 
district. 

Miller lauded their com¬ 
mitment and enthusiasm, 
which he believes are the 
direct result of their forming a 
neighborhood area' council 
under the new city charter. 

He urged other villages and 
neighborhoods to take ad¬ 
vantage of this vehicle in the 
future.

The onset of winter weather and a car 
theft have combined to rob Lower Falls 
residents of street repairs that city of¬ 
ficials had hoped would be finished this 
month. 

April 15 is the next target date for fixing 
Moulton Street, on the edge of an urban 
renewal area under redevelopment for 
almost ten years. 

Barring bad weather, the job might 
have been done in early December. 

City Engineer Cynthia McCarthy said 
she and Purchasing Agent Blair Kanbar 
had pushed the schedule for the project 
because aldermen wanted the job done 
this fall. 

Gerald Early, former head of the 
Newton Redevelopment Authority and 
now employed by the Community 
Development Authority, is technically in 
charge of the repairs, she said. 

McCarthy prepared the technical 
specifications for Moulton Street right 
after she started working here in 
October. All the specs were sent out to 
prospective bidders ahead of the 
deadline, and bids were advertised and in 
by Nov 3, McCarthy said. The award was 
made to Belli Construction, Inc. of 
Nonantum on Nov 17, in hopes that he 
would do the job this fall. McCarthy and 
Kanbar told Belli on Dec. 1 that his per¬ 
formance bond had to be in by Friday, 


Dec. 3 when Mayor Mann would be ready 
to sign the contract. On Thursday, Dec. 2, 
while Belli was on his way to Boston to 
obtain the bond, his car was stolen. With 
it were all the contract papers for the 
Moulton Street job. 

Before new papers could be drawn up, a 
freak snow and thunder storm hit the 
Newton area, doubly sealing the fate of 
the project. 

Until that freeze and sudden tem¬ 
perature drop asphalt plants in the area 
had stayed open, but they are now closed 
down for the winter. 

Plants generally open again for spring 
jobs as soon as the outdoor temperature 
allows for transporation of hot asphalt to 
a project without its hardening in the 
truck, Me Carthy said. 

That should be about April 15. 

Early will actually administer the 
repaving job, McCarthy said. Since 
Moulton Street is not an accepted city 
street, it is not an official city project, but 
one that comes under the Community 
Development Authority. 

The city engineering department only 
prepared the specifications so that the 
city could obtain bids, McCarthy said. 

Otherwise, the project remains in the 
province of the Community Development 
Authority, headed by City Planner 
Charles Thomas, McCarthy said.

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At a public hearing in 
Meadowbrook Junior High 
School last Wednesday, the 
subcommittee heard from 36 
people representing each of the 
six elementary schools left in 
the five closing plans being 
considered. 

Paul Ash, chairman of the 
subcommittee, said the 
speakers at the hearing 
"further confirmed what the 
PTA spokesmen said at two 
hearings and what I've heard 
from letters and callers." 

School statistician Vincent 
Silluzio’s estimates of cost 
savings from school closings 
were said by some speakers to 
be off by as much as 60 percent, 
but Ash maintained after the 
hearing that they are accurate 
within 10 percent. 

Ash also discredited 
arguments by PTAs and real 
estate brokers that values of 
property near a closed school 
will decrease. The chairman, a 
science teacher in the Dover- 
Sherborn Regional High 
School, said there are no 
rational data on tax 
abatements to support such a 
claim. 

Many teachers from Hyde 
School were among the 23 
people who spoke on behalf of 
the Newton Highlands 
elementary school. There were 
three speakers for Oak Hill 
School and two each for 
Spaulding and Memorial. One 
spokesman represented 
Hamilton and one Countryside. 

In addition, Newton South 
High School PTSA President 
Bernard Feldstein called for 


those who oppose closing any 
elementary schools to state 
their willingness to pay higher 
taxes, which a few of the 
subsequent speakers did. 

At Newton South, Feldstein 
noted, the declining enrollment 
has already meant a loss of 
some faculty members. 

Kenneth Hartford, chairman 
of VOICE, the conservative 
political group that supported 
the majority of the new School 
Committee, said he supports 
neighborhood schools. They 
should only be closed, he said, 
when decreased enrollment 
affects education. 

Hartford also said he realizes 
that money can be saved by 
closing several schools, but 
impact on the community and 
the city should be considered. 

It was the announced intent 
of the subcommittee to take a 
straw vote on any school 
dosing plan Wednesday night. 

The subcommittee, when it 
finishes its work, will refer its 
findings to the full School 
Committee. 

The other two members of 
the subcommittee are Honora 
Kaplan and Edward Prince.

McGrath cleared 
in city records case 


State Rep. Richard McGrath 
has been cleared of any 
criminal action in the case of 
the missing city records by the 
office of the Middlesex County 
District Attorney. 

McGrath, the lame duck 
representative of the 16 th 
district’ may have used poor 
judgment last spring, the 
report said, in not complying 
with a request of city officials 
to return the records. 

The records were borrowed 
with an unnamed person's 
Wk Permission from the Depart- 
mfa ment of Public Works, then 
* given to McGrath. McGrath 
used the information in 
charges of inefficiency against 
the city administration of 
rubbish collection. 

McGrath contended that 


because of poor record keeping 
the true cost of rubbish 
collection was unknown, and 
the mayor's estimate of saving 
by contracting the rubbish 
collection was incorrect. 

The district attorney's 
report, written by Lt. Det. 
William C. Nally, said 
McGrath was "certainly not 
guilty of receiving stolen 
property.” Nally set a value on 
the records of $1. 

According to Nally. in an 
interview McGrath said he was 
satisfied that no one was 
overpaid, as the records had 
appeared to indicate. 

Public Works Commissioner 
Gene Larson this week 
declined comment on any 
disciplinary action that may be 
Liken. 


At the request of School 
Committeewoman Honora 
Kaplan, junior high school 
English guidelines were 
reviewed by the School 
Committee Monday night. 

English Coordinator Robert 
C. Zceb and Henry Atkins, 
assistant superintendent for 
program, were questioned 
about the guidelines, which 
took effect during the current 
school year. 

Kaplan questioned Zeeb on 
the policy of "selective 
correction," correcting some, 
but not all, errors in com¬ 
positions by students. 

"What kind of paper would a 
child write that wouldn’t 
require spelling corrections?" 
she asked the coordinator. 

Zeeb made a distinction 
between language skills and 
what he calls "proofreading 
skills." 

As stated in the guidelines: 
"Teachers should correct all 
but final or 'published' papers 
selectively; that is, they will 
focus on one or two aspects out 
of the total scope of writing 
skills at a time." 

The guidelines explain: "The 
rationale for this kind of 
correcting is that a mass of 
revisions expected 
simultaneously is apt to be 
confusing and sometimes 
emoralizing for the students. 
Skills are built one at a time so 
that the learning is stronger 
and the success greater." 

"Proofreading,” the 
guidelines say, should be 
taught as a separate skill. 
Instead of having a teacher 
correct all spelling, punc¬ 
tuation or capitalization on 
rough drafts of papers, the 
student should be allowed to 
"proofread" them and find his 
or her own errors and correct 
them. 


Kaplan wondered if letting 
the errors slip through 
amounted to "negative 
reenforcement," and that 
perhaps not pointing out 
mistakes was tantamount to 
saying misuse of language was 
not really a mistake. 

Zeeb drew an analogy of a 
tennis player and coach, 
saying the that a coach would 
"accept some strokes that 
were not perfect" in order to 
“concentrate selectively" on 
one thing. 

Kaplan replied that 
bypassing spelling, 
capitalization and punctuation 
mistakes was more like letting 
the tennis player "hold the 
tennis racket at the wrong 
end." 

The emphasis in junior high 
school English is on teaching 
students how to write. 
Teaching writing, it says in the 
guidelines, should occupy 40 
percent of instructional time. 

That is followed by 35 per¬ 
cent for teaching literature, 15 
percent for teaching grammar, 
usage ar.d vocabulary, and 10 
percent for electives. 

The goal of the junior high 
composition program, the 
guidelines sLite, is “to help 
students improve both the form 
and content of their writing." 
The average number of writing 
assignments per week is one. 

Grammar skills to be 
mastered in junior high, ac¬ 
cording to the guidelines' are 
the following "minimal 
competencies": 

Seventh grade: all skills 
learned in elementary school 
plus agreement of subject and 
verb, verb tense consistency, 
correct punctuation in in¬ 
terrupted discourse and use of 
a comma to separate short, 
independent clauses. 

Eighth grade: agreement of

pronoun and antecedent, 
comma after a long in¬ 
troductory phrase or clause, 
elimination of repetitive 
connectors, consistency of the 
writer's voice. 

Ninth grade: semicolon 
between long, independent 
clauses, correct grammatical 
form (proper suffixes and 
cases for pronouns), 
elimination of fragments and 
run-ons, use of comma to set 
off an appositive. 

"Proofreading," the 
guidelines say, "gives students 
a chance to demonstrate what 
they really do know in the area 
of the mechanics of writing. 

"By making proofreading a 
routine part of writing, 
students have the opportunity 
to correct their own errors, and 
to feel more successful about 
their writing. Eliminating 
carelessness makes it easier to 
determine which skills the 
student has mastered and 
which skills still need at¬ 
tention. 

"Once skill in proofreading is 
attained, it should be clear that 
proofreading is a part of all 


kinds of writing. " 

School Committeeman 
Robert Cohen, noting the 
guidelines are dated October, 
1976, asked Zeeb "how closely" 
they are being followed by 
junior high school teachers. 

Zeeb said he has met with the 
faculty and introduced the 
guidelines.

Ronald Reagan 
eulogizes himself 


Ronald Reagan, who is neither shy nor 
reticent in assembling his own political 
prowess, is convinced he could have 
defeated Jimmy Carter and would now be 
preparing for his inauguration as the next 
President of the United States if he had 
defeated Gerald Ford for the Republican 
Presidential nomination at Kansas City last 
August. 

Most political scholars disagree totally 
with him. They believe he would not have 
made as strong a run against Carter as did 
Ford and that President Ford might have 
won election if he had chosen a more liberal 
Vice Presidential running mate instead of 
picking Senator Robert Dole to placate 
Reagan. 

Objective political observers also think 
Reagan is being unrealistic in rating himself 
a strong candidate for the Republican 
Presidential nomination in 1980 and the right 
to carry the GOP banner against Jimmy 
Carter when the latter stands for reelection 
to a second term. Reagan at that time will 
be 69 years old. 

Ex Governor Reagan sounds silly when he 
tries to claim credit for the fact that Presi¬ 
dent Ford carried California by a small 
plurality. As far as this writer can learn, 
Reagan didn't turn a finger for Ford 
in his home state and thought up some 
excuse why he couldn't speak or stump for 
Ford in California every time he was 
requested to do so. He always had some 
other commitment which prevented him 
from appearing for Ford. 

If there are any solid and objective 
students of politics who agree with Ronald 
Reagan that the way the Republican party 
can achieve broader public appeal is to 
embrace his brand of conservatism, we have 
not been able to find them, 

Reagan declares he would have carried 
some of the Southern States in the Old 
Confederacy if he had been the Republican 
candidate against Jimmy Carter instead of 
Gerald Ford. 

There is no certain way of settling that 
argument, but most political pundits believe 
the desire of Southern voters to see a 
Southerner elected President was so strong 
it would have been extremely difficult for 
Reagan or anyone else to break Jimmy 
Carter's grip on the South. 

The opinion here is that Gerald Ford 
might have defeated Jimmy Carter if 
Ronald Reagan had remained on the 
sidelines, and that Reagan unintentionally 
helped to make possible Carter’s election.

Blackmail in our court systems

Plea bargaining as practiced by federal and state 
prosecutors is blackmail. It's clearly out of hand and, in 
simple justice, must stop. 

The prosecutors call In the defendant’s lawyers. They 
grimly announce that the first culprit to succumb to plea 
bargaining will get the best deal. If the culprit refuses to 
say the right thing, he goes to jail. But if he says what they 
want him to say at his trial, he goes relatively free. 

This is blackmail — even though in most instances it is 
called "immunity." 

The FBI estimates that there 
are at least 1.4 million full-time 
criminals in the United States. 

Of more than 500 offenders 
involved in police killings last 
year, nearly 80 per cent had 
been previously arrested. 

Nearly 60 per cent had been 
previously convicted. 

What about the police killers 
on parole or probation? Two 
thirds had been granted these 
freedoms. Three out of 10 were 
on parole or probation when 
they killed a police officer. In 
one case, on the 23rd day after 
a convicted man was released 
from jail, he murdered a police 
officer. 

More than 20,000 people die 
each year in our country by 
shootings. Guns have killed 
more Americans on our native 
ground than all the foreign 
wars our country has fought. 

, And the FBI finds that last 
year about 8,000 were mur¬ 
dered. 

Today It is common for a 
young killer on his first arrest 
to plea bargain and get a 5-to- 
10-ycar sentence for man¬ 
slaughter, although he is a 
killer and was caught red- 
handed as such. Then the 
parole machinery starts and he 
is paroled in about four years 
nr less. And if he kills again 
and is caught, he spends only 10 
nr 20 years in the penitentiary. 


Moreover, thanks to plea bargaining by federal or state 
prosecutors, armed robbers often get the charge reduced to 
what is called Breaking and Entry. This allows them to be 
back on the streets in a year or two. 

And what of the culprit who refuses plea bargaining? 
Take the case of G. Gordon Liddy, an original Watergate 
participant. He is still in jail and has possibly 18 more years 
to serve. 

Liddy refused plea bargaining and Judge John Sirica 
sentenced him to 21 years and six months in Jail; 20 years 
for the Watergate break-in and another 18 months besides. 

liddy has been in Jail three-and-one-half years and is not 
even eligible for parole until 1981. On Nov. 30 his wife 



Frances petitioned the Justice Department for executive 
clemeCT. , . . _ , . 

liddy was sent first to the District of Columbia a 
maximum security prison. A Federal District Court has 
called conditions there so horrible as to constitute cruel and 
unusual punishment Then Liddy was passed on to so-called 
"medium security" prisons, although the Watergate plea 
bargainers got the benefits of minimum security" deten¬ 
tion. 

In ailition. Liddy is a lawyer and the conviction meant 
automatic disbarment Liddy is fiat broke, has a wife and 
children and also a sick mother. 


What was his crime? Liddy 
organized an ineffectual 
Breaking and Entry. Nothing 
was stolen and nothing hap¬ 
pened beyond the break-in — 
but IJddy refused to plea 
bargain. 

Plea bargaining is illegal in 
Switzerland. Prosecutors must 
prosecute with all assistance 
the police and others can 
provide. But no prosecutor is 
allowed to take the line of least 
resistance by offering the 
rewards of plea bargaining. 
Swiss law does not allow 
prosecutors that opportunity to 
make a case by this unjust 
device. 

Deprived of it, Swiss 
prosecutors must seek con¬ 
victions culprit-by-culprit by 
obtaining the evidence against 
each offender. 

Swiss prosecutors cannot 
deal in the behind-the-scenes 
maneuvers that disgrace us 
here; the slimy trade of 
rewarding culprits for saying 
what the prosecutor wants said 
— or else. 

In our country plea 
bargaining is a common tool. 
Only the roar of an outraged 
public, sounded to the rafters 
throughout our country, can 
prohibit it.

The next Republican chairman

WASHINGTON — Surveying the ruins of their party, the 
Republicans resemble the unhappy victims of some natural 
catastrophe. They climb out of the devastation to ask each 
other why it happened when, in fact, the answer was written 
long ago. 

The competition, if it can be called that, is for a new 
national chairman following the resignation of Mary Louise 
Smith not long after President Ford's defeat. Short of a 
complete change of face, the new chairman will confront a 
body in which resuscitation, drawing on that flicker of life 
still remaining, will call for the arts of a Cagliostro and an 
open heart surgeon. 

He, or she, had better have, too, some of the skills of a 


Houdini, in case a quick exit is necessary. Plainly, few can 
qualify and it is hardly surprising that thus far only one 
potential candidate has popped up. 

Rig John Connally of Texas, who modestly stops short of 
coming right out for the job, has never lacked for nerve. In 
fact nerve, that bull horn voice and the handsome facade 
have carried him a long way. As Secretary of the Treasury 
under President Nixon, he was largely instrumental in 
putting tlirough with nine other western nations a monetary 
accord in 1971 which the President hailed at the end of the 
conference in Washington as "the conclusion of the most 
significant monetary agreement in the history of the 
world." 

That world-shaking agreement lasted about a year and a 
half before it began to fall to pieces, with the old ills of the 


floating currencies once again to the fore. It was soon ap¬ 
parent that Connally had bullied the agreement through, 
leasing a heritage of anger and indignation among the 
foreign finance ministers and within the International 
Monetary Fund and the World Bank. 

No one can doubt Connally's talents. He is above all a 
salesman, the kind of salesman who once he gets his foot in 
the door cannot be denied. But this is not what the 
Republican party needs in this moment of dire anguish. 

As a Republican convert, Connally’s connection with the 
Nixon past is too close. He was indicted by the Watergate 
grand jury on two counts of bribery, two counts of perjury 
and one count of conspiracy. After a lengthy trial, he was 
acquitted of the bribery charges and the other three 
charges were dropped after his aquittal. 

At the outset, it seems to this observer, there should be a 
team of diagonstictons; say a half dozen men and women 
steeped in the political process whose sole interest would be 
to come up with a chart for the future. No obvious tag of 
liberal or conservative would fit them. 

Some Republicans looking for a glimmer of cheer com¬ 
pare the present condition of their party with that of the 
Democrats after the disaster of 1972 when Sen. George 
McGovern carried Massachusetts and the District of 
Columbia. But there is no real parallel. 

The disaster for the GOP ui November was not so much in 
the loss of the presidency, although that was a serious blow 
that might have been averted if Ford and his managers had 
not made one boner after another. The catastrophe was at 
tlie roots of power in Congress, the governorships and the 
state legislatures. 

Of the 50 governors only 10 are Republicans and the 10 
include only three important states. The top-heavy balance 
of Democrats in Senate and House remains the same, only 
the second time in history that a national election has not 
altered the standing of the two parties. In one legislature 
after another the Democrats now control both houses. 

A new chairman who simply goes through the old familiar 
motions of appealing for money to party stalwarts and to 
unity from the moderate and liberal left to the conservative 
right will be wasting his, or her, time not to mention the 
remaining breath of life in the Republic corpus. 

It seems to me that the party's sickness goes deep and is 
owed to two basic failures. One is the conspicuous lack of 
any intellectual offering other than the stale repetition of 
the cliches of the past. The other is the failure, with notable 
exceptions, to find able candidates willing to run the 
political course. 

Too many Republicans feel that signing a check is the end 
all and be all of their responsibility. 

I come from a background of at least two generations of 
devoted Republicans, my father and grandmother, when 
the party was dominant It offered what the country felt 
was needed and bore with it the blessings of prosperity. 
That seems a very long time ago.

A department of city 
government has brought suit 
against another city agency. 

Building Commissioner 
Allan Fraser has filed suit in 
Middlesex Superior Court to 
appeal the decision of the 
Zoning Board of Appeals to 
grant a variance to Boudreau 
Motors, 1175 Walnut St. and 
may elect 

The ZBA may be asked to 
review its decision, to do so, 
before the case reaches trial. 

The variance allows 
Boudreau Motors to display 
two used cars for sale, open for 
business on Saturday, and 
make "minor mechanical 
adjustments" to car engines. 

The decision to appeal the 
ZBA decision came at a 
meeting of the Consumer 
Affairs & Licensing Committee 
last week, when licenses for 
car dealers were up for 
renewal. 

The ZBA decision was issued 
Nov, 24. Boudreau Motors had 
been operating under a 
variance granted in 1957, which 
required all cars to be kept 
inside the garage and per¬ 
mitted no mechanical work to 
be done. 

Alan Barkin, attorney for 
Warren Boudreau, owner of the 
automobile business, admitted 
that there had been violations 
of conditions imposed by the 
previous variance' but 
promised on behalf of 
Boudreau that a list of 12 
conditions attached to the 
variance would be fulfilled. 


Neighbors of the business 
opposed the granting of the 
variance but did not appeal it 
through the courts. 

The conditions of the 
variance were written by the 
ZBA to alleviate parking, 
traffic and noise problems 
brought up by abutters. 

Aid. Susan Schur, chairman 
of thc CA&L Committee, and 
Aid. Terry Morris led the at¬ 
tempt to overturn thc Zoning 
Board decision. 

The ZBA decision found that 
"a hardship affects the 
petitioner since the proposed 
mechanical adjustments and 
sale of vehicles on Saturday 
are necessary to the proper 
functioning of his business.” 

Morris disagreed with the 
hardship finding, and Schur 
questioned the allowance of 
two parking spaces in the lot 
serving the auto business and 
two other businesses on the 
grounds that the variance 
constituted a new or expanded 
use, and therefore put into play 
the city's new parking or¬ 
dinance. 

According to the Planning 
Department, under the terms 
of the new parking ordinance 
all three businesses would need 
a total of 13 spaces, but only 
eight exist. 

Building Commissioner 
Fraser said the variance 
overrides the parking or¬ 
dinance, but agreed that the 
ZBA decision was faulty. 

If the new variance is 


overturned, Boudreau will be 
forced to return to his previous 
level of business activity. 

The committee will get an 
opinion from City Solicitor 
Howard I-evine as to whether it 
can withhold renewal of 
licenses of car dealers whose 
premises do not comply with 
the newly enacted sign or¬ 
dinance.

Norumbega land not a sure thing yet

The Perini Corporation, 
owner of most of the old 
Norumbega land on Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue, Auburn- 
dale, is prepared to take the 
city to court over the valuation 
of the land, now being taken 
under the city's eminent 
domain powers for con¬ 
servation purposes. 

Thc city has applied to the 
state for reimbursement of 
some of the cost of the land, 
which the city has determined 
worth $276,000. 

The Perini Corp. owns about 
11 acres of the 13-acre site; the 
Perini land is valued at 


$171,000. The other portion, less 
than two acres, is owned by 
Andrew J. I-ane of 
Framingham and consists of 
seven house lots; his land has 
been valued at $105,000. 

The city’s trouble over the 
appraised value of the land 
may affect the state's 
willingness to provide the 50 
percent state reimbursement 
and approve federal reim¬ 
bursement of some of the 
remaining cost. 

If reimbursement is given on 
the basis of the present value of 
the land . the city’s share would 
amount to $68,750, according to 
last year's capital im¬ 
provement program. 

John Uarranan, Perini's 
lawyer, this week said that 


once the city lias filed formal 
landlaking plans with the 
registry of deeds and the of¬ 
ficial appraisals of both sides 
are revealed, if there is a large 
discrepancy between the two 
figures Perini will contest the 
valuation in court. 

I.ane could not be reached 
for comment on possible court 
action. 

The Perini land is zoned 
Residence C and could be built 
on, as a matter of right, with at 
least 30 single-family houses. 
Perini had once hoped to 
construct apartments on the 
land. 

Therefore, unless the value 
of the property is negotiated to 
Perini's satisfaction, court 
action seems inevitable. 

Thirty house lots of 10,000 
square feet would be worth 


$15,000 or more each, ac¬ 
cording to a real estate broker. 

The Norumbega sitution was 
the subject of a closed-door 
session with the mayor and 
members of thc Board of 
Aldermen recently. 

At the most recent meeting 
of the Finance Committee a 
request for thc appropriation of 
the $276,000 was passed 
unanimously with no 
discussion.

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Backman embarks on program 
to stimulate economy of state 


State Sen. Jack Backman, 
chairman of the Joint Com¬ 
mute on Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs and recently 
appointed chairman of the 
Joint Special Committee on the 
Economy, outlined the ap¬ 
proach he intends to take to the 
economic needs of the Com¬ 
monwealth during the next 
legislative session. 

“My goal is to see the 
realization of a full em¬ 
ployment policy and a full 
economic development which 
will mean job opportunity at a 
decent level for every person 
who desires to work and is able 
to perform and will improve 
needed services to children, 
the elderly, the mentally ill, the 
unemployed and the un¬ 
deremployed." 

Backman announced that the 
package of economic 
legislation which he has filed 
for current session includes 
bills which would: 

1. Establish an economic 
development bank to stimulate 
construction and industrial and 
commercial expansion as well 
as new technology develop¬ 
ment in the Commonwealth. 

2. Provide full employment 
program for Massachusetts 
administered through an office 
of public service employment 
to be funded by revenue from 
off-track betting system. 

3. Establish a program of full 
employment for youth in the 
Commonwealth. 

“It has become increasingly 
clear,” Backman said, "that 
the current methods of 
stimulating economic growth 
have failed. Where private 
institutions can no longer take 
the lead in financing economic 
expansion the state must step 
in and fill the gap." 

Sen. Backman continued, 
"Our political and business 
leaders are just beginning to 
realize the need for public 
stimulation of our economy. 
Yet our approach has become 
fragmented with the many 
limited-purpose development 
agencies which exist within 
Massachusetts. What we 
require is an economic 
development bank to move 
boldly into any sector of our 
lagging economy be it new 
housing development, in¬ 
dustrial financing or civic 
• construction projects. 

"My vision of an economic 
development bank for 
Massachusetts is now being 


pushed, unfortunately at 
snail's pace, by our New 
England governors for all of 
New England. It is also 
fascinating that this week an 
advisory committee composed 
of representatives of the top 
business and financial cor¬ 
porations of the country have 
announced their intention to 
press for national legislation 
for economic development 
corporations for every region 
of the U.S. How sad that we 
have waited so long. When will 
we start? 

"It is my hope," Backman 
added, "that the Joint Special 
Committee on the Economy 
will contribute to the 
establishment of bold 
economic development policy 
at the state level as well as act 
in a strong advocacy capacity 
to promote regional 
cooperation among the New 
England states. Our region 
must embark upon a unified 
effort to realize our fair share 
of federal assistance. 

"For example, a federal 
assumption of Medicaid costs 
would save Massachusetts 
alone some $350 million. With 
the removal of this burden the 


state could then concentrate on 
providing much-needed relief 
for our staggering cities and 
towns. Unfortunately, until 
recent months the need for 
federalization of welfare and 
health assistance was con¬ 
sidered radical. Now even the 
most conservative business 
and financial leaders recognize 
the need for such federal ac¬ 
tion." 

Backman also announced 
plans to work cooperatively 
with Senate President Kevin B. 
Harrington and other 
legislative leaders to join the 
other New England states in 
calling for the federalization of 
welfare and a rational full 
employment program, as well 
as a national health plan. 

"Our work in reviving 
Massachusetts economically 
has just begun. We cannot 
expect miracles overnight We 
can, however, look for some 
immediate improvement if we 
take the proper course of ac¬ 
tion. This must be a bipartisan 
effort with the welfare of our 
entire region as the ultimate 
goal," concluded Sen. 
Backman.

If whisky makes you drunk 
on occasion, maybe it's not all 
your fault. 

It's probably due in part to 
being an American. You see, 
Americans aren't taught the 
"art of responsible drinking." 

The word comes from Dr. 
Morris Chafetz, former head of 
the National Institute on 
Alcohol Abuse. He wants to 
help Americans to master the 
drinking art. 

While Chafetz was at the 
Institute's helm, it funded the 
controversial Rand Cor¬ 
poration Report showing 
certain recovered alcoholics 
can drink safely again. 

He doesn't understand the 
controversy since “60 earlier 
studies came to a similar 
conclusion." 

"Americans don't know how 
to drink," he said in an in¬ 
terview. "They've never been 
taught. 

"There is an art and 
responsibility that involves in¬ 
dividuals and groups. This has 
not been stressed at all. 

"People get turned off by 
bureaucrats and experts 
telling them what to do about 
drinking. I believe in trusting 
people to make their own 
decisions. If you level with 
them and share the scientific 
secrets they will participate in 
the decision about drinking— 
and how to do it." 

The scientist attempts to 
“level with people” in a new 
book, “Why Drinking Can Be 
Good For You" (Stein and 
Dayl. 

He said alcohol can be 
beneficial to your health, when 
used properly and in measured 
amounts. 

"This is not a recommenda¬ 
tion that everyone drink," he 
said. "For some a drop is too 
much. 

“Drinking is a personal, 
private decision and the last 
thing a person wants is to have 
an expert tell him what to do." 

The main benefit of drinking, 
according to the authority on 
alcohol abuse: Helping along 
the human experience of 
socializing. The "social lu¬ 
bricant,” role. 

Used properly, alcohol does 
• not kill brain cells as common¬ 
ly believed, does not shorten 
the life span of the drinker nor 
reduce his ability to think 
clearly, according to Chafetz. 

His rules for improving 
drinking habits so drinking can 
be good for you: 

— Always eat something 
before drinking and while 
drinking. Bulky foods — bread, 
meat, creamy spreads. 

— Avoid noisy watering holes 
which increase tension and 
create a need for more liquor. 

— Measure the amount of 
alcohol that goes into a drink. 

— Remember you are dis¬ 
pensing a drug. No guest 
should pour his own drink. 

— Avoid pretzels, potato 
chips, and other salty snacks. 
Alcohol should not be asked to 
quench an unquenchable thirst. 

— Display nonalcholic 
beverages so guests don't feel 
obliged to drink. 

— How much to drink? 
"Most people can enjoy the 
benefits of alcohol and avoid 
the pain if they drink no more 
than one and a half ounces of 
absolute alcohol per day. 

— Good drinking depends on 
good company. "It's best to 
drink with people who set 
expectations that are socially 
useful and not destructive. 
Americans tend to fail in this 
regard." 

- Don't drink when you're 
physically or emotionally 
upset, lonely or in need of 
solace. Alcohol is no substitute 
(or another person. 

"Responsible drinking is 
taking alcohol as just part of 
rather than the reason for, an 
activity," Chafetz said. 

"To focus on drinking as an 
end in and of itself is the wrong 
way to go about it. 

Chafetz, now a research 
scientist at the Johns Hopkins 
University Center for Met¬ 
ropolitan Planning and Re¬ 
search, and president of the 
Helth Education Foundation in 
Washington, D.C., added: 

"1 guess the cocktail of 
responsible drinking contains . 
. . a jigger of self respect 
combined with a dash of 
common sense poured over 
cubes of knowledge and stirred 
well with people."

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Exhibition of Chinese brush 
paintings in Highlands gallery 


An exhibit of Chinese brush 
paintings by Chinese artists C. 
L Tsang of Newton and Chiang 
Kai-Chung of Cambridge is 
being presented to the public at 
the Fleur-de-I.is Gallery. 4 
Lincoln St.' Newton Highlands. 

C. I,oo Tsang is a newcomer 
to Newton, having moved here 
a year ago from his native 
Kwantung, China. He first 
studied Western painting in his 
early years, and later became 
well-known for his oil portraits. 
He studied under several 
masters, among whom were 
Hsu Tung-pai and Yec Bon. 

Following a period of studies, 
his skills won him public 
recognition in Hong Kong and 
throughout Asia, particularly 
for his oil sketches and por¬ 
traits. In a number of solo 
exhibitions held in the St. John 
Cathedral and the City Hall of 
Hong Kong, Tsang received 
wide acclaim not only from the 
art circles, but also from 
various cultural groups such as 
the German Goethe Institute. 

In recent years, Tsang has 
turned his attention to classical 
Chinese brush painting, and 
studied under the great Master 
Shan-shen Yang. After a period 
of concentration for several 
years in landscape, flowers, 
birds and animals, he has 
perfected his unique style in 
brush-painting of the countless 
postures of monkeys. In 


assessing Tsang's brush- 
portraying of monkeys and 
other classical subjects such as 
tigers and other animals, he 
has been highly commended. 

In 1975 he had an exhibit 
sponsored by the Hong Kong 
Art Center and the Goethe 
Institute, "Show of Monkeys," 
and a second showing at the 
Bank of America. Also, 
Gilchrist's of Boston exhibited 
a collection of his brush 
paintings in the same year. Ills 
mast recent exhibit was at the 
Scollay Square Gallery, City 
Hall, Boston, November, 1976. 
Tsang is a founder of the 
Chinese Contemporary Artists' 
Guild and in 1970 served as 
Chairman of the Chun Fung 
Art Club, Hong Kong. 

Artist Chiang Kai-Chung 
came to the United States just 
two years ago from Formosa 
and is currently a professor at 
the De Cordova School, Lin¬ 
coln. I-ast May he exhibited at 
the Fitchburg Art Museum. His 
exhibition included Chinese 
landscape paintings and lec¬ 
ture— demonstration of 
Chinese Brush techniques. 

Chinese landscape painting 
Is over 2000 years old and is 
unique in that it combines both 
literary as well as visual 
clemenls, since each painting 
is accompanied by a poem or 
story’. Paintings are not for¬ 
mally planned but are rapidly 



developed through the in¬ 
spiration of the artist. Although 
much of the painting is in¬ 
spirational, the elements must 
be carefully considered as 
much is symbolic. A pine tree, 
for example, bids the visitor 
welcome, while the color red 
signifies good luck. 

The Fitchburg Museum has 
42 scrolLs by Kai-Chung and he 
has paintings in both the De 
Cordova Museum and Taiwan 
Museum, Taipei, Taiwan. 
Presently, he is writing a book 
on the Art of Chinese Land-' 
scape, commissioned by 
Harvard University. 

Kai-Chung's works range in 
subject from soaring eagles to 
mountain vistas; the deep 
calm of lone river sampan and 
the furious action of galloping 
horses, all conveyed by a few 
strokes. He paints on silk and 
satin as v/ell as traditional 
scroll and he is equally at home 
with watercolor and Chinese 
ink. 

The exhibition represents 
Chinese Brush painting of the 
finest quality and will aid the 
Western eye In the com¬ 
prehension of the variety of 
techniques and styles possible 
with the Chinese brush 
technique. Visitors are 
welcome to attend. Gallery 
hours are 11-1’ Monday thru 
Saturday.

Dick Shawn's one-man show at 
the Boston Repertory Theater, 
entitled "The Second Greatest 
Entertainer in the Whole Wide 
World," is one in which you will 
sit back and marvel at the 
versatility of the performer 
before you. 

Shawn writes his own 
material. Last spring at 
Brandeis University, he per¬ 
formed a cabaret-style act 
that, in hindsight, was this 
show in its embryonic state. 
Some of the routines have been 
kept, some deleted, and others 
added. I recall that Shawn's

tertainment was the highpoint 
and how much I had enjoyed it. 
It is even better now. 

While taking one's seat in the 
theater, one is confronted with 
the aforementioned sign above 
a stage full of crumpled 
newspapers. Shawn plays the 
part of The Entertainer who Is 
scurrying about trying to ready 
his act, looking for new 
material, etc. He turns to 
newspapers, lie reads every 
one in the world, for material 
and before we know it he goes 
from English to Greek to 
Yiddish. This first portion of 
the show rambles on, the topic 
changing as fast as he can 
speak. 

The fact at this point that his 
lines are rhyming only add to 
the comic effect. The last word 
of each sentence becomes the 
first word of the next so that 
one must really pay attention, 
else lose a good laugh. He goes 
on to parody rock singers 
(Mick Jagger in particular). 
He does it to baseball players, 
this time set to "The Theme 
from Love Story." I suppose it 
is Shawn's comment on today’s 
pampered athletes. He 
reminds us that we have 
descended from the apes and 
does a funny bit on how speech 
developed. 

In the second act, The 
Entertainer Is ready to per¬ 
form and becomes Fabulously 
Fantastic Junior. Whereas the 
first act was the supposed 
preparation to perform, the 
second act is the performance. 
Clearly a plastic entertainer, 


Fantabulously Fantastic 
Junior blows lines, bits, songs, 
and all else he attempts. 

The "all else he attempts" 
category even includes a little 
Shakespeare (the death scene 
from "Othello,” of all things), 
juggling, and a sing-along. 

"The Second Greatest 
Entertainer in the Whole Wide 
World" is a very funny show. 
Being written by the man who 
is performing it lends the show 
a measure of tautness. The 
performer knows everything 
the author had intended in each 
line. The author knows the 
strengths of the performer. 
Everything is made the most 
of. 

The Boston Repertory 
Theater Is tailor-made for such 
a performance. Intimacy is 
obviously lacking in the larger 
commercial houses. The 
rapport that develops between 
Shawn and his audience is 
made possible through the 
intimacy of the theater. 

let it suffice to say that "The 
Second Greatest Entertainer in 
the Whole Wide World" is a 
great way to spend an evening. 
You will walk away talking 
about Dick Shawn, saying 
"Wow!" You will be amazed at 
what one man can do. Only one 
question will remain at the end 
of the evening, "Who is the 
FIRST Greatest Entertainer in 
the whole wide world?"

Shopping for the right scent 


Memo to all Santas who cannot make 
up their minds about a gift—when in 
doubt, buy perfume for her and a manly 
fragrance for him.

Some say that introverts 
prefer light, subtle scents, such as 
Houbigant’s Chantilly—while extroverts 
like stronger ones that draw attention to 
themselves. 

Perfume, the most concentrated 
fragrance form, is a delicate blend of 
exquisite essences with Just enough 
alcohol to diffuse the bouquet. It is the 
ultimate expression of a fragrance. 

When you shop for a gift of perfume, 
buy it in small bottles unless it is intended 
for a person who always uses it lavishly. 
It's far better to open a small bottle of 
perfume every two months than to keep a 
large one for several years.

Use more perfume in winter because it 
doesn't have as much staying power on 
cold days as on warm summer ones. Heat 
heightens scent; use it sparingly in a 
crowded warm room or it will be over¬ 
powering. 

Use more perfume if you're going 
outdoors where the air carries it off 
faster. 

Use more fragrance if your skin is dry 
because dry skin does not retain scent as 
long as oily skin. 

Perfume should always be applied to 
the "pulse spots” of the body—the wrists, 
crook of elbows, temples, base of throat, 
behind the knees and at the instep— 
wherever the heat of the body diffuses 
and accentuates the fragrance. 

lightly spray the inside hem of your 
dress or slip...you'll leave a subtle trail of 
scent wherever you go. 

Wear your perfume every day, all day, 
don't hoard it for "special occasions" it's 
poor economy to hoard your perfume for 
the alcohol tends to evaporate and the 
essence may oxidize if kept too long. 

Add a few drops of cologne to the final 
rinse water when washing delicate 
lingerie or blouses. 

Gone is the male fear of appearing 


effeminate when he uses and enjoys 
wearing a fragrance. On the market now 
are colognes, perfumes, hair sprays with 
scent, perfumed soap and aftershave 
lotions-it’s a multimillion dollar men's 
grooming industry. 

As a matter of fact, historians claim 
that men, not women, were the first to use 
perfume and fragrance products in their 
daily grooming. Perfumes were 
described by Hippocrates, the father of 
medicine, to ciut nervous disorders in 
the belief that the Gods would bestow 
health and happiness on persons 
fragrantly perfumed. 

Napoleon never went forth into battle 
without dousing himself with his favorite 
cologne. He is said to have used an 
average of 60 bottles a month! Today, the 
desire to look well groomed and feel 
attractive is one of man's most fun¬ 
damental and primeval instincts. 

Everyone knows about Chanel’s No. 5— 
there is New Balm for men; and there are 
men who use all of the Aramis products 
from astringents, shaving foam, shaving 
soap, after shave lotion, colognes, bath 
soap (the list goes on and on). 

The newest scent for men is a rich 
combination of herbs and mosses blended 
with musk—you'll find many companies 
offering their own version of the popular 
long-lasting fragrance.

ITAI.IAN ANISE COOKIES 

3 eggs 

1 cup sugar 

4 cup melted butter 

2 cups sifted flour 

2 tcaspoous baking powder 
1 teaspoon nnise extract 
1 teaspoon anise seed 
4 cup chopped almonds 
Beat the eggs and sugar until creamy. 
Add the melted butter and mix well. Sift 
the flour and baking powder together into 
tiie egg mixture and beat until well 
blended and thick. Add anise extract and 
seed and chopped nuts. If the dough 
seems too soft to roll, add a bit more 
flour. Form the dough into rolls about 2 
inches thick. Chill in refrigerator about 1 
hour. When chilled, bake the whole rolls 
at 350 degrees for 30 minutes or until quite 
firm and lightly browned. Remove from 
oven and slice diagonally on cookie 
sheets. Put back in oven for about 5 
minutes; remove from pans and cool on 
wire racks.

KENTUCKY BOL'RBON FRUITCAKES 
(17 small cakes) 

2 cups (1 lb.) candied cherries, halved 
2 cups (10 oz.) golden seedless raisins 
2 cups (1 pint) bourbon 
2 cups (4 lb.) walnut halves 
2 cups 1 4 lb. | pecan halves 
5 cups all purpose flour 
2 teaspoons nutmeg 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 


14 cups butter or margarine, softened 
1 cup sugar 

1 cup (4 lb.) firmly packed brown 
sugar, sieved to remove chunks 
6 eggs, beaten 
Bourbon, optional 

Combine cherries, raisins, bourbon; 
cover and soak overnight. Drain fruits, 
reserving bourbon. Add nuts to fruit. 
Combine 1 cup of the flour with fruits and 
nuts. Stir together remaining flour, 
nutmeg, baking powder and salt. Cream 
butter or margarine and sugars until 
light and fluffy. Beat in eggs. Stir in 
bourbon and dry ingredients. Pour batter 
over fruit mixture and mix well. Pour 
batter into 17 small greased and brown 
paper-lined 44x2Vinch pans. Bake in 
preheated 275 degree oven about 1 hour 
and 20 minutes or until cakes test done. 
C'ool slightly; remove from pans and cool 
completely. Wrap in foil or bourbon 
soaked cheesecloth. Yield: 17 small 
fruitcakes. 

APRICOT BRANDY POUND CAKE 
1 cup softened butter or margarine 
24 cups sugar 
6 eggs 

14 teaspoons vanilla 
14 teaspoons orange extract 

3 cups sifted cake flour 

4 teaspoon baking soda 
4 teaspoon salt 

1 cup sour cream 
4 cup apricot brandy 
Creamed butter and sugar together 
until light and fluffy. Add eggs, one at a 
time beating well after each addition. 
Add vanilla and orange extracts. Sift 
together flour, baking soda and salt. Add 
alternately to butter-sugar mixture with 
the sour cream and brandy. Mix well. 
Pour batter into greased and floured 3 
quart bundt pan and bake at 325 degrees 
for 14 hours or until edges pull away 


from sides of pan. Cool 30 minutes in pan 
before removing cake from pan— 
continue on wire rack. 

CHOCOLATE RAISIN CLUSTERS 

1 pkg. (6 oz.) chocolate chips 

2 cup light corn syrup 
14 teaspoons vanilla 

2 tablespoons cooleetkmers sugar 

2 cups sccdlcBs raisins 

Combine chocolate chips and syrup in 
top of double boiler over hot water. Set 
over low heat. Stir until chocolate is 
melted. Remove from heat. Add vanilla, 
confectioners sugar and raisins. Stir to 
coat with chocolate. Drop from teaspoon 
onto buttered baking sheet. Chill. Store in 
cool place, in a covered container. Makes 
about 14 pounds (30 pieces). 

HOLIDAY CANDIED CITRUS PEEL 

3 cups citrus peel, cut into strips from: 
(4 to 5 medium oranges OR 6 medium 
lemons OR 2 medium to large 

grapefruit) 

12 cups cold water 
24 cups sugar (divided) 

4 cup honey 

14 cups boiling water 
To prepare peel, wash fruit; score peel 
into quarters. Remove sections of peel 
with fingers; cut into uniform strips 
about 4 inch wide. Boil peel with 6 cups 
cold water, uncovered, for 10 minutes; 
drain and rinse. Repeat process with 6 
cups fresh water. In large saucepan 
combine 14 cups of the sugar, honey and 
boiling water; bring to a boil and boil 1 
minute. Add cooked, drained peel and 
briskly simmer until almost all of syrup 
has been absorbed, about 30 to 40 
minutes. Stir frequently to avoid sticking. 
Transfer peel to collander; drain well, 
about 10 minutes. In large bowl, toss 
drained peel with remaining 1 cup sugar 
to coat well. Spread out on waxed paper 
to dry. Store in tightly covered container. 
Yields; 1 pound.

4 cup firmly packed light brown sugar 

2 tablespoons instant coffee granules 

1 cup heavy cream, whipped 

4 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 eggs, separated 

Prepare and bake pie shell and set aside. Melt chocolate 
morsels over hot, not boiling water. Set aside. In mixing 
bowl, beat egg whites until stiff but not dry-pile beaten 
whites into another bowl, rinse beaters and bowl and whip 
cream until light and fluffy and cream holds its shape—pile 
whipped cream into another bowl and set aside.

3 tablespoons flour 
14 teaspoons salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 

4 teaspoon baking powder 
Shortening or peanut oil 
Combine peeled, grated potatoes and onion and allow to 
stand for 5 minutes. When liquid rises to top, drain it off. 
Stir in slightly beaten eggs, flour, salt, pepper and baking 
powder. Drop by spoonful into hot, well-oiled skillet Brown 
well on both side; drain on paper towels and serve hot with 
applesauce or sour cream. 

HONEY CAKE 

3 eggs 

4 cup shortening 
1 cup sugar 

1 cup black coffee 
1 pound jar honey 

3 cups all purpose flour 
1 leaspooa salt 

1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 teaspoon ginger 

4 teaspoon allspice 

1 teaspoon lemon juice 
12 almonds, blanched and halved

Juice and rind of 1 orange

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 egg, beaten 

2 cups flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 
4 teaspoon salt 
4 cup walnuts, chopped 

Put juice of orange into a 1 cup measure and fill with 
boilding water. Set aside. Put rind of orange through a food 
chopper (food grinder) and add enough raisins to measure 1 
cup.

4 ounces bitter chocolate 
4 cup milk 
4 cup light rum 
4 eggs, separated 
2 cups sugar 
1 cup sifted cake flour 
1 teaspoon baking power 
1 pinch salt 

Melt chocolate with milk in a double boiler; when 
thoroughly belnded, add rum and cook about 4 minutes. 
Remove from heat. Beat egg yolks until thick and lemon 
colored. Gradually beat in the sugar. Continue to beat until 
smooth and very thick. Combine flour with baking powder 
and salt. Sift together. Add dry ingredients and the cooled 
chocolate mixture alternately to the egg batter, blending 
after each addition. Beat the egg whites until they are just 
stiff. Fold them into the batter. Pour batter into two 
ungreased 8-inch layer pans and bake at 350 degrees for 30-

An explosion believed set off 
by a timing device ripped 
through a crowded airport 
terminal in Baghdad, Iraq, 
Tuesday, causing hundreds of 
casualties and halting air 
traffic for a time, according to 
reports today. 

A British Airway* 
spokesman in l<ondon said up 
to 10 persons may have been 
killed and "between 300 and 400 
injured" in the blast 

The spokesman told UPI in 
London that the explosion 
occurred about 11:15 a.m. EST 
Tuesday. 

"We believe six to 10 people 
have been killed and between 
three and four hundred In¬ 
jured, mainly by flying glass," 
he said. 

"The terminal building was 
packed with pilgrims at the 


time of the blast," the British 
Airways spokesman said. "The 
building has now been clo¬ 
sed..." 

Japanese Ambassador 
Seiichi Shima, reached by UPI 
in Baghdad by telephone, said 
at least six Japanese were in¬ 
jured, three possibly seriously, 
in the explosion. 

There was no immediate 
information from Iraqi 
authorities on the cause of the 
blast, the damage it caused or 
who was behind it. 

But Beirut newspapers 
speculated it could have been 
the result of an underground 
war between rival Baathist 
factions of Damascus and 
Baghdad. Syria has accused 
Iraq of being behind the 
assassination last July of 


Ahmed A1 Azzawi, an Iraqi who 
belonged to the Damascus- 
based Pan Arab Command of 
the Baath party. 


Iraq also has been labeled as 
the backers of "Abu Nidal," 
the Palestinian rejection front 
guerrilla suspected of leading 
the "Black June" organization 
that claimed responsibility for 
recent terrorist attacks on the 
Damascus Semiramis Hotel 
and the Intercontinental Hotel 
in Amman. Jordan. 

There also have been reports 
of a limited revival of Kurdish 
rebel activity, particularly by 
a former leader under Kurd 
Chief Mulla Mustafa Barzani, 
Jalal Talabani, who was based 
in the Syrian capital.

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Private pensions studied at Brandeis 


FILM'S

The role of private pensions 
in protecting the income of the 
elderly, a critical issue of 
national policy, is the focus of a 
first-of-its-kind study at 
Brandeis University. 

The two-year project, funded 
last fall with a $202,000 grant 
from the National Science 
Foundation, is expected to 
predict the contributions of 
private pensions to the future 
retirement income of millions 
of Americans. . 

The researchers, James H. 
Schulz of West Newton and 
Barry L. Griedman of 
Arlington, also hope the study 
will provide data for 
policymakers who must decide 
whether to expand, cut back, or 
maintain the present Social 
Security system. 

Schulz is internationally 
known for his work in the area 
of the economic of aging. He 
recently co-authored a book 
entitled, “Providing Adequate 
Retirement Income,” and a 
just released book on "The 
Economics of Aging." 

Specialists in economic 


research, and faculty mem¬ 
bers of the Florence Heller 
Graduate School for Advanced 
Studies in Social Welfare, the 
investigators will collaborate 
with the Urban Institute, a non¬ 
profit research organization in 
Washington, D.C. 

The project, entitled “The 
Economic Impact of Private 
Pensions," will use the 1972 
census as the base population 
in a computer simulation 
model which the Urban 
Institute has already 
developed. 

“We are trying to determine 
the amount of private pension 
income that will be received by 
older persons in the future, say 
20 years from now," Schulz 
explained. "Retirees today 
face severe financial 
restrictions and we want to 
assess the extent that private 
pensions will contribute to the 
income power of older people 
in years ahead." 

He further pointed out that 
today most people who retired 
with private pensions have 
fairly “modest ones” so the 
major source of retirement

income comes from Social 
Security and pension money 
does not "contribute 
significantly." He said that 
many of the retirees didn't 
have the opportunity to be 
adequately covered by private 
pensions. 

The researcher also said the 
economic status of the aged in 
America is changing rapidly 
and labeled it as being in a 
“transitional period.” The 
computer model will bypass 
this period in an attempt to 
forecast the ultimate impaee of 
private pensions in the decades 
ahead. 

"The model simulates 
demographic behavior such as 
marriage, birth and death, | 
labor force behavior, job 
participation, earning and 
unemployment, the tax 
system, savings behavior, and 
things of that sort," he con¬ 
tinued. 

"We are developing the 
information and techniques to 
incorporate in the model the 
kind of information necessary 
to estimate the private pension 
benefits of future retired 
people. Once this information 
goes into the Urban Institute 
model we can generate our own 
predictions. 

"The important question 
facing us now — and it's a 
national policy issue — con¬ 
cerns the appropriate mix 
between public and private 
pensions. What this means is, 
should Social Security be ex¬ 
panded, contracted or stay just 
the way it is?" 

Schulz said that an answer to 
this question can come only 
after an evaluation is made of 
“just how well private pensions 
are doing, what they can do 
and the problems associated 
with them. 

“There is a big question that 
faces nearly everyone: how to 


plan for retirement. 
Individuals who have private 
pensions and Social Security 
want to know what the two will 
do together and whether they 
will provide adequate 
retirement income.” 

Although the study is in its 
early stages, Schulz said key 
government agencies are 
already linked to it by means of 
an advisory committee, in¬ 
cluding representatives of the 
l,abor Department, Pension 
Guaranty Corp., Department 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare and the Treasury 
Department. 

The objective is to provide 


these groups with an 
operational model, through the 
Urban Institute, whereby these 
agencies can evaluate various 
pension policies. 

"At the end, we’U produce 
scientific findings in a final 


report. But hopefully, that will 
be only the beginning. Once 
you get a model in place you 
can begin to use it to answer a 
variety of questions, questions 
we haven't even thought of at 
this stage," Schulz said.

She said later there were two reasons: Her marriage is 
her first priority and her husband would have been unable 
to accompany her to Washington; she had surgery for 
thyroid cancer a year ago and while in good health now, is 
uncertain she possesses the stamina for a Cabinet job. 

Mrs. Pfeiffer is a former vice president of the IBM Corp. 
So far no other names have been reported for the commerce 
position. 

Four other women in public life are frequently mentioned 
for possible appointments, and aides said there may be 
other women also under consideration. 

Rep. Barbara Jordan of Texas has been interviewed by 
Carter. She earlier was said to be a possible attorney 
general, now is more frequently reported to be one of those 
in line for secretary of the Health, Education and Welfare 
Department 

Other women on the Carter list include U.S. Circuit Court 
Judge Shirley Hufstedler of Los Angeles as a possible at¬ 
torney general; Duke University Vice President Juanita 
Kreps as a possible labor secretary, and Patricia Roberts 
Harris, former ambassador and former law dean at 
Howard University, as a possible attorney general or HEW 
secretary. 

On Tuesday Carter introduced W. Michael Blumcnthal 
and Rep. Brock Adams, DWash., as treasury and tran¬ 
sportation secretaries, and said he would announce at least 
one more appointment Thursday.

TAMPA, FLA. — Forty-eight 
seconds from victory. The NAA 
Lions hadn't played a game 
since November 14, they had 
practiced only twice because of 
the cold northern weather, and 
now had come over 1000 miles

They gave it 
everything they had, and they 
played great." 

The Lions players took the 
loss very hard because the 
Bowl win was the gift they 
most wanted to bring the folks 
back home. 


It was the only disap¬ 
pointment of the Florida 
weekend as the team, coaches 
and cheerleaders arrived home 
Monday evening with many 
great memories of a highly 
successful trip. For most of 
them, the "Space Mountain" 
ride at Disneyworld, or the 
"Python" ride at Busch 
Gardens, or the Tampa Bay- 
Patriots game were the big 
events to talk about. 

"The people there seemed 
very happy to have us," said 


coach Pasquarose. "Our kids 
stayed with their families and 
most of them got to see things 
over and above the major 
events that were planned.

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Above the Roar." Havlicek and sore ankle hurting Celts

BOSTON (UPI) - For the 
first time in his 15-year career 
with the Boston Celtics, John 
Havlicek is disrupting the 
team. 

It's not that Havlicek is 
advocating mutiny or even 
giving coach Tom Heinsohn 
any more trouble than ever. 
Simply put, Havlicek is 36 
years old and injured. His 
fluid-filled left leg is starting to 
betray him to the point that he 
has to sit out periodically and is 
forced to refrain from practice.

As a result, the already 
shortstaffed Celtics have 
trouble reaching a quorum of 
10 players needed to run an 
efficient practice. And with 
four new players and no Dave 
Cowens, the Celtics need all the 
practice they can get. 

Havlicek’s sore knee, which 
in fact is holding up better than 
doctors expected, is causing a 
myriad of problems. Because 
he can’t practice. Heinsohn has 
been forced to put ironmen Jo 
Jo White (42.3 minutes per 
game) and Charlie Scott (37.2) 
through strenuous scrim¬ 
mages. which are necessary to 
acclimate the new players to 
the Celtics' style. 

"I have to give Charlie and 
Jo Jo a blow (rest) or else 
they'll be burned out," says 
Heinsohn. "They're tired now 
and we still have three quar-, 
ters of the season left." 

White and Scott have held the I 
team together offensively in 
the absence of Cowens. Until 
Havlicek's knee acted up last: 
month, Heinsohn was able toj 
slide his veteran into the 
backcourt to rest one of the 
starting guards. But Havlicek 
has told the coach he preferred 
to stay in the front court 
because he does not have to do 
as much running and does not 
have to cover the league's 


younger, faster backcourt 
men. 

The problem is magnified by 
Kevin Stacom's inability to 
quarterback the team when he 
is in the game. Especially in 
the absence of a dominant big 
man, the Celtics must run 
nonstop to keep pressure on the 
opposition. 

Scott and White can pick up 
the tempo of a game, penetrate 
the defense and score points. 
Stacom plays steady defense 
and sometimes has a hot 
shooting touch. But he is 
unable to keep the team run¬ 
ning, and Havlicek's days as a 
running guard are over. 

As an experiment, the Celtics 
invited former Marquette 
scooter Dean Meminger to 
practice last week. The 27- 
year-old veteran proved he 


could push the ball upcourt 
quickly and set a fast tempo — 
as Hambone Williams did for 
several years as a Celtic. 

Meminger might have made 
the squad, if there were 
another roster opening. But the 
Celtics must play with 11 
players in order to protect the 
suspended Cowens and replac¬ 
ing Stacom with Meminger 
would have meant teaching 
another new player the Celtics' 
system. 

So Stacom stays, Meminger 
goes, the problem remains and 
the Celtics’ hands arc tied. 
They have too many forwards 
now that Havlicek is primarily 
a frontcourt player. 

Fred Saunders, picked up as 
a possible successor to Hav¬ 
licek, has proved to be a 
valuable quick forward. But 


his abilities suffer in the 
backcourt. No other player on 
the squad can fill the void. 

So the Celtics must endure 
with Havlicek's balky knee, 
which turns 37 — along with the 
rest of his body — in April. 
They certainly will not ask him 
to retire because he still is 
valuable — on those pain-free 
nights. They'll give the rest of 
their schedule the old Celtic 
try, which should be enough to 
gain them a playoff spot if not a 
14th championship. 

Come next spring, though, 
the Celtics will be looking for a 
quick guard, a player who can 
play defense and set the of¬ 
fensive tempo. Outstanding 
scoring ability is not a 
prerequisite. 

Then, their only concern will 
be Cowens.

to work with, help elderly 


State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson, House chairman of 
the Committee on Human 
Services and Elderly Affairs, 
told a youth conference In 
Worcester last week that young 
people can and should play 
more active roles in resolving 
and ameliorating the problems 
of the elderly.

New England Federation of 
Temple Youth's (NEFTY) 
Social Action Weekend, 
Mofenson told the group, "The 
elderly and the young have 
much to teach each other." 

Mofenson explained that 
especially during this time of 
economic distress, when many 
worthwhile social programs 
have had to be reduced or 
eliminated due to the lack of 
adequate funding. ‘‘Quality 
volunteer work is more im¬ 
portant than ever before.” 

‘‘Just as it is important to 
reach out across racial and 
ethnic lines,” Mofenson said, 
"so, too, is it important to 


bridge the gap between dif¬ 
ferent age groups." He urged 
young people to get involved In 
programs of reading to senior 
adults, of eritenainment, arts 
and crafts, shopping, tran¬ 
sportation and a variety of 
other home care projects. 
"You also can work with 
various groups which lobby on 
Beacon Hill on behalf of elderly 
issues,” Mofenson said. 

"Working with the elderly 
can be a valuable experience 
for young people,” Mofenson 
said, "permitting them to 
relate to real people instead of 
abstracts. Not only can they 
help relieve some of the 


boredom and loneliness of 
older citizens but they can 
learn from the stories, ex¬ 
periences and perspectives of 
those whom they help. It's a 
two-way street." 

The Newton representative 
lectured the conference on the 
legislative process and the 
impaetthat individuals, alone 
or as can have in establishing 
priorities and securing the part 
of groups, passage of 
legislation. He also led 
workshops on such elderly- 
related topics as income 
maintenance, nursing homes, 
physical security, nutrition and 
transportation.

State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) has proposed a four- 
piece legislative package that 
would, if enacted, stimulate 
business development and 
expansion in Massachusetts 
and reduce state government 
costs, she feels. 

To spur business activity 
Rep. Pines submitted 
legislation that would extend 
the tax investment credit, due 
to expire in 1978, until 1982, and 
to increase the investment tax 
credit rate from 3 percent to 5 
percent beginning in 1977. 

"The investment tax credit 
encourages business to invest 
in new plants and equipment 
by reducing their taxes by a 
certain percent of the dollar 
value of their new plant and 
equipment investment. By 
increasing the demand for the 
material, services, and jobs 
necessary to manufacture 
industrial goods, capital in¬ 
vestment spurs business ac¬ 
tivity. Capital investment also 
encourages the use of new and 
more efficient technologies. 
This increases productivity 
and lowers the cost of doing 
business, and hopefully 
reduces consumer prices,” 
Pines said. 

To insure that Massachusetts 
corporations have no difficulty 
raising funds to finance new 
plant and equipment in¬ 
vestment, Pines also in- 
'^^Iroduced legislation that would 
reduce the effective rate of tax 
on income from stock 
dividends and bond interest 
received from Massachusetts 
companies. Such income is now 
taxed at a rate of 10 percent. 
The Pines bill would provide a 
lax credit so the effective rate 
would be equal to the 6 percent 
charged for earned income. 

"This will provide an in¬ 
centive for Massachusetts 
residents to invest in 
Massachusetts corporations, 
and will open up sources of 
funds for capital investment 
with all the beneficial 
economic consequences that 
will result. I’ve always opposed 
the retention of the differential 
between earned and unearned 


income. This is a first step in 
addressing this inequity.” 

As part of her proposal to cut 
state government costs, Rep. 
Pines also proposed a 
reorganization of the Depart¬ 
ment of Corporations and 
Taxation and an extension of 
the job lax credit. 

The job tax credit offers 
Massachusetts employers a 
$500 tax credit for hiring in¬ 
dividuals who were previously 
on welfare, enrolled in job 
training, or employed under 
the Federal Government's 
Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act (CETA), or 
other categories of publicly 
funded job training, em¬ 
ployment or financial 
assistance. The Pines bill 
would extend the job tax credit, 
which is due to expire in 1978, 
to 1982. 

"The job tax credit helps to 
reduce government job 
training and employment 
costs, and improves the ef¬ 
fectiveness of government 
manpower training programs 
by giving employers a sub¬ 
stantial tax break when they 
hire individuals who have been 
or are in these programs. It 
thus reduces the cost of 
government while increasing 
revenue from the newly em¬ 
ployed," Pines said. 

Pines’ government 
reorganization proposal would 
abolish the Department of 
Corporations and Taxation and 
replace it with a new Depart¬ 
ment of Taxation. The new 
department would consist of a 
tax commission, and divisions 
of: state taxes, local finances 
and administrative services. 
The tax commission would 
consist of three tax experts 
appointed by the Governor. 
Each tax commissioner would 
head one of the three Depart¬ 
ment divisions. The primary 
function of the tax commission 
would be to make and revise 
regulations necessary to in¬ 
terpret and enforce any state 
imposed taxes. 

"This administrative 
reorganization bill should 
reduce costly duplication of

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state government services, and 
provide a more efficient and 
responsive state agency in the 
very sensitive and vital field of 
taxation" Pine said. 

"A great deal more will need 
to be done to reduce state 
government costs and to 
stimulate business activity 
here. The passage of the 
package I have submitted is 
essential to put the 
Massachusetts economy back 
on its feet, and to streamline 
state government while im¬ 
proving the quality of services 
provided by the state,” Pines 
concluded.

Check return policy for Christmas gifts 
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Secy. of Consumer Affairs 
John Consumer always does 
things at the last minute, and 
holiday shopping is no ex¬ 
ception. So when it came to 
shopping for his relatives and 
friends, he chose articles on the 
basis of "If they don’t like it or 
it doesn’t fit, I'U give them the 
sales slips so they can return it 
whenever they wish and ex¬ 
change it or get a refund." 

Unfortunately this doesn’t 
always work out, as Mr. 
Consumer found out when he 
attempted to remedy a 
duplicate purchase that was 
also bought by his sister for the 
same relative. Intending to 
purchase another gift at a 
different store, Mr. Consumer 
returned the item, only to find 
that he couldn’t obtain the 
refund he expected, only a 
merchandise credit. 

"What do you mean I can’t 
get my money back?*' he 
asked. The manager of the 
store explained, ‘Tm sorry, 
Mr. Consumer, but if you will 
look straight ahead you will see 
that we have a large sign next 
to the cash register which 
outline our policy: NO CASH 
REFUNDS. MERCHANDISE 
CREDIT ONLY.” 

As Mr. Consumer walked out 
of the store clutching his 
merchandise credit slip, he 
muttered, "I never paid any 
attention to those signs, but 
from now on I will!" 

Mr. Consumer learned his 
lesson the hard way, but you 
won't run into that kind of 
trouble if you take a little time 
to look around and ask 
questions about refund 
policies. Don’t assume that all 
policies cover the same 
ground, either. Some stores 
have time limits on the return 
of merchandise. mer¬ 
chandise— 

If the store has a specific 
return policy, under the 
| Massachusetts Consumer 
Protection Act it must clearly 
and conspicuously make this 
information available to you 
before you make the purchase, 
as was the case in Mr. Con¬ 
sumer's situation. 

The Consumer Protection 
Act states that “It is (an) 
unfair and deceptive trade 
practice: 1. To fail to clearly 
and conspicuously disclose to a 
buyer, prior to the con- 
_ summation of a transaction, 
the exact nature and extent of 
the seller’s refund, return, or 
cancellation policy; 2. to 
misrepresent the nature and 
terms of the seller’s refund, 
return, or cancellation policy;

Apartment rental estimates are 
unknown. 

The low-rise buildings and the lack of 
access to Auburn Street, where residents 
are determined to avoid any further 
traffic, pleased most people. 

By right, under Newton zoning laws, 
Iodice may build eight two-family houses 
on the field; he may put either 14 
'one-family or 14 two-family houses on the 
triangle. 

Instead, he is asking for close to the 
maximum density the Board can grant 
with permissive use. 

Decisions on these two parcels will 
mark the end of a 20 year struggle over 
old Norumbcga Park, once the favorite 
recreational resource of Boston area 
residents who rode the Commonwealth 
Avenue trolley to the end of the line for a 
day's outing. 

People were'drawn by the bears, 
merry-go-round, canoe rentals, the 
Totem Pole ballroom, and other 
amusements. 

After the Park declined in the 1950's 
and fire gutted the ballroom, the land 
became the target of one developer's 
dream after another. 

The first was for ultra-dense residential 
use six 12-story towers, according to one 
longtime Auburndale resident. 

Eventually, the Marriott was built 


instead on half of the Park land. 

The other half lay dormant until 1974 
when Perini Corporation obtained it and 
announced plans to build a condominium 
complex of three- and six-story buildings 
on the riverfront segment, plus a six- 
story office building on the triangle 
across the street. 

An organization of Islington peninsula 
residents and Auburn Street-Pigeon Hill 
residents waged a hard campaign against 
Perini. 

They persuaded the aldermen, then 
Mayor Theodore Mann, to purchase 13 
acres of riverfront land for a northside 
city park. 

At that time - in mid-1975 • the 
neighborhood accepted low-rise housing 
as the ultimate destiny of the triangle and 
the old field. 

Now they arc fighting for " a few more 
blades of grass," says Jack Edmonston of 
the Auburndale Community Association. 

Residents were critical of the 
developer’s failure to include any traffic 
controls in his plans. 

Attorney Saul Feldman, representing 
the Iodice family, said that the entrance 
and exit for the townhouses will be on 
Commonwealth Avenue, as will the two 
driveways into the parking lot for the 
apartment development. 

The traffic impact of the two projects, 
an estimated addition of 150 cars, comes 
at a section of Route 30 that is already 
badly congested, abutters said.

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Former teacher publishes history book

Guy S. Baker, 80-year-old 
author of the new book, "A 
History of Halifax. 
Massachusetts," will be 
honored Saturday, Dec, 18, at a 
reception given by the Halifax 
Book Club at the Holmes 
Public Library.

CINCINNATI (UPI) - New car buyers 
won't necessarily foot all the bill for 
General Motors' anticipated $500-a-car 
labor cost hike over the next three years, 
says GM President Elliott Estes. 

In the past, the buyer has paid about 
two-thirds of such GM cost increases, but 
Estes said Monday it was too soon to tell 
what the future percentage might be. 

GM officials expect the additional cost 
of turning out cars because of salary 
hikes and other worker benefits con¬ 
tained in last week's threeyear contract 
agreement with the United Auto Workers 
union. 

"The cost of our products will go up 
$500 over the next three years because of 
labor agreements, but it would be unfair 
to say the price will go up $500," Estes 
said at a news conference before ad¬ 
dressing the Cincinnati Chamber of 
Commerce. 

"The marketplace really determines 
our price," he said. "Our job is to make 


sure the price doesn’t go beyond the 
marketplace." 

Estes said that during the past five or 
six years GM has been able to "recover," 
through price hikes, about 67 per cent of 
its labor cost increases. 

"That's our track record, but it doesn’t 
necessarily mean that will hold true in 
the future,” he said. "We'll have to wait 
and see.” 

Estes added that he hoped to offset as 
much of the Increased labor cost as 
possible through "improved efficieny" at 
company plants. 

The GM president also predicted good 
"cooperation" between business leaders 
and President-elect Jimmy Carter and 
forecast "record high" car sales in 
current 1977 model year sales. 

"We have a new leader in Washington 
and it's time for cooperation," said the 60- 
yearold, mustachioed Estes. "Pm op¬ 
timistic. I think Mr. Carter is going to 
open up communicatons with all 
segments of the economy."

BOSTON fUPI) - Don’t 
confuse a "ham" with a “good 
buddy." They are as different 
as a limousine and a pickup 
truck, bouillabaisse and red¬ 
eye gravy. 

It's the difference between 
global communication and a 
cross-town chat. 

If that implies a certain 
snobbery, amateur radio 
operators ("hams"), with their 
superior equipment, do tend to 
look down their noses at the 
growing horde of citizens band 
radio operators. 

And though vastly outnum¬ 
bered, the members of the 
older established hain radio 
organizations are beginning to 
take offense at what they 
consider an infringment on 
their territory. 

The hams, declining in 
numbers, fear that the “good 
buddies" on the CB channels 
will be allowed more and more 
frequencies at their expense. 

The American Radio Relay 
league, an organization of 
135,000 U.S. ham radio opera¬ 
tors, explains the difference 
between the two: 

"Amateur radio is a world¬ 
wide technical avocation while 
the citizens band is a short 
distance communication 
service which laymen may 
use." 

"The amateur (ham) is 
permitted, upon demonstration 
of skills and technical knowl¬ 
edge through successive 


examinations, to operate an 
amateur radio station over a 
broad range of frequencies 
allocated through international 
agreement." 

A ham can talk to any other 
amateur anywhere in the world 
about anything he wishes, 
except the transaction of 
business. 

The citizens band was creat¬ 
ed shortly after World War II to 
provide a low-cost, convenient, 
local mode of communication 
for businesses. It may be used 
by anyone over 18. 

A ham must use his FCC- 
assigned call letters (usually a 
one-or-two-letter prefix in¬ 
dicating the ham's country or 
region and a three-letter in¬ 
dividual suffix, for example 
WA1XYZ). A CB operator 
usually just uses his “handle," 
a self-assigned nickname, and 
does not usually identify by 
FCC-assigned call letters. 

Another key difference is 
that a ham may use up to 1,000 
watts on his transmitter while 
a CBer is limited to only 5 watts 
input. And CBers are forbidden 
from communicating with any¬ 
one more than 150 miles away. 

CBers are also restricted to 
voice communication modes, 
AM (amplitude modulation) or 
SSB (single sideband). A ham 
may use voice, international 
Morse Code, radioteletype, 
television, ground and satellite 
wtpoater stations, moonbounce 
signals and other experimental 
forms. 


Before getting a license, a 
ham must pass a comprehen¬ 
sive test on radio theory and 
radio engineering principles. 
He must be able to send and 
receive Morse code (telegra¬ 
phy). 

A CBer need only be 18 years 
of age and is not required to 
pass any examination. 

Today there are about eight 
million licensed CB users as 
compared with only 275,000 
licensed amateur radio opera¬ 
tors. 

In addition, there are 
thousands, perhaps millions, of 
unlicensed and illegal CBers 
dodging the $4 permit fee. 

Many amateur radio clubs 
are now trying to attract and 
convert CBers into their ranks 
as a matter of self-preserva¬ 
tion. The frequencies for 
communications are allotted 
by an international group, 
largely on the basis of usage. 

Another technical difference 
between the two groups is 
CBers are restricted to only 
one band — 27 MHz. Ham radio 
operators have a wide assort¬ 
ment of bands from which to 
choose. He can select a band 
that is “in" and communicate 
nearly anywhere he wants. 

Today the Federal Com¬ 
munications Commission is 
studying the deregulation of 
amateur radio, loosening some 
of the technical licensing 
requirements, to encourage 
CBers and others to become 
hams.

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Curved mirrors in view 


Federal approval appears 
to be in the works for letting 
drivers outfit their cars or 
trucks with convex rear view 
mirrors. The mirrors distort 
images so they appear to be 
farther away than they 
really are, but reduce appre¬ 
ciably the headlight glare 
from overtaking vehicles. 

The National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administra¬ 
tion is considering okaying 
use of convex mirrors in com¬ 
bination with a plane glass 
mirror inside the cab of 
trucks rated at above 10,000 
pounds, and by themselves as 
outside left-side mirrors for 
passenger cars. Virtually no 
objections to the plan have 
been filed with the agency. 

The only controversial as¬ 
pect of the proposal is how 
to make sure drivers know 
of the space distortion in 
convex mirrors. NHTSA sug¬ 
gested that such mirrors 
might be framed in a bright, 
reflective holder as a warn¬ 
ing, but General Motors and 
American Motors complained 
that such a gimmick would 
add glare when one of the 
ideas of the convex mirror is 
to reduce it. GM proposed 
as an alternative a warning 
etched right into the mirror 

itself. • ***

DENVER (UPI) - A bi« 
neon sign marks the corner as 
a service station. The lot is 
jammed with cars. Some 
motorists make improper 
turns and hold up traffic to 
drive into the station 

"I’ve seen cars jump the 
median getting over here," 
said A1 Gaube, the station 
operator. “It's really 
remarkable." 

The cars that jam the lot are 
expensive foreign imports. The 
attraction is Gaube, 35, a 
master mechanic with under¬ 
standable pride in his work. 

He operates out of a two-stall 
service station garage, serving 
some of the city's wealthiest 
residents, including top ban¬ 
kers, doctors, lawyers and 
corporate executives. 

"I've had as many as 50 cars, 
mostly Mercedes Benz, parked 
on my lot at one time," said 
Gaube, a native of Freuden- 
stadt, West Germany, where 
the popular import is manufac¬ 
tured. 

"The company I lease my 
station from has complained 
about the number of cars 
parked around here, saying 
they're blocking the entrance, 
bul I haven't had any real 
problems with them." 

Gaube, a stocky red-haired 
man, whose English is under¬ 
standable only when he speaks 
slowly, said 80 per cent of his 
income comes from repair 
work done at the station. He 
boasts proudly of his most 
recent job of restoring a 1967 
Mercedes 6000. 

"I made $7,000 off that job. 
That's really not that much for 
(he job we did. The owner could 
afford it. After all, he owns a 
couple of factories and also has 
two other Mercedes and a Rolls 
Royce." 

Gaube, who owns three 
Mercedes — two collectors’ 
items and one he drives to work 
— believes in his work and in 
the German luxury 
automobile. 

"It's the besl car there is." 
lie said from beneath the flood 
of one. "It was made with 
safely in mind long before the 
American automobile 


manufacturers thought about 
that aspect of driving. 

“With regular upkeep you 
can drive them for a long 
lime." 

Gaube arrived in the United 
States in 1962 after working as 
an apprentice and mechanic at 
the Mercedes factory near 
Freudenstadt. He went directly 
to Denver where he has 
relatives and landed a job as a 
mechanic for local Mercedes 
dealerships. 

The chubby, red-faced me¬ 
chanic opened his first service 
station in 1967 and about a year 
later returned to West Germa¬ 
ny to take refresher courses in 
mechanics. 

In 1971 he opened his present 


station "with a pretty goon 
clientele who followed me. I 
never ran an advertisment or 
passed out leaflets. Business 
has been getting better each 
year." 

In fact, business has boomed 
so much Gaube plans to move 
to another location soon. He 
said the new building would be 
'strictly a garage" with six 
times as much space. 

Gaube said the move, which 
will include the addition of four 
more mechanics, is the 
realization of a dream long 
shared with his wife, Emma. 

"We've worked a long time 
io have a place of our own," 
said Mrs. Gaube, who often 
answers the telephone and does 


other office chores at the 
station. 

Gaube is sure the new garage 
will attract both old and new 
customers. 

"We were busy from day one 
when I moved in here," he said 
proudly. "And I expect the 
same thing to happen when 1 
get settled-in at the new 
place." 

If William Schultz, a lawyer 
and Mercedes owner, is re¬ 
presentative of the faithfulness 
of Gaube's customers, he's 
assured a flourishing business. 

"I've been coming here for 
the past several years and 
getting a fine job done," he 
said. "Wherever A1 goes, he 
can be assured I'll follow.”

Since the 1940's American 
motorists have considered it 
an article of faith that streets 
and highways are forever 
undergoing a gradual evolu¬ 
tion toward improvement. 
There's ample evidence that 
roads have indeed been im¬ 
proved over the past 30 years 
and the Interstate System is 
the most striking example. 

This progress may be at an 
end. Federal and state high¬ 
way officials are worried that 
complacency has aet in. They 
point out that the national 
investment in highway im¬ 
provements per vehicle miles 
traveled today ia just one- 
half what it was in 1955. 
Highway building projects 
are being delayed and main¬ 
tenance ia being deferred. 
And maintenance ia taking 
an increasingly large share 
of funds available for high¬ 
way work. 

A continuation of this 
trend, the highway officials 
aay, will mean a national 
highway system that becomes 
inadequate for growth in 
motorists' needs while the ex¬ 
isting system crumbles into 
disrepair. 

The two most significant 
reasons for the de-emphasia 
of the highway program are 
the energy crunch and the 
drive toward environmental 
betterment. Tha energy 
crunch, which gave birth to 
the call for energy efficiency

is hitting the highway pro¬ 
gram in its pocketbook be¬ 
cause fewer taxes are col¬ 
lected per miles traveled in 
fuel efficient cars. The en¬ 
vironment movement has 
slowed highway building be¬ 
cause citizens have begun to 
insist that highways do not 
unnecessarily scar the land¬ 
scape, or add to air and noise 
pollution. 

Thoughtful highway offi¬ 
cials and other proponents 
of highway improvements 
will not resist cither environ¬ 
ment or energy efficiency ef¬ 
forts. It is incumbent on these 
officials, however, to do a 
better job of explaining why 
it ia necessary to continue 
improving the nation’s high¬ 
way system. 

This message was ham¬ 
mered home to stats highway 
officials in a recent speech by 
J. R. Coupal, Jr., deputy fed¬ 
eral highway administrator. 
"We must reaffirm that old 
adage that ‘you pay for good 
highways, whether you get 
them or not,'" Coupal said. 
He argued that not building 
highways is very expensive. 

This argument is persua¬ 
sive. Traffic clogged and un¬ 
safe highways are an eco¬ 
nomic drain on the country— 
probably more so than build 
ing better roads. The trouble 
it that economic gain from 
better roads is hard to 


Coupal wants the states to 
provide more information to 
the federal government so 
that highway needs can be 
better calculated. And once 
calculated the data will have 
to be portrayed meaningfully 
for Congress so adequate 
spending will be approved. 

An earlier "needa" study 
turned off lawmakers because 
it suggested the spending of 
$600 billion in the next 20 
years on highways—an ob¬ 
viously inflated figure pre¬ 
pared by overly zealous offi¬ 
cials wanting to make sure 
all possible spending was 
counted. 

Once a realistic highway 
spending figure is developed, 
Coupal wants it used for pre¬ 
paring a budget plan. He 
complains that the present 
system bases spending pri¬ 
marily on revenues received 
from highway user fees 
(mainly taxes on gasoline) 
when it should be based on 
the need for better highways. 

The United States now has 
3.8 million miles of streets 
snd roads—about one-fourth 
the world's total. These roads 
and streets, without chal¬ 
lenge, are the world's best. 
This is s valuable resource- 
one that should be constantly 
enlarged and improved Care 
ful planning should make this 
possible without causing dam¬ 
age to the environment or sac¬ 
rificing fuel efficiency ***

Auto tips 


By PATRICK KELLY 

Most of us know that a 
coating of ice or snow be¬ 
tween our tires and the road 
surface causes traction quali¬ 
ties to diminish markedly. 
Under certain circumstances, 
such as when temperatures 
hover near the freezing point, 
icy surfaces can become more 
slippery than they are when 
the temperatures are near 
zero. 

"Wet” ice, such as freezing 
rain, presents possibly the 
most treacherous of all driv¬ 
ing conditions and driving on 
it should be avoided if at all 
possible. 

Fortunately, modern road 
care techniques in most snow 
states have diminished the 
problem in recent years. Salt 
and sanding crews are usu¬ 
ally on the job very quickly 
when such conditions develop. 

Whatever the condition— 
slick ice, packed snow, loose 
'snow—treat it with caution, 
advisea the safe-driving ex¬ 
perts at General Motors. Ac¬ 
celerate gently. Try not to 
break the very tenuous trac¬ 
tion If you accelerate tuo 
fast, the drive wheels spin 
and polish the surface under 
the tires even more. So, easy 
does it 


The same thought applies 
when you stop. Start stop¬ 
ping sooner than you do on 
clear pavement, and brake 
gently. If your wheels lock 
and you start to slide, pump 
the brakes (press your foot 
on the pedal and release it 
once or twice a second in a 
repeating action). This lets 
the wheels turn and provides 
a measure of steering control. 
If the wheels are locked, you 
cannot steer. Momentum will 
just carry you in the direc¬ 
tion you are heading whether 
that is straight down the 
road, off the road, or into on¬ 
coming traffic. No amount of 

S teering wheel action will 
hange the direction as long 
'as your wheels are locked 
and sliding. 

If you go into a skid (usu¬ 
ally from an over application 
of throttle on a slippery 
curve) and the rear of the 
car slides to the right or left, 
steer into the skid—that ia, 
if the rear of the car ia skid¬ 
ding to the left, turn to the 
left. Straighten the steering 
wheel when the rear wheels 
■start to line up with the front 
and 0 e prepared lo counter 
correct if you don’t "catch" 
it at the right moment and 
the rear of the car atarts to 
skid in the other direction.

ENFIEID, Conn. (UPI) - Two boys 
and a girl in their teens "joyriding" in a 
stolen ear Saturday night struck and 
killed a 16-year-old pedestrian and 
proceeded on to their high school dance, 
police said Tuesday. 

Dale E. Nelson, was 
found on a roadside just south of the 
Connecticut border with Massachusetts, 
police said. 

Authorities Tuesday charged Patrick 
Conlon, 16. of Enfield, allegedly the car's 
driver, wit misconduct with a motor 
vehicle, second-degree larceny, evading 
responsibility and operating without a 
license. 

Mark Briggs, 16, also of Enfield, was 
charged with second-degree larceny and 
operating without a license, police said. 

A 15-year-old girl, whose identity was 
withheld under state law, was turned 
over to juvenile authorities, police said. 

Police said Briggs took the car from 
outside a local pizza parlor, picked up 
Conlon and several other juveniles, drop¬ 
ping them off as he drove around town. 

! Conlon was at the wheel with the girl and 
’ Briggs in the car when the youth was 
struck and killed, police said. 

After the accident, the trio returned to 
a dance at Enrico Fermi High School 
where they had stopped earlier to pick up 
more passengers, police said. 

Conlon and Briggs were arraigned 
Tuesday in Windsor Common Pleas Court 
and released on $500 surety bonds each 
for Jan. 4 court appearances. 


Fourth hidden 
arsenal found 


• ONTARIO, Calif. (UPI) - The latest 
hidden arsenal discovered, the fourth in 
Southern California in less than two 
weeks, included a half track. 

The armored war vehicle, along with a 
pickup truck loaded with more machine 
guns and ammunition, was found at a 
cabin in the resort village of Wrightwood 
in the mountains west of Los Angeles 
Tuesday, said San Bernardino county 
sheriff's deputies. 

"For the moment we're just trying to 
catch our breath,” said deputy Bill 
Abernathie. 

"We're posting a guard on what we 
found today in Wrightwood and trying to 
sort things out to see what we've got 
here." 

It followed discovery of 2 tons of 
weapons scattered over mountainsides in 
— the Wrightwood area, 5 tons buried in 
concrete bunkers in the Mojave desert 
and 3 tons found at the Ontario home of 
Donald Wiggins, 41, a foundry operator. 

Wiggins was arraigned in Municipal 
Court Tuesday afternoon on five counts of 
possession of illegal weapons. He pleaded 
innocent. Similar charges were pending 
in Los Angeles County for the Mojave 
cache. 

Judge David Merriam reduced 
Wiggins’ bail from $50,000 to $15,000 and 
granted a motion by the District Attor¬ 
ney's office to take handwriting samples 
from Wiggins for comparison with notes 
found hidden in containers of buried 
explosives. 

Authorities did not say if the Wright¬ 
wood arsenal had been connected to 
Wiggins and the weaponry found in the 
Mojave and at his home. 

Los Angeles County Sheriff Peter 
Pitchess has said he believes those ar- 
senals were buried by a racist 
paramilitary group for use against the 
U.S. government. Anti-black, antisemitic 
and anti-Communist literature was 
discovered with the weapons. 

The weapons included ground-to-air 
antiaircraft missiles, machine guas up to 
» 50-caliber, mortars, bazookas, dynamite 
and other explosives, chemicals used to 
make napalm and poison gas, pistols, 
hand grenades and other war materiel. 

Pitchess estimated the Mojave arsenal 
alone -only half of what has been 
discovered so far—could have armed a 
force of 200 men. 


Young hedging 

NEW YORK iUPI) - Rep. Andrew 
Young, D-Ga., finds the prospect of his 
becoming U.S. Ambassador to the United 
Nations "very flattering," but also says 
he has "plenty of questions about it." 

Young declined to say whether he'd 
accept the U N. post if it were offered, but 
said he was "very encouraged" after a 
meeting Tuesday afternoon with 
Secretary of State-designate Cyrus 
Vance. 

"I feel very good about him, I really do, 
about the working relationship," Young 
said of Vance*_ 

"There are plenty of questions. It is a 
glamour appointment but it’s a suicide 
job unless you want to become senator 
from New York, and I don't," he said. 

Young called the U.N. job "terribly 
difficult, maybe almost impossible, but it 
would be a challenge. One of the dangers 
in it is from people like me who come into 
it with a close relationship with the 
President. 

"I think for the job to work, it's got to be 
as a result of a dose relationship with the 
secretary of state ..." he said. 

Young said he and Vance talked about 
"leftover Cold War issues," especially 
the admission of North Vietnam into the 
U.N. 

Young, recently back from a visit to 
southern Africa, earlier told a luncheon 
meeting of the Foreign Policy 
Association there was "no Soviet threat 
in Africa.”

Report says diGrazia failed to 
act on police shakedown of clergy 


BOSTON (UPI) - A Boston television 
station says It had been provided 
evidence "65 policemen were involved in 
a four-year shakedown of Roman 
Catholic clergy," during the ad¬ 
ministration of ex-police commissioner 
Robert diGrazia. 

The station, WCVB-TV said Tuesday 
night most of the evidence "was never 
acted upon,” and that diGrazia an¬ 
nounced a single suspension and a few 
reprimands but took no action against 55 
other policemen involved in the scandal. 

The station said it had “obtained secret 


reports compiled by the police depart¬ 
ment's Special Investigative Unit. These 
reports include statements from 
clergymen and church officials, can¬ 
celled checks and other documented 
evidence showing that payoffs were made 
to policemen to allow churches to operate 
illegal gambling games at carnivals." 

According to the reports, the station 
said, a citizen complained "the payoffs 
were commonplace at church carnivals." 
An investigation uncovered evidence that 
policemen in District Five in Hyde Park 
had, for four years, taken payoffs in the 


"form of ballooned private security 
payments." 

DiGrazia, now police chief in 
Montgomery County, Md., reacted 
angrily when informed of reports he 
"tolerated corrupt activities" while he 
was police commissioner here. 

In an interview with the Boston Herald 
American, diGrazia said, "with all that 
I've had to take about routing out 
corruption in that department, and now 
they say this. It's unbelievable. I'll let my 
record stand by itself." 


Judge calls in Hughes will evidence 


LAS VEGAS, Ncv. fUPI) - The Judge 
charged with probating the "Mormon 
will" of Howard Hughes has ordered the 
Nevada attorney general to turn over all 
evidence gathered by an investigation of 
the mysterious document, including an 
FBI fingerprint report that allegedly 
brands it a forgery. 

Nevada authorities reportedly found a 
fingerprint on the will's envelope Iden¬ 
tified by the FBI as made by Melvin 
Dummar, the Utah gas station operator 
and "good Samaritan" who would inherit 
more than $100 million if it was declared 
genuine. 

But the judge ruled that, to lay rumors 
to rest, a trial should be held to determine 
the legitimacy of the will, even if the 
document’s legal sponsors give up on it as 
a fake. 

"This case is not going to be left in 


Umbo," District Court Judge Keith Hayes 
said Tuesday. 

"If the proponents of the will do not 
come forward, there will still be a trial." 

It was the chief proponent, attorney 
Harold Rhoden, who asked Hayes to 
postpone the start of the "Mormon will 
trial," scheduled for Jan. 10, and order a 
hearing into the fingerprint report. 

Rhoden, representing the executor, 
former Hughes aide Noah Dietrich, has 
said he will abandon the claim if the 
fingerprint report is true. 

The judge granted the postponement 
and ordered Attorney General Robert 
List to produce all evidence on the 
authenticity of the will gathered by law 
enforcement agencies, including 
fingerprints and the FBI report, at a 
hearing Dec. 28. 


He also ordered Las Vegas police to 
begin tests immediately on the document 
itself, looking for fingerprints and testing 
for tiie age of the paper and ink. The will, 
purportedly hand written by Hughes, Is. 
dated 1968. 

It was not tested before because the 
judge did not want to damage it. 

Attorney Paul Freese, representing 
Hughes' relations who stand to split the 
$2.5 billion Hughes fortune if the will is a 
forgery, told the court handwriting ex-! 
perts concluded that Dummar himself 
wrote the note on the document’s outer 
envelope. 

Dummar, through his attorney, has 
denied any connection with the 
document, or with Hughes, except for his 
story that he picked up a shabby old man 
in the desert in 1968, giving him a ride to 
I .ns Vegas. The man said he was Hughes, 
Dummar said. 


West Point cadet settlement sought 


PROVIDENCE R.I. (UPI) - lawyers 
for dismissed West Point cadet Paul 
Williamson and the U.S. Army will try 
again Dec. 21 to reach an outof-court 
settlement of the cadet’s lawsuit against 
the Army. 

Meetings Tuesday failed to produce a 
solution and another meeting was 
scheduled for next month. However, a 
reliable source said a "possible solution" 
was in sight and the case probably would 
not need a formal hearing. 

Williams, 19, of Westerly, R.I., was 
found guilty of cheating in last spring's 
widespread scandal at the U.S. Military 
Academy but is completing his senior 
year on a temporary order from U.S. 
District Court Judge Edward W. Day. 

It prevented execution of an order from 
Army Secretary Martin Hoffman that 
Williamson resign or be dismissed Nov. 
15 for allegedly cheating on a test last 
spring. 


The lawyers' conference was in lieu of a 
full-blown court hearing on Williamson’s 
request for an injunction preventing the 
Army from dismissing him, the source 
said. 

The lawsuit was one of many filed 
against the Army in a cheating scandal 
that swept the academy last spring. 

Williamson was one of more than 200 
cadets accused of violating the cadet 
honor code established by the late Gen. 
Doulgas MacArthur when he was West 
Point superintendent more than 50 years 
ago. 

Williamson was found guilty of 
collaboration on the take home portion of 
a March 1 electrical engineering 
examination given more than BOO cadets 
with instructions that no outside help was 
permitted. 

Initially, 48 cadets were found guilty of 
cheating by a cadet honor board. When 


Ihcy rebelled at having the blame focused 
on them, the situation was reviewed and 
184 more names including Williamson's 
were submitted to review boards. 

The dismissal was unjust and a 
"disgrace — tantamount to a 
dishonorable discharge from the military 
and an albatross" that would haunt him 
through life, Williamson said in the suit. 

An alleged collaborator on the exam 
was acquitted of the charge, Williamson 
said. 


Attorney Matthew Faerber of Newport 
argued te board that convicted 
Williamson failed to follow normal 
standards of justice. Cadets involved in 
the scandal were denied representation 
by a military lawyer in violation of a U.S. 
Military Court of Appeals order, Faerber 
said. 


Reilly case ripples through Conn. 


HARTFORD, Conn. (UPI) - The Peter 
Reilly case, and others like it, have raised 
"serious questions" about Connecticut's 
judicial system and a special commission 
should be established to study the prob¬ 
lem, a state senator says. 

Reilly was charged in the Sept. 28, 1973 
slaying of his mother, Barbara Gibbons. 
In May 1974, the 21-year-old East Canaan 
man was convicted of manslaughter, 
I^ast March, when new evidence was 
revealed, a Superior Court judge agreed 
to give Reilly a retrial. When more 
evidence surfaced last month, all charges 
against Reilly were dropped. That 


evidence — statements by a state 
auxiliary trooper and his wife made two 
days after the Falls Village slaying — 
placed Reilly far from the scene of the 
crime when it happened. The state 
suppressed those statements for nearly 
three years. 

Sen. Aubrey Beck, D-Mansfield, said 
Tuesday the Fteilly matter as well as 
other recent cases have raised "serious 
questions" about the state’s criminal 
justice system. She did not name the 
other cases. 

"If there is any loss of confidence for 
the manner in which the state of Con¬ 


necticut enforces its laws and adminis¬ 
ters its system of justice, then the respect 
for law and order in Connecticut is in 
serious jeopardy," Mrs. Beck said. 

"I believe it is high time to follow the 
example of Massachusetts and other 
states in establishing a commission to 
review and reform the judicial system of 
Connecticut," she said. 

Last week, three top Democratic 
leaders announced that they would push’ 
for a special prosecutor to investigate the 
Reilly case in the upcoming session. 

State Insurance commissioner T.F. 
Gilory Daly, Reilly’s attorney, lias also 
asked for a special prosecutor.

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Day plant care—So you're 
having trouble rooting the 
impatiens or Day plants? Here 
are some tips that might help 
you overcome your problems: 
'll Take tip cuttings about 3 
inches long, and root them in 
water or perlite that’s very 
wet. 13) Keep the plants out of 
direct sun light while rooting. 
Also keep the rooting medium 
moist at all times. Do not let 
the cutting wilt or dry out 
before it is stuck. They should 
be plump. 1 4) Impatiens can be 
rooted directly in Jiffy pellets, 
pots or plain tap water. 

We'll repeat our cultural tips 
for indoor impatiens: They like 
good drainage. Use a soil mix 
of 1 part each of sand, peat and 
loam, with perlite added. Poor 
drainage will cause leaves to 
turn yellow. Again, it's im¬ 
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portant not to overwater and 
DO NOT FEED 
GENEROUSLY. This can 
result in overgrown, straggly 
plants. Be on the lookout for 
aphids and red spidee mites on 
your impatiens. Mites cause a 
yellowing or stippling effect. 
Aphids secrete a sticky sub¬ 
stance that makes the leaves 
messy. Wash the plants off in 
the bath tub, using soap and 
water. Aphids can be con¬ 
trolled by spraying the plants 
with nicotine sulfate or 
malathion. Red spider mites 
are not an insect, so these 
materials won't work. Mites 
are killed by Kelthane, or the 
soap and water method. 

Impatiens with variegated 
leaves are attractive as house 
plants, with or without flowers. 
The new New Guinea hybrids 
are more robust, and have 
much larger, more brilliantly 
colored flowers than the 
regular sultanas. They need a 
lot of sunlight, well drained soil 
and ample moisture. 

If impatiens drop leaves 
now, check the room tem¬ 
perature: or soil might be too 
dry or overwatered. 

Can you root ginger—Horne 
gardeners like to use ginger in 
cooking, and often wonder if it 
can be rooted. Yes, you can 
root fresh ginger, but not the 
dried shrivelled type you often 
buy. We've rooted it in 6” pots, 
with ease. Our plants are in a 
bright window, and in summer 
wc keep them outdoors. They 
are brought in before frost and 
as soon as the top dies off, 1 rest 
period signal), it can be 
divided, and that's the time to 
harvest the crop.

U.S. baker sells 
pizza to Italians

PARIS (UPIl — An Ameri¬ 
can was selling pizza to 
Italians at the 7th Annual Food 
Exposition here. 

"Lots of Europeans are 
interested in American piz¬ 
zas,” said Ira Nevin, president 
of a Bronx, N.Y., bakery, as a 
demonstrator pulled a shrimp 
and onion variety from a tiny 
oven. “Tastes are more and 
more international." 

As the aroma floated through 
exhibit hall, about 20,000 
buyers from grocery stores, 
gourmet shops and super¬ 
markets around the world 
sampled foods from France 
and 50 foreign countries and 
placed orders. 

Most displays were what one 
buyer called "sophisticated 
products." 

Said a British buyer: "Coun¬ 
tries used to sell mainly their 
own foods, but now everyone is 
interested in foreign, different 
products." 

American Irene Bowes, a 
buyer from a Westville Grove, 
N.J., food distribution firm, 
said: "I'm mostly interested in 
specialty foods. Americans are 
becoming more interested in 
gourmet foods. I've found a 
marvelous British fruit cake in 


a tin, and I'm very interested 
in all the French cheeses and 
pates (meat spreads!". 

French stalls covered most 
of the exhibit space, indicating 
that new industries have 
sprung up to package, freeze, 
dry or can for export the great 
French foods that until 
recently could only be bought 
as fresh products in the mother 
country: things like oysters 
canned in champagne, frozen 
stuffed duck, salmon paste for 
hors d'oeuvres and aerosol- 
packed Chantilly (whipped 
cream), chocolate mousse and 
herb sauces. 

Other stands offered frozen 
puff pastry, plastic-wrapped 
pates of venison and rabbit 
baked in pastry or bread and 
decorated with fruit slices, 
frozen quiche lorraine (un¬ 
sweetened custard piesi and 
frozen quenelles (fish ballsI. 

The fair's first prize for best 
development of a new product 
went to a French firm for 
truffled turkey lightly smoked 
like ham and packaged in 
plastic. Truffles are a rare and 
expensive type of fungi. 

Two U.S. stands showing 
frozen vegetables were 
swamped by European buyers 
stocking up to compensate for 
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desirable habits at the very 
start.

are one thing — loud. 

Informality is the word.

Ski Town Shentt 

The shortage of jobs, housing 
and money means trouble for 
Sheriff Bob Farris. It leads a 
few of those who flock to the ski 
towns to sell drugs. 

"Places like this draw all 
kinds of people and some find it 
a prime place to distribute, buy 
and sell drugs," said Farris, 
whose Summit County 
territory covers four ski areas 
around Dillon. "We try to hold 
things down to a minimum." 

The sheriff has other prob¬ 
lems. Traffic accidents and 
thefts increase when "a county 
with a normal population of 
10,000 swells to 40,000 or 50,000 
on any given weekend."

“.Something Old, Something 
New" Ls a harmless little 
comedy about a widow and a 
widower who want to spend the 
rest of their lives together, but 
they must first deal with 
breaking the news to their 
families. 

The play, written by Henry 
Denker, suffers from an 
amateurish script. Some of the 
unfunny punch lines will make 
you wince. As a whole, the play 
Ls amusing. A parallel that 
immediately comes to mind is 
a comedy that played Boston 
last year entitled "The Soft 
Touch." It was simply a 
comedy that had its moments, 
was probably enjoyed by most 
of the audience, but was 
dearly second-rate. 

The holes in "Something Old, 
Something New” arc evident. 
You get the impression that it 
Ls not unlike a typical television 
situation comedy, rather two- 
dimensional. 

Perhaps in television it is 
acceptable to produce a sloppy 
rush job. However, on the stage 
it is completely unnecessary 
for such a slipshod script to 
make its way to Broadway. For 
all the time and money that is 
invested, you expect to find a 
neat production, not one where 
there are such glaring 
weaknesses. 

Because the script only 
scratches the surface of what is 
occurring on stage, so do the 
characters in their per¬ 
formance. It is this lack of 
depth, this two-dimensional 
effect, that reminds me of 
television's family situation 
comedies. 

Given such two-dimensional 
characters to play, the actors 
can do no better than offer us 
stereotypes. Only Hans 
Conried and Molly Picon, to 
any extent, make a favorable 
impression. If you've seen one 
Hans Conried performance, 
you’ve seen them all. 

Yet, this is not intended as a ■ 
slight. For, as always, Conried 
is charming, funny, and 
charmingly funny. His 
characterization is in¬ 
comparable and 1 loved wat¬ 
ching him perform. As Samuel 
Jonas, Conried must break the 
news of his romance to a 
neurotic daughter. "You never 
danced with MY mother," is 


typical of her accusations. Her 
jealousy of Iaura Curtis, her 
father’s "girlfriend," is ex¬ 
ceeded only by her snottiness. 

Cynthis Morse (the 
daughter) is played by Holland 
Taylor and all she is given to do 
is be neurotic and snotty.

Molly Picon 

Molly Picon, as Laura, is 
sweet and full of life. Her 
character seems years 
younger than Cynthia. As with 
Conried's Samuel, a lot of the 
actress comes out in the 
character with Picon's I^ura. 
It is these transcendencies 
over the script that improve 
the characters. This is why the 
two leads give the best per¬ 
formances. 

Dick Patterson plays 
Iaura’s son, Mike, who has 
gone through therapy and 
shows it. When tension builds, 
his spastic colon gives in. He is 
highly emotional to say the 
least. His wife, Eleanor (the 
butt of an understandable 
running joke in the play), is the 
main reason for his emotional 
problems. It is unfortunate for 
LoLs Marklc that she played 
Eleanor so well (that is, 
repulsive), that she is the only 
performer not to get an ovation 
after her final exit. 

Cynthia's husband (formerly 
her psychoanalyst), Dr. Arthur 
Morse, is played by Matthew 
Tobin as what is best visually 
described as a cartoon 
character. Samuel’s modem 
grandson, Bruce, is played by 
Ahvi Spindell. Bruce's 
girlfriend is played by Cynthia 
Bostick. These lesser 
characters did no more than 
utilize what was given them in 
the script, much to our dismay. 
It is this reason that the play 
fails.

T his was the phrase used by 
Larry Murry. Director of De¬ 
velopment for the Pocket 
Mime Group, which proved to 
be an incredible axiom that led me 
through the most delightful verbal tour 
I have ever been on. Join me now on a 
first class voyage with Larry from the 
Church of the Covenant on Newbury 
Street, resident home of the Pocket 
Mime Theatre, we will move on. 
Larry's comments introduced me to 
what at first appeared to be the most 
unlikely cousins I had ever met. Linder 
his expert guidance I was clearly able 
to see that Mime and Fashion are in 
fact related in the first degree. The 
relationship became as easy to under¬ 
stand and follow as a numbers paint¬ 
ing. I became intrigued as the entire 
story was unfolded for me. We went 
back in time to 1970 when the first 
group was enlisted at Emerson Col¬ 
lege. A brief interlude here, then on to 
Kenmore Square for a short stay end¬ 
ing up happily at its present Newbury 
Street location in 1973. Touching 
briefly on the history of those who 
then were part timers who have since 
said goodbye to their respective bus¬ 
iness interests for the happiness of full 
time behind the scenes Pocket Mim- 
ers. (They now form the close knit 
group of execs and officers that I will 
call the Collective Body of Artistic 
Designers who are both hard working 
and dedicated.) 

O n with our itinarary. Twice a 
year the major fashion houses 
present new collections for 
the benefit of the press as well 
as the public who will hopefully gobble 
up the designs. It's the same with 
Pocket Mime who seasonally present 
their new collections. "Mime collec¬ 
tions reflect the times and offer that all 
important fourth dimension that 
comes alive with movement," Larry 
said as I mentally agreed. Picture for 
yourself clothes, artfully drapped on 
window mannequins. It is evident that 
they come alive only when treated 
with the fluid body movements of a 
real live mannequin: birth becomes a 
reality when time and movement are 
added to the fabric. This was the inten¬ 
tion of the designer who created them. 
Too. a mimer is like a fashion designer 
when his motion adds life to the 
subject he silently portrays. 

The total preparation of the Mimers 
proved even more extensive than I 
imagined. "We spend at least eight 
hours a day practicing," Larry in¬ 
formed me while explaining that exer¬ 
cise, dance and even acting are 
integral parts of the program. It 
became obvious that a Wilhimena 
model doesn't go through these rigors. 
Hours are spent by the performers on 
hair and make-up so that all work to¬ 
gether with their tight fitting blandly 
styled jumpsuits that are designed to 
hug their supple figures and convey a 
complete head to toe message for the 
audience. This message was evident by 
photos that conveyed anger in one 
face, delight in another and total 
apathy in the last. One has just to 
glance at them to see it all happening, 
a total head to toe expression! Larry 
explained the difference in Pocket 
Mime that distinguishes them from all 
others by the incorporation of acting, 
a definite fashion plus. I viewed what I 
had learned as perhaps a creative in¬ 
tellectual marriage between fashion 
ami mime that utilizes every available 
visual element, skills that are the im¬ 
petus behind this group who perhaps 
like a Co-Co Chanel exude a conscious 
effort of originality. 

I was once again wisked mentally on 
a tour through a field in some country¬ 
side where peasants laboured in tradi¬ 
tional garb, in another moment 1 was 
jolted back to semi-reality to see the 
same garb on some fashionable wom¬ 
an shopping at Bonwit’s. "It's the set 
and setting that tell all" was Larry’s re¬ 
mark And once more the fashion- 
mime rhyme was in evidence. 1 reflect¬ 
ed how Pocket Mimers say it all with 
silent expressions captivating all who 
watch in the same manner as a tal¬ 
ented model can hypnotize those who 
behold the smashing fashion design 
that she is expressing. 

L arry made it clear from the 
start that Pocket Mime was a 
collaboration of many who be¬ 
lieved and worked for the 
whole. A no-star rule is un¬ 
written but upheld. However, by lin¬ 
gering for many, many minutes on 


praises for Artistic Director Annegret 
Reimer, I was introduced to her 
through him as the guiding force be¬ 
hind Pocket Mime. With the group 
since its inception, Ms. Reimer parleys 
her backgrounds in sociology, psy¬ 
chology, art, and photography into di¬ 
recting every major decision that af¬ 
fects the Group. For what it's worth 
and according to Larry's dissertation 
it's worth everything, let's pause long 
enough to hang a well deserved star un 
Ms. Annegret's single door. 

Well a new season is fast approaching 
starting with a First Night Perform¬ 
ance followed by the nouveau collec¬ 
tions on Newbury Street (last year's 
250 performances at the Covenant 
Church surpassed any other group in 
the U.S.A.).

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Hamilton, Memorial, Weeks 
likeliest schools to be closed

Hamilton. Memorial and Weeks seem 
to be the schools destined to close in 
Newton. 

After weeks of hearing reports and 
wading through data on enrollment and 
consolidation plans, the Subcommittee on 
Declining Enrollment and Building 
Utilization of the School Committee met 
last Wednesday to discuss what it will 
recommend to the full School Committee. 

It was the first time the subcommittee 
members, Paul Ash, Honora Kaplan and 
Edward Prince, publicly stated their 
conclusions and recommendations. 

It appears the subcommittee will 
recommend closing Memorial School 
soon and Hamilton School in 1981. 

Weeks Junior High School would be 
combined with Meadowbrook. 

Subcommittee members indicated they 
will make no recommendation to close 


Countryside or Hyde elementary schools. 

The fate of Oak Hill was not decided, 
but some sentiment for leaving it open 
was expressed. 

The subcommittee also indicated it will 
begin exploring grade reorganization as 
part of its consolidation of schools, in¬ 
cluding creation of middle schools and 
changing the high schools to four-year 
institutions. 

Each subcommittee member made an 
opening statement at the meeting at¬ 
tended by about 100 people at 
Meadowbrook Junior High School. 

"Being on this subcommittee has been 
one of the most difficult and unpleasant 
bisks," Mrs. Kaplan told the audience, 
largely representatives of the PTA's of 
schools involved. 

"We took on this responsibility in good 
faith...declining enrollment is a fact; 
wishing it were not will not make it go 
away," she said. 


Mrs. Kaplan introduced the concept of 
grade reorganization, admitting not 
much time had been spent thinking about 
it. but indicating it will be a topic of future 
discussions. 

Prince said the school closing matter 
was "an educational problem as well as a 
financial one." 

Ash then set the criteria to be used for 
closing schools. 

"A year ago I wrote a letter'to the 
editor saying no elementary school 
should close unless enrollment is so low 
the quality of education begins to suffer," 
he explained. 

"1 feel there should be a long range 
plan and no school should be taken in 
isolation. We must look toward grade 
reorganization." Ash said. 

The "statement of goals" establishes 
threeconsiderations: a school should be 
closed when the quality of education 
would be improved or not substantially 


changed, and when there would be a 
significant saving of money. 

Finally, the third consideration was the 
closing would have a “minimum negative 
impact” on the school district. 

The decision to recommend closing 
Hamilton School was made with a 
minimum of discussion. Ash pointed out 
that if Hamilton were closed in 1981, all 
students could go to Angier School. He 
indicated the subcommittee will further 
recommend that using the building as 
some type of community center should be 
explored by the city because of the 
isolated nature of Newton Lower Falls, 
location of Hamilton School. 

Memorial School PTA at the meeting 
made an 11th hour proposal to have ail 
Spaulding School students go to Memorial 
School. 

The subcommittee rejected the idea 
and directed the Memorial PTA to talk to

Police go to court over Blue Laws 


Police Chief William F. Quinn, who last 
week warned against defiance of the 
Sunday Blue taws, sought complaints 
this week against 11 store managers for 
alleged violations of the law Dec. 19. 

The store managers are to appear in 
court Jan. 10. 

Included in the group are four store 
managers who allegedly also violated the 
Blue Laws Dec. 12. 

If convicted, a store could be fined from 
$20 to $100 for the first offense and $50 to 
$200 for the second and subsequent of¬ 
fenses. 


Each individual sale constitutes a 
violation. 

The stores cited for alleged violations 
of the law on Dec. 19 were: Kings 
Department Store (also cited Dec. 12). 
CVS stores in Newton Highlands, 
Newtonville and West Newton; Newton 
Sports Center (also cited Dec. 12), Medi 
Mart in Newton Centre (also cited Dec. 
12), Rix in Newton Centre (alsocited Dec. 
12). Mcd-X in Chestnut Hill. Hip Pocket, 
Bijou and Hit or Miss, Newton Centre. 

Defiance of Sunday Blue taws began 
after Supreme Judicial Court Justice 


Herbert P. Wilkins issued an opinion 
recommending state courts and en¬ 
forcement officials not prosecute anyone 
for violating the Sunday laws until their 
constitutionality has been reviewed. 

Ally. Gen. Frank Bellotti countered 
with a letter urging strict enforcement of 
the laws while they are on the books. 

In November, Massachusetts voters 
approved a nonbinding referendum 
question in favor of repeal of the Blue 
taws, but they have not yet been 
repealed.

Home offices ordinance shaping slowly 


Advised by the city solicitor that many 
home offices are "invalid" uses of 
residential property, the Land Use 
Committee Tuesday night inched toward 
a zoning amendment to control the 
conduct of business and professional 
occupations in homes. 

Two hours’ discussion on the proposed 
amendment written by the Planning 
Department resulted in three specific 
changes to the complex proposal. 

Aid. David Cohen moved that doctors' 
and dentists' offices be subject to the 
same parking restrictions that apply to 
all other home occupations, the number 
of nonresident employees be limited to 
two, and that the nonresident employees 
be "back-up personnel," not one dentist 


employed by another dentist, for 
example. 

On-street and off-street parking 
seemed to be the focus of the discussion of 
need for an ordinance to control offices in 
homes. 

There has been no large-scale op¬ 
position to the use of homes for business 
and professions, according to figures 
provided by Building Commissioner 
Allan Fraser, who said that in the past 
three years 84 complaints have been 
received by his department of businesses 
being operated from home. 

There are at least 700 people listed in 
the Polk directory in business at a 
residential address, he said. 

The need for an ordinance permitting 


certain home offices was made by im¬ 
plication in a long memorandum from the 
Law Department, which lists many 
businesses now going on as "invalid" 
uses. 

Since the aldermen are now faced with 
permitting some uses, rather than 
declaring them all illegal, they must 
control parking at the houses. 

The original Planning Department 
parking proposal would have required at 
least three spaces for off-street parking 
for medical and dental offices. 

Aid, David Cohen commented, "We 
may find ourselves paved over 
everything. Sometimes it is innocuous to 
have street parking." 

Criteria for home offices other than 


medical and dental would allow a 200 sq. 
ft. office not to provide any off-street 
parking; a 300-ft. office would need one 
space off the street. 

In addition to putting medical and 
dental offices into the same parking 
category as other permitted home of¬ 
fices. Cohen thought the kind of business 
and the nature of the neighborhood should 
be considered. 

Enforcement, after the occupations 
and professions to be permitted have 
been agreed upon, is another matter. 

Fraser said he thinks "we can rely on 
doctors and dentists to comply with the 
ordinance."

Hamlet St. housing to be ready next fall

A 59-unit housing development on 
Hamlet Street should be ready early next 
fall, with rentals for 20 family units to be 
handled by the Newton Housing Services 
Commission. 

"A leasing mechanism will be set up 
via the state 707 program," said Alan 
Schlesinger, executive director of the 
Newton Community Development 
Foundation. 

The development' to be divided into 20 
low-income, 10 moderate-income and 20 
market value apartments, is at the end of 
Hamlet Street in Newton Centre. 

Financing is by the Massachusetts 
Housing Finance Agency. 


Foundations for the buildings are just 
about finished. Schlesinger said Friday. 

Schlesinger briefed commissioners on 
the project and showed them floor plans 
at their Dec 14 meeting. 

The HSC will handle subsidies for the 20 
low-income units in the NCDF project, 
according to Frank Quinn, HSC's 
executive director. 

However, the commission wants fur¬ 
ther clarification of its proposed 
responsibilities, Quinn said last week. 

The units are to be two-, three-, and 
four-bedroom apartments. 

The Hamlet Street housing got under 
way in September, after years of delay 
before various city and stale government 
agencies. 


In other business, the commission 
voted to request 48 more units of Section 8 
housing under the community develop¬ 
ment block grant program for fiscal 1978. 

Under Section 8 tenants find their own 
quarters after being certified as eligible 
by the HSC. 

During 1977, Newton had 178 units 
allotted under this program. 

The HSC voted Dec 14 to raise con¬ 
tinued occupancy limits for tenants to 
$10,000 for single people and $15,000 for 
couples. 

Until now, limits to remain in the 
projects were $ 8,000 and $12,000 
respectively. 

l.oring Cook, a Newton attorney, was 
appointed hearing officer for the HSC. 


Cook was screened and approved 
earlier at a meeting with Beaconwnod 
ltoad tenants,- according to Quinn. 

The officer, who is unpaid, provides 
impartial hearings for any tenant 
threatened with eviction from a HSC 
project or for prospective tenants who 
(eel wrongly denied access to HSC 
projects, Quinn said. 

The HSC and its predecessor the 
Newton Housing Authority have had only 
two such hearings in the last six years, he 
added. 

Community residences for retarded 
adults will be reviewed by the com¬ 
mission at its January meeting, probably 
to be held Jan 12. 


PW reorganization passed —maybe 


The Board of Aldermen is not sure 
whether the Public Works Department 
reorganization plan it passed Monday 
night is really pa.ssed. 

A reorganization plan for the Personnel 
Department and City Physician’s office 
was denied. 

The Board voted 11-10 in favor of the 
mayor's reorganization of the Public 
Works. Buildings and Recreation 
departments, but now the question has 
been raised about whether the changes in 
ordinances were passed. 

The reorganization plan would have 
been defeated if Aid. Richard Buliwmkle 
had not missed the vote.

less us a unit under him and that he 
foresaw no scheduling problems. 

Larson's resignation in November and 
return early this month may have 
something to do with the near-defeat of 
the Public Works Department 
reorganization.

A no-bid contract for $950,000 
is being sought by Public 
Works Commissioner Gene 
I .arson to to start immediate 
repairs and modifications to 
Newton North High School's 
heating, ventilation and air 
conditioning. 

I arson said this week that 
such a procedure will save one 
year in time and 20 percent in 
additional costs. 

If [.arson has his way. Balco, 
Inc., an engineering firm 
which has been going over the 
NNHS problems, will get the 
contract. 

The contract can be awarded 
without going through the 
normal bidding procedures, 
Larson said, because of the 
•'emergency” situation at the 
school, which seriously 
threatens the educational 
process. 

Larson obtained the ap¬ 
proval of the Design Review 
Committee for his plan last 
week in a hastily pulled 
together meeting. Chairman 
Sidney Shuman called the 
meeting an "emergency 
meeting." 

Larson has also submitted 
his request to the School 
Committee and School 
Department. 

I.arson proposes a three- 
phase program, which could 
start as soon as all necessary 
approval, including the 
mayor's, is given. 

Phase I. I-arson said, will

Reconsideration of a vote by 
the Board of Aldermen to ask 
the Middlesex County District 
Attorney's office to investigate 
the circumstances of the 
design and construction of 
Newton North High School 
failed Monday night and the 
request stands.

Aid. Carol Anne Shea and Ethel 
Sheehan, want the district 
attorney's office to determine 
whether any criminal actions 
are responsible for the 
problems besetting the school.

During its 
inspection and evaluation of 
the system, Balco has already 
one some minor repairs and 
replacement of defective parts 
and installed missing parts. 

Other facets of the Balco 
study and report include in¬ 
spection and evaluation of the 
system with a view toward 
testifying at the trial or trials 
that will take place about the 
HVAC. 

The law Department has 
recently hired a law 7 er to deal 
only with gathering data for 
the suit against the con¬ 
tractors, architects, and 
anyone else involved in the 
contruction of the school. 


Openable windows an issue 
of North Liaison Committee 



Members of the Newton 
North High School Liaison 
Committee were expected to 
meet this afternoon (Thur¬ 
sday) at 1 p.m. with city and 
school officials on repairs to 
the high school. 

The School Committee 
Monday night heard recom¬ 
mendations and a timetable for 
repairs from Public Works 
Commissioner Gene [.arson. 

Liaison Committee 
spokesmen also had a set of 
recommendations, which 
differed most significantly 
from Larson's in that they 
want windows that open at the 
high school and Larson does 
not support the request. 

The discussion centered on 
immediate repairs to the 
school, Phase 1 of the $950,000 
repair package, to be com¬ 
pleted by March, 1977. 

Larson's estimated cost for 
Phase I is $100,000. It would 
involve having mechanics 
check, adjust and repair every 
univent, roof fan and air 
handler. 

"This action would provide 
immediate, permanent relief 
to the building occupants,"

subject of openable windows. 

Larson said, "I will not 
support getting windows that 
open because of the cost and 
effect on the system." 

He estimated it would cost 
$500 per window to install 
openable windows because all 
of the frames would also have 
to be removed and replaced. 

I-arson maintained that once 
the heating and cooling 
systems are operating 
properly, it will not be nec- 
cessary to open it would have a 
neqative effect on windows; 
and, in fact’ the system. 

Carol Morgan, a member of 
the Liaison Committee, 
conunenting on the rooms in 
North that now have windows 
that open said: "Those win¬ 
dows made the difference 
between bearability and un- 
bearability."

Grade reorganization and a 
four-year high school will be 
topics for School Committee 
exploration in the future. 

At a meeting of the Sub¬ 
committee on Declining 
F.nrollment and Building 
Utilization last week, the 
concepts came up and sub¬ 
committee members indicated 
they will be qone into in depth. 

Grade reorganization was 
tied in with school dosings and 
use of buildings as the sub¬ 
committee considered what 
closings to recommend to the 
full School Committee. 

Subcommittee Chairman 
Paul Ash, discussing the 
concept with members Honora 
Kaplan and Edward Prince, 
explained the history of 
Newton's junior high schools. 

He noted that a post-World 
War I baby boom coupled with 
theincreasingtendency of 
students to slay in schools past 
the eighth grade led to over¬ 
crowded schools, particularly 
an overcrowded Newton High 
School. 

Prior to that time, Newton 
had elementary schools for 
kindergarten through eighth 
grade and a four-year high 
school. 


When the overcrowding 
became a problem, the concept 
of junior high schools was 
introduced and the grades in 
Newton were reorganized. 

Ash commented that he was 
giving the history in order to 
indicate how great educational 
principle dictated the current 
school organization, necessity 
did. 

The subcommittee touched 
on a reorganization that would 
include elementary schools for 
grades K-5. middle schools for 
grades 6-8, and a high school 
for grades 9-12. 

South High School, Ash said, 
could become a four-year in¬ 
stitution in 1981. 

Grade reorganization on the 
north side of Newton would be 
accomplished by 1986. 

There is "nothing sacred" 
about grade organization," 
Supt. of Schools Aaron Fink 
told the subcommittee. 

The subcommittee approved 
3-0 a resolution to recommend 
moving toward a four-year 
high school and middle schools 
and to ask that middle schools 
be studied to determine what is 
the best organization for them.

Thelma Kelly 


Making doll house furniture is 
a labor of patience and love

"It's amazing what you can 
do with a bit of imagination,” 
says Thelma Kelly. Making 
doll house furniture requires 
skill, patience and the ability to 
transform odd bits and pieces 
into the detailed furnishings 
and accessories of a miniature 
livingroom, bedroom or parlor. 

Thelma Kelly, a resident of 
Auburndale, became in¬ 
terested in handcrafting fur¬ 
niture after buying a doll house 
for her two youngest girls. 
While checking prices for doll 
house furniture, Mrs. Kelly 
decided to make her own and 
she has been successfully doing 
so for the past three years. 

According to Mrs. Kelly, 
_ there is a revival of interest in 
doll house furniture. Originally 
begun in 18th century England, 
doll houses, or baby houses as 
they were then called, were a 
fancy of the nobility and would 
be fashioned aftresidences.er 
their own 

Today, most doll furniture is 
Victorian in style and requires 
careful attention to details. No 
piece can be more than seven 
inches tall and all are on a 
scale of one inch to one foot. 
Mrs. Kelly also makes fur¬ 
niture in Early American and 
Provincial styles, and crafts 
specially ordered pieces. 

The wood for doll house 
furniture must be soft and 
pliable so Mrs. Kelly uses balsa 
and bass wood; both are light 
in color and stain easily. 

To observe the crafting 
process, Mrs. Kelly explained 
how one secretary desk was 
made. She did the following: 
after locating a picture of what 
she wanted, Mrs. Kelly made a 
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pattern of the piece, cut the 
sections out of the balsa wood 
and then sanded the puzzle- 
pieces. Some furniture 
requires 30 separate pieces be 
cut-out from varying 
thicknesses of wood. 

After the pieces are cut,they 
are sanded. Sanding, insisted 
Mrs. Kelly is the most time 
consuming part of the ' 
process.The pieces of the desk 
were then stained, left for a 
day to dry, then glued and 
varnished. 

Now the desk is ready for its 
touches and "personality." 
The drawers, which slide in 
and out, are fastened with tiny 
gold knobs, two real candles 
are placed on the desk's top, 
and a blotter is laid on the 
writing table. Because the 
pieces are too small for metal 
hinges, Mrs. Kelly uses paper 
hinges to allow the cabinets to 
open and close. 

To create this desk took 
about three work-hours and, 
said Mrs. Kelly, "You have to 
really like it to spend the 
time." 

In her home work-area, Mrs. 
Kelly has a long tray filled with 
pins, buttons, gold snaps, 
brightly colored beads— 
ingredients for lamps, knobs 
and chandeliers. She has en¬ 
velopes containing patterns, 
neatly folded, small-print 
material remnants; pieces of 
rugs, and fur (for the bearskin 
rugs! i. She has an Exacto-tool 
set, varnish, stains, brushes 
and glue. She has the tools and 
she has the imagination. 

Among the other doll house 
treasures are: braided rugs, 
candlesticks and holders, 
lgrandfathermps and shades, a 
clock, velvet couches,and 
canopy beds. 

Thecanopy beds beautiful 
and dainty are designed by 
Mrs. Kelly. She makes the 
mattresses from foam rubber; 
bends the canopy rods by 
soaking strips of balsa wood in 


water then pinning and 
stretching the wood into shape; 
fashions the frames, sews the 
coverlets, and then adds a 
frilly pillow. 

Some of the bedroom sets, 
which may include a small are 
stained and some are painted, 
night stand or bench' The 
bedposts are decorated with 
tiny beaded pins and lace is 
added to trim the coverlet and 
pillow. 

Thelma Kelly was born in 
Medford and has lived in 
Auburndale for 23 years. She is 
the Room Service Operator for 
the Marriott and has worked 
there since its opening seven 
years ago. She and her 
husband George, a member of 
the Newton Police Depart¬ 
ment, have four children: 
Arthur, 20; Pam, 19; Janelle, 
11; and Doreen, 8. The Kelly’s 
also have three dogs. 

Mrs. Kelly has been 
displaying her work at antique 
and doll furniture shows, as 
well as at the Newton City Hall 
Craft Exhibit which is held 
each spring and fall. She sells 
from her home, and has 
recently been selling the 
furniture at the Marriott gift 
shop. 

The Women’s Educational 
Institute for Handicrafts, at 
Boylston Street in Boston, also 
features Mrs. Kelly's work, 
and she has pieces for sale at 
the “Nutshell Handcrafts," 
1306 Commonwealth Ave. in 
Boston. 

Mrs. Kelly touches, paints 
and shapes small items into a 
fantasy ballroom for a prin¬ 
cess, a feminine boudoir for a 
fashion model, or a sitting 
room for a child's best friend. 
Imagination does not just 
belong to the young, but also to 
those who have a part in 
making the make-believe come 
to life. Mrs. Kelly’s studio is at 
15 Ware road, Auburndale.

Newton South now must use 
Newton North faeilitie 
Just last week George 
Winkler, the school's athletic 
director, appeared at the 
School Building Advisory 
Committee to plead his case 
again for a real home football 
field and stands, a small house 
for storage and toilets, and a 
track around the field. 

Public Works Director Gene 
I -arson is w illing to use surplus 
money from North High 
bonding to build the facility. 

The area on which the field 
and track have been planned 
since the school was built has 
been declared a wetland by the 
state Department of 
Environmental Management 
and will be permanently 


barred from use if the Board of 
Aldermen adopts the wetlands 
act. 

Helen Heyn, secretary and 
member of the Conservation 
Commission, said this week 
that she had been surprised 
several year ago that no one 
from the School Department or 
the Public Works Department 
had ever appealed a ruling that 
stopped filling of the land in 
question. 

No one has determined 
whether there is enough room 
on the South site to ac¬ 
commodate a new field. 
Winkler said he thinks there is 
not, unless some of the 
wetlands land can be used or 
another sports field is taken. 

The Board of Aldermen could 
disapprove the Inland 
Wetlands Restriction Act in 
relation to the 22 designated 
sites in Newton. Disapproval 
would result in a six-month 
delay, while plans for the field 
could be drawn and 
negotiations for changing the 
wetland boundary could be 
carried on if necessary.

Small scolds mayor 
for Marriott leak 


Aid. Sidney Small, Finance 
Committee chairman, rebuked 
the mayor this week for 
revealing information recently 
on the new Marriott Hotel 
assessment and tax increase. 

Small said he was "very 
disturbed” that Mayor 
Theodore Mann at a news 
conference last week issued the 
information that the 
assessment had been raised on 
the Marriott and that the city 
would gain about $150,000 more 
taxes. 

"I can't understand why the 
mayor did not adhere to the 
ground rules we agreed on," 
Small said. The Finance 
Committee, the Board of 
Assessors and the mayor 
agreed not to give out in¬ 
formation independently, 
following another news con¬ 
ference of the mayor’s at which 
he hinted that the Marriott 
would be found owing the city 
for possibly several years' 
taxes. 

The slate Department of 


Corporations and Taxation has 
approved amending the tax bill 
for the 1975 and a new bill has 
been sent' Small said, 

"I expect more bills to go to 
the Marriott," Small added. 
City Solicitor Howard Levine is 
working on the possibility of 
collecting back taxes from the 
hotel. 

Meanwhile, Mayor Mann has 
indicated that he wants to work 
on a reorganization of the 
Assessing Department. One 
assessor has resigned and 
another may resign soon. 

The mayor may be leaning 
toward a department headed 
up by a single assessor with 
assistants, instead of the three- 
man board. 

A subcommittee of the 
Finance Committee consisting 
of Aid. Joan Saklad, John 
Stewart, Richard Bullwinkle 
and Edward 

Richmond has met with the 
mayor on the subject and 
expects to meet again when the 
mayor returns from vacation. 


has been displeased with the 
performance of the assessors 
in the Marriott Hotel tax case. 

Abatements granted the 
Marriott were challenged by 
Aid. Sidney Small and proved, 
at least fur the last year, to 
have been based on inaccurate 
figures furnished by the 
Marriott. 

The Marriott tax situation 
led to a confidential 
examination by the aldermanic 
Finance Committee of tax 
procedures for large 
businesses.

Blurry Blue Laws 

A number of business executives have 
written and telephoned to ask the status of 
the Sunday Blue Laws in Massachusetts as a 
result of the action by Bay State voters last 
month in recording themselves in favor of 
the repeal of the Sunday closing regulations. 

The rather vague answer is that the 
present situation is confused and fraught 
with uncertainty. 

The vote on the Blue Laws issue was only 
advisory. It did not have the force of law. as 
did the vote on some other referenca listed 
on the ballot. 

Technically, the Blue Laws are still in 
effect although Governor Dukakis intends to 
sponsor a bill early in the New Year which 
would allow each city and town inthe Com¬ 
monwealth to make its own decision' on 
whether the present Sunday laws should be 
repealed or continued in effect. 

Public opinionon that question is sharply 
split. There is no certainty the bill filed by 
Dukakis will be approved. Operators of 
many stores don’t want to open on Sundays. 
Many employees in those stores don’t want 
to work on Sunday. 

However, it is possible that the Blue Laws 
might be struck down by the courts before 
the matter is settled by the Governor, 
Legislature and local communities. That 
has happened in New York State and 
Connecticut. 

A test case is being precipitated by the 
Zayre Corporation, Critics of the Sunday 
Blue Laws point out that it is ridiculous that 
they prohibit a person from buying a pair of 
socks in Zayre's on a Sunday but allow him 
to purchase a pair of state lottery tickets on 
the Sabbalh. 

That, of course, is true. But the state and 
its laws are inconsistent in many ways, and 
the laws are still enforced. 


Better financially 

President Ford apparently took his defeat 
much harder than was first believed. 
Newsmen covering the White House report 
that he has been moody and virtually a 
recluse since the election, reluctant to talk 
with anyone.

The sibling syndrome in Plains

NEW YORK-The story of Jimmy 
and Billy is such a natural that some 
Freudian-minded playwright is cer¬ 
tain to make great drama out of it.

The one brother went to school and 
more school, became a physicist of 
sorts, a businessman, a state 
legislator, a governor and then—to 
everyone’s surprise-a president of 
the United States. His name was 
Jimmy. 

The other brother runs a service 
station in Plains, Ga. His name is 
Billy. 

They are alike in so many ways. The 
both smile a lot. They are both blessed 
with the motherhood of Miss Lillian. 
They arc both rooted in the same small 
lown with its now-famous folksy ways. 
They both aspired to public office. 

When Jimmy was elected president, 
he brought fame to his hometown. 
Some cheered; others moaned. 

Among the moaners was brother 
Billy, who felt that success would ruin 
Plains. The quiet town would now turn 
noisy. Its easy anonymity would be 
disturbed by newsmen, 
photographers, TV cameras and 
gawking tourists. As Billy put it, 
Plains "is going straight to hell," 
perhaps soon to become the Goin- 
morrah of Georgia. 

Now, Billy never said that brother 
Jimmy was to blame for ail this. That 
would have been unbrotherly. But, 
quite obviously, if JC had never run for 
and won the presidency, Plains would 
still be the plain old thing it has been 
these many, many years. 

To keep Plains what is always was, 
Billy decided to run for mayor. His 
campaign was simple: Don't change. 


He wanted his town to keep its ethosic 
purity. 

Underneath all this, a skilled 
Freudian would detect the subtle 
struggle between the brothers—the 
one for change and the other against it, 
the one bringing fame to Plains and the 
other fighting off the ravages of 
publicity. And then—the double 
denouement: 

Billy lost, by a vote of 90 to 71, to A.L. 
Blanton, a local Figaro who serves as 


an air traffic controller and part-time 
barber. The job pays $50 a month. 

Billy lost and JC stepped in to accept 
the blame. "People of Plains probably 
think they’ve got enough Carters 
winning elections," he said. "I think I 
cost him the election. He would have 
made a great mayor." 

But Billy refused to let his brother 
soothe his ire. Billy plans to build 
himself a cottage in the woods, away 
from the impending hustle and bustle 


of Plains. He also intends to chop down 
a big plastic Christmas tree that the 
town erected in a park near Billy’s 
filling station. He promised to do so if 
elected, and now he threatens to do so 
although he was not elected. 

To him, the Christmas tree is a 
symbol of the evil commercialism 
descending on his pristine parish. But 
to a penetrating Freudian, the tree- 
reminder of another JC—is bound to 
have deeper meanings. 


Is Dukakis' way the only way? By J.J. Smith, political analyst 


Michael Widmer, communications director for Michael 
Dukakis, has a sign displayed prominently on his office wall 
that undoubtedly epitomizes the governor's feelings as he 
looks back on the first two years of his troubled Ad¬ 
ministration. It reads: 

"When you're up to your ass in alligators, it is difficult to 
remuid yourself that your initial objective was to drain the 
swamp." 

Certainly, the past ofl-tumultos, soul-searching mouths 
for the young chief executive have seen many "alligators," 
fiscal and otherwise, rear their ugly heads, hi fact, Dukakis 
figuratively was well nigh eaten alive during this period. 

There have been many plusses and minuses in the 
Dukakis Administration, but even now his severest critics 
feel the governor is in far better shape now than he was one 
year ago this tune when he was being buffeted in the 
backlash from two whopping tax increases which violated 
his no-new-taxes campaign pledge. Recent polks reflect this 
turnaround. 

When Mike Dukakis took office two years ago, he made 
another pledge — that his Administration would be more 
open and that he personally would be more accessible. 
While he's received mixed reviews on the "openness" there 
is little question but that he has been more available to both 
the media and the public than any of his recent 
predecessors. 

As regards the press, Dukakis started off with weekly 
press conferences which he switched logically to bi-weekly 
when there simply wasn't enough news to warrant an ap¬ 
pearance every seven days. He is available for interviews 
with newsmen on short notice, too. 


Similarly, in the beginning the Dukakis Cabinet meetings 
were held on an "open" basis but this format was switched 
when some of his secretaries pressed to have the meetings 
open for the first half and closed for the second. 

There’s been a trend (for the better) lately for more 
randld discussion at these open Cabinet meetings on issues 
of concern to the Administration. While risky politically, 
this type tnternal policy dehate Inevitably provides the 
public with a better understanding of the often confusing 
stale governmental procedure. 

Perhaps the most meaningful contribution to "openness" 
made by his office during the Dukakis tenure resulted from 
his now-famous "town meetings." These meetings across 
the state provide easy access to the Governor for private 
citizens with questions and-or gripes about state govern¬ 
ment. its problems and Dukakis’ actions or proposals in 
handling such problems. 

Since taking over as Governor, DukakLs has held some 43 
"town meetings," and generally has been given good marks 
for his personal openness and candidness no matter how 
thorny the issues. While such govemor-to-citizen forums 
have provided the chief executive with a moving "plat¬ 
form" to float trial balloons and to defend his actions, they 
also provide the opportunity to learn of problems first-hand 
and to muster manpower from within his Administration to 
resolve such problems. 

Governor Dukakis is at his best at such "town meetings." 
He’s calm, collected and confident and displays his in¬ 
timate knowledge of virtually all phases of state govern¬ 
ment. Perhaps more than any chief executive since 


Governor Paul Dever some two decades ago, Dukakis 
knows what is going on in state government. 

The two-year tenure of Michael Dukakis has been a 
record of promises kept and promises broken. It has been a 
period In which, seemingly, the governor has matured In 
the sense that he now is more willing to concede, by deeds if 
not alway-s by words, that he doesn't know everything or 
always have the best solutions. This is a monumental 
turnaround for him. 

This writer has been a Dukakis-watcher for some 15 
years, during his eight years as state representative, 
during his long and lonely run for the governorship, and 
during his two years in the "comer office at the State 
House." 

While often severely critical, our basic perception of 
Dukakis since his early legislative days remains unchanged 
— he's a bright, innovative, likeable person dedicated to 
making state government work. Some in the news media 
reportedly have found him thin-skinned on personal 
criticism. Certainly, this writer has never found this to be 
the case, even after writing comments about him of a very 
harsh nature. 

The interesting thing to watch for from Dukakis as he 
starts the second half of his term is whether his political 
maturity continues, whether he demonstrates a genuine 
willingness to work in partnership with the Legislature in 
resolving the monumental problems that remain, and 
whether he can truly admit to himself and others that 
possibly, just possibly, his way may not always be the only 
way.

the junior high schools. In 
addition, the subcommittee 
seemed eager to implement the 
plan as soon as possible for 
Meadowbrook and Weeks and 
eventually to extend it to all the 
junior high schools in the city.

Vacant lots on Moulton 
Street in Lower Falls may 
become the site for low-income 
housing, unless the Newton 
Board of Aldermen will 
remove a restriction placed on 
those lots almost 10 years ago. 

The Newton Community 
Development Authority and 
the Newton Planning and 
Development Board face a 
choice of displeasing either the 
neighborhood or the aldermen 
in deciding what to do with the 
lots; taken by the old Newton 
Redevelopment Authority for 
an urban renewal project. 

Housing was to have been 
built there by the Newton 
Housing Authority, with the 
units reserved for displaced 
Lower Falls residents, but now 
the NHA is out of existence and 
the Community Development 
Authority has taken over its 
construction duties. 

A plan for Lower Falls ap¬ 
proved by the Board of 
Aldermen in 1968 and revised 
again in 1972 mandates that 
"subsidized housing" go on the 
land, which Lower Falls 
residents insisted remain 
zoned for single-family 
dwellings. 

Now few, if any, housing 
subsidy programs allow 
construction of single-family 
homes, the Board has 
discovered. 

Charles Thomas, chairman 
of the NCDA and Director of 
City Planning, believes that the 
new Congress may fund such 
programs in 1977, but the 
Board is dubious about waiting 
any longer to advertise the lots 
for sale to a developer. 

Funds may be available 
right now from a Chestnut Hill 
developer, but they may not 
cover single-family homes, 
Thomas then added. 

Carabetta, a Connecticut 
firm, won a permissive use 
from the aldermen to build 428 
units of luxury apartments 


next to the Chestnut Hill Mall 
in exchange for agreeing to 
provide 12 units of low-income 
housing within its Chestnut Hill 
Gardens complex. 

In addition, Carabetta 
agreed to pay $125,000 to build 
low-income units elsewhere in 
the city, to meet the rest of 
Newton's "ten percent policy." 

To date no site has been 
tagged for that housing. 

Thomas suggested that 
Moulton Street might be a 
possibility. 

At a meeting held by the 
Lower Falls Project Area 
Committee i IOPAO on Oct 25, 
residents voted to recommend 
other uses for the land. 

First, they favored using the 
lots as a "buffer zone” between 
the Spaulding and Slye office 
buildings, now under con¬ 
struction, and (he residential 
area on the west side of 
Moulton Street. 

Barring that, they prefer six 
single-family homes, 
privately-owned and 
developed. 

Thirdly, they suggested 
offering to sell the land to 
Spaulding and Slye with a 
restriction that a 50-foot buffer 
zone be maintained. 

The Board decided that the 
first idea is financially unsound 
for the NCDA and unfair to 
Spaulding and Slye, and the 
third has already been con¬ 
sidered and rejected. 

The second suggestion was 
deemed "workable", but may 
require going back to the 
Board of Aldermen to get the 
"subsidized housing" 
requirement removed. 

The Board approved sending 
a letter back to LOPAC 
detailing its answers to 
LOPAC's suggestions. 

Meanwhile, Miller asked 
Thomas to study the alter¬ 
natives and come back with 
recommendations at the next 
meeting. 


In other business, the NPDB 
and the NCDA approved a 
certificate of "substantial 
completion" for Spaulding and 
Slye's Building 1 but denied 
approval of the building's 
landscaping plans. 

Conditions placed on the 
landscaping include no salt use 
on the parking lot, by request 
of City Engineer Cynthia 
McCarthy; changes in the 
landscaping suggested by 
alternate NPDB member Otis 
Robtnson, who is an architect; 
and changing the plantings on 
the sloped section of the lot. 

The Board agreed to allow 
Spaulding and Slye to continue 
working on the site of Building 
2 and building 3, although they 


have not yet taken title to the 
land. 

At the request of NPDB 
member Harry Crosby and 
area residents, Gerald Early 
has sent a memo to Public 
Works Commissioner Gene 
(arson asking that Moulton 
Street be temporarily patched 
with "cold top." 

The patching would improve 
the road until a delayed repair 
job can be done in the spring. 

Both bodies approved an 
annual contributions contract 
for the Housing Services 
Commission's Section 8 
housing program and the 707 
rental assistance program. 

Next meeting of the NCDA- 
NPDB will be Jan 13.

Why Not Complota Your Sot For Th* Holiday? 
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Conservation staffer request rejected 


Galen St. bridge north lane closed 


The Newton Conservation 
Commission's proposal for a 
staff assistanthas met strong 
opposition from the city 
planning director, who wants 
them to make proper use of his 
planning staff instead. 

Charles Thomas told 
Commissioners Richard 
Staley, Helen Hcyn, Deborah 
Howard, and Dennis Ditelbcrg 
last week that the commission 
is not using staff resources now 
allotted to them in his 
department. 

"I can't provide the services 
to the Conservation Com¬ 
mission unless I am asked to do 
it!" Thomas said. 

A model job description for a 
conservation assistant drawn 
up by the Massachusetts 
Association of Conservation 
Commissions was before the 
commissioners for discussion 
at their Dec 15 meeting. 

Almost all duties described 
are now supposed to be handled 
either by a junior planner or by 
a secretary in the Planning 
Department, according to 
Thomas. 

A citizen body such as the 


Conservation Commission 
should not be burdened with so 
many day-today jobs as the 
commissioners have been 
doing, he said. 

Much of the "burden" has 
been borne by Secretary Helen 
Heyn, who said she usually 
finds the planning staff "so 
busy" that she docs the jobs 
herself. 

Hcyn and several other 
commissioners have also done 
considerable outdoor work to 
maintain paths and con¬ 
servation land now under the 
jurisdiction of the Newton 
Conservation Commission. 

As a result of the discussion' 
no slot for staff was added to 
the commission's 1978 budget. 

In reviewing budgetary 
matters with Thomas, com¬ 
missioners found they have 
spent about $10,400, slightlover 
half of their $20,428 budget for 
fiscal 1977. 

Two problems loom on the 
horizon. 

There is no money allocated 
it- a spring cleanup of the 
Webster C K 
VATION Area and other 


parcels managed by the 
commission, and the office in 
the rear of the city building 
department may have to be 
moved. 

CETA workers have been 
assigned to spring cleanup 
work for the past few years, 
but there is no CETA funding 
on the books for this spring, 
Commissioner Hcyn said. 

The office may have to be 
relocated because of an 
elevator that will be built at the 
south end of city hall. 

Budget requests for the 
Conservation Commission for 
fiscal 1978 will be substantially 
the same. 

Major changes are in ap¬ 
praisals (down from $10,000 to 
$7'200), maintenance (up to 
$7'500 but now spread over 
several categories and sup¬ 
plemented by CETA funds and 
volunteer labor), and the 
conservation fund (a new item 
at $25,000). 

Appraisal costs will cover 
only two acquisitions rather 
than three, as in 1977, while 
maintenance costs may have to 


be raised even more. 

City officials are just 
beginning to become aware of 
how much city-owned land is 
cared for by the Conservation 
Commission' Thomas said. 

Much of that care is 
"volunteer" labor done by the 
commissioners themselves or 
by other sympathetic in¬ 
dividuals. 

Of special concern is the 13- 
acre Norumbega Park land 
now under negotiation for city 
purchase. 

Commissioners let stand the 
current allotment of $100 for 
water and $3,000 for care of the 
deer at the Webster Con¬ 
servation Area Deer Park. 

The commission approved a 
proposed amendment to the 
Newton Conservation Fund 
ordinance, passed in July,1973, 
to permit appropriations to 
that fund by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

In addition, commissioners 
accepted Thomas' suggestion 
that $25,000 be requested for 
the fund in their 1978 budget. 

Conservation funds have 


been used effectively in other 
Massachusetts cities and towns 
to save up for small land 
purchases, Thomas said. 

In other business, the 
commission sent a letter to 
Aid. Eliot Cohen and the 
aldermanic I-and Use Com¬ 
mittee recomending approval 
of the 22 wetland restriction 
areas in Newton, with five 
small changes. 

The restrictions are 
essentially the same as those 
proposed by the state 
Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering earlier 
this fall. 

Ix>ts involved in the minor 
changes are on Winchester 
Street, Suffolk Road, Waban 
Avenue, Dudley Road, and in 
the Webster Conservation 
Area. 

The Conservation Com¬ 
mission will hold a wetland 
restriction (Hatch Act) 
hearing for some lots on 
Quinobequin Road at a.m. on 
Thursday, Dec 23. 

The next regular meeting of 
the commission will be Jan 2fi 
at city hall. 


Development Board split 
on check-signing policy

A disagreement split the 
Newton Planning and 
Development Board last week 
for the first time since the 
agency came into existence 
July 1. 

The dispute was over who 
should countersign checks for 
the Newton Community 
Development Authority, 
successor to the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority. 

Control will remain in the 
hands of citizen appointees on 
the NPDB. 

A proposed change in the 
NCDA bylaws would have 
allowed Gerald Early, now 
Director of Renewal and 
Rehabilitation under City 
Planning Director 
CharlesThomas, to countersign 
checks, rather than either 
Stanley Miller or Cecil Cad- 
well, citizen members of the 
— NPDB. 

Miller, chairman of the 
NPDB, and governor's ap¬ 
pointee Harry Crosby, just 
. named to the Board last month' 
were pitted against Board 
members Charles Thomas and 
David Lurensky. 

Thomas is the sole member 
of the Authority and also one of 
seven members of the NPDB, 
which must approve all votes 
and actions of the Authority. 

The remaining three 
members of the Board - 
Margaret Smith, Carol 
Robinson and Cecil Cadwell - 
were absent. 

None of the alternate 
members, who usually fill in 
for absentees, were present. 

As things stand now, Charles 
Thomas, the sole member of 
the Community Development 
Authority, signs checks and 
either Miller or Cadwell, who 
are treasurer and assistant 
treasurer, respectively, of the 
NCDA countersigns them. 

The proposal to change the 
bylaws to allow the Authority 
chairman tThomas) and the 


Director of Rehabilitation 
(Early i to sign checks for the 
housing assistance services 
account came before the 
monthly joint meeting of the 
NCDA and NPDB Dec 16. 

The change is needed, Early 
said, in order to pay com 
tractors who often want partial 
payment for their work, or to 
pay "small local contractors" 
who want to be paid on the spot. 

Lurensky supported Early's 
request, saying, “It may be 
crucial to unload a payroll." 

Federal law and GAO ac¬ 
counting standards require two 
signers on the agency's checks, 
according to Thomas. 

While Miller and Crosby 
questioned the need for any 
changes in procedure' Joel 
loighton supported Early. 

Leighton attended as non- 
voting representative of the 
Lower Falls. Project Area 
Committee. 

Miller argued for continuing 
the current system for one 
more month to see how much 
"chaos" occurs. 

"One day of delay won't 
make that much difference," 
Miller added. 

Lurensky disagreed, saying 
that delay affects a con¬ 
tractor's credit line. 

"We gave up the two 
signatures years ago in our 
association," Leighton said, 
suggesting an alternative 
system whereby the treasurer 
would get reports that a job 
had beep done before signing 
checks. 

Miller countered that he 
himself goes over checks 
written out by someone else 
and countersigns them for his 
own business, sometimes 
finding mistakes and items 
that he questions. 

"There's a rhythm to it - 
looking at the original 
documents," Miller added. 

Miller suggested a "com¬ 
promise" amendment 
requiring a payment schedule, 
a ten percent holdback, and 


final payment to be made by 
the original system (Miller or 
Cadwell countersigning ). 

Thomas objected to writing 
that "language" into the 
bylaws. 

Instead, Thomas said, things 
should be left as they stand, 
and "it will be the respon¬ 
sibility of the treasurer and the 
assistant treasurer to get the 
signing done." 

Miller denied that it was 
either his or Cadwell's 
"responsibility.” 

"I can be available at my 
house every Friday at 8 a.m.,” 
Miller stated, saying that any 
contractor was welcome to 
come then to have checks 
countersigned. 

"If you're not willing to 
search for a compromise, let it 
go as it is," he told Thomas. 

Furthermore, Miller said,he 
would take the responsibility 
for anyone not paid. 

With Thomas unable to get 
approval from the majority of 
the Board members present, 
he voted "no" for the NCDA on 
the proposed bylaw change. 

Unsure whether they should 
"ratify” his "no" vote, the 
Board took no action on the 
item. 

Earlier, Thomas refused to 
table the item so that it could 
be brought up another time.

“How do you get the non-sewer turned 
on to sewing?" 

Ann Terry, visiting Jordan Marsh 
Sewing Center for Vogue-Butterick, 
responds to the question with a quick 
laugh. "Oh that's easy ... if she’s real 
young, I'd help her choose the right 
pattern, an instant fashion in Butterick. 
She can really put together a dress and 
wear it after only one night's sewing . . . 
or a good looking top she can wear to 
work or wear with jeans. 

"One thing I would insist on. though, 
is that she choose a good fabric. So many 
people, because it's their first sewing 
experience, choose an inferior, sleazy 
fabric and it's just not worth the effort. 
Qiana is a lovely fabric, or use one that 
has a reputable name. Once the novice 
sewer has proven to herself that she can 
follow these easy patterns she will in no 
time make an entire wardrobe of tops, 
pants, jumpers and dresses." 

Which comes first, the fabric or the 
pattern? 

"It's hard to determine ... sometimes 
you can wander through the fabric 
department, fall in love with a design and 
then choose the pattern. On the other 
hand, when the new pattern books come 
out and you start looking through them, 
you can be inspired by the pattern and 
then hunt up the proper fabric. 

"I always suggest that women go to 
department stores and look at fash¬ 
ions there — see what's new and try 
on different outfits. Select the look that 
does the most for you, and then go to the 
pattern section and buy the pattern 
closest to what you've seen." 


How does one determine the correct 
pattern size? 

‘‘You really should have a friend 
measure you to find out the size pattern 
you should wear. You will notice the Body 
Measurements section on the back of the 
pattern — select the size that comes 
closest to yours. 

“And while we're talking about the 
reverse side of the pattern, I would like to 
suggest that the description of the pattern 
be read before you buy the pattern. For 
example, a pattern will read something 
like this: "Loose-fitting slightly-flared 
dress, in two lengths, with pockets in side 
seams, with or without self hemline ruffle 
and top or midriff top, with or without 
purchased lace trim . . ." The complete 
description leaves no "surprises" when 
you begin sewing the garment. 

What if the item so carefully sewn does 
not look good on you after all that labor, 
time and money? 

"Well, it does happen, even to me and 
I've sewn for years and years. I've found 
that if you've made a mistake on a gar¬ 
ment — perhaps it's not the right neckline 
or the waistline isn't as you would 
like it, don’t give up. What I’ve done is 
added a turtleneck, a piece of jewelry or 
even a blazer and the item becomes 
wearable. Once or twice I've sold the 
garment to friends who are delighted — 
they pay for the fabric and the pattern 
and know they've gotten a bargain!" 

How does one avoid the mistake of 
choosing the wrong pattern or fabric? 

"As far as the pattern, it’s important to 
shop the stores and try on garments 


similar to the ones you are Interested in 
sewing. For example, if you wanted to 
make a dirndl skirt, go to the store and 
try one on — if it's flattering fine, if not, 
forget the dirndl. I’ve found that many of 
my mistakes were in choosing colors 
which were not right for me. The easiest 
way of choosing fabric colors which are 
best for you is by putting the fabric next 
to your face and observing which colors 
do the most for you. 

"There's a woman in Denver who does 
this — she charges $35 for the ser¬ 
vice. Sheshas all these swatches of 
color and she puts them up to your face 
and checks many categories: whether 
you're fall, winter, spring or summer... 
if you're romantic, sportsminded, etc. 
She’ll suggest the hair coloring and cut 
best for you, proper makeup and actually 
take you shopping and assist you in 
making the correct clothes purchases. 
There is naturally a charge for this, but 
it's one way of not making errors in 
putting together your wardrobe. If you go 
to her only to find out the colors best for 
you, she gives you little swatches of 
colored fabric and when you go shopping, 
you just whip out your bits of fabric and 
you'll never go wrong. Perhaps someone 
in Boston does the same thing, it's really 
a very profitable business." 

Sometimes it's difficult to make the 
proper choice in fabric, now that some 
patterns stress "For knits only." Is it 
necessary to be that exacting? 

"Definitely! When a pattern says 'For 
knits only’ there can be two problems. 
First, some patterns are cut smaller, 


depending on the give of the knit to give 
proper fullness when the garment is 
sewn. Second, it Is possible that the 
pattern will call for knit fabric on the top 
only — this will be noted on the front or it 
will be on the back where the more 
detailed description is given. I cannot 
stress enough the importance of reading 
everything on the pattern — it's all there 
to help you. 

"And while we're on the subject of 
fabrics, there has been a swing back 
towards natural fibers . . . more 100 per 
cent cottons, linens, and you'll also find 
that many of these are blends with a 
higher percentage of natural fiber than 
synthetic such as 65 per cent cotton and 35 
per cent polyester which will be a little 
more comfortable to wear and gives you 
the beautiful quality of cotton plus the 
care of polyester. 

"I'm not recommending that we give 
up easy care fabrics, but I think it's great 
that we're getting back to natural fibers. 
Oh yes, when buying your woolens, 
examine the label because many will 
suggest that you d<5 not preshrink because 
it's already been done at the mill and if 
you preshrink it the company will not be 
responsible for the fabric." 

If you’re enthused about learning to 
sew, or would like to read about today's 
newest sewing techniques, Butterick has 
a 326 page book, “Ready, Set, Sew," for 
$4.95 covering all aspects of sewing from 
basic construction to the final finishing 
trines.

Stir in 2 
tablespoons dry white wine or sherry and 
4 teaspoon crushed fine herbes. Apply to 
chicken Ms hour before done. 

APRICOT GLAZE: In a small 
saucepan over low heat, stir two-thirds 
cup apricot preserves until melted. Stir in 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 1 tablespoon 
butter or margarine and 4 teaspoon 
EACH ground cinnamon and ground 
cloves. Makes about two-thirds cup 
sauce. Apply to chicken 4 hour before 
done.

SAUCE: In small saucepan over low 
heat, stir Ms cup whole cranberry sauce 
with 4 cup orange marmalade until 
melted and blended. Chill until ready to 
serve. Makes about 1 cup. Apply to 
chicken Ms hour before done. 

JELLY CHUTNEY SAUCE: In small 
saucepan over low heat, stir 4 cup apple 
or grape jelly with 4 cup chopped 
chutney until the jelly melts. Stir in juice 
of M 2 lemon and a dash each of salt and 
pepper. Makes about 3 i cup. Spread over 
chicken 4 hour before done. 

CHERRY FRUIT SALAD 

1 can 117 oz.) pitted sweet dark cherries 

2 pkgs. (3 oz. eo.) or 16 oz. pkg. cherry 
gelatin 

2 cups boiling water 

2 cans (84 oz. ea.) crushed pineapple 

4 cup chopped celery 
cup chopped pecans 

Drain cherries, measuring syrup. Add 
water to syrup to make 1 cup. Dissolve 
gelatin in boiling water. Add measured 
liquid and undrained pineapple. Chill 
until thickened. Stir in cherries, celery 


and nuts. Pour into individual molds or an 
8 -cup mold. Chill until firm, at least 4 
hours. Unmold. Serve with lettuce or 
garnish with celery leaves, if desired. 
Makes 7 cups or 14 servings. 

YAM PUDDING 
*2 cup sugar 
4 cup molasses 

One-Third cup margarine, melted 
1 teaspoon nutmeg 
lMs tcaspons cinnamon 
'-2 teaspoon salt 

3 eggs, beaten 
14 cups milk 

4 cups peeled and grated raw yams 
Combine sugar, molasses, margarine, 

spices and salt. Add eggs and milk. Stir in 
grated yarns, mixing thoroughly. Pour 
into greased 14 quart casserole. Bake in 
moderate oven, 350 degrees lMt hours.

1*2 cups chopped drained canned 
peaches 

1 cup heavy cream 

10 baked tart shells (See below ) 

In top of double boiler mix gelatine, 4 
cup sugar and salt. Beat together egg 
yolks & milk; stir into gelatine mixture. 
Place over boiling water; stir constantly 
until gelatine dissolves and mixture 
thickens slightly. Remove from heat. Stir 
in rum, brandy and nutmeg. Chill, 
stirring oceassionally, until mixture 
mounds slightly when dropped from a 
spoon. Beat egg whites until soft peaks 
form. Beat in remaining 3 1 cup sugar and 
continue beating until stiff. Fold into 
gelatine mixture with peaches.

TO PREPARE TART SHELLS:

The knee is the largest joint 
in the body and the one most 
commonly injured in athletics. 
But with an optical instrument 
the size of a ballpoint pen, an 
orthopedic surgeon can see the 
entire inside of the knee. 

At Nowton-Wellesley 
Hospital that optical in¬ 
strument called an arthroscope 
is now used in conjunction with 
television in the operating 
room for both teaching and 
documentation purposes. 

Although the arthroscope is a 
valuable instrument, until 
recently, it has been difficult 
for two surgeons to see through 
it simultaneously. Now with 
closed circuit TV in the 
operating room, several people 
can view the procedure, 
making it easier for a surgeon 
lo teach others how to do it. 

For example, once the 
surgeon has made his own 
examination of the knee, he 
can turn the arthroscope over 
to the student, step over to the 
video monitor and guide and 
I 1 instruct from there. The 
i|monitor also allows one or 
more persons to witness both 
'.examination and surgery done 
] arthroscopically. 

I A lens system clamps onto 
the arthroscope and splits the 
image inside the knee, 20 
percent to the surgeon’s eye

and 80 percent to a video tube. 
This is attached by cable to a 
control box containing the 
amplifying circuits of the 
camera which in turn can be 
connected to a video recorder 
and video monitor. 

The monitor permits one-to- 
one teaching in the operating 
room while the recorder stores 
the information on video tape 
for viewing or editing later. 

In addition to the educational 
advantages in video taping 
arthroscopy, Dr. John B. 
McGinty, chief of orthopedic 
surgery, cites its value in 
documentation. It lets the 
surgeon see and study the 
lesion he is going to operate on. 
With such a preview, he can 
then better plan his approaches 
and procedure. 

Also, the videotaped record 
has implications in relation to 
medical-legal liability and in 
evaluating original disability.

Here's to a Las 
Vegas loser' 
who laughs all 
the way to bank 

NEW YORK (UPT) - Ian 
Andersen is a gambler. Anyone 
who writes a book at the risk of 
losing a Job that pays $1,000 an 
hour has to be. 

Not to mention the 
"freebies” that go with it — air 
transportation, accommod¬ 
ations at top hotels, gourmet 
meals and wines In the Chateau 
Infite Rothschild (19591 class. 

All courtesy of the folks who 
are convinced he is a loser. 

Ian Andersen — for obvious 
reasons, not his real name — 
makes his living playing 
blackjack, and those free- 
spending folks are the l,as 
Vegas casinos who are making 
his career pay off in the six- 
figure range each year. 

They don't even know it, he 
says. "I act like a loser.” And 
that's a casino's favorite sort of 
person. 

"They really feel sorry for 
me." says Andersen. "They 
want me to win -■ and they go 
out of their way to help." 

That, in fact, is what his 
book, "Turning the Tables on 
Ins Vegas," (Vanguard Press, 
$10) is about — how he makes 
that kind of money and how 
you, properly trained and 
properly self-disciplined, can 
do the same. 

There are the inevitable 
news and television interviews, 
and the photographs, and with 
each Andersen runs a risk — 
that of being unmasked, of 
having the casinos find out 
their pigeon Ls actually a cat 
grown fat at their expense. 

"If the casinos figure out who 
I am," he said between bites of 
a roast beef sandwich, "the 
book will have amounted to a 
grievous error." 

Grievous error, Indeed. It 
would mean, he says, his 
banishment — perhaps for life 
— from every casino in Las 
Vegas. From golden egg to 
cooked goose. 

Andersen says he wins about 
$1,000 an hour for the average 
of (10 hours a month he puts in 
at the tables. He speaks 
vaguely of "six figures" when 
asked how much a year he 
pulls in, but it doesn't take 
much arithmetic to figure that 
at $200,000, perhaps better. 

Depending, of course, how 
many weeks or months he 
takes off to fly to Paris to buy 
Pierre Cardin suits and the 
like. 

Aren't the casinos going to be 
more than a bit curious when 
he shows up on television 
promoting a book that can beat 
their system, and proclaiming 
himself a wealthy example of 
how it can be done? 

“What you see isn’t really 
me," he says, leaning slightly 
over the table. 

What the interviewer sees is 
a slender, 40ish-louking man 
(he's actually 38), dark hair 
slightly graying at the temples, 
moustache, eyebrows perhaps 
a bit heavy, eyes shaded by 
octagonal-framed glasses that 
are thick and tinted. 

A closer look, and the pan¬ 
cake makeup is evident, as is 
the work of an eyebrow pencil. 
Perhaps the gray of the liair, 
too, came from a bottle. 

Andersen was born in New 
York city and grew up in 
Minnesota, but he can and does 
use a soft Southern drawl tliat 
rings true. 

An effective disguise — 
except for the hands. He looks 
almost self-consciously at the 
pianistlike fingers. 

"1 guess I’ll Just have to hide 
them on television," he laughs. 

He flatly refuses to disclose 
his real name — the one he can 
and must play under in Las 
Vegas. 

But why write a book 
anyway? Why run the risk, 
with all It entails? 

"Money," he says simply. 
Andersen made his first trip 
to las Vegas 10 years ago. It 
was a disaster. What he 
learned quickly was that it’s 
one Hung to beat the system. 
Being allowed to do so is 
something else again. 

Blackjack, or twenty-one^ 
pits player against dealer. The 
name of the game is to get 
closest to a total count of 21 
laces count one or 11, face 
cards 10, other cards at fact* 
value) without exceeding it, or 
"busting." 

There are several books on 
the subject winning systems at 
blackjack, most of them in¬ 
volving a player’s keeping a 
general count of the number of 
aces and face curds left in the 
deck. Andersen says a surplus 
of nines, 10s and aces in the 
deck favors the player. A 
surplus of small-value cards 
favors the house. 

Armed with that knowledge, 
a copy of Dr. Edward Thorp’s 
"Beat The Dealer" and slake 
money. Andersen headed for 
the Isis Vegas casinos

According to Dr. Irwin 
Freedberg, head of der¬ 
matology at Beth Israel, the 
new drug, ARA-AMP (Adenine 
Arabinoside 5 Monophosphate) 
is expected to foster quicker 
healing, reduce discomfort and 
decrease frequency of 
recurrences of cold sores. 

“Herpes Simplex is a skin 
virus transmitted by contact," 
explains Joan Clark, R.N., 
head nurse in dermatology. 
“Once you get it, the virus 
remains dormant in your 
system. Recurrences can be 
triggered throughout your life 
by a variety of things depen¬ 
ding on the individual. Some 
people suffer from cold sores 
after physical trauma such as 
chapped lips or sunburn. 
Others react to a cold or fever, 
stress or fatigue." 

Under the guidelines of the 
NIH contract, the Beth Israel

To document the 
healing process, cultures, 
blood samples and photos of 
the lesion will be taken each 
day that the medication is 
applied. Additional blood 
samples will be taken on the 
10th and 20th day after 
treatment begins.

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BLACKWOOD, h J. (UPI) -

Eagles' defensive lineman

Police said Roxanne Gay, 26.

atrocious assault and battery- 
just a few hours after her 
husband was stabbed in the 
throBi and died at John F 
Kennedy Memorial Hospital in 
nearby Stratford early Mon¬ 
day. 

The couple's ground-floor 
apartment showed signs of a 
struggle, including overturned 
furniture and large blood 
stains in the foyer and the 
steps. 

Camden County Prosecutor 
Thomas Shusted said the Gays' 
daughter, Fonda, slept in their 
$260-a-month garden apart¬ 
ment during the argument. 

Friends of Gay. a 255-pound 
veteran of three years in the 
National Football League, said 
they were unaware of any 
domestic problems that might 
have led to the stabbing. 

"He always seemed to be 
with his family," said a 
spokesman for the Eagles, who 
first signed the Fayetteville 
iN.C.l State graduate during 
training camp last year. 

Gay moved from the 
Oakland Raiders to the San 
Diego Charges and then to the 
New York Jets since he entered 
the league in 1973. He finally- 
earned a starting berth on the 
Eagles. 

Coach Dick Vermeil de¬ 
scribed Gay as a "hardworking 
guy who was very much 
respected among the squad. He 
was a very warm person. He 
gave a lot It’s Just a shock." 

Eagles’ spokesman Jim Gal¬ 
lagher said, "He was a 
beautiful guy. He was a good 
guy." 

Gallagher said he last saw 
Gay at a Christmas party given 
by Eagles Dec. 11. "His wife 
and little daughter were there 
and he was enjoying himself, 
said Gallagher.

Medical devices often inadequate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Disabled Americans who must 
use wheelchairs or other medical devices are stuck often 
with expensive but inadequate or ineffective products, a 
public Interest group said today. 

"Many members of the medical equipment industry 
continue to deny their customers minimal expectations of 
reliability," said the Disability Rights Center in a 
statement. “Quick warranty repair, reasonably pneed 
merchandise, or products customed to the needs of the user 
are legitimate consumer demands. 

"By disguising themselves as extensions of the medical 
profession," the group said, "medical equipment dealers 
have ehided these requirements of responsive marketing." 

The center, funded by Ralph Nader's Public Cttiien Inc 
and by the Levinson Foundation, released a report on 


consumer experiences in three areas — wheelchairs, home 
respiratory equipment and artificial breasts for women 
who have undergone surgery. 

One survey of wheelchair users, it said, showed 34 per 
cent of those asked were not satsified with the product, with 
complaints that included "faulty brakes, shoddy and some¬ 
times flammable upholstery' and unreliable wheels and 
tires." 

In addition to high prices the report cited retail 
distributors who sometimes “have no expertise to offer 
consumers" and "slow and inefficient service of the 
product." 

It said little or no training often accompanies home re¬ 
spiratory devices, so poor care and cleaning of the product 
sometimes results in a setback for the patient and a return 
to the hospital.

...a special gift shop brings holiday happiness 


With the soft strains of “I’m dreaming 
of a White Christmas" in the background, 
men who could not get out for Christmas 
shopping because they are patients in the 
West Roxbury V.A. Hospital, slowly 
streamed into the recreation room. There 
due to the efforts of the American Legion 
Auxiliary Units were tables piled high 
with gifts for the men from which to 
select something special for their 
families. 

It was all provided without cost to the 
veterans. 

For one year units throughout the 
United States have been gathering gifts 
which are all donated. According to Mrs. 
Mary I. Woodhouse, this is the 28th year 
for the Department of Massachusetts in 
which gifts have been distributed to 
hospitalized veterans at the V.A. 
Hospitals in Bedford, Boston’ Brockton, 
Northampton and West Roxbury. They 
have also been distributed at the Chelsea 
and Holyoke Soldiers Homes. 

Technically the gifts are to be worth 


only one dollar, but one glance at the 
tables revealed that very few, if any, 
were worth that—most were worth much 
more. “We’re just good shoppers," said 
Mrs. Woodhouse wryly. She added that 
members of the units know about the 
project in advance and begin to shop for it 
the day after Christmas to take ad¬ 
vantage of sales. 

In 1976, she said, there were 19,938 gifts 
distributed to the hospitals. The West 
Roxbury V.A. Hospital is handled, said 
Mrs. Woodhouse, by American Legion 
Auxiliary Unite Units in Norfolk County 
under Mrs. Ruth Messier of Brookline 
Unit and “our V.A.V.S. Representative." 

At West Roxbury, the gifts were 
displayed with great care and divided 
into an order to make selection easier. 
The recreation room was gaily decorated 
with a Christmas tree and a Santa and the 
atmosphere was warm and festive. 
Volunteers were around to help the men 
with selection. 

Among the “eariy bird" shoppers 


selecting gifts for their families were 
Gene White and Ralph Berry. White was 
thrown from his automobile a few years 
ao o and has been paralyzed since. 

Berry, in 1953, went to a lake with a 
group of friends. They were all fooling 
around, diving. He took one Last dive and 
broke his neck, paralyzing him. 

For the men who could not leave their 
beds, gift carts were wheeled around 
piled laden with presents they could 
choose. Volunteers such as Mrs. 
Woodhouse and Mrs. Messier put in 
countless hours, sorting the gifts, making 
a roster list for each patient and 
decorating the hall and carts. They also 
gift wrapped each selection and when, 
necessary the items were mailed, also at 
no cost to the men.

Any of the leftover gifts are taken over 
to Wrentham State Hospital and Medfield 
State Hospital. 

Mrs. Woodhouse, a past director, has 
been active int in the American Legion 


for 17 years. She said she was "weaned” 
on the legion. Her late motherin mother- 
in-law, Agnes Woodhouse, began to be 
active in the Legion out of gratitude for 
her the safe return of her two son from 
wartime service. 

Upon the senior Mrs. Woodhouse's 
death, the family requested that 


donations be sent to the Legion and 
through this were able to purchase a 
recording set from the $1400 collected. 

Until recently, the youngers Mrs, 
Woodhouse worked full time always 
finding time to fit in her volunteer efforts 
because, like others who give of them¬ 
selves, "when I leave here, 1 feel like I 


really did something." 

Because of the unit's generousity in 
time and effort, Christmas morning will 
hold a special surprise for many families. 
It will also hold a special feeling of 
happiness on the part of the men who 
were able to give—and a special feeling 
of joy on the part of those who par¬ 
ticipated in the effort.

Belfast women 
peace movement

DUBLIN (UPI) — After four 
months of rallies and marches, 
Belfast's peace women have 
begun phase two of their 
campaign to rebuild Northern 
Ireland's shattered community 
life "street by street." 

The Women’s Peace Organi¬ 
zation, founded in August by 
Mrs. Betty Williams and Miss 
Mairead Corrigan after three 
young children were crushed to 
death by a wounded gunman's 
getaway automobile, wound up 
its mass public rallies with a 
symbolic demonstration Dec. 5 
at the scene of the famous 17th 
century Battle of the Boyne. 

In that battle Protestant 
King William of Orange 
defeated the Catholic forces of 


King James II in a victory still 
celebrated by Northern Ireland 
Protestants each July 12 . 

"Let the historians reoord," 
said Miss Corrigan, "that on 
Dec. 5,1976, another battle was 
begun on the Boyne - the 
battle for peace." 

Miss Corrigan said the Boyne 
site had been chosen because of 
its symbolism in Northern 
Ireland. "Much of our sec¬ 
tarian hatreds flowed from 
that battle,” she said. "We 
wanted to give something new 
in its place.” 

Mrs. Williams and Miss 
Corrigan said that the next 
phase of their campaign to end 
the seven years of violence in 
Northern Ireland would be at 
the local level.

Home made sauerkraut— 
Since it's been a good year for 
cabbage many of you may 
want to make your own 
sauerkraut. Here's a good 
recipe passed along by a 
reader who's made kraut for 
years. "I call it the 'jar' 
packing method, and it's very 
simple. I have a long, narrow 
wooden stomper which just fits 
into the mouth of the quart jar. 
I shred the cabbage and spread 
three tablespoons of salt in one- 
third portions, during the tight 
packing of the jar. 1 really 
press and stomp it down very 
tight, until it eventually makes 
its own juice. I keep the jar in a 
pan, in order to catch the juice 
as it finally flows over the top 
of the jar as I am packing. I 
can usually get about two 
heads of cabbage into one jar, 
this of course depends upon the 
size of the heads. I leave about 
two inci»es of space in order to 
pour the escaped juice back 
into the jar. I seal it completely 
in either glass top, or metal top 
jars. 

"I place the sealed jars in a 


cardboard box and wait until it 
has 'worked' out, which Is 
approximately three weeks or 
more, and then after six weeks, 
it's ready for use. This is a 
wonderful recipe and makes 
delicious kraut, and you do not 
have the sharp taste in this 
home kraut, the one you often 
have in the sharp-tasting 
commercially cannet kraut. 
Also, you do not have the odor 
from 'working' kraut that you 
might have in your basement, 
while the 'crock' kraut is 
maturing."

Small Gardens Can 
Be Big Producers 
PROVO, Utah lUPl) - 
Measuring production of dif¬ 
ferent sized garden plots, a 
researcher at Brigham Young 
University found that a 5-by-5- 
foot plot could yield 59 pounds 
of produce in a growing season, 
while a plot twice as large 
could produce 180 pounds. , 
Frank Williams also found 
that a 2ft-by-20-foot plot could 
yield 485 pounds of produce, 
and a 50-by-50-foot garden, 
than 1,777 pounds of 
vegetables. 

William's project is designed 
to provide information for 
gardeners worldwide on how 
and where to plant their gar¬ 
dens, what to plant and how 
much and how to harvest and 
store the food. 

Testing crop production for 
apartment gardeners, he found 
a 10-inch pot can produce 2.8 
pounds of tomatoes or 2.32 
pounds of cabbage in 58 days, 
.29 pounds of carrots in 42 days, 
.79 pounds of swiss chard in 42 
days, or 2.3 pounds of zucchini 
in 58 days. 

In a patio garden, 60-by-21- 
by-11 inches, Williams grew 
5.45 pounds of pole beans, swiss 
chard, peas, cabbage, parsley 
and tomatoes in 63 days. 

Williams said these yields 
stop far short of the 1,154 
pounds of vegetables eaten 
annually by an average family 
iof four, but they can help 
supplement the diet, and 
satiky those who maintain 
ihomegrown vegetables taste 
Ibetter than the store-bought 
'kind

Review 


Otherwise Engaged' good and bad

The crux of the matter is 
there are two levels on which a 
play can be assessed: the 
artistic level and the en¬ 
tertainment level At this time, 
it would be pointless to argue 
I he relative merits of the two. 
Yet, no matter what the con- 
clu.uon is, neither should be 
ignored. 

"Otherwise Engaged" is 
unique in that I've yet to see 
another play where both 
considerations are at such 
extreme poles. On an artistic 
level, "Otherwise Engaged" is 
exceptional, on an en¬ 
tertainment level it is equally 
dismal. 

. Written by Simon Gray, the 
author of "Butley,” this play is 
about a man named Simon 
Bench who is emotionally 
detached from the events 
surrounding him. His is an 
extreme version of "don't rock 
the boat," though the boat is 
sinking. 

Bench prefers not to dwell on 
matters that may trouble him, 
choosing instead to side-step 
them gracefully. He would 
much rather accept the fact to 
himself that his wife is having 
an affair than to confront her 
with it and have to speak about 


it Each of the play's 
characters interact eventually 
with Bench; and when the 
going gets rough, he chooses 
his words oh-so-carefully in 
dealing with the person. The 
end result is that the person he 
deals with is verbally 
devastated in a nonchalant 
manner and repelled by him. 

Dave is a lower class boarder 
that does his best to get under 
Bench's skin, almost to no 
avail. The sole instance that 
Bench is not gracious with 
Dave is when the latter asks to 
borrow a special coffee set. A 
seemingly minor matter gets 
lo him when far more im¬ 
portant matters are obscured. 
His older brother, Stephen, is 
concerned about his chances 
for a modest new job; Bench 
all but tells him, "Yes, it is 
modest." 

Later, his enthusiasm about 
the new job fails to excite 
Bench. 

Jeff is Bench's drunken 
friend. Davina is Jeff's 
girlfriend who has come to 
Bench with a manuscript to be 
published (Bench is a book 
publisher). Bench rebuffs 
Davina, bare breasts and all. 

Mr. Wood is a faintly 
remembered school chum of 
Bench, who remembers the 


adolescent Hench as the pretty 
boy all the upperclassmen 
slept with. Wood, too, cannot 
addle Hench. Seemingly 
unaffected, Hench unnerves 
his quarry who so fully ex¬ 
pected the shoe to be on the 
other foot. 

Only Bench's verbal sword¬ 
play is admirable. His social 
manner cannot even be con¬ 
sidered social, by definition. 
There is no emotional interplay 
whatsoever. Bench's 
seemingly content world is 
merely a bubble of his own 
making. He is content because 
he acknowledges no trouble. 
Yet the trouble exists just the 
same. Realizing what is real 
and what isn't real is 
something that Hench will 
have great difficulty doing. All 
of the above is made very clear 
in Gray's excellent script. 

On the other hand, all of the 
above can be very boring if one 
is not enamored of 
stratospheric intellect. A 
sizeable portion of the audience 
couldn't wait to leave, many 
muttering that it was the worst 
thing they’d ever seen. 

All that happened was that 
one character exited while 
another entered, one after 
another. New character, new 
problem. Complaints can be 


made that many lines were 
inaudible. While the nudity and 
the language may have 
shocked some, the lack of an 
underlying spark alienated the 
rest. You've seen one scene, 
you’ve seen them all. It gets 
monotonous. So if you want to 
shell out $9.90 and have no fun, 
this is the place. 

Usually, the relative ex¬ 
cellence, or lack of it, between 
a artistic merit and en¬ 
tertainment merit is the same. 
It confounds me how such an 
artistically excellent show can 
be so unappealing. For this 
reason, I cannot see any 
measure of success for 
"Otherwise Flngaged" on 
Broadway. 

Tom Courtenay, as Hench, 
handles his dialogue 
magnificently. His manner is 
appropriately unaffected. 

Michael Lombard was ex¬ 
cellent as Wood, whose mild 
manner did not restrict 
noticeable strength, Stephen is 
energetically played by John 
Horton. 

Beth Hench, the adulterous 
wife, is marvelously played by- 
Carolyn Lagerfelt in a manner 
which conveys the 
astonishment at how unaf¬ 
fected her husband can be.

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Data sought 
for aldermen's 
pay increase

Salary increases proposed for the 
mayor and members of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen remain stalled, with 
no consensus among the 21 aldermen 
regarding their pay and lots of questions 
about the reason for the proposed $600 
increase. 

The Citizens' Committee to Study 
Salaries of the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen will be summoned to the next 
session of the Legislation and Rules 
Committee to explain the $600 amount. 

Aldermanic salaries of $1200 now in 
effect were originally meant to cover 
expenses, according to several aldermen. 

A recommendation to increase the 
mayor's salary from 

$27,500 to $37,500 beginning in January, 
1078, was not questioned. 

Members of the legislation and Rules 
Committee were critical, however, of the 
lack of data on comparable positions in 
other Massachusetts communities to 
back up the proposed i-ncrease in 
aldermanic pay. 

The $600 aldermanic increase was 
suggested "because of the general 
economic conditions and increased 
demands on the time of aldermen’" 
according to the Citizens ' Committee 
report. 

"This city is way under cities one-third 
its size," said one alderman. 

"Clearly we have too large a Board," 
said another. 

Some aldermen believe there should be 
no pay at all, others think there should be 
no increase, some want only committee 
chairmen to get more, andstillothers 
believe everyone should get more. 

Aid. Susan Schur, who keeps records of 
her aldermanic expenses, says her yearly 
costs for postage, paper, telephone calls 
and babysitting exceed the $1200 now 
paid. 

Unlike many other aldermen, she has 
no full time paying job and she cannot

Most members present chose the 
proposal submitted by Childs Bertman 
Tseckares, architects, as his or her first 
choice for site plan and internal plans, 
but not the estimated$400 average 
monthly rent. 

The CBT plan would involve no 
payment to the city for purchase of the 
land and building, but would pay the city 
$50,000 for the land that is to be used for a 
playground for neighborhood children 

Requests for proposals specified that 
the outside appearance of the building be 
essentially preserved, that housing for 
the elderly be provided; that a play area 
for neighborhood children be provided; 


and that the long-term financial impact to 
the city be considered. 

The City Planning Committee con¬ 
sidered four proposals presented by 
Planning Director Charles Thomas, who 
issued the requests for proposals. 

The CBT proposal was the favorite over 
those submitted by three other architect- 
developer firms, all of which suggested 
from 32 to 36 apartments in the building, 
with basically the same site plan 

Thomas said, "The Childs Bertman 
Tseckares proposal offers the fewest 
problems and the best long-term return to 
the city." He added that he had presented 
the CBT plan to West Newton neighbors, 
who agreed that the CBT plan was the 
best. 

Other proposals would have paid the 
city more over a five-year period or more

He leaves his mother, Beatrice Davol, 
and his brother, Edwin W. Jr., both of 
Newton. 

He was buried in Newton Cemetery.

Municipal problems dominated Newton 
In 1976. 

To deal with the problems, the Board of 
Aldermen and its committees, which now 
number at least 12. met more and more 
uften, and got less and less accomplished. 

1976 was the year of the word. 

JANlARY 

A new open meeting law went into 
effect Jan. 1, opening up further the 
process of government. Coupled with the 
new public records law of a year before, 
government and its operation became 
more and more open to the citizens. 

Funeral services were held for Victor 
Taghenti, Buildings Commissioner, who 
died of a heart attack at age 49. 

The newly elected School Committee 
rescinded a vote of the ousted committee 
to close the Memorial School in Oak Hill. 

The conversion of the old F. A. Day 
School was approved by the Board of 
Aldermen to become the new Education 
Center of the School Department 

School Committee submitted a $30.8 
million budget, less than 1 percent above 
the previous year. The closing of Newton 
Junior College, wholly supported by the 
city, and declining school enrollment 
helped the superintendent of schools to 
keep to a near-zero increase 

The federally funded community 
development program began, and 
$160,000 was allocated for housing 
rehabilitation in Nonantum, West 
Newton, and Newton Comer. 

FEBRUARY 

An ice jam at the Moody Street dam 


caused severe flooding on Malvern 
Terrace, Auburndale. 

Mayor Theodore Mann seriously 
considered running against Cong. Robert 
Drinan in the fall election 

The city’s real estate revaluation was 
expected to meet the June 30 deadline for 
implementation. 

Stephen I^nciloti was named "Mayor 
for a Day" after getting the most pledges 
to recycle glass and cans in a contest 
sponsored by the city. 

A municipal budget of $30.3 million was 
presented by the mayor, who also an¬ 
nounced that he intended to discontinue 
rubbish collection by the city work force 
and thereby precipitated a six-month 
battle with the Board of Aldermen. 

Mayor Mann wanted to give the rubbish 
collection to a contractor, a move he said 
would save more than $4 million. City 
w orkers threatened to strike over the loss 
of 91 jobs. 

The School Committee passed a gross 
budget of $32.4 million, including all 
reimbursements. 

The Bigelow House, 742 Dedham St., on 
Oak Hill, was acceplfor inclusion into the 
National Register of Histone Places. The 
building, adjacent to the Peabody School, 
was suggested for conversion to apart¬ 
ments by a committee set up to make 
recommendations on use of surplus 
municipal buildings. 

The Newton Housing Authority sought 
bids on 60 units of housing for the elderly 
at Paul Street, Newton Centre. 

Emil G. (Genel l-arson was confirmed 
by the Board of Aldermen as the city's 
first Public Works Commissioner, ef¬ 
fective April 1. 

The stale program of learning what 
cities and towns want for future growth 


began as local growth policy committees 
all over the state started meeting. The 
citizen groups were to prepare a report 
for the Office of State Planning. 

A blood drive was put into motion for 
Newton South High 1968 Louis DiFazio, 
who suffered from leukemia. 

Newton North’s hockey team ended its 
season with a 10-8-2 season; Newton 
South's record was 0-21-0. 

MARCH 

Morris Udall won the primary in the 
Newton Democratic presidential 
preferential primary; Ford took Newton 
for the Republicans. 

Judge Franklin Flaschner died 
unexpectedly in Florida at the age of 54. 

School Department budget director 
Harry Vienneau resigned, less than a 
year after the School Committee suit 
against the city for a budget cut of 
$500,000 in 1975. 

Mayor Theodore Mann filed a bill to 
delay 100 percent revaluation. 

Underwood School, hoping for 
renovation for many years, was given the 
go-ahead for a new study for a smaller- 
scale remodeling than had once been 
planned. 

Neighborhood opposition began to build 
against the Paul Street iNewton Centre) 
housing for the elderly. 

The School Committee voted 6-3 not to 
allow program pairing of Angicr School 
in Waban with the Ellis School in Kox- 
bury. Children frem Angler would have 
visited the Ellis School 10 times in one 
semester. The uproar over the denial 
elicited comment from Boston 
newspapers and radio and television 
stations. 

Joseph G. Bradley, former Democratic 


state representative, was appointed to 
the Election Commission. 

Billboards in Auburndale and Newton 
Highlands were finally voted down by the 
Board of Aldermen but faced a court fight 
against their removal. 

The Myrtle Baptist Church installed a 
new minister, Rev. Robert L. Littlejohn. 

Former City Treasurer Theodore 
Scafidi pleaded innocent to eight counts 
of conflict of interest arising from 
negotiations with a prospective employer 
for whom he subsequently went to work. 

Paintings worth $150,000 were 
recovered in Revere which had been 
stolen from a Chestnut Hill home . 

Mayor Mann announced that he had 
made a "firm decision" not to oppose 
Cong. Robert Drinan in the September 
Democratic primary for Fourth District 
representative. 

APRIL 

Another plan was presented to the I .and 
Use Committee for the development of a 
large parcel of land on Stanton Avenue at 
Washington St., Auburndale. Once the 
site for a propsed “life care center" for 
the elderly, the developers now proposed 
a luxury apartment house for the elderly. 

The Board of Aldermen passed a $65.7 
million total city budget which contained 
no money for rubbish removal, $775,000 
was put into budget reserve' The Board of 
Aldermen deleted the money as the only 
method it had to prevent Mayor Mann 
from carrying out his plan to abolish 
municipal rubbesh collection and 91 jobs. 

The budget was also short $183,000 for 
manning one fire pumper. 

The MBTA came under fire twice at 
"public forums" planned for citizens by

Robbery ruled out 
In bludgeon murders 


An 82-year-old Newton real estate 
lawyer and his wife were beaten to death 
in their Chestnut Hill home around 
Tuesday noon by persoas who were 
probably after legal records, according to 
Newton police. 

William Herbits, 82, and his wife, Julia, 
72, were found bound and bloody in the 249 
Commonwealth Ave. home at 3:17 p.tn, 
bv their daughter, Harriet Allen of 
Brookline, and her son, Peter, 25. 

Herbits was found face down near the 
front door. His hands had been tied with 
cord but it was cut before he died. Police 
theorize that he was able to cut the rope 
with a knife found at the scene covered 
with blood. 

Mrs. Herbits'head was bludgeoned with 
a 45-60 pound statue in her second-floor 
bedroom, where she was found fully 
clothed and bound with cord. 

(apt. Walter Drew of the Newton 
Detective Bureau said, "Robbery was not 
a motive in the traditional sense." 

"Two or more intruders were probably 
looking for documents, contracts, or even 
tape recordings," Capt. Drew said, 
noting that no valuables in the house had 
been touched. 

Furniture overturned in the house 
indicated that Herbits had put up a 
tremendous battle against his assailants, 
police said. 

Herbits was a prominent land- 


development expert and real estate 
lawyer, who despite his age was in 
vigorous health and maintained an active 
practice. He had an office at 44 School St., 
Boston. 

Police said that Herbits was involved in 
cases that may have resulted in criminal 
charges being brought against his ad¬ 
versaries in some eases. 

Newton police had interviewed the 
daughter to find out about her father's 
associates and clients, one of which is

Two bills to increase police 
protection in the Com¬ 
monwealth have been filed by 
Sen. Jack Backman for the 1977 
session of the legislature. 

Under the first bill, the state 
would pay 70 percent of the cost 
of any additional foot 
patrolmen in cities or towns 
over the January, 1977, level. It 
would also allow for federal 
reimbursement where ap¬ 
plicable, and for citizen review 
councils to act as advisory 
groups in deployment of new 
patrolmen as well as function 
as a communications link. 

The second Backman bill 
provides for police protection 
for residents of housing 
operated by a housing 
authority and for a tenant 
orotection advisory council. 
I'his legislation would 
recognize the need for state 
support for localities in 
maintaining adequate security 
in public housing projects. 

In order to encourage cities 
and towns to take advantage of 
the bill’s provisions, a sub¬ 
stantial incentive for 
municipalities to create more 
police openings for public 


housing has been incorporated 
into the legislation. The state 
would pay 70 percent of the cost 
of providing new police in 
housing projects. 

“For the average citizens of 
Massachusetts," said Sen. 
Backman, "the fear of crime 
has become an accepted part of 
everyday life. My proposals 
represent a plan of action 
which will provide the most 
immediate policies for 
safeguarding our citizens. 

"In every survey, every 
study of crime, and every week 
in the newspapers is illustrated 
the crucial need for police 
protection on the streets of our 
cities and in our housing 
projects,” Backman said. 

"The Commonwealth cannot 
afford to wait. To date our 
federal I.EAA funding has been 
used primarily for studies and 
bureaucracy We need per¬ 
sonnel in the streets. 

"I have filed this legislation 
before, but this basic need is 
ironically overlooked by the 
very people who cry the loudest 
about crime,” said Backman. 

Sen. Backman also stated 
that by adding a citizen review 


council, the sometimes 
strained relations between the 
public and police can be 
soothed and strengthened. This 
board could discuss and advise 
on law enforcement problems, 
complaints and policies, thus 
providing for greater 
cooperation from citizens. 

"My housing authority 
legislation provides for a 
similar council to allow 
residents of public housing 
projects to work together with 
the Housing Authority to 
ameliorate any security 
problems which might arise, 
while giving tenants a direct 
channel to voice their views. 

"My legislation will benefit 
all citizens of the Com¬ 
monwealth, and will prove a 
special bonus to our senior 
citizens, who in many cases are 
afraid to leave their buildings. 

"I look forward to the day 
when crime will be reduced to 
a point at which such measures 
are unnecessary. In the 
meantime we must be realistic 
and provide for our citizens," 
concluded Sen. Backman.

A modest breakfast may be 
served in eight or nine more 
elementary and junior high 
schools in Newton next fall 
depending on further action by 
the state legislature and the 
state Board of Education. 

The state Board of Education 
voted last week to implement 
the federally subsidized 
program in 1080 of the , state's 
2503 public schools, if the 
legislature approves $1.1 
million to pay the personnel in 
cities and towns. The federal 
government buys the food. 

Schools in Newton that would 
add the cold breakfast are the 
Burr, arr, Davis, Franklin, 
Horace Mann, Underwood, and 
possibly Bowen elementary 
schools and the Weeks Junior 
High School. The criterion for 
selecting a school is 40 or more 
children in the school from low- 
income families. 

Schools currently serving 
breakfast are Countryside, 


Emerson, and Lincoln-Eliot 
elementary schools, the two 
high schools, and the Bigelow, 
Day, and Warren junior highs. 

If the legislature does not 
approve the $1.1 million the 
Board of Education may 
reconsider the program. 

Roy Cornelius, director of 
the School Department's 
Division of Support Sendees, 
said the breakfasts, which 
consist of three cardboard 
containers of milk, cereal, and 
usually juice, will be sold for 20 
cents to students who do not 
meet the federally established 
guidelines for free or reduced- 
cost meals. 

All schools currently serve 
hot lunches except for 
Underwood and Cabot, where 
cold lunches are offered. 

Cornelius said the breakfast 
program city-wide will not cost 
the School Department much 
because the total number of 
breakfasts served will 


probably pay for one person at 
each school needed to serve the 
food. 

The breakfast program was 
originally to be implemented 
this school year but objections 
from cities and towns about 
another state-mandated but 
partially locally funded 
program caused the state to 
postpone the implementation. 

A student from a family of 
four would qualify for free 
meals if the family income is 
less than $7131' and would 
receive meals at a reduced cost 
if the family income is from 
$7131 to $11,110. 

The complete qualification 
criteria which make 
allowances for some special 
financial circumstances are 
available in each school office.

Aldermen work on ordinance 
to set number of fire engines 


Six Newton stores were cited 
again this Sunday for violation 
of the state's Blue laws, but 
five of the 11 previous violators 
kept their doors closed the 
Sunday after Christmas. 

Police Sgt. Gerald I-awrence 
advised the managers on duty 
in the following stores that they 
were violating the law by being 
open for business: Rix and 
Medi-Mart on Langley Road in 
Newton Centre, CVS in 
Newtonville, West Newton, and 
Four Comers, and Med-X in 
Chestnut Hill. 


Scheduled to appear in 
Newton District Court Jan. 10 
also are the managers of the 
following stores found in 
violation on previous Sundays 
this month: Newton Sports 
Center, Bijou, Hit or Miss, and 
Hip Pocket in Newton Centre, 
and King's Department Store 
in Nonantum.

Efforts to reinstate a fire 
pumper at Newtonville's 
Crafts Street station hit legal 
snags this week, but several 
aldermen are keeping the issue 
alive even though it has been 
ruled an executive function. 

Talks with the mayor, who 
cut the pumper out of the city 
budget, have been un¬ 
productive so far, according to 
the head of the Newton 
Firefighters Association. 

A proposed ordinance to set 
municipal fire apparatus 
standards for the Newton Fire 
Department was held for 
"redrafting" by the 

legislation and Rules Com¬ 
mittee, because time has run 
out on the original petition. 


Off-street parking to be 
regulated and ‘beautified' 


The City Planning Coinm- 
mittee took a long second look 
at a 

10 pages of regulations for 
off-street parking and loading 
"facilities," and despite 
reservation abouts about their 
comprehensibility referred the 
zoning amendment to the l,and 
Use for a public hearing. 

The new regulations are 
divided into two main parts — 
those governing parking with 
six spaces or more and those of 
five spaces or less. 

They apply to new parking 
areas only, unless present 
areas are illegal. 

Parking areas of five or 
fewer spaces need only comply 
with location within the 
already established setbacks 
from street and side lot lines, 
shall be at least nine feet wide 
and 19 feet long per stall, and 
shall be graded and surfaced to 
for all-weather use. Entrance 
and exit drives can be 12-20 feet 
wide. 

The regulations for five or 
fewer spaces cover nearly all 


residential parking areas. It 
was pointed out that the 
specification for surfacing is 
ambiguous, and Planning 
Director Charles Thomas 
replied that it was meant to be 
ambiguous. 

A homeowner who wants to 
park in an area on his own 
property that will become mud 
at certain times of the year 
should be able to do so, as long 
as no one else has to park 
there, he said, and the space is 
legal in other respects. 

Elaborate restrictions , 
dimensions and landscaping 
provisions are spelled out for 
parking facilities for six cars 
or more, including smaller 
stalls for compact cars. 

Width of manueuvering 
aisles varies according to the 
degree of angle of the parking 
stall. 

Reduction from the 
previously required 200 square 
feet to a maximum of 171 
square feet for angle parking 
and 189 square feet for parallel 


parking allows the 
requirement for landscaping 
within a large lot without 
taking away from available 
space, the Planning Depart¬ 
ment feels. 

All new lots for more than 
five cars will have to have a 
five-foot-wide strip of 
evergreens around the 
perimeter, a fence or wall, or a 
landscaped berm to to screen 
the cars from public view. 

Ix>ts for more than 20 cars 
will have their interiors land¬ 
scaped for at least 5 percent of 
the total area. 

There are additional 
provisions for lighting, sur¬ 
facing curbing, maintenance, 
bicycle parking, and off-street 
loading facilities.' 

In all cases in which the 
owner of the property cannot 
for whatever reason comply, 
he may apply to the Board of 
Aldermen for a special permit. 

The Newton- Needham 
Chamber of Commerce has not 
reviewed the revised parking 
ordinance. 
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Under the city cluster the 
Board of Aldermen should 
have acted on the item within 
90 days after it was filed with 
the city clerk. 

The petition, filed by Ken¬ 
neth Finnell, had a public 
hearing on June 30, but the 
Board has never voted on it. 

"The setting of the number of 
pieces of apparatus is an 
executive function," Michael 
Lebner told the committee this 
week. 

Lebner, chief financial of¬ 
ficer to Mayor Mann, has been 
representing the mayor's of¬ 
fice during discussions on the 
pumper cut. 

City Solicitor Howard Levine 
has issued an opinion to the 
effect that the Board must 
confine its input in this matter 
to its "normal powers" within 
the appropriation process.

Editorial 
Amy's school 

There are two ways of looking at the 
decision of President-elect Jimmy Carter to 
send his nine-year-old daughter Amy, to a 
public school in Washington when the family 
moves there next January. Either he is 
demonstrating confidence and belief in both 
the public schools and the racial integration 
of the schools, or he is permitting his child 
to be used for political purposes. 

The American free public school system 
has been a major bulwark of our democracy 
and one of the primary reasons why United 
States society has had a history of upward 
mobility, socially and economically. But 
there have also been some poor public 
schools, especially in the years of racial 
segregation. Currently, violence and less- 
than-adequate instruction because of dis¬ 
ciplinary problems have plagued many in¬ 
ner city public schools. At least some of the 
opposition to forced busing to effect racial 
balance has come from fears by both black 
and white parents of physical threats to 
their children and poor educational 
preparation. 

It is not likely that Amy Carter, sur¬ 
rounded by Secret Service agents, will be in 
any physical danger in the Thaddeus Stevens 
School. Presumably, if there are any 
educational lacks, they'll be made up by her 
family. Mrs. Carter has already said that no 
special security problems exist at the 
. school. Its students are 60 per cent black 
Americans, 10 per cent white and 30 per cent 
foreign from Washington’s considerable 
diplomatic community. Educationally, it 
. may be healthier than many public schools 
because of the racial and national mix. 

Even if there are political connotations to 
the Carter decision, it should give a needed 
boost to the American public school system, 
under attack in recent years from many 
areas. It also points a direction for many 
"liberal'’ Congressmen who preach about 
integration and equality, but send their own 
children to private institutions.

The Charter Sen, and Mrs. Stanford wrote was also 
sponsored by Thomas Jefferson ui founding the University 
of Virginia: “This institution will be based on the illimitable 
freedom of the human mind". And both universities are 
today one of the world's most distinguished centers of 
learning. 

They are in the great American educational tradition; the 
profound blessing represented by our country's best 
universities. 

What we should remember about education and its in¬ 
stitutions is the primary meaning of the word "education". 
It means to "draw out". A fundamental principle is to learn 
the meaning of excellence, the first-rate; to instruct 
students that it is their business to learn this and pursue it. 

Higher education also assists your fundamental security, 
for there is no security in a changing world as great as the 
ability to qualify for a better job. 

Sometimes, however, our higher education seems like a 
flywheel with the weight gone. 

Much is merely a leisurely inquiry as to whether or not 
our system of political and economic life is really the best.

It suggests that we are not sure what we are or where we 
are going. 

It is downright foolhearty to be misled by our billions on 
enrollment and thus grow complacent about today's status 
of our higher education. 

Mpanwhile, the Soviet Union lias taken its system of 
political and economic life for granted. It lias forged the 
gnm educational instruments to make it prevail. 

Even in a vital specific — engineering — the Soviet trains 
an estimated 315 engineers per year per million of its 
population, while the United States trains only about 140. As 
for the rest of the Western world, Switzerland trains 82, 
Britain trains 57, and beyond these, all other Western 
European countries combined tram only 67 engineering 
graduates per million population. 

As for the so-called generation gap, perhaps there is not 
so much a generation gap as an experience gap — a iength- 
of-living experience that only time can bring. The 
generation gap usually represents the simple phenomenon 
that we're not as young as we used to be, but not as old as 
we're going to be. 

After Sen. and Mrs. Leland Stanford passed away, the 
university was blessed as chancellor by one of America's 
greatest educators, the late great Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur. 
Former President Herbert Hoover and Mrs. Hoover were in 
Stanford's first graduating class, and they gave their lovely- 
house to Stanford when Dr. Wilbur became Chancellor. 

At a private dinner in that house. Dr. Wilbur once 
proposed a delightful toast not far from the "generation 
gap" topic: 

"Let us fill a cup and drink with love to that most noble, 
ridiculous, laughable, sublime departed figure in our lives 
— The Young Man Who Was. Let us drink to his dreams, for 
they were rainbow-colored; to his appetites, for they were 
strong; to his blunders, for they were huge; to his pains, for 
they were sharp; to his time, for it was brief; and to his end, 
for it was to become one of us."

incorporate such a change. In 
view of this I must express my 
profound concern regarding 
the lack of hard-core data 
which led to this premature 
decision. 

The question now arises as to 
what possible uiformation the 
mayor's office lias that has not 
been made public that 
prompted the Dec. 6 decision 
regardmg the dismissal of a 
pumper from the Newtonville 
area. It seems in extreme 
contrast to the methodology 
applied to the potential closing 
of elementary schools. 
Criticism of the School Com¬ 
mittee is certainly not implied, 


but one must wonder why the 
same methodology was not 
employed regarding the 
retirement of a pumper, when 
such an action affects the 
safety of the entire citizenry. 

Let there be no doubt in 
anyone's mind that I 
vigorously object to the 
elinunation of any fire ap¬ 
paratus from any district 
within the city without a 
careful analysis of the impact 
it would have upon the entire 
city. 

It is extremely difficult to 
comprehend the reasoning and 
justification for the retirement 
of a pumper servicing some of 
the oldest communities in the 
city. Many of these areas, 


especially the Nonantum 
district, are highly prone to fire 
because of their congested 
surroundings, which contain a 
substantial amount of in¬ 
dustrial activity dispersed 
throughout its residential 
neighborhoods. 

Furthermore, 1 cannot 
perceive how by the 
nonulilization of this pumper 
we can do anything other than 
jeopardize the ability of our 
fire department to properly 
maintain adequate fire 
protection within our city. 

In light of what I consider a 
lack of hard evidence and in 
view of the statement made by 
retired Chief Perkins on March 
25, 1976, that the loss of an 
engine company will affect 


public safety, 1 have no other 
alternative but to arrive at the 
conclusion that Mayor Mann 
has acted prematurely and not 
in the best interest of the 
citizenry. 

It is also quite clear that if 
the mayor persists in main¬ 
taining this obdurate stand, 
then the responsibility for 
restoration of the pumper will 
be in the hands of the aider- 
men. 

The question then surfaces 
as to whether or not the 
aldermen, along with our 
mayor, will be ready to accept 
the responsibility of denying 
the right to safety for all of our 
citizens.

LWV submits criteria 
for school closings 


United Way says, 
'Thank you, Newton' 


To the Editor: 

The following letter was sent 
to the School Committee: 

"The League of Women 
Voters of Newton has been on 
record for the past two years as 
favoring school consolidation 
as a means of dealing with 
declining school enrollments. 
Once again, we strongly urge 
the School Committee to vote 
for school closings that are 
consistent with a well-defined 
long-range plan. 

"We applaud the efforts of 
the Subcommittee on Declining 
Enrollment and Building 
Utilization to involve con¬ 
cerned citizens in their 
decision-making process. 
However, we do believe that 
the presentation of specific 
options resulted in the airing of 
only negative responses to 
those particular options. 

"We submit to you that it is 


your task to consider the 
educational impact of con¬ 
solidation decisions on the 
entire Newton school system 
and to make choices that move 
toward balancing educational 
resources throughout the city. 

"The League has a strong 
commitment to the 
neighborhood school concept. 
We do believe, however, that 
the demographics of 
population density that exist on 
the north and south sides of this 
city are substantially different. 
In practical terms, an area 
that enjoys a lower population 
density must be willing to have 
a larger neighborhood utilize 
community resources. 

"During our study of this 
issue the League agreed on 
several criteria that should be 
considered in selecting specific 
schools for closing. We present 
these criteria to you in the hope 


that they can aid you in your 
forthcoming decision. The 
criteria are minimum 
disruption of children; size of 
school population as it relates 
to educational options and 
flexibility: maintenance of a 
neighborhood concept, but with 
expanded neighborhoods; 
financial savings, including the 
need for capital im¬ 
provements; effect on 
recipient schools; and age and 
condition of buildings. 

"The School Committee is 
elected at large and therefore 
must make decisions on the 
basis of what is educationally 
sound for the entire Newton 
school system. We hope that 
your votes on school closings 
reflect a commitment to 
quality education and to 
overall community needs.

A brief visit with Rose Kennedy 


WEDNESDAY, DECEMBER }?, 1»7» 


Wouldn't you think the thrill of sitting in 
the TWA VIP lounge awaiting your first 
flight to Paris, France would be about as 
much excitement any one person could 
handle? 

Add to that the surprise of seeing Mrs. 
Rose Kennedy arrive and settle herself on 
a nearby sofa. A hurried consultation 
with the TWA representative who at¬ 
tended Mrs. Kennedy and I was told she 
would be pleased to speak with me after 
eating a pre-flight snack brought along in 
an unpretentious lunchbox. 

Wearing a hyacinth blue tailored suit 
and matching blue wide-brimmed hat, 
Mrs. Kennedy at 86 years of age is not an 
'old lady." Her step is quick, her deep 
blue eyes shine with enthusiasm and she 
has a most charming mannerism of 
cocking her head to the right and 
laughing when she finds something 
amusing. Though delicate in appearance, 
she reminds you of a finely tuned violin 
string, sensitive and resilient. 

When asked whether she thought 
bringing up a large family these days is 
more challenging than during her early 
married years when she was living in 
Brookline, she nodded in agreement 
"Oh yes'. It's far more difficult today 
In those days, I worked hard hoping, 
trying, praying every' day to bring up my 
children. I was very fortunate to have a 
great many advantages... because there 
were so many children, I had live-in help 
at all times and the children cooperated 
beautifully 


“Perhaps," she continued, "mothers 
have problems with disciplining their 
children nowadays because they don’t 
know how to appeal to them. Our oldest 
children, particularly our oldest 9on, 
became a good example for the younger 
children. They all had a great deal of 
respect for their father, right up to the 
last days, and this is quite important 
Children should respect their parents. 

"When Jack was a candidate for the 
Senate, he would call the house, and if his 
father was not there, he'd say to one of 
my other sons, 'What did Dad think? .or 
What does Dad suggest we ought to do? 
What did Dad say?' 1 consider this type of 
closeness important in a family 
relationship." 

What type of Dersonal freedom did she 
allow her children when they were 
young'’ She smiled. 

"Well, actually, the children adapted 
themselves very sensibly and spent thetr 
lime quite profitably. We encouraged 
their participation in sports and our home 
was always open to their friends...those 
were such happy days. 

"Even though our sons were always 
Interested in politics, there were times 
when they didn't want to attend political 
meetings, but if their fatheT said they 
should go...they went 

"1 remember one occasion when there 
was a meeting in Russia and Bobby was 
going to attend it with Justice Douglas. 
Bobby said to me, 'Gosh, Mother, I’d 
rather stay down on the Cape with Ethel 
and the children rather than go on this 
trip, but Dad says he feels I should go..'" 


Mrs. Kennedy tilted her head, her eyes 
gating off In the distance; she chuckled 
and said, "Oh but Bobby was tom, 
however, he followed his father's advkv 
and went to Russia." 

Did she ever Intervene between the 
children and Mr. Kennedy? The reply 
comes quickly. 

"Oh no...no, I don't think so. You see he 
had very good Judgment and (specially 
with the boys I felt that he knew better 
than I what was best for them. However, 
there was one time when l Insisted that 
the boys attend a yew or two at a Catholic 
school. You see he didn’t think It was that 
Important, he felt a child should get his 
religion at home. My feelings were that 
though there was prayer and discussion 
at home, they should receive Instruction 
In the tenets of the CathoHc religion as 
well as learn the historical background, 
and this we could not give them at home.” 

Her fine boned handi lay quietly In 
her lap, her eyes shaded under the hat 
brim, Mrs. Kennedy spoke encouragingly 
about the role of mothers today. 

"To me, the great woman of today Is 
the woman who Is struggling and 
striving...praying and hoping. My life 
was so peaceful In retrospect compared 
with what the ordinary woman goes 
through bringing up children today... and 
many of them do it so well! 

"Ethel’s son Joe has been a great help 
to Teddy all through the race for his 9est 
in the Senate...by the way, did you hear 
what Teddy said before tha election at our 
Kennedy lea for women’ He said, 'It’s 
alright to campaign when you’re 36, 46, or 


even 56, but when you get to be 86!’ When 
he said that, people applauded and ap¬ 
plauded..and 1 loved It! 

"The beautiful part of young Joe 
working with Teddy was, that Teddy 
raked Joe to assist him In his campaign. 
He couM have asked someone with 
more experience In politics...but the 
heart was there and we're all so very 
proud. Joe really came through 
beautifully!" 

Mrs. Kennedy's lace brightens as she 
speaks about Jaride Onasts, Caroline and 
young John who enjoyed thetr visits to the 
Cape this past summer. "I see Caroline 
quite often..as a matter of fact, I saw her 
and her mother today. We're very 
pleased that Caroline Is attending 
Raddlffe and John Ls at Andover." 

Always Interested in current a flairs, 
Mrs. Kennedy tells of her concern about 
Africa. "This summer I concentrated a 
little on Africa because I realized that I 
knew so little about the country. I bought 
a map of Africa for each family and feel 
wt should all be more informed; one of 
my grandchildren told me the mao was 
already outdated. Imagine, and they 
were purchased only 4 months ago.” 

Was this trip to Paris a special one? 
"No, not really. This past summer was a 
very busy one for me. I have 29 grand¬ 
children and the family kept coming and 
going all summer down on the Cape - 
this trip to France will be one of 
relaxation. I’ll attend the opera, visit with 
friends and do some shopping."

1 pkg. (4 serving size) pistachio instant pudding and pie

Sift flour with baking powder and salt. Beat eggs in

Oyster Pie" given to us by the Maryland Dept, of Economic 
and Community Development The original recipe, which 
dates back to the early 1800’s, has been revised and tested in 
their test kitchen. A complete meal that only needs a salad. 
Here it Is: 

OLD LINE 
OYSTER PIE 

Pastry for double crust 9 Inch pie 
2 cups thinly sliced potatoes, slightly undercooked 
1 pint shucked Maryland oyster, wtth liquor 
4 hard-cooked eggs 
4 cup margarine or butter (4 stick) 

Celery salt to taste 
LemoD-aad-pepper seasoning, to taste 

Place bottom crust tn pie pan. Put in well-drained 
potatoes. Remove oysters from container with slottted 
spoon and put over potatoes (reserve oyster liquor for 
sauce.) Place egg slices over oysters. Dot margarine or 


butter over top and sprinkle witn celery salt and lemon-and- 
pepper seasoning. Place top crust on pie. Cut slits in top to 
allow steam to escape. Bake at 400 degrees for 10 minutes; 
lower heat and bake at 375 degrees until crust is lightly 
browned, about 30 minutes. Let stand a few minutes before 
serving i drain off any excess liquid). Serve with oyster 
sauce. Makes 6 servings. 

OYSTER SAUCE 
(FORPIE) 

2 tablespoons margarine or butter

Newton District Court 
Justice Monte G. Basbas an¬ 
nounced a new court schedule 
for the new year that will make 
it more convenient for mer¬ 
chants, lawyers, and others 
who frequently deal with the 
court. 

After meeting several times 
with the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and bank represen¬ 
tatives it was decided that all 
hearings and trials for 
shoplifting and larceny by 


6500 got 
flu shots 

The nationwide flu im¬ 
munization program, plagued 
by problems from the start, is 
now at a standstill. But the flu 
clinics held at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital from 
October to December report 
good news. 

At the 12 clinics, nearly 6600 
people were vaccinated and no 
serious reaction has been 
reported. 

There were 4150 Newton 
residents vaccinated, 690 
Wellesley residents and 156 
from Weston. According to Dr. 
Carolyn Zavarine, Newton 
health commissioner, there 
were 75-60 other towns 
represented at the clinics, and 
seven states besides 
Massachusetts. 

Twenty percent of Newton’s 
senior citizens received their 
shots at the hospital, 16 percent 
from private physicians and 
about six percent at nursing 
homes. An estimated 40 per¬ 
cent of Newton’s population 
over 65 has been immunized

Minor motor vehicle 
violations will be heard 
Fridays at 9:15 a.m. and small 
claims will be heard starting 
Wednesdays at 11 a.m. 

A change in the state in¬ 
surance laws now also requires 
courts to hear property 
damage automobile suits on 
weekends and on one 
weeknight. * 

The new law, effective Jan. 
1, allows individuals to use the 
Small Claims Court procedure 
to sue up to any amount to for 
property damage, Shultz said. 

Newton District Court will be 
open Saturday at 9 a.m. for 
criminal arraignments and 
motor vehicle small claims, 
and alternate Wednesdays 
from 7-9 p.m. for motor vehicle 
small claims.

Drinan bill would overturn 
decision on pregnancy disability 


Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan (D-Mass.) announced 
that he will introduce 
legislation to overturn the 
decision of the Supreme Court 
that the federal equal- 
employment statute does not 
require employers to include 
pregnancy-related disability in 
health plans. 

"The court's judgment is a 
devastating blow to the cause 
of equal rights which cannot 
stand if we are to have true 
equality for working women," 
the Congressman said. 

"I am drafting a bill which 
would deny a tax deduction to 
employers who failed to in¬ 
clude pregnancy-related 
disabilities in their employee 
medical benefits programs, ” 
Drinan noted. "In my 
judgment, employers should 
not be allowed those tax breaks 
if they are not assisting women 
at that critical time," the 
Congressman stated. 

Drinan has also written to 
the Commissioner of the 
Internal Revenue Service to 
determine whether the IRS will 
deny such deductions through 
its regulatory authority over 
the tax law, he said 


The decision which 
Congressman Drinan seeks to 
overturn involved a health plan 
which, while covering a large 
number of disabilities, ex¬ 
cluded pregnancy-related 
absences from work. 

Even though the plan in¬ 
cluded disabilities arising out 


of medical problems which 
concern only male employees, 
and even though pregnancy 
relates only to females, the 
Court nonetheless held that 
such discrimination did not 
violate the federal equal- 
employment - opportunity 
statute.

time. To suppose that Jesus 
would actually plan a scenario 
of his own death is a complete 
impossibility.

Although the filming of "The 
Passover Plot" was completed 
in Israel, the film is not sanc¬ 
tioned by the government of 
Israel, and is the product of a 
private filmmaking company. 
Kolack and Father Bullock 
noted that while Israel is 
distressed with the nature of, 
this film, the young nation is a 
vital democracy that makes 
every effort to avoid the 
censorship of ideas in any 
form. 

The members of the 
Catholic-Jewish Committee 
are concerned with the in¬ 
sensitivity of the filmmakers i 
who depict Christianity as a 
deliberate fraud and by the 
manner in which this film 


disparages a major faith in our 
community.

The School Committee set up a com¬ 
mittee to study possible closings of 
schools. 

Developer Oscar Wasserman 
presented to various city agencies a plan 
for 112 condominiums, Nahanton Woods, 
in Ward 8. 

The legality of the appointment of 
George Stiglich, who had been acting city 
treasurer since the departure in June, 
1975, of Treasurer Theodore Scafidi, was 
questioned. Scafidi was still waiting for a 
new trial on conflict of interest charges. 

Mayor Mann began to weaken on his 
position that he would abolish the 
sanitation division and contract the 
rubbish collection. 

The new developers of the former 
Towers at Chestnut Hill land were told 
they must comply in some fashion with 
the unwritten policy of the Board of 
Aldermen that requires 10 percent of new 
apartments to be made available for low- 
incotnc subsidized housing. 

A petition containing 2500 signatures 
was presented to the School Committee 
opposing the denial of the Angier-Ellis 
school program. The School Committee 
had voted twice not to allow Angier 
School to participate in the reciprocal 
with program with the Ellis School in 
oxbury. 

Nonantum community leaders turned 
thumbs down on conversion of the old 
Stearns School, soon to be vacated by the 
School Department, to a mixed use for 
housing and business.

Athans, who resigend in April. 

JUNE 

Local 800 went out on strike for six days 
to protest the mayor's plan to give rub¬ 
bish collection to an outside contractor. 

An announcement by Mayor Mann that 
he would probably appoint Police Chief 
William Quinn to serve also as fire chief 
met with opposition from aldermen and 
firefighters. Fire Chief Frederick 
Perkins had announced his resignation 
effective in August. He later withdrew his 
resignation, then resubmiited it effective 
in October. 

Newton Junior College closed, its doors 
forever after graduating its last class.

The Conservation Commission opposed 
the Nahanton Woods condominium 
propsal. 

The 428-unit Chestnut Hill Gardens on 
Route 9 was given approval by the Board 
of Aldermen, ending nearly 10 years of 
plans for building on the land. 

The Board of Assessors called the Cole- 
Layer-Trumble revaluation "ac¬ 
ceptable." 

The second trial of former city 
treasurer Theodore Scafidi began. 

The School Committee voted 5-t to cut 
three professional positions from the 
Metco budget to make up for an $81,000 
deficit in anticipated state funding. 

JULY 

Newton's Bicentennial celebration 
culminated with a well-received 
fireworks display at Newton North High 
School that Police Chief William Quinn 
would not permit last year. 

The former City Treasurer Theodore 
Scafidi was found innocent of eight counts 
of conflict of interest in Middlesex County 
Superior Court. The complaints charged 
that he deposited city funds in Harbor 
National Bank prior to accepting a 
position there. 

Revaluation was delayed another 
month to wait for a report by a court- 
appointed master. 

Mayor Mann and Public Works 
Department employees agreed upon a 
contract that would keep rubbish 
collection "in house" and reduce to 55 the 
number of workers. The mayor wanted to 
contract out the collection. 

Howard Lipton, 27, was named director 
of the Human Services Department to 
replace Jane Pitt who became the 
mayor’s chief assistant. 

In the first of many anticipated court 
battles Martin J. Roach won a $478,000 
land-damage suit from the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority for land in 
Lower Falls taken in 1969. 

The five-member conservative 
majority of the .School Committee 
boycotted two meetings this month that 
were called to reconsider the June 28 vote 
on Metco that Superintendent Fink said 
would seriously damage the program. 

The Board of Aldermen passed a 
$276,000 bond to buy the remaining 
Norumbega Park land ‘ 

AUGUST 

Newton composer and music teacher 
Henry Lasker died of a heart attack after 
retiring in June. In May the Newton 
North High School Auditorium named in 
his honor. 

A city audit of the Public Works 
Department found that records were 
sloppy but no intentional wrongdoings 
were found. Stale Rep. Richard McGrath, 
who spearheaded investigation into the 
department, was dissatisfied with the 
audit report. 

Superior Court Judge Henry 
Chmielinski granted Newton a two-year 
delay on implementing revaluation based 
on a report by Atty. John Cremens, who 
found some homes recently sold for 20 
percent more than the Cole-Layer- 
Trunible evaluation. 

Daycampers of the Newton Community 
Service Centers ate 119 feet of ice cream 
donated by Cabot's of Newtonville. 

Theodore Scafidi was reelected city 
treasurer by the Board of Aldermen 14 
months after he had resigned from the 
job. The vole was 14-9. 

The Newton Conservators began lob¬ 
bying for the city to purchase the 60-acre 
Novitiate property. 

The governor finally gave the state 
Metco account $150,000 from his special 
emergency account. Newton received 
$47,000 of that but it was too late to rehire 
the people who had held the jobs cut 
because they had found other work. . 

SEPTEMBER 

Schools opened for what was expected 
to be 15,381 students, but by the tune the 
final count had come in the number had 
dropped to 15,242, 600 less than last year. 

Police Chief William Quinn was 
restrained from taking action against six 
officers who were living beyond the 10 - 
mile limit from the city line. Until an 
Appeals Court decides a sumlar Boston 
case no action will be taken. — . 

School custodian James Blake, Sr. was 
told by an arbitrator he was entitled to 
the head custodian job at Newton North 
High School, a decision which overruled 
the School Committee and the superin¬ 
tendent. 


A. Joseph DeNucci defeated incumbent 
State Rep. Richard J. McGrath by 176 
votes in a hotly contested primary 
election battle, the only big runoff in the 
city. Two years previously McGrath beat 
DeNucci by four votes. 

The tax rate was set at $164.40 per $1000 
of assessed value based on the old 
assessments, an increase of $5.40 from 
last year. 

Occupants of Newton North High 
School were not relieved of ventilation 
problems and heard there are no quick 
solutions and plans may cost up to $1 
million. 

The Recreation Department and the 
Newton Conservators were among many

OCTOBER 

Test scores showed students stopped 
learning as fast in junior high as they did 
in grades 4-6. 

Paul E. Chernoff of West Newton, 
chairman of the state Parole Board, was 
nominated and later appointed a judge in 
Newton District Court. 

The Housing Rehabilitation Program 
helped 33 homeowners, but had funds to 
help 30 more. Not enough signed up. 

High hopes for an underground parking 
garage to be paid for by the federal 
government fell through when the 
Finance Committee wouldn't fund 
planning costs. 

Newton was named a finalist in the 
nationwide All-America City Citizen 
Action Award competition. 

Clinics for the A-Swine and A-Victoria 
flu vaccinations began at Newton- 
Weliesley Hospital for high-risk people. 

A complicated sign ordinance was 
passed by the Board after 18 months of 
planning and meeting with merchants. 

The Marriott Hotel received a tem¬ 
porary restraining order preventing the 
aldermen from examining confidential 
information submitted to the city 
assessors for its $1 million valuation 
abatement, a point of long debate in 
Finance Committee meetings. 

NOVEMBER 

Democrats won every contest in the 
state and presidential election in Newton, 
which chose the winners that included 
Jimmy Carter, Sen. Edward Kennedy, _ 
Cong. Robert Drinan, and State Sen. Jack 
Backman. Local state representatives 
elected were Joseph DeNucci, Peter 
Harrington, David Mofenson, and Lois 
Pines. 

Mayor Theodore Mann returned to 
work full-time after taking four weeks to 
recuperate from a stomach ulcer. 

A proposal for 154 housing units on the 
Murley land on Dedham Street was not 
well received when explained to 
neighbors. 

Newton Corner's beautification 
program got underway. 

City Solicitor Howard Levine requested 
and was later granted an extra lawyer 
just to cope with $2.5 million worth of law 
suits around the $22 million Newton North 
High School. The city is suing architects 
and contractors for defects in the school. 

Aldermen passed new qualifications for 
a fire chief that prevent the mayor from 
appointing Police Chief Quinn to head 
both departments. 

The Subcommittee on School 
Enrollment and Building Utlizalion 
began hearing from PTAs that opposed 
plans to redistrict to relieve over¬ 
crowding and to close schools in the south 
side of the city to compensate for 
declining enrollment. 

Public Works Commissioner Gene 
I .arson announced his resignation of

absorb secretarial expenses costs as a 
business expense.

at the outset in purchase price, but CBT 
would pay $24,000 a year in taxes. 

All the plans rely on the continuation of 
the "Section 8" housing subsidy available 
through the U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 

Aid. Joan Saklad asked the Planning 
Department to try to negotiate rents with 
the developer to decrease the $400 
average monthly rent. Mayor Theodore 
Mann has the ultimate say in whether the 
land should be sold. 

The CBT proposal would provide 23 
one-bedroom apartments, nine of which 
would be devoted to low-income elderly- 
people, seven studio apartments, and five 
two-bedroom units. 

In the building there would also be 
provided a greenhouse, a crafts room, 
and community rooms, in addition to the 
usual laundry and storage facilities. 

CBT would construct a 20,000-sq. ft. 
playground at the side and rear of the 
land 

The rents proposed by CBT are the 
highest of any of the proposals by $32 a 
month’ while costs to convert the building 
to apartments were third from the top. 


CBT estimated the amount needed to 
convert at $741,000. 

Thomas explained to the committee 
that eliminating certain features of the 
conversion is not as good a way to reduce 
the annual rents as finding some way to 
reduce the dollar return to the city. 

For example, reducing the amount paid 
annually to the city by $ 10,000 could 
decrease rents per unit by $300 per year. 

But reducing conversions costs even by 
$100,000 would, spread out over 20 years, 
result in a rent reduction of only about 
$115 per unit per year. 

The whole question of whether the city- 
should sell the land at nearly nothing in 
order to provide relatively high-cost 
housing for the elderly has not been 
settled. 

The matter must be referred to the 
Finance Committee for that deter¬ 
mination. 

The other choice the city has in 


disposing of surplus municipal land and 
buildings is to sell the property and let it 
be developed as the zoning laws allow. 

The financial return to the city both in 
initial purchase price and real estate 
taxes would be higher with the second 
method. 

A a committee established by the 
mayor to decide the use of surplus land 
and buildings has recommended the 
reuse of the old Peirce School as housing 
for the elderly, not low-income elderly, as 
well as use for several other municipal 
properties. 

One recommendation — the sale of a 
former church building, part of the closed 
Newton Junior College, to the Newton 
Arts Center, Inc. — has recently been 
followed. The cost of the building was $1. 

The City Planning Committee will meet 
next on Jan. 24 and review the proposals 
received for use of the Peabody School- 
Bigelow House property on Oak Hill.

Melvin Bradshaw, president of 
Liberty Mutual, honors the 
insurance company for its role 
in helping to establish 
what has become the New 
England Regional Spinal Cord 
Injury Center, a model 
followed by others developed 
across the nation. Presentation 
of the award was the highlight 
of the University Hospital 
annual meeting and dinner at 
Boston’s Museum of Science, 
attended by 250 trustees, 
corporators and medical staff 
of the hospital. 

liberty Mutual, which more 
than 60 years ago committed 
itself to involvement in the 
care and rehabilitation of 
policyholders disabled by 
serious injury, began working 
in 1955 with the late Dr. Donald 
Munro at Massachusetts 
Memorial Hospitals (now 
University Hospital) to provide 
a centralized unit for the 
concentration of services 
needed by spinal-cord injured 
persons. The unit, which 
opened in 1955 in facilities 
provided by a gift from Liberty 


Mutual, was the first of its kind 
in the nation outside a military 
installation. 

In making the award, Cogan 
praised Ijberty Mutual for its 
"early vision, steadfast faith 
and extensive support" over 
the past two decades. He 
pointed out that liberty Mutual 
personnel "have worked with 
us to counsel on patient care 
and to meet with patients and 
their families to assist them in 
coping with spinalcord injury 
tragedy." 

liberty’s staff, he added, has 
participated in instruction in 
Boston University School of 
Medicine to describe the role of 
insurance carriers in patient 
care, and has given advice to 
other insurance firms about 
client management and about 
the service available at 
University Hospital and 
similar institutions. 

Cogan said an award last 
July by the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education, and 
Welfare of a three-year grant 
of $750,000 to the New England 
Regional Spinal Cord Injury 
Center was "public testimony 
to University Hospital’s 


leadership" in this area of 
rehabilitation medicine. The 
center, the only separate 
general hospital unit in the 
Northeast devoted so’ely to the 
care of the spinal-co'd injured 
and the only federally 
designated facility in New 
England that provides com¬ 
prehensive services, is 
directed by Dr. Murray M. 
Freed, of Newton, chief of 
rehabilitation medicine at 
University Hospital. 

In accepting the award, 
Farwell reaffirmed Liberty 
Mutual’s support of the Spinal 


Cord Injury Center's mission, 
pointing to the University 
Hospital-Liberty Mutual tie as 
an excellent example of how 
large institutions can 
cooperate for the good of the 
community at large and for the 
benefit of individual patients 
confronted with catastrophic 
medical problems. Much 
remains to be done in 
rehabilitative efforts, and it 
can only be accomplished by 
the sort of cooperative venture 
exemplified by the University 
Hospital-Liberty Mutual 
program, he added

overwhelming for both the 
patient and his or her family. 
Few injuries to the body are so 
debilitating and irreversible. 
Most spinal-cord injuries result 
from motor-vehicle crashes 


(with a rising incidence 
stemming from motorcycle 
accidents); industrial ac¬ 
cidents, such as falls or direct 
blows to the back; and sports 
accidents, particularly from 
diving.

The latest 'God-man'

NEW DELHI, India (UPIl- 
In a nation that sent forth 
Maharishi Yoga, Guru 
Maharaj Ji and the Hare 
Krishna sect to conquer the 
hearts and minds of millions in 
the East and West, another 
"God-man" dominates the 
news these days. 

Indian weekly magazines are 
filled with reports and contro¬ 
versies about Sai Baba, a 
pudgy 51-year-old man whose 
frizzy black hair gives the 
impression he's holding his 
finger in a light socket. 

"Challenge to Sai Baba — is 
he God?" one magazine blazes 
across its front page. "God is 
an Indian," proclaims another 
weekly in headlines it usually 
reserves for the latest allega¬ 
tions of dirty deeds by the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency. 

A prominent industrialist 
keeps a color picture of Sai 
Baba displayed on the wall of 
his office. Ex-Beatle George 
Harrison is reported scheduled 
to visit Sai Baba at his southern 
Indian headquarters later in 
1977. 

"In my present avatar I have 
come armed with the fullness 
of the power of the formless 
God to save humanity," Sai 
Baba told one interviewer. 

The same reporter, speaking 
with the "God-man" through 
an interpreter, said Sai Baba 
"went on to amaze me with 
knowledge of the most intimate 
developments affecting my life 
and work" and answered 


questions before they were 
asked. 

The avatar's headquarters, 
railed the Haven of Supreme 
Bliss, "is fast assuming the 
status and symbol of a Hindu 
Vatican," the reporter noted. 
But there are dissenters. 

One Ls H. Narasimhaiah, vice 
chancellor of Bangalore 
University and chairman of the 
university's Committee to In¬ 
vestigate Miracles and Super¬ 
stitions, which was set up last 
year. 

Narasimhaiah, who has a 
PhD in nuclear physics, was 
part of a team that exposed Sai 
Krishna, an 8-year-old boy 
known for creating sacred ash 
from nothing, as a fraud. 

The child had been perform¬ 
ing his "miracle" in the name 
of Sai Baba and his devotees 
referred to the older man as 
"the main switch" and the 
child as "the bulb." After the 
exposure of fraud, a 
spokesman for Sai Baba 
disowned the child. 

Narasimhaiah scoffs at 
claims that Sai Baba can 
create objects from nothing 
and has challenged him to 
meet with committee members 
“and to demonstrate openly all 
the divine powers attributed to 
him." 

"What is Sai Baba's philoso¬ 
phy?" Narasimhaiah asked. 
"Zero. What is his life? Zero or 
negative. What are his ideas? 
A mere Jumble of words to 
mislead the people. I per¬ 


sonally consider his doings 
some kind of magic, nothing 
more." 

Sai Baba has attacked the 
committee and thus far has 
retused to meet with its 
members, a stance that dis¬ 
turbs his followers not at all. 

A lawyer swears Sai Baba 
cured him of Parkinson's 
disease with a mere wave of 
the hand. Other supporters say 
Sai Baba was once traveling in 
a car that ran out of gas. The 
“God-man" turned a bucket 
filled with water into gasoline 
and the journey continued. 

His followers are numerous 
and include many foreigners. 
They can be found around his 
headquarters in Bangalore — 
within praying distance of the 
university — about 1,100 miles 
south of New Delhi, or piling 
into buses to follow his Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz for the short ride to 
Puttaparti, his birthplace. 

The man who became Sai 
Baba was born 
Sathyanarayana Raju. At his 
birth the family tambura, a 
stringed instrument, sup¬ 
posedly twanged without 
anyone touching it and a cobra 
appeared mysteriously 
beneath his crib. 

At 13 he announced he was 
Sai Baba, the reincarnation of 
the Hindu god Krishna, and left 
home. Each November tens of 
thousands of people trek to 
Puttaparti to celebrate his 
birthday. 

It seems doubtful that the 


commission to investigate 
miracles will get very far in its 
quest. His followers are con¬ 
vinced he is a "God-man" and 
some others just don't care. 

An American woman who 
has lived in India for 10 years 
and has seen Sai Baba several 
times but is not a follower, 
said: "He seems like a good 
man. He seems gentle, sincere. 
What difference does it make if 
he's God?"

Pines introduces legislation 
for public defender system 


Slate Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) has introduced 
legislation that will establish a 
statewide independent Office 
of the Public Defender. 

"The Constitution guaran¬ 
tees the right of counsel for all 
citizens, regardless of their 
ability to pay. However, the 
present system providing legal 
representation for indigent 
defendents is inefficient and 
inadequate," Pines said. 

The Pines bill is designed to 
remedy inconsistencies and 
shortcomings of the present 
system which is administered 
under the supervision of the 
Supreme Judicial Court by the 
Massachusetts Defender 
Committee (MDC). 

"The MDC is so underfunded 
and understaffed that it can 
only fill one-third of the 
demand placed on it," Pines 
said. "Only 26 of the slates 72 
judicial districts can rely on 
the MDC to provide public 
defenders. 

"This gulf is only partially 
spanned by the use of private 
attorneys; a practice which 
docs not always insure ef¬ 
fective representation. 

"The present administrative 
set up encourages waste." 
Pines said. "In addition 
tobreeds the inefficiency which 
duplication of effort, and thus 
additional costs, it has been 
reported that some court- 
appointed attorneys collect 
fees from the defendents they 
represent and then overcharge 
the state for their services." 

Pines went on to explain that, 
"it has been estimated that the 
annual cost of the MDC-run 
system is nearly $6 million, 
much of which is borne directly 
by local and county tax levies. 
Taxpayers are simply not 
receiving a sufficient return 
for their money." 

The proposed Office of the 
Public Defender will have 
impact on improving the 
quality of legal assistance to 
indigent defenders. It will 
provide a uniform system of 
administration and ac¬ 
countability; insure quality 
assistance by the 
establishment of standards and 
training and will conform to 
the constitutional 
requirements by making 
public defenders available in 
every judicial district. 

The Office of Public 
Defender system will have a 
chief public defender, regional 
office chiefs and assistant 
public defenders assigned to 
each district. They will be 
professionals who will be full¬ 
time employees of the Office of 
Public Defender. They will be 
expressly prohibited from 
practicing privately or 
engaging in the pursuit of any 
other occupation. Their

energies and concentration will 
be devoted entirely to public 
defense. 

As a result, there will be 
lawyers well trained in defense 
work with a system of 
supervision and a back up. 
Assignment of cases to private 
attorneys will occur at the 
discretion of the public 
defenders based upon need and 
subject to the standards of the 
office. 


"The Office of the Public 
Defender will be a far superior 
set up to what now exists. It 
will be an independent, non¬ 
political body separated from 
the cronyism which now 
permeates the system," Pines 
stated. "It will set high stan¬ 
dards for the conduct of its 
legal and fiscal affairs. It will 
give the Massachusetts tax¬ 
payer a dollar's service for a 
dollar paid."
